THE  story  of  Tobias  belongs  to  the  Apocrypha.  It 
is  fanciful  and  picturesque;  and  the  extravagance 
of  the  tale  led  long  ago  to  its  being  placed,  by  the 
Protestant  churches,  outside  of  the  fully  accepted  Script- 
ures. But  its  beauty  and  its  deeply  religious  spirit  have 
made  this  book  of  Tobit  a  favorite  theme  among  artists, 
both  ancient  and  modem.  Von  Uhde,  the  celebrated  Ger- 
man painter  who  has  done  so  much  to  bring  biblical  truths 
home  to  the  present  generation,  here  adds  his  modernized 
conception  of  young  Tobias  to  the  many  older  fancies  of 
the  scene. 

Tobit,  the  father  of  Tobias,  is  a  rich  and  just  man  who 
suffers  for  his  religion.  Reduced  at  length  to  misery  and 
blindness,  he  sends  the  lad  Tobias  to  a  distant  city  to 
collect  an  ancient  debt.  The  father  has  prayed  earnestly 
for  his  son,  and  God  sends  to  him  the  angel  Raphael  who, 
disguised  as  a  guide,  offers  to  conduct  the  youth  upon 
his  journey.

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Cftapttr  19 

1  A  lamerUaHon  for  Hit  priruei  of  Itrad.  under  the  parable  o!  lioni'  ichtlpi  laitn  in  a  pa.  10  and  for  Javalem, 
under  Oie  parablt  ef  a  mulea  pine. 

OREOVER  take  thou  up  a  lameDtation  for  the 
princes  of  Israel, 

2  And  say,  What  w  thy  mother  ?  A  lioness : 
she  lay  doAvn  among  Hons,  she  nomished  her 
whelps  among  young  Hons. 

3  And  she  Drought  up  one  of  her  whelps:  it 
became  a  young  lion,  and  it  learned  to  eaten  the 
prey;  it  devoured  men. 

4  The  nations  also  heard  of  him;  he  was  taken 
in  their  pit,  and  they  brought  him  with  chains 
unto  the  land  of  Egj-pt. 

5  Now  when  she  saw  that  she  had  waited,  and 

her  hope  was  lost,  then  she  took  another  of  her  whelps,  OTut  made  him 
a  young  Hon. 

6  And  he  went  up  and  down  among  the  lions,  he  became  a  young 
lion,  and  learned  to  catch  the  prey,  and  devoured  men. 

7  And  he  knew  their  desolate  palaces,  and  he  laid  waste  their  cities; 
and  the  land  was  desolate,  and  tne  fulness  thereof,  by  the  noise  of  his 
roaring. 

8  Then  the  nations  set  against  him  on  every  side  from  the  provinces, 
and  spread  their  net  over  him :  he  was  taken  in  their  pit. 

9  And  they  put  him  in  ward  in  chains,  and  brought  him  to  the  king 
of  Babylon:  tney  brought  him  into  holds,  that  his  voice  should  no 
more  be  heard  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel. 

10  K  Thy  mother  ia  like  a  vine  in  thy  blood,  planted  by  the  waters: 
she  was  fruitful  and  full  of  branches  by  reason  of  many  waters. 

11  And  she  had  strong  rods  for  the  sceptres  of  them  that  bare  rule, 
and  her  stature  was  exalted  among  the  thick  branches,  and  she  ap- 
peared in  her  height  with  the  multitude  of  her  branches. 

13  But  she  was  plucked  up  in  fury,  she  was  cast  down  to  the  ground, 
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and  the  east  wind  dried  up  her  fruit :  her  strong  rods  were  broken  and 
withered;  the  fire  consumed  them. 

13  And  now  she  i^  planted  in  the  wilderness,  in  a  dry  and  thirsty 
groimd. 

14  And  fire  is  gone  out  of  a  rod  of  her  branches,  which  hath  de- 
voured her  fruit,  so  that  she  hath  no  strong  rod  to  be  a  sceptre  to  rule. 
This  is  a  lamentation,  and  shall  be  for  a  lamentation. 

Cbapter  20 

1  Ood  refumOi  to  he  eotuuUed  by  (he  dden  of  Itrad.  5  He  dievoelh  the  ttary  of  their  rtbeUione  in  Bmpi,  10  in 
the  wUdemese^  27  and  in  the  land.  33  He  promieeth  to  g<Uher  them  by  the  goepel.  45  Under  the  name  of  a  forest  he 
aheweth  the  detiruction  of  JeruBoUm. 

ND  it  came  to  pass  in  the  seventh^  year,  in  the  fifth  months  the 
tenth  day  of  the  month,  thai  certain  of  the  elders  of  Israel 
came  to  inquire  of  the  Lord,  and  sat  before  me. 

2  Then  came  the  word  of  the  Lord  unto  me,  saying, 

3  Son  of  man,  speak  imto  the  elders  of  Israel,  ana  say  unto  them. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Are  ye  come  to  inquire  of  me  ?  As  I  live, 
saith  the  Lord  God,  I  will  not  be  inquired  of  by  you. 

4  Wilt  thou  judge  them,  son  of  man,  wilt  thou  judge  them?  cause 
them  to  know  the  abominations  of  their  fathers: 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  In  the  day  when  I 
chose  Israel,  and  lifted  up  mine  hand  unto  the  seed  of  the  house  of  Jacob, 
and  made  myself  known  imto  them  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  when  I 
lifted  up  mine  hand  unto  them,  saying,  I  am  the  Lord  your  God; 

6  In  the  day  that  I  lifted  up  mine  hand  unto  them,  to  bring  them 
forth  of  the  land  of  Egypt  into  a  land  that  I  had  espied  for  them,  flow- 
ing with  milk  and  honey,  which  is  the  glory  of  ail  lands: 

7  Then  said  I  imto  tnem.  Cast  ye  away  every  man  the  abomina- 
tions of  his  eyes,  and  defile  not  yourselves  with  the  idols  of  Egypt:  I 
am  the  Lord  your  God. 

8  But  they  rebelled  against  me,  and  would  not  hearken  unto  me: 
they  did  not  every  man  cast  away  the  abominations  of  their  eyes, 
neither  did  they  forsake  the  idols  of  Egypt:  then  I  said,  I  will  pour 
out  my  fury  upon  them,  to  accomplish  my  anger  against  them  in  the 
midst  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

9  But  I  wrought  for  my  name's  sake,  that  it  should  not  be  polluted 
before  the  heathen,  among  whom  they  were,  in  whose  sight  I  made  my- 
self known  unto  them,  in  bringing  them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

10  ^  Wherefore  I  caused  them  to  go  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
and  brought  them  into  the  wilderness. 

11  Ana  I  gave  them  my  statutes,  knd  shewed  them  my  judgments, 
which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall  even  live  in  them. 

12  Moreover  also  I  gave  them  my  sabbaths,  to  be  a  sign  between  me 
and  them,  that  they  might  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  that  sanctify  them. 

'That  is,  the  seventh  year  of  the  captivity  in  Babylon,  and  also  the  seventh  of  Zedekiah's  reign  as  the 
last  idng  of  Jerusalem.

WE  TURN  now  to  the  period  of  Judah's  exi!e. 
Jerusalem,  the  mighty  walled  fortress,  the  gor- 
geous metropolis  with  its  teeming  multitude, 
Jerusalem  was  no  more.  Its  people  were  scattered  over 
foreign  lands.  Yet  even  there  they  continued  as  a  nation, 
a  "peculiar  people,"  having  their  own  faith,  their  liter- 
ature, and  their  prophets. 

First  of  these  writei?  of  the  exile,  there  was  Jeremiah 
himself,  or  another  speaking  very  like  him,  who  wrote 
the  Book  of  Lamentations.  Its  association  with  the  great 
prophet  is  based  only  on  tradition,  and  on  an  introduction 
prefixed  to  it  in  one  version  of  the  Bible,  which  reads,  **  And 
it  came  to  pass  after  Israel  had  been  carried  away  captive, 
and  Jerusalem  had  been  laid  waste,  that  Jeremiah  sat 
weeping,  and  lamented  with  this  lamentation,  and  said:** 

Then  follows  the  first  pathetic  lament,  opening,  "How 
doth  the  city  sit  solitary,  that  vrss  full  of  people!  how  is 
she  become  as  a  widow!  she  that  was  great  among  the 
nations,  and  princess  among  the  provinces,  how  is  she 
become  tributary!" 

The  book  consists  of  five  chapters  or  rather  five  separate 
songs  of  lamentation,  each  dealing  with  a  fresh  aspect 

of  the  great  disaster.     The  first  song  tells  of  the  des- 
olation of  Jerusalem  and  the  misery  of  the  people.

15  Yet  also  I  lifted  up  my  hand  unto  them  in  the  wilderness,  that  I 
would  not  bring  them  into  the  land  which  I  had  given  them,  flowing 
with  milk  and  fcney,  which  is  the  gloiy  of  all  lands:  ^ 

16  Because  they  despised  my  judgments,  and  walked  not  in  my 
statutes,  but  polluted  my  sabbatns :  for  their  heart  went  after  their 
idols. 

17  Nevertheless  mine  eye  spared  them  from  destroying  them, 
neither  did  I  make  an  end  of  them  in  the  wilderness. 

18  But  I  said  imto  their  children  in  the  wilderness.  Walk  ye  not  in 
the  statutes  of  your  fathers,  neither  observe  their  judgments,  nor 
defile  yourselves  with  their  idols : 

19  I  am  the  Lord  your  God;  walk  in  my  statutes,  and  keep  my 
judgments,  and  do  them: 

20  And  hallow  my  sabbaths;  and  they  shall  be  a  sign  between  me 
and  you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  your  God. 

21  Notwithstanding  the  children  rebelled  against  me:  they  walked 
not  in  my  statutes,  neither  kept  my  judgments  to  do  them,  which  if  a 
man  do,  he  shall  even  live  in  them;  they  polluted  my  sabbaths:  then  I 
said,  I  would  pour  out  my  fury  upon  them,  to  accomplish  my  anger 
against  them  in  the  wilderness. 

22  Nevertheless  I  withdrew  mine  hand,  and  wrought  for  my 
name's  sake,  that  it  should  not  be  polluted  in  the  sight  of  the  heathen, 
in  whose  sight  I  brought  them  forth.

26  And  I  polluted  them  in  their  own  gifts,  in  that  they  caused  to 
pass  through  the  fire  all  that  openeth  the  womb,  that  I  might  make 
them  desolate,  to  the  end  that  they  might  know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

27  ^  Therefore,  son  of  man,  speak  unto  the  house  of  Israel,  and  say 
unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Yet  in  this  your  fathers  have 
blasphemed  me,  in  that  they  have  committed  a  trespass  against  me. 

^  28  For  when  I  had  brought  them  into  the  land,  for  the  which  I 
lifted  up  mine  hand  to  give  it  to  them,  then  they  saw  every  high  hill. 
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and  all  the  thick  trees,  and  they  offered  there  their  sacrifices,  and 
there  they  presented  the  provocation  of  their  offering:  there  also  they 
made  their  sweet  savour,  and  poured  out  there  theu-  drink  offerings. 

29  Then  I  said  unto  them.  What  is  the  high  place  whereunto  ye  go  ? 
And  the  name  thereof  is  called  Bamah  unto  tiiis  day. 

30  Wherefore  say  unto  the  house  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
God;  Are  ye  polluted  after  the  manner  of  your  fathers  ?  and  commit  ye 
whoredom  after  their  abominations  ? 

31  For  when  ye  offer  your  gifts,  when  ye  make  your  sons  to  pass 
through  the  fire,  ye  pollute  yourselves  with  all  your  idols,  even  unto 
this  day :  and  shall  I  be  inquired  of  by  you,  O  house  of  Israel  ?  Asl 
live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  1  will  not  be  mquired  of  by  you. 

32  And  that  which  cometh  into  your  mind  shall  not  be  at  all,  that 
ye  say.

40  For  in  mine  holy  moimtain,  in  the  mountain  of  the  height  of 
Israel,  saith  the  Lord  God,  there  shall  all  the  house  of  Israel,  all  of 
them  in  the  land,  serve  me:  there  will  I  accept  them,  and  there  will  I 
require  your  offerings,  and  the  firstfruits  of  your  oblations,  with  all 
your  holy  things. 

41  I  will  accept  you  with  your  sweet  savour,  when  I  bring  you  out 
from  the  j>eople,  and  gather  you  out  of  the  countries  w  herein  ye  have 
been  scattered;  and  I  will  be  sanctified  in  you  before  the  heathen. 

42  And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I  shall  bring  you 
into  the  land  of  Israel,  into  the  coimtry /or  the  which  I  lifted  up  mine 
hand  to  give  it  to  your  fathers. 

43  And  there  shall  ye  remember  your  ways,  and  all  your  doings.

"  The  elders  of  the  daughter  of  Zion  sit  upon  the  ground^ 
and  keep  silence:  tJiey  have  cast  up  dust  upon  their  heads; 
tliey  luive  girded  themselves  icith  sackcloth:  the  virgins  of 
Jerusalem  hang  down  their  heads  to  the  ground" — Lamen- 
tations, 2,  10, 

IN  THE  second  of  the  songs  of  lamentation,  €rod  is 
regarded  with  awe;  the  weight  and  terror  of  His 
anger  becomes  the  central  thought  The  dirge  opens, 
"How  hath  the  Lord  covered  the  daughter  of  Zion  with 
a  cloud  in  his  anger,  and  cast  down  from  heaven  unto  the 
earth  the  beauty  of  Israel,  and  remembered  not  his  foot- 
stool in  the  day  of  his  anger!"  The  wailing  of  the  women 
is  then  described,  and  the  horrors  of  their  desolation  in 
the  ruined  dtv. 

In  the  third  lament  the  poet  depicts  his  own  suffering, 
or  that  of  the  nation  personified  in  him:  "He  hath  turned 
aside  my  ways,  and  pulled  me  in  pieces:  he  hath  made 
me  desolate." 

The  fourth  and  fifth  songs  look  to  the  tremendous 
weight  of  the  punishment,  and  contrast  the  drear  present 
iinth  the  splendid  past.  The  poet  then  closes  i^-ith  a 
prayer  for  mercy,  "Turn  thou  us  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  and 
we  shall  be  turned;  renew  our  days  as  of  old,"  and  a  final 
drooping  in  despair,  "But  thou  hast  utterly  rejected  us; 
thou  art  very  wroth  against  us.' 
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wherein  ye  have  been  defiled;  and  ye  shall  loathe  yourselves  in  your 
own  sight  for  all  your  evils  that  ye  have  committed. 

44  And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I  have  wrought 
with  you  for  my  name's  sake,  not  according  to  your  wicked  ways, 
nor  according  to  your  corrupt  doings,  O  ye  house  of  Israel,  saith  the 
Lord  God. 

45  ^  Moreover  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 

46  Son  of  man,  set  thy  face  toward  the  south,  and  drop  thy  word 
toward  the  south,  and  prophesy  against  the  forest  of  the  south 
field;

ND  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 

2  Son  of  man,  set  thy  face  toward  Jerusalem,  and  drop 
thy  word  toward  the  holy  places,  and  prophesy  against  the 
land  of  Israel, 

3  And  say  to  the  land  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the  Lord;  Behold,  I 
am  against  thee,  and  will  draw  forth  my  sword  out  of  his  sheath,  and 
will  cut  off  from  thee  the  righteous  and  the  wicked. 

4  Seeing  then  that  I  will  cut  off  from  thee  the  righteous  and  the 
wicked,  therefore  shall  my  sword  go  forth  out  of  his  sheath  against 
all  flesh  from  the  south  to  the  north:

of  the  slayer. 

12  Cry  and  howl,  son  of  man:  for  it  shall  be  upon  my  people,  it 
shall  be  upon  all  the  princes  of  Israel :  terrors  by  reason  of  me  sword 
shall  be  upon  my  people:  smite  therefore  upon  thy  thigh. 

13  Because  it  is  a,  trial,  and  what  if  the  sword  contemn  even  the 
rod  ?  it  shall  be  no  more,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

14  Thou  therefore,  son  of  man,  prophesy,  and  smite  thine  hands 
together,  and  let  the  sword  be  doubled  the  third  time,  the  sword  of 
the  slain :  it  is  the  sword  of  the  great  men  Hud  are  slain,  which  entereth 
into  their  privy  chambers. 

15  I  have  set  the  point  of  the  sword  against  all  their  ^ates,  that 
their  heart  may  faint,  and  their  ruins  be  multiplied:  ahl  %t  is  made 
bright,  it  is  wrapped  up  for  the  slaughter. 

16  Go  thee  one  way  or  other,  either  on  the  right  hand,  or  on  the 
left,  whithersoever  thy  face  is  set. 

17  I  will  also  smite  mine  hands  together,  and  I  will  cause  my  fuiy 
to  rest:  I  the  Lord  have  said  it. 

18  ^  The  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me  again,  saying, 

19  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  appoint  thee  two  ways,  that  the  sword 
of  the  king  of  Babylon  may  come:  both  twain  shall  come  forth  out 
of  one  land:  and  choose  thou  a  place,  choose  it  at  the  head  of  the  way 
to  the  city. 

20  Appoint  a  way,  that  the  sword  may  come  to  Rabbath  of  the 
Ammonites,  and  to  Judah  in  Jerusalem  the  defenced. 

21  For  the  king  of  Babylon  stood  at  the  parting  of  the  way,  at  the 
head  of  the  two  ways,  to  use  divination:  he  made  his  arrows  bright, 
he  consulted  with  images,  he  looked  in  the  liver. 

22  At  his  right  hand  was  the  divination  for  Jerusalem,  to  appoint 
captains,  to  open  the  mouth  in  the  slaughter,  to  lift  up  the  voice  with 
shouting,  to  appoint  battering  rams  against  the  gates,  to  cast  a  mount, 
and  to  build  a  fort. 

23  And  it  shall  be  unto  them  as  a  false  divination  in  their  sight, 
to  them  that  have  sworn  oaths:  but  he  \^dll  call  to  remembrance  the 
iniquity,  that  they  may  be  taken. 

24  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Because  ye  have  made 
your  iniquity  to  be  remembered,  in  that  your  transgressions  are  dis- 
covered, so  that  in  all  your  doings  your  sins  do  appear;  because,  / 
say,  that  ye  are  come  to  remembrance,  ye  shall  be  taken  with  the 
hand. 

25  T[  And  thou,  profane  wicked  prince  of  Israel,  whose  day  is 
come,  when  iniquity  shall  have  an  end, 

26  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Remove  the  diadem,  and  take  oif 
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BT  JOHN  8.  SABOEXT.      FROM  A  COPLEY  FBINT  BY 
CUBns  AND  CAMERON  OF  BOSTON.

*•  The  vxyrd  of  the  Lord  came  expressly  unto  Ezekiel  the 
priest^  the  son  of  Buzi,  in  the  land  of  the  Chaldeans  by  the 
river  Chehar;  and  the  hand  of  the  Lord  vxu  there  upon 
him."— Ezekiel,  1,  3. 

ZEKIEL,  the  last  of  the  three  great  prophet  leaders, 
was  the  teacher  of  the  Jews  in  exile.  He  was  a 
contemporar}'  of  Jeremiah,  though  probably  of  a 
younger  generation.  A  member  of  the  priesthood  and 
of  the  upper  classes,  Ezekiel  was  one  of  those  Jews  who 
were  carried  awav  from  Jerusalem  at  the  time  of  Nebuchad- 
nezzar's  first  victor}'  over  the  proud  city.  These  unhappy 
exiles  envied  their  lesser  countr^^men  remaining  in  Jeru- 
salem and  thought  their  own  fate  particularly  hard;  yet 
it  was  through  them,  captives  but  at  least  dwellers  in 
peace,  that  the  Hebrew  race  was  to  be  perpetuated  and 
restored  after  its  seventy  years  of  castigation. 

Among  these  exiles,  Ezekiel  had  a  little  home  of  his 
own,  a  family,  a  garden  to  cultivate.  Friends  came  to 
converse  with  him,  and  together  they  yearned  for  their 
far-off,  beloved  city,  discussing  the  vague,  unquiet  rumors 
of  her  affairs,  which  must  occasionally  have  reached  them. 
Her  king,  Zedekiah,  was  quarrelling  with  Babylon;  her 
prophet  Jeremiah  was  predicting  her  destruction,  and 
declaring  that  their  captiWty  should  last  for  seventy  years. 
Thus  while  Jeremiah  stood  at  the  very  center  of  that  last 
terrible  period  of  crime  and  tumult  and  destruction  in 
Judah,  Ezekiel  watched  it  peacefully  from  afar, 
though  in  sore  mental  stress  from  grief  and 
with  vehement  protest  against  sin. 
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the  crown :  this  shall  not  he  the  same :  exalt  him  that  is  low,  and  abase 
him  that  i^  high. 

27  I  will  overturn,  overturn,  overturn,  it:  and  it  shall  be  no  more^ 
until  he  come  whose  right  it  is;  and  I  will  give  it  him. 

28  Tf  And  thou,  son  of  man,  prophesv  and  sav.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  concerning  the  Ammonites,  and  concemmg  their  reproach; 
Even  say  thou,  The  sword,  the  sword  is  drawn :  for  the  slaughter  it  is 
furbished,  to  consume  because  of  the  glittering: 

29  Whiles  they  see  vanity  unto  thee,  whiles  they  divine  a  He  unto 
thee,  to  bring  thee  upon  the  necks  of  them  that  are  slain,  of  the  wicked, 
whose  day  is  come,  when  their  iniquity  shall  have  an  end. 

30  Shall  I  cause  it  to  return  into  his  sheath  ?  I  will  judge  thee  in  the 
place  where  thou  wast  created,  in  the  land  of  thy  nativity. 

31  And  I  will  pour  out  mine  indignation  upon  thee,  1  will  blow 
against  thee  in  the  fire  of  my  wrath,  and  deliver  thee  into  the  hand  of 
brutish  men,  avid  skilful  to  destroy. 

32  Thou  shalt  be  for  fuel  to  the  fire;  thy  blood  shall  be  in  the  midst 
of  the  land;  thou  shalt  be  no  more  remembered:  for  I  the  Lord  have 
spoken  it. 

Cfiapter  22 

1  A  calalootie  of  Hm  in  Jerusalem,     13  Ood  will  bttm  them  <u  droBS  in  hii  furnace.    23  The  general  corruption 
o/  prophete,  priesU,  princes,  and  people. 

OREOVER  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  imto  me,  saying, 
2  Now,  thou  son  of  man,  wilt  thou  judge,  w41t  thou  judge 
^  the  bloody  city?  yea,  thou  shalt  shew  her  all  her  abominations. 

3  Then  say  thou,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  The  city  sheddeth 
blood  in  the  midst  of  it,  that  her  time  may.  come,  and  maketh  idols 
against  herself  to  defile  herself. 

4  Thou  art  become  guilty  in  thy  blood  that  thou  hast  shed;  and 
hast  defiled  thyself  in  thine  idols  which  thou  hast  made;  and  thou 
hast  caused  thy  days  to  draw  near,  and  art  come  even  unto  thy  years : 
therefore  have  I  made  thee  a  reproach  unto  the  heathen,  and  a  mock- 
ing to  all  countries.

7  In  thee  have  they  set  light  by  father  and  mother:  in  the  midst 
of  thee  have  they  dealt  by  oppression  with  the  stranger:  in  thee  have 
they  vexed  the  fatherless  and  the  widow. 

8  Thou  hast  despised  mine  holy  things,  and  hast  profaned  my 
sabbaths. 

9  In  thee  are  men  that  carry  tales  to  shed  blood:  and  in  thee 
they  eat  upon  the  mountains:  in  the  midst  of  thee  they  commit 
lewdness.

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.    10  In  thee  have  they  discovered  their  fathers'  nakedness:  in  thee 
have  they  humbled  her  that  was  set  apart  for  pollution. 

11  And  one  hath  committed  abommation  with  his  neighbour's 
wife:  and  another  hath  lewdlj^  defiled  his  daughter-in-law;  andanother 
in  thee  hath  humbled  his  sister,  his  father's 'daughter. 

12  In  thee  have  they  taken  gifts  to  shed  blood;  thou  hast  taken 
usury  and  increase,  and  thou  hast  greedily  gained  of  thy  neighbours 
by  extortion,  and  hast  forgotten  me,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

13  ^  Behold,  therefore  1  have  smitten  mine  hand  at  thy  dishonest 
gain  which  thou  hast  made,  and  at  thy  blood  which  hath  been  in  the 
midst  of  thee. 

14  Can  thine  heart  endure,  or  can  thine  hands  be  strong,  in  the 
days  that  I  shall  deal  w4th  thee  ?  I  the  Lord  have  spoken  it,  and  will 
do  it. 

15  And  I  will  scatter  thee  among  the  heathen,  and  disperse  thee 
m  the  coimtries,  and  will  consume  thy  filthiness  out  of  thee. 

16  And  thou  shalt  take  thine  inheritance  in  thyself  in  the  sight  of 
the  heathen,  and  thou  shalt  know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

17  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 

18  Son  of  man,  the  house  of  Israel  is  to  me  become  dross:  all  they 
are  brass,  and  tin,  and  iron,  and  lead,  in  the  midst  of  the  furnace; 
they  are  even  the  dross  of  silver. 

19  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Because  ye  are  all  be- 
come dross,  behold,  therefore  I  will  gather  you  into  the  midst  of 
Jerusalem. 

20  As  they  gather  silver,  and  brass,  and  iron,  and  lead,  and  tin, 
into  the  midst  of  the  furnace,  to  blow  the  fire  upon  it,  to  melt  it;  so 
will  I  gather  you  in  mine  anger  and  in  my  fury,  and  I  will  leave  you 
therey  and  melt  you. 

21  Yea,  I  will  gather  you,  and  blow  upon  you  in  the  fire  of  my 
wrath,  and  ye  shall  be  melted  in  the  midst  thereof. 

22  As  silver  is  melted  in  the  midst  of  the  furnace,  so  shall  ye  be 
melted  in  the  midst  thereof;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  the  Lord  have 
poured  out  my  fury  upon  vou. 

23  ^  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 

24  Son  of  man,  say  imto  her.  Thou  art  the  land  that  is  not  cleansed, 
nor  rained  upon  in  the  day  of  indignation. 

25  There  is  a  conspiracy  of  her  prophets  in  the  midst  thereof,  like 
a  roaring  lion  ravening  the  prey;  thev  nave  devoured  souls;  they  have 
taken  the  treasure  and  precious  thmgs;  they  have  made  her  many 
widows  in  the  midst  thereof. 

26  Her  priests  have  violated  my  law,  and  have  profaned  mine  holy 
things:  they  have  put  no  difference  between  the  holy  and  profane, 
neither  have  they  shewed  difference  between  the  unclean  and  the 
clean,  and  have  hid  their  eyes  from  my  sabbaths,  and  I  am  profaned 
among  them.

'  **And  I  looked^  and^  behold^  a  whirlvnnd  came  out  of 
the  norths  a  great  cloudy  and  a  fire  infMing  iUelf,  and  a 
brightness  icas  about  it,  and  out  of  (he  midst  thereof  as  the 
colour  of  amber ^  out  of  the  midst  ofthefre,^' — Ezektd,  i,  4- 

EZEKIEL  seems  to  have  been  from  the  first  a  man  of 
note  among  the  exiles,  but  his  summons  from  God  to 
guide  them  as  His  prophet  did  not  come  until  the 
fifth  year  <rf  the  captiWty.  The  priest  was  then  dwelling  at 
Tel-abib  in  Babylonia,  "among  the  captives  by  the  river 
of  Chebar."  Doubtless  he  was  meditating  much  as  to  the 
meaning  and  the  probable  duration  of  the  Divine  chastise- 
ment of  Israel,  when  suddenlv  he  found  himself  selected 
as  God's  mouthpiece  for  teaching  these  solemn  truths. 
As  he  himself  tells  us,  **the  heavens  were  opened,  and  I 
saw  \'isions  of  God." 

A  black  storm  cloud  swept  over  the  sky;  a  whirlwind 
rushed  toward  him  *'out  of  the  north;'*  the  lightning 
flashed.  The  companions  of  Ezekiel  may,  as  the  artist 
Poole  conceives  them,  have  seen  onlv  the  thunder  storm 
and  have  crouched  before  it.  But  Ezekiel  saw  more. 
The  heavens  were  indeed  opened  to  his  gaze.  lie  saw 
the  majesty  of  God  Himself,  and  had  revealed  to  him  the 
first  of  those  mvslic  \'isions  which  form  the  chief  material 
of  his  book.  He  was  summoned  bv  God  to  warn  the 
exiles  of  the  fate  in  store  both  for  them  and  for  Jerusalem. 
Exil  and  laxity  of  worship  had  already  crept  among  the 
captives.  Ezekiel  was  to  be  their  spiritual  guide,  to  save 
them  from  becoming  as  worthless  and  wicked 
as  their  brethren  in  Jerusalem. 
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27  Her  princes  in  the  midst  thereof  are  like  wolves  ravening  the 
prey,  to  shed  blood,  and  to  destroy  souls,  to  get  dishonest  gain. 

28  And  her  prophets  have  daubed  them  with  untempered  mortar^ 
seeing  vanity,  and  divining  lies  unto  them,  saying,  Tnus  saith  the 
Lord  God,  when  the  Lord  hath  not  spoken. 

29  The  people  of  the  land  have  used  oppression,  and  exercised 
robbery,  and  nave  vexed  the  poor  and  needy:  yea,  they  have  op- 
pressed the  stranger  wrongfully. 

30  And  I  sought  for  a  man  among  them;  that  should  make  up  the 
hedge,  and  atana  in  the  gap  before  me  for  the  land,  that  I  should  not 
destroy  it:  but  I  found  none. 

31  Therefore  have  I  poured  out  mine  indignation  upon  them;  I 
have  consumed  them  with  the  fire  of  my  wrath:  their  own  way  have 
I  recompensed  upon  their  heads,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

Chapter  23 

1  Th£  vhcrfdoms  of  Aholah  and  Aholibah.    22  Aholibah  is  to  be  plagued  by  her  lovers.    36  The  prophd  reprovelh 
the  adulteries  of  them  both,  45  and  shevoeth  their  judgments. 

|HE  word  of  the  Lord  came  again  unto  me,  saying, 

2  Son  of  man,  there  were  two  women,  the  daughters  of 
one  mother: 

3  And  they  committed  whoredoms  in  Egypt;  they  committed 
whoredoms  in  their  youth :  there  were  their  breasts  pressed,  and  there 
they  bruised  the  teats  of  their  virginity. 

4  And  the  names  of  them  were  Aholah  the  elder,  and  Aholibah  her 
sister:  and  they  were  mine,  and  they  bare  sons  and  daughters.  Thus 
were  their  names;  Samaria  is  Aholah,  and  Jerusalem  Aholibah.^ 

5  And  Aholah  played  the  harlot  when  she  was  mine;  and  she  doted 
on  her  lovers,  on  the  Assyrians  her  neighbours, 

6  Which  were  clothed  with  blue,  captains  and  rulers,  all  of  them 
desirable  young  men,  horsemen  riding  upon  horses. 

7  Thus  she  committed  her  whoredoms  with  them,  with  all  them 
that  were  the  chosen  men  of  Assyria,  and  with  all  on  whom  she  doted; 
with  all  their  idols  she  defiled  herself. 

8  Neither  left  she  her  whoredoms  brought  from  Egypt:  for  in  her 
youth  they  lay  with  her,  and  they  bruised  the  breasts  of  her  virginity, 
and  poured  their  whoredom  upon  her. 

9  Wherefore  I  have  delivered  her  into  the  hand  of  her  lovers,  into 
the  hand  of  the  Assyrians,  upon  whom  she  doted. 

10  These  discovered  her  nakedness:  they  took  her  sons  and  her 
daughters,  and  slew  her  with  the  sword:  and  she  became  famous 
among  women;  for  they  had  executed  judgment  upon  her. 

1 1  And  when  her  sister  Aholibah  saw  this,  she  was  more  corrupt  in 
her  inordinate  love  than  she,  and  in  her  whoredoms  more  than  her 

sister  in  her  whoredoms. 

._^  • 

1  Aholah  means  "she  who  has  a  tent;"  Aholibah  means  "a  tent  Is  In  her."    Revised  Version  margin 
leads  Oholah,  that  is.  "Her  tent,"  Oholibah.  that  is,  "My  tent  is  in  her." 
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12  She  doted  upon  the  Assyrians  her  neighbours,  captams  and 
rulers  clothed  most  gorgeously,  horsemen  ridmg  upon  horses,  all  of 
them  desirable  young  men. 

13  Then  I  saw  that  she  was  defiled,  that  they  took  both  one  way. 

14  And  that  she  increased  her  whoredoms:  for  when  she  saw  men 
pourtrayed  upon  the  wall,  the  images  of  the  Chaldeans  pourtrayed 
with  vermilion, 

15  Girded  with  girdles  upon  their  loins,  exceeding  in  dyed  attire 
upon  their  heads,  sill  of  them  princes  to  look  to,  after  the  manner  of 
the  Babylonians  of  Chaldea,  tne  land  of  their  nativity:  . 

16  And  as  soon  as  she  saw  them  with  her  eyes,  she  doted  upon 
them,  and  sent  messengers  unto  them  into  Chaldea. 

17  And  the  Babylonians  came  to  her  into  the  bed  of  love,  and 
they  defiled  her  with  their  whoredom,  and  she  was  polluted  with 
them,  and  her  mind  was  alienated  from  them. 

18  So  she  discovered  her  whoredoms,  and  discovered  her  naked- 
ness: then  my  mind  was  alienated  from  her,  like  as  my  mind  was 
alienated  from  her  sister. 

19  Yet  she  multiplied  her  whoredoms,  in  calling  to  remembrance 
the  days  of  her  youth,  wherein  she  had  played  the  narlot  in  the  land 
of  Eggrpt. 

20  For  she  doted  upon  their  paramours,  whose  flesh  is  as  the  flesh 
of  asses,  and  whose  issue  is  like  the  issue  of  horses. 

21  Thus  thou  calledst  to  remembrance  the  lewdness  of  thy  youth, 
in  bruising  thy  teats  by  the  Egyptians  for  the  paps  of  thy  youth. 

22  ^  Therefore,  O  Aholiban,  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold, 
I  will  raise  up  .thy  lovers  against  thee,  from  whom  thy  mind  is  alien- 
ated, and  I  will  bring  them  against  thee  on  every  side; 

23  The  Babylonians,  and  all  the  Chaldeans,  Pekod,  and  Shoa, 
and  Koa,  and  all  the  Assyrians  vrith  them:  all  of  them  desirable  young 
men,  captains  and  rulers,  great  lords  and  renowned,  all  of  them  riding 
upon  horses. 

24  And  they  shall  come  against  thee  ^'ith  chariots,  wagons,  and 
wheels,  and  with  an  assembly  of  people,  which  shall  set  against  thee 
buckler  and  shield  and  helmet  round  about:  and  I  vriW  set  judgment 
before  them,  and  they  shall  judge  thee  according  to  their  judgments. 

25  And  I  will  set  my  jealousy  against  thee,  and  they  shall  deal 
furiously  with  thee :  they  shall  take  away  thy  nose  and  thine  ears :  and 
thy  remnant  shall  fall  by  the  sword :  they  shall  take  thv  sons  and  thy 
daughters;  and  thy  residue  shall  be  devoured  by  the  fire. 

26  They  shall  also  strip  thee  out  of  thy  clothes,  and  take  away  thy 
fair  jewels. 

27  Thus  will  I  make  thy  lewdness  to  cease  from  thee,  and  thy 
whoredom  brought  from  the  land  of  Egypt:  so  that  thou  shalt  not  lift 
up  thine  eyes  unto  them,  nor  remember  Egvpt  any  more. 

28  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  BehoH,  I  \^411  deliver  thee  into 
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BT  JULIUS  SCHNORR  VOX  CAROLSFELD,  DIED  1872. 
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**And  aboiTe  the  firmament  thai  was  over  their  heads 
vxu  a  likeness  of  a  throne,  as  the  appearance  of  a  sapphire 
stone:  and  upon  the  likeness  of  the  throne  was  the  likeness 
as  the  appearance  of  a  man  above  upon  ii^ — Ezekiel,  i»  26, 

EZEKIEL'S  first  vision  is  described  by  him  with 
great  particularity  of  detail.  The  other  prophets 
had  been  content  with  general  wordings  to  express 
the  glory  of  God  and  of  His  angelic  attendants;  but  Ezekiel, 
as  much  priest  as  prophet,  has  ever  an  eye  for  conve}ing 
exact  information,  instructions,  and  fomiuise.  Thus  he 
gives  nearly  a  chapter  of  details  of  the  "cherubim"  whom 
he  first  saw,  before  the  splendor  of  the  Almighty  burst 
upon  him.  There  were  four  of  these  cherubim,  each 
having  the  likeness  of  a  man,  but  each  having  four  '^sides,** 
four  faces,  that  they  might  look  every  way  at  once.  **As 
for  the  likeness  of  their  faces,  thev  four  had  tlie  face  of  a 
man,  and  the  face  of  a  lion,  on  the  right  side:  and  they  four 
had  the  face  of  an  ox  on  the  left  side;  thev  four  also  had 

•r 

the  face  of  an  eagle."  The  spirits  glowed  "like  burning 
coals,"  with  a  fiery  light  that  flowed  **up  and  down" 
throughout  them.  Each  one  was  accompanied  by  a 
mystic  wheel  full  of  all-seeing  eyes;  and  as  a  cherub  sped 
through  the  heavens  his  attendant  wheel  rolled  onward 
over  the  earth  beneath  him. 

Upon  their  heads  the  cherubim  bore  a  cloud,  marvel- 
lous in  brightness.     But    here  the  prophet's   description 

falters,  words  fail  him;  for  seateil  upon  the  thrt^ne  of 
that  cloud  was   the  vi^^ion    of    C-o*]    Ilim-elf. 
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the  hand  of  them  whom  thou  hatest,  into  the  hand  oj  them  from  whom 
thy  mind  is  alienated: 

29  And  they  shall  deal  with  thee  hatefully,  and  shall  take  away  all 
thy  labour,  and  shall  leave  thee  naked  and  bare:  and  the  nakedness 
-of  thy  whoredoms  shall  be  discovered,  both  thy  lewdness  and  thy 
whoredoms. 

30  I  will  do  these  things  unto  thee,  because  thou  hast  gone  a  whor- 
ing after  the  heathen,  and  because  thou  art  polluted  with  their  idols. 

31  Thou  hast  walked  in  the  way  of  thy  sister;  therefore  will  I  give 
her  cup  into  thine  hand. 

32  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Thou  shalt  drink  of  thy  sister's  cup 
•deep  and  large:  thou  shalt  be  laughed  to  scorn  and  had  in  derision; 
it  containeth  much. 

33  Thou  shalt  be  filled  with  drunkenness  and  sorrow,  with  the 
cup  of  astonishment  and  desolation,  with  the  cup  of  thy  sister  Samaria. 

34  Thou  shalt  even  drink  it  and  suck  it  out,  and  thou  shalt  break 
the  shreds  thereof,  and  pluck  off  thine  own  breasts :  for  I  have  spoken 
ity  saith  the  Lord  God. 

35  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Because  thou  hast  forgotten 
me,  and  cast  me  behind  thy  back,  therefore  bear  thou  also  thy  lewd- 
ness and  thy  whoredoms. 

36  Tf  The  Lord  said  moreover  unto  me;  Son  of  man,  wilt  thou 
judge  Aholah  and  Aholibah  ?  yea,  declare  unto  them  their  abomina- 
tions; 

37  That  they  have  committed  adultery,  and  blood  is  in  their  hands, 
and  with  their  idols  have  they  committed  adultery,  and  have  also 
caused  their  sons,  whom  they  bare  unto  me,  to  pass  for  them  through 
the  fire,  to  devour  them. 

38  Moreover  this  they  have  done  unto  me:  they  have  defiled  my 
sanctuary  in  the  same  day,  and  have  profaned  my  sabbaths. 

39  For  when  they  had  slain  their  children  to  their-idols,  then  they 
came  the  same  day  into  my  sanctuary  to  profane  it;  and,  lo,  thus  have 
they  done  in  the  midst  of  mine  house. 

40  And  furthermore,  that  ye  have  sent  for  men  to  come  from  far, 
unto  whom  a  messenger  was  sent;  and,  lo,  they  came:  for  whom  thou 
didst  wash  thyself,  paintedst  thy  eyes,  and  deckedst  thyself  with 
ornaments. 

41  And  satest  upon  a  stately  bed,  and  a  table  prepared  before  it, 
whereupon  thou  hast  set  mine  incense  and  mine  oil. 

42  Aiid  a  voice  of  a  multitude  being  at  ease  was  with  her :  and  with 
the  men  of  the  common  sort  were  brought  Sabeans  from  the  wilder- 
ness, which  put  bracelets  upon  their  hands,  and  beautiful  crowns 
upon  their  heads. 

43  Then  said  I  unto  her  that  was  old  in  adulteries.  Will  they  now 
commit  whoredoms  with  her,  and  she  with  them  ? 

44  Yet  they  went  in  unto  her,  as  they  go  in  unto  a  woman  that 
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playeth  the  harlot:  so  went  they  in  unto  Aholah  and  unto  Aholibah^ 
the  lewd  women. 

45  ^  And  the  righteous  men,  they  shall  judge  them  after  the  man- 
ner of  adulteresses,  and  after  the  manner  of  women  that  shed  blood; 
because  they  are  adulteresses,  and  blood  is  in  their  hands. 

46  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  I  will  bring  up  a  company  upon 
them,  and  will  give  them  to  be  removed  and  spoiled. 

47  And  the  company  shall  stone  them  with  stones,  and  dispatch 
them  with  their  swords;  they  shall  slay  their  sons  and  their  daugnters,, 
and  bum  up  their  houses  with  fire. 

48  Thus  will  I  cause  lewdness  to  cease  out  of  the  land,  that  all 
women  may  be  taught  not  to  do  after  your  lewdness. 

49  And  they  shall  recompense  your  lewdness  upon  you,  and  ye  shall 
bear  the  sins  of  your  idols:  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  God- 

Cliapter  24 

1  Under  the  parable  of  a  hoiling  pot,  6  i>  shewed  the  irrevorable  destruction  of  Jerusalem.     15  "By  Oke  tiffn  of  EtekteT 
not  mourning  for  the  death  of  his  vrife,  19  is  shexced  the  calamity  of  the  Jews  to  be  beyond  all  sorrow. 

GAIN  in  the  ninth  year,  in  the  tenth  month,  in  the  tenth  day 
of  the  month,  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 

2  Son  of  man,  write  thee  the  name  of  the  day,  even  of  this 

same  day:  the  king  of  Babylon  set  himself  against  Jerusalem  this 
same  day. 

3  And  utter  a  parable  unto  the  rebellious  house,  and  say  unto  them. 
Thus  saith  the  L»ord  God;  Set  on  a  pot,  set  it  on,  and  also  pour  water 
into  it: 

4  Gather  the  pieces  thereof  into  it,  even  every  good  piece,  the  thigh,, 
and  the  shoulder;  fill  it  \iith  the  choice  bones. 

5  Take  the  choice  of  the  flock,  and  bum  also  the  bones  under  it, 
and  make  it  boil  well,  and  let  them  seethe  the  bones  of  it  therein. 

6  ^  Wherefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Woe  to  the  bloody  city, 
to  the  pot  whose  scum  is  therein,  and  whose  scum  is  not  gone  out  of  it ! 
bring  it  out  piece  by  piece;  let  no  lot  fall  upon  it. 

7  Tor  her  blood  is  m  the  midst  of  her;  she  set  it  upon  the  top  of  a 
rock;  she  poured  it  not  upon  the  ground,  to  cover  it  with  dust; 

8  That  it  might  cause  fury  to  come  up  to  take  vengeance;  I  have 
set  her  blood  upon  the  top  of  a  rock,  that  it  should  not  be  covered. 

9  Therefore  thus  saitn  the  Lord  God;  Woe  to  the  bloody  city! 
I  will  even  make  the  pile  for  fire  great. 

10  Heap  on  wood,  kindle  the  fire,  consume  the  flesh,  and  spice  it 
well,  and  let  the  bones  be  burned. 

11  Then  set  it  empty  upon  the  coals  thereof,  that  the  brass  of  it 
may  be  hot,  and  may  bum,  and  that  the  filthiness  of  it  may  be  molten 
in  it,  thxii  the  scum  of  it  may  be  consumed. 

12  She  hath  wearied  herself  with  lies,  and  her  great  scum  went  not 
forth  out  of  her :  her  scum  shall  be  in  the  fire.

**Moreaver  he  said  unto  me.  Son  of  man^  eat  thai  thou 
findest:  eat  this  roll,  and  go  speak  unto  the  house  of  Israel" — 
Ezekiel,  S,  1. 

THE  appearance  of  the  bow  that  is  in  the  doud 
in  the  day  of  rain,  so  was  the  appearance  of 
the  brightness  round  about  This  was  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  likeness  of  the  glory  of  the  Lord.  And 
when  I  saw  it,  I  feU  upon  my  face,  and  I  heard  a  wnce 
of  One  that  spake." 

"'And  he  said  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  I  send  thee  to  the 
children  of  Israel,  to  a  rebellious  nation  that  hath  rebelled 
against  me:  they  and  their  fathers  have  transgressed  against 
me,  even  unto  this  very  day."  This  wa§  the  mission 
given  to  Ezekiel  by  the  wondrous  Presence  which  he  saw* 
borne  by  the  cherubim.  He  was  forewarned  that  his 
words  would  not  be  readily  received:  "And  thou,  son  of 
man,  be  not  afraid  of  them,  neither  be  afraid  of  their 
words,  though  briers  and  thorns  be  with  thee,  and  thou 
dost  dwell  among  scorpions:  be  not  afraid  of  their  words, 
nor  be  dismayed  at  their  looks,  though  they  be  a  rebellious 
house." 

Ezekiel  then  proceeds  by  his  favorite  method  of  allegory. 
The  vision  commands  him  to  **eat  that  I  give  thee." 
**And  when  I  looked,  behold,  an  hand  was  sent  unto  me; 
and,  lo,  a  roll  of  a  book  was  therein."     Ezekiel  devours 

the  book,  and  finds  it  sweet  as  honev  to  his  taste. 

Moreover  it  fills  him  with  the  knowledge  of 

God,  which  he  is  to  proclaim  to  men. 
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IS  In  thy  filthiness  is  lewdness:  because  I  have  purged  thee,  and 
thou  wast  not  purged,  thou  shalt  not  be  purged  from  thy  filthiness 
any  more,  till  I  have  caused  my  fury  to  rest  upon  thee. 

14  I  the  Lord  have  spoken  it:  it  shall  come  to  pass,  and  I  will  do 
it;  I  will  not  go  back,  neither  will  I  spare,  neither  will  I  repent;  ac- 
cording to  thy  ways,  and  according  to  thy  doings,  shall  they  judge 
thee,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

15  %  Also  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 

16  Son  of  man,  behold,  I  take  away  from  thee  the  desire  of  thine 
eyes  with  a  stroke:  yet  neither  shalt  thou  mourn  nor  weep:  neither 
shall  thy  tears  run  down. 

17  Forbear  to  cry,  make  no  mourning  for  the  dead,  bind  the  tire 
of  thine  head  upon  thee,  and  put  on  thy  shoes  upon  thy  feet,  and  cover 
not  thy  lips,  and  eat  not  the  bread  of  men. 

18  So  I  spake  unto  the  people  in  the  morning:  and  at  even  my  wife 
died;  and  I  did  in  the  morning  as  I  was  commanded. 

19  ^  And  the  people  said  unto  me.  Wilt  thou  not  tell  us  what  these 
things  are  to  us,  that  thou  doest  so  ? 

20  Then  I  answered  them,  The  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me, 
saying, 

21  Speak  unto  the  house  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God; 
Behold  I  will  profane  my  sanctuary,  the  excellency  of  your  strength, 
the  desire  of  your  eyes,  and  that  which  your  soul  pitieth;  and  your 
sons  and  your  daughters  whom  ye  have  left  shall  fall  by  the  sword.

1  Ood'9  vengeance,  far  their  insolency  againtt  the  J  ewe,  upon  the  Ammonites;  8  upon  Moab  and  Seir;  12  upon 
Edom,  15  and  upon  the  PhUietines. 

HE  word  of  the  Lord  came  again  unto  me,  saying, 

2  Son  of  man,  set  thy  face  against  the  Ammonites,  and 

prophesy  against  them; 

3  And  say  unto  the  Ammonites,  Hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  God; 
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Thus  saith  the  Lord  GrOD;  Because  thou  saidst»  Aha,  against  my 
sanctuary,  when  it  was  profaned;  and  against  the  land  of  Israel,  when 
it  was  desolate;  and  against  the  house  of  Judah,  when  they  went  into 

captivity; 

4  Benold,  therefore  I  will  deliver  thee  to  the  men  of  the  east  for  a 
possession,  and  they  shall  set  their  palaces  in  thee,  and  make  their 
dwellings  in  thee:  they  shall  eat  thy  fruit,  and  they  shall  drink  thy  milk. 

5  And  I  will  make  Rabbah  a  stable  for  camels,  and  the  Ammonites 
a  couching  place  for  flocks:  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

6  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Because  thou  hast  clapped  thine 
hands,  and  stamped  with  the  feet,  and  rejoiced  in  heart  with  all  thy 
despite  against  tne  land  of  Israel; 

7  Behold,  therefore  I  will  stretch  out  mine  hand  upon  thee,  and 
will  deliver  thee  for  a  spoil  to  the  heathen ;  and  I  will  cut  thee  oflF  from 
the  people,  and  I  will  cause  thee  to  perish  out  of  the  countries :  I  will 
destroy  thee;  and  thou  shalt  know  that  I  am  the  Lord.

ND  it  came  to  pass  in  the  eleventh  year,  in  the  first  day  of  the 
month,  that  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saving, 
2  Son  of  man,  because  that  Tyrus  hath  said  agamst  Jeru- 
salem, Aha,  she  is  broken  thai  was  the  gates  of  the  people:  she  is 
turned  unto  me:  I  shall  be  replenished,  now  she  is  laid  waste: 

3  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold,  I  am  against  thee, 
O  Tyrus,  and  will  cause  many  nations  to  come  up  against  thee,  as  the 
sea  causeth  his  waves  to  come  up. 

4  And  they  shall  destroy  the  walls  of  Tyrus,  and  break  down  her 
towers :  I  will  also  scrape  her  dust  from  her,  and  make  her  like  the  top 
of  a  rock. 

5  It  shall  be  a  place  for  the  spreading  of  nets  in  the  midst  of  the  sea: 
for  I  have  spoken  it^  saith  the  Lord  God  :  and  it  shall  become  a  spoil 
to  the  nations. 

6  And  her  daughters  which  are  in  the  field  shall  be  slain  by  the 
sword;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

7  %  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold,  I  will  bring  upon  Tyrus 
Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon,  a  king  of  kings,  from  the  north, 
with  horses,  and  w4tn  chariote,  and  with  horsemen,  and  companies, 
and  much  people.

Chapter  27 

1  The  rich  tupply  of  Tynu.    26  The  great  and  unrecoverable  loll  thereof. 

HE  word  of  the  Lord  came  again  unto  me,  saying, 

2  Now,  thou  son  of  man,  take  up  a  lamentation  for  Tyrus; 

3  And  say  unto  Tyrus,  O  thou  that  art  situate  at  the  entry 
of  the  sea,  which  art  a  merchant  of  the  people  for  many  isles.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God;  O  Tvrus,  thou  hast  said,  I  am  of  perfect  beauty. 

4  Thy  borders  are  in  the  midst  of  the  seas,  thy  builders  have  per- 
fected thy  beauty. 

5  They  have  made  all  thy  ship  boards  of  fir  trees  of  Senir:  they 
have  taken  cedars  from  Lebanon  to  make  masts  for  thee. 

G  Of  the  oaks  of  Bashan  have  they  made  thine  oars;  the  company 
of  the  Ashurites  have  made  thy  benches  of  ivory,  brought  out  of  the 
isles  of  Chittim. 

7  Fine  linen  with  broidered  work  from  Egypt  was  that  which  thou 
spreadest  forth  to  be  thy  sail ;  blue  and  purple  from  the  isles  of  Elishah 
was  that  which  covered  thee. 

8  The  inhabitants  of  Zidon  and  Ar%^ad  were  thy  mariners:  thy 
wise  men,  O  Tyrus,  that  were  in  thee,  were  thy  pilots. 

9  The  ancients  of  Gebal  and  the  wise  men  thereof  were  in  thee 
thy  calkers:  all  the  ships  of  the  sea  w^th  their  mariners  were  in  thee 
to  occupy  thy  merchandise. 
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"'  They  have  Uown  ilie  trumpet^  even  to  make  aU  ready; 
but  none  goeth  to  ilie  battle:  for  my  wrath  is  upon  all  the 
multitude  tliereofy — Ezekiel,  7,  i^. 

AFTER  this,  perhaps  a  jear  or  more  later,  there 
came  another  vision  to  Egsekiri  and  another 
impassioned  outbmst  of  prophec}'  against  Jeru- 
salem. He  felt  himself  borne  aloft  by  a  mighty  spirit 
which  carried  him  to  Jerusalem  itself.  There  God  ap- 
peared to  him  again,  and  bade  him  look  about  With 
pity  and  horror,  he  gazed  upon  all  manner  of  iniquity. 
He  specially  emphasizes  the  idolatry  of  the  head  men 
left  in  the  city.  King  Zedekiah  and  his  priests  and 
princes.  Ezekiel  also  sees  these  men  plotting  against 
Babylon.  Then  he  sees  six  angels  sent  through  the  guilty 
dty  with  naked  swords  to  slay  all  the  evil  folk.  Ue  is 
bidden  prophesy  against  the  leaders,  especially  against 
one  chief  prince,  Pelatiah.  Even  as  the  words  are  spoken, 
the  guilty  prince  falls  dead. 

At  this  startling  punishment,  the  prophet,  stiU  acting  in  his 
vision,  turns  to  God  and  entreats  mercy  for  his  countrymen. 
He  is  assured  that  a  remnant  shall  be  saved,  but  that  the 
greater  part  are  worthless.  Then  the  Glorj'  of  God  is 
withdrawn  from  the  Temple  at  Jerusalem;  and  Elzekiel 
is  sent  back  to  his  fellow  captives  in  Babylonia  to  warn 
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10  They  of  Persia  and  of  Lud  and  of  Phut  were  in  thine  army, 
thy  men  of  war:  they  hanged  the  shield  and  helmet  in  thee;  they  set 
forth  thy  comeliness. 

11  The  men  of  Arvad  with  thine  army  were  upon  thy  walls  round 
about,  and  the  Gammadims  were  in  thy  towers:  they  hanged  their 
shields  upon  thy  walls  round  about;  they  Lave  made  thy  beauty 
perfect. 

12  Tarshish  was  thy  merchant  by  reason  of  the  multitude  of  all 
kind  of  riches;  with  silver,  iron,  tin,  and  lead,  they  traded  in  thy 
fairs. 

13  Javan,  Tubal,  and  Meshech,  they  were  thy  merchants:  they 
traded  the  persons  of  men  and  vessels  of  brass  in  thy  market. 

14  They  of  the  house  of  Togarmah  traded  in  thy  fairs  with  horses 
and  horsemen  and  mules. 

15  The  men  of  Dedan  were  thy  merchants;  many  isles  were  the 
merchandise  of  thine  hand:  they  brought  thee /or  a  present  horns  of 
ivory  and  ebony. 

16  Syria  was  thy  merchant  by  reason  of  the  multitude  of  the  wares 
of  thy  making:  they  occupied  in  thy  fairs  with  emeralds,  purple,  and 
broidered  work,  and  fine  linen,  and  coral,  and  agate. 

17  Judah,  and  the  land  of  Israel,  they  were  thy  merchants:  they 
traded  in  thy  markets  wheat  of  Minnith  and  Pannag,  and  honey,  and 
oil,  and  balm. 

18  Damascus  was  thy  merchant  in  the  multitude  of  the  wares  of 
thy  making,  for  the  multitude  of  all  riches;  in  the  wine  of  Helbon,. 
and  white  wool. 

19  Dan  also  and  Javan  going  to  and  fro  occupied  in  thy  fairs: 
bright  iron,  cassia,  and  calamus,  were  in  thy  marKet. 

20  Dedan  was  thy  merchant  in  precious  clothes  for  chariots. 

21  Arabia,  and  all  the  princes  of  Kedar,  they  occupied  with  thee  in 
lambs,  and  rams,  and  goats:  in  these  were  they  thy  merchants. 

22  The  merchants  of  Sheba  and  Raamah,  they  were  thy  merchants: 
they  occupied  in  thy  fairs  with  chief  of  all  spices,  and  with  all  precious 
stones,  and  gold. 

23  Haran,  and  Canneh,  and  Eden,  the  merchants  of  Sheba,. 
Asshur,  and  Chilmad  were  thy  merchants. 

24  These  were  thy  merchants  in  all  sorts  oj  things,  in  blue  clothes,. 
and  broidered  work,  and  in  chests  of  rich  apparel,  bound  with  cords, 
and  made  of  cedar,  among  thy  merchandise. 

25  The  ships  of  Tarshish  did  sing  of  thee  in  thy  market:  and  thou 
wast  replenisned,  and  made  very  glorious  in  the  midst  of  the  seas. 

26  ^  Thy  rowers  have  brought  thee  into  great  waters :  the  east 
wind  hath  broken  thee  in  the  midst  of  the  seas. 

27  Thy  riches,  and  thy  fairs,  thy  merchandise,  thy  mariners,  and 
thy  pilots,  thy  calkers,  and  the  occupiers  of  thy  merchandise,  and  all 
thy  men  of  war,  that  are  in  thee,  and  in  all  thy  company  which  is 
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in  the  midst  of  thee,  shall  fall  into  the  midst  of  the  seas  in  the  day  of 
thy  ruin. 

28  The  suburbs  shall  shake  at  the  sound  of  the  cry  of  thy  pilots. 

29  And  all  that  handle  the  oar,  the  mariners,  and  aJl  the  pilots  of  the 
sea,  shall  come  down  from  their  ships,  they  shall  stand  upon  the  land; 

30  And  shall  cause  their  voice  to  be  heard  against  thee,  and  shall 
cry  bitterly,  and  shall  cast  up  dust  upon  their  heads,  they  shall  wal- 
low themselves  in  the  ashes: 

31  And  they  shall  make  themselves  utterly  bald  for  thee,  and  gird 
them  with  sackcloth,  and  they  shall  weep  for  thee  with  bitterness  of 
heart  and  bitter  wailing. 

32  And  in  their  wailmg  they  shall  take  up  a  lamentation  for  thee, 
and  lament  over  thee,  saying,  WTiat  city  is  like  Tyrus,  like  the  de- 
stroyed in  the  midst  of  the  sea  ? 

33  When  thy  wares  went  forth  out  of  the  seas,  thou  filledst  many 
people;  thou  didst  enrich  the  kings  of  the  earth  with  the  multitude 
of  tny  riches  and  of  thy  merchandise. 

34  In  the  time  when  thou  shalt  be  broken  by  the  seas  in  the  depths 
of  the  waters  thy  merchandise  and  all  thy  company  in  the  midst  of 
thee  shall  fall. 

35  AJl  the  inhabitants  of  the  isles  shall  be  astonished  at  thee,  and 
their  kings  shall  be  sore  afraid,  they  shall  be  troubled  in  their  coun- 
tenance. 

36  The  merchants  among  the  f>eople  shall  hiss  at  thee;  thou  shalt 
be  a  terror,  and  never  shalt  he  any  more. 

Chapter  28

jHE  word  of  the  Lord  came  again  unto  me,  saying, 

2  Son  of  man,  say  unto  the  prince  of  Tyrus,  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God;  Because  thine  neart  is  lifted  up,  and  thou 
\  last  said,  I  am  a  god,  I  sit  in  the  seat  of  God,  in  the  midst  of  the  seas; 
yet  thou  art  a  man,  and  not  God,  though  thou  set  thine  heart  as  the 
heart  of  God: 

3  Behold,  thou  art  wiser  than  Daniel;  there  is  no  secret  that  they 
can  hide  from  thee: 

4  With  thy  wisdom  and  with  thine  imderstanding  thou  hast  gotten 
thee  riches,  and  hast  gotten  gold  and  silver  into  thy  treasures: 

5  By  thy  great  wisdom  and  by  thy  traffick  hast  thou  increased  thy 
riches,  an<l  tliine  heart  is  lifted  up  because  of  thy  riches: 

6  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Because  thou  hast  set  thine 
heart  as  the  heart  of  God; 

.7  Behold,  therefore  I  w^ill  bring  strangers  upon  thee,  the  terrible 
of  the  nations:  and  they  shall  draw  their  swords  against  the  beauty 
of  thy  wisdom,  and  they  shall  defile  thy  brightness. 


In  their  sight  shaft  thou  bear  it  upon  thy  shotddera^ 
and  carry  it  forth  in  the  twilight:  thou  shalt  cover  thyfacel 
that  thou  see  not  the  ground:  for  I  have  set  thee  for  a  sign 
unto  the  house  (^Israel" — Ezekiel,  12,  6. 

NEXT,  by  Divine  oommand,  Ezekiel  undertook  to 
enact  another  type  wherewith  to  impress  his 
people.  He  gathered  his  household  goods  into  a 
bundle  and  set  this  by  his  door  preparatory  for  removal  to 
another  dwelling.  Thus  were  the  people  of  Judah  to  be 
removed.  Next  he  broke  a  hole  in  the  wall  of  his  house 
to  bring  his  bundle  out  by  this  instead  of  by  the  door; 
for  thus  were  the  people  of  Jerusalem  to  be  brought  forth 
captive  over  broken  walls  or  to  slip  out  by  secret  holes  in 
flight.  Then,  with  his  neighbors  looking  on  in  wonderment, 
Ezekiel  bore  forth  his  bundle  by  night  and  went  away. 

In  the  morning  God  explained  to  the  prophet  the  mean- 
ing of  all  he  had  done,  and  bade  him  explain  it  to  the  people. 
Moreover  Ezekiel  was  further  commanded,  "Son  of  man, 
eat  thy  bread  with  quaking,  and  drink  thy  water  with 
trembling  and  ^ith  carefulness.*'  This  was  to  t^-pify  the 
want  and  the  terror  which  were  to  come  upon  all  the  people 
of  Judah. 
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8  They  shall  bring  thee  down  to  the  pit,  and  thou  shalt  die  the 
deaths  of  them  that  are  slain  in  the  midst  of  the  seas. 

9  Wilt  thou  yet  say  before  him  that  slayeth  thee,  I  am  God  ?  but 
thou  shalt  be  a  man,  and  no  God,  in  the  hand  of  him  that  slayeth  thee. 

10  Thou  shalt  die  the  deaths  of  the  uncircumcised  by  the  hand  of 
strangers :  for  I  have  spoken  ity  saith  the  Lord  God. 

11  ^  Moreover  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  imto  me,  saying, 

12  Son  of  man,  take  up  a  lamentation  upon  the  king  of  Tyrus,  and 
say  unto  him.  Thus  saitn  the  Lord  God;  Thou  sealest  up  the  sum, 
full  of  wisdom,  and  perfect  in  beauty. 

13  Thou  hast  been  in  Eden  the  garden  of  God;  every  precious 
stone  was  thy  covering,  the  sardius,  topaz,  and  the  diamond,  the 
beryl,  the  onyx,  and  the  jasper,  the  sapphire,  the  emerald,  and  the 
carbuncle,  and  gold :  the  workmanship  of  thy  tabrets  and  of  thy  pipes 
was  prepared  in  thee  in  the  day  that  thou  wast  created. 

14  Thou  art  the  anointed  cherub  that  covereth;  and  I  have  set 
thee  so:  thou  wast  upon  the  holy  moimtain  of  God;  thou  hast  walked 
up  and  down  in  the  midst  of  the  stones  of  fire. 

15  Thou  wast  perfect  in  thy  ways  from  the  day  that  thou  wast 
created,  till  iniquity  was  found  in  thee. 

16  By  the  multitude  of  thy  merchandise  they  have  filled  the  midst 
ef  thee  with  violence,  and  thou  hast  sinned :  therefore  I  will  cast  thee 
as  profane  out  of  the  mountain  of  God:  and  I  will  destroy  thee,  O 
covering  cherub,  from  the  midst  of  the  s  ones  of  fire. 

17  Tnine  heart  was  lifted  up  because  of  thy  beauty,  thou  hast 
corrupted  thy  wisdom  by  reason  of  thy  brightness:  I  will  cast  thee 
to  the  ground,  I  will  lay  thee  before  kings,  that  they  may  behold 
thee. 

18  Thou  hast  defiled  thy  sanctuaries  by  the  multitude  of  thine 
iniquities,  by  the  iniquity  of  thy  traffick;  therefore  will  I  bring  forth 
a  fire  from  the  midst  of  tnee,  it  shall  devour  thee,  and  I  will  bring  thee 
to  ashes  upon  the  earth  in  the  sight  of  all  them  that  behold  thee. 

19  All  they  that  know  thee  among  the  people  shall  be  astonished  at 
thee:  thou  shalt  be  a  terror,  and  never  shalt  thou  be  any  more. 

20  ^  Again  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 

21  Son  of  man,  set  thy  face  against  Zidon,  and  prophesy  agaiust  it, 

22  And  say.  Thus  saith  the  ix)rd  God;  Behold,  I  am  against  thee, 
O  Zidon ;  and  I  will  be  glorified  in  the  midst  of  thee :  and  they  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I  shall  have  executed  judgments  in 
her,  and  shall  be  sanctified  in  her. 

23  For  I  will  send  into  her  pestilence,  and  blood  into  her  streets; 
and  the  wounded  shall  be  judged  in  the  midst  of  her  by  the  sword  upon 
her  on  every  side;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

24  ^  And  there  shall  be  no  more  a  pricking  brier  unto  the  house 
of  Israel,  nor  any  grieving  thorn  of  all  that  are  round  about  them, 
that  despised  them;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  God. 
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25  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  When  I  shall  have  gathered  the  house 
of  Israel  from  the  people  among  whom  they  are  scattered,  and  shall 
be  sanctified  in  them  in  the  sight  of  the  heathen,  then  shall  they  dwell 
in  their  land  that  I  have  given  to  my  servant  Jacob.

THE  next  word  which  Ezekiel  received  from  God 
was  that  his  people  were  belittling  his  prophecies* 
saying  that  their  accomplishment  was  hur  off. 
Therefore  he  was  bidden  proclaim,  *'The  days  are  at  hand, 
and  the  effect  of  every  vision." 

With  this  startling  announcement,  Ezekiel  went  forth 
again  among  his  countrymen.  They  had  been  deceived, 
he  told  them,  by  false  prophets,  liars  who,  hoping  to  please 
and  comfort  them,  assured  them  that  happiness  was  at 
hand,  their  own  return  to  Jerusalem  soon  to  be  accom- 
plished. These  false  prophets  Ezekiel  bitterly  attacks. 
And  one  can  imagine  that  they  attacked  him  in  turn,  amid 
much  clamoring  of  tongues.  The  chief  men  among  the 
exiles  came  to  Ezekiel  and  pleaded  with  him  to  moderate 
his  outbursts;  but  he  rejected  them  all,  declaring  that  they 
themselves  were  idolaters  at  heart,  actually  preferring 
the  temporary  comfort  of  false  hope.  There  were  evil 
prophetesses  also,  whose  soft  words  lured  men  to  destruc- 
tion. All  these,  declares  Ezekiel,  shall  perish,  ''Because, 
even  because  they  have  seduced  my  people,  saying.  Peace; 
and  there  was  no  peace." 

These  words  are  like  a  refrain  echoing  through  all  the 
earlier   chapters   of   the   book.     Men  soothe   themselves 
with  hope  rather  than  face  their  punishment  and 
purify  themselves;  they  expect  peace, 
'and  there  is  no  peace."

HE  word  of  the  Lord  came  again  unto  me,  saying, 

2  Son  of  man,  prophesy  and  say.  Thus  saith  the  Lord 


God;  Howl  ye.  Woe  worth  the  day! 

3  For  the  day  is  near,  even  the  day  of  the  Lord  is  near,  a  cloudy 
day;  it  shall  be  the  time  of  the  heathen. 

4  And  the  sword  shall  come  upon  Egypt,  and  great  pain  shall  be 


in  Ethiopia,  when  the  slain  shall  fall  in  E^pt,  and  they  shall  take 
away  her  multitude,  and  her  foundations  shall  be  broken  down. 

5  Ethiopia,  and  Libya,  and  Lydia,  and  all  the  mingled  people, 
and  Chub,  and  the  men  of  the  land  that  is  in  league,  shall  fall  with 
them  by  the  sword.

EZEKIEL  now  goes  on  by  parable  after  parable  to 
express  the  wickedness  of  Judah  and  the  inevitable 
destruction  that  approaches.  He  compares  the 
nation  to  a  vine  tree,  fit  only  for  burning,  to  a  miserable 
infant,  rescued  by  God  and  now  turned  against  Him,  to 
a  woman  **that  loatbeth  her  husband  and  her  children." 
In  a  longer  ''riddle,"  more  fully  developed,  he  shows 
the  exact  method  of  the  attack  upon  Jerusalem.  She  is 
figured  as  a  cedar  tree,  and  the  King  of  Babylon  as  an 
eagle  which  has  already  punished  and  partly  stripped  the 
cedar,  yet  now  protects  and  would  presen-e  it  But 
Judah  turns  instead  to  another  eagle,  Egypt.  Between 
the  two  she  shall  perish.  The  Ammonites  shall  also 
rebel  against  Babylon;  and  Nebuchadnezzar  shall  lead 
his  armies  against  both  rebels,  hesitant  which  to  attack. 
'Tor  the  king  of  Babylon  stood  at  the  parting  of  the  way, 
at  the  head  of  the  two  ways,  to  use  dinnation:  he  made 
his  arrows  bright,  he  consulted  with  images,  he  looked  in 
the  liver."  These  were  methods  of  choosing  lots,  trusting 
to  spiritual  guidance.  In  this  case,  aliis,  the  lot  was  to 
fall  against  Jerusalem,  and  the  Babylonians  would  advance 
against  her  and  destroy  her. 
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put  my  sword  in  his  hand:  but  I  will  break  Pharaoh's  arms,  and  he 
shall  groan  before  him  with  the  groanings  of  a  deadly  wounded  man. 

25  But  I  will  strengthen  the  arms  of  tne  king  of  Babylon,  and  the 
arms  of  Pharaoh  shall  fall  down;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Lord,  when  I  shall  put  my  sword  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon, 
and  he  shall  stretch  it  out  upon  the  land  of  Egypt. 

26  And  I  will  scatter  the  Egyptians  among  the  nations,  and  dis* 
perse  them  among  the  countries;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Lord. 

Chapter  31 

1  A  relaiUm  unto  Pharaoh,  3  of  the  glory  of  Assyria,  10  and  the  fail  thereof  for  pride,    18  The  like  dettrucUon 
of  EoypL 

ND  it  came  to  pass  in  the  eleventh  year,  in  the  third  m/xnthy 
in  the  first  day  of  the  month,  that  the  word  of  the  Lord  came 
unto  me,  saying, 

2  Son  of  man,  speak  unto  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,  and  to  his  mul« 
tude;  Whom  art  thou  like  in  thy  greatness  ? 

3  Tf  Behold,  the  Assyrian  was  a  cedar  in  Lebanon  with  fair  branches, 
and  with  a  shadowing  shroud,  and  of  an  high  stature;  and  his  top 
was  among  the  thick  boughs. 

4  The  waters  made  him  great,  the  deep  set  him  up  on  high  with 
her  rivers  running  round  about  his  plants,  and  sent  out  her  little 
rivers  unto  all  the  trees  of  the  field. 

5  Therefore  his  height  was  exalted  above  all  the  trees  of  the  field, 
and  his  boughs  were  multiplied,  and  his  branches  became  long  be- 
cause of  the  multitude  of  waters,  when  he  shot  forth. 

6  All  the  fowls  of  heaven  made  their  nests  in  his  boughs,  and  under 
his  branches  did  all  the  beasts  of  the  field  bring  forth  their  young, 
and  under  his  shadow  dwelt  all  great  nations. 

7  Thus  was  he  fair  in  his  greatness,  in  the  length  of  his  branches: 
for  his  root  was  by  great  waters. 

8  The  cedars  in  the  garden  of  God  could  not  hide  him:  the  fir 
trees  were  not  like  his  boughs,  and  the  chestnut  trees  were  not  like 
his  branches;  nor  any  tree  m  the  garden  of  God  was  like  unto  him 
in  his  beauty. 

9  I  have  made  him  fair  by  the  multitude  of  his  branches :  so  that 
all  the  trees  of  Eden,  that  were  in  the  garden  of  God,  envied  him. 

10  f  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Because  thou  hast  lifted 
up  thyself  in  height,  and  he  hath  shot  up  his  top  among  the  thick 
boughs,  and  his  heart  is  lifted  up  in  his  height; 

111  have  therefore  delivered  him  into  the  hand  of  the  mighty  one 
of  the  heathen;  he  shall  surely  deal  with  him:  I  have  driven  him  out 
for  his  wickedness. 

12  And  strangers,  the  terrible  of  the  nations,  have  cut  him  off, 
and  have  left  him:  upon  the  mountains  and  in  all  the  valleys  his

branches  are  fallen,  and  his  boughs  are  broken  by  all  the  rivers  of 
the  land;  and  all  the  people  of  the  earth  are  gone  down  from  his 
shadow,  and  have  left  nim. 

13  Upon  his  ruin  shall  all  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  remain,  and  all 
the  beasts  of  the  field  shall  be  upon  his  branches; 

14  To  the  end  that  none  of  all  the  trees  by  the  waters  exalt  them- 
selves for  their  height,  neither  shoot  up  their  top  among  the  thick 
boughs,  neither  their  trees  stand  up  in  their  height,  all  that  drink 
water:  for  they  are  all  delivered  unto  death,  to  the  nether  parts  of 
the  earth,  in  the  midst  of  the  children  of  men,  with  them  that  go 
down  to  the  pit. 

15  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  In  the  dav  when  he  went  down  to  the 
grave  I  caused  a  mourning:  I  covered  the  deep  for  him,  and  I  re- 
strained the  floods  thereof,  and  the  great  waters  were  stayed:  and  I 
caused  Lebanon  to  mourn  for  him,  and  all  the  trees  of  the  field  fainted 
for  him. 

16  I  made  the  nations  to  shake  at  the  sound  of  his  fall,  when  I 
cast  him  down  to  hell  with  them  that  descend  into  the  pit :  and  all  the 
trees  of  Eden,  the  choice  and  best  of  Lebanon,  all  that  drink  water, 
shall  be  comforted  in  the  nether  parts  of  the  earth. 

17  They  also  went  down  into  hell  with  him  unto  them  that  be  slain 
with  the  sword;  and  they  that  were  his  arm,  that  dwelt  under  his 
shadow  in  the  midst  of  the  heathen. 

18  ^  To  whom  art  thou  thus  like  in  glory  and  in  greatness  among 
the  trees  of  Eden  ?  yet  shalt  thou  be  brought  down  with  the  trees  of 
Eden  unto  the  nether  parts  of  the  earth:  thou  shalt  lie  in  the  midst 
of  the  uncircumcised  with  them  that  be  slain  by  the  sword.  This  is 
Pharaoh  and  all  his  multitude,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

Cfjapter  32 

1  A  lamentation  for  the  fearfvl  fall  of  Egypt .  11  The  sword  of  Babylon  tiiatt  destroy  it.  17  It  shaB  be  brought 
down  to  heU,  among  all  the  uncircumcisea  nations. 


ND  it  came  to  pass  in  the  twelfth  year,  in  the  twelfth  month, 
in  the  first  day  of  the  month,  thai  the  word  of  the  Lord  came 
unto  me,  saying, 

2  Son  of  man,  take  up  a  lamentation  for  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt, 
and  say  unto  him.  Thou  art  like  a  young  lion  of  the  nations,  and  tnou 

art  as  a  whale  in  the  seas:  and  thou  camest  forth  with  thv  rivers,  and

troubledst  the  waters  with  thy  feet,  and  fouledst  their  rivers. 

3  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  I  will  therefore  spread  out  my  net 
over  thee  with  a  company  of  many  people;  and  they  shall  bring  thee 
up  in  my  net. 

4  Then  will  I  leave  thee  upon  the  land,  I  will  cast  thee  forth  upon 
the  open  field,  and  will  cause  all  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  to  remain 
upon  thee,  and  I  will  fill  the  beasts  of  the  whole  earth  with  thee.

**7n  the  vndsl  of  thee  have  they  dealt  by  oppressiom  tcitk 
the  stranger.** — Ezekiel^  22^  7. 

THE  twenty-second  chapter  of  Ezekiel  compares 
with  the  first  chapter  of  Isaiah,  the  "Great 
Arraignment.'*  Ezekiel  sums  up  formally  and 
finally  the  many  charges  he  has  been  making  throughout 
his  book.  He  places  upon  record  the  entire  list  of  Judah's 
sins,  that  the  justice  of  her  punishment  may  be  remem- 
bered and  admitted  bv  all. 

It  is  a  terrible  roll  call  to  which  we  listen.  Xo  sin  seems 
omitted  from  the  grim  catalogue.  The  city  "sheddeth 
blood,"  she  '"maketh  idols,'*  she  defiles  herself.  Family 
affection  is  forgotten;  the  people  '*set  light  by  father  and 
mother."  Fair  dealing  is  rejected;  the  "stranger"  enter- 
ing the  city  is  seized  by  force  and  "oppressed."  Cruelty 
tramples  the  most  helpless;  the  rich  have  "vexed  the  father- 
less and  the  widow."  False  ^^itness,  bribery,  usur}% 
adulterv,  lewdness  of  everv  kind,  all  these  are  in  the  cata- 
logue.  And  at  the  close,  recurring  to  this  as  the  climax 
of  treachery,  "Yea,  they  have  oppressed  the  stranger 
wrongfully.' 
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5  And  I  will  lay  thy  flesh  upon  the  mountams,  and  fill  the  valleys 
with  thy  height. 

6  I  will  also  water  with  thy  blood  the  land  wherein  thou  swim- 
mest,  even  to  the  mountains;  and  the  rivers  shall  be  full  of  thee. 

7  And  when  I  shall  put  thee  out,  I  will  cover  the  heaven,  and  make 
the  stars  thereof  dark;  I  will  cover  the  sun  with  a  cloud,  and  the  moon 
shall  not  give  her  light. 

8  All  the  bright  lights  of  heaven  will  I  make  dark  over  thee,  and 
set  darkness  upon  thy  land,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

9  I  will  also  vex  the  hearts  of  many  people,  when  I  shall  bring  thy 
destruction  among  the  nations,  into  tne  coujitries  which  thou  hast 
not  known. 

10  Yea,  I  will  make  many  people  amazed  at  thee,  and  their  kings 
shall  be  horribly  afraid  for  tnee,  when  I  shall  brandish  my  sword 
before  them;  and  they  shall  tremble  at  every  moment,  every  man  for 
his  own  life,  in  the  dav  of  thy  fall. 

11^  For  thus  saith  the  Lord.  God  ;  The  sword  of  the  king  of  Babylon 
shall  come  upon  thee. 

12  By  the  swords  of  the  mighty  will  I  cause  thv  multitude  to  fall, 
the  terrible  of  the  nations,  all  of  them:  and  they  shall  spoil  the  pomp 
of  Egypt,  and  all  the  multitude  thereof  shall  be  destroyed. 

13  1  will  destroy  also  all  the  beasts  thereof  from  beside  the  great 
waters;  neither  shall  the  foot  of  man  trouble  them  any  more,  nor  the 
hoofs  of  beasts  trouble  them. 

14  Then  will  I  make  their  waters  deep,  and  cause  their  rivers  to 
run  like  oil,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

15  When  I  shall  make  the  land  of  Egypt  desolate,  and  the  countrv 
shall  be  destitute  of  that  whereof  it  was  full,  when  I  shall  smite  all 
them  that  dwell  therein,  then  shall  they  know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

16  This  is  the  lamentation  wherewith  they  shall  lament  her:  the 
daughters  of  the  nations  shall  lament  her:  they  shall  lament  for  her, 
even  for  Egypt,  and  for  all  her  multitude,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

17  1[  It  came  to  pass  also  in  the  twelfth  year,  in  the  fifteenth  day 
of  the  month,  that  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 

18  Son  of  man,  wail  for  the  multitude  of  Egypt,  and  cast  them 
down,  even  her,  and  the  daughters  of  the  famous  nations,  unto  the 
netherparts  of  the  earth,  with  them  that  go  down  into  the  pit. 

19  Whom  dost  thou  pass  in  beauty?  go  down,  and  be  thou  laid 
with  the  uncircumcised. 

20  Thev  shall  fall  in  the  midst  of  them  thai  are  slain  by  the  sword: 
she  is  delivered  to  the  sword:  draw  her  and  all  her  multitudes. 

21  The  strong  among  the  mighty  shall  speak  to  him  out  of  the 
midst  of  hell  with  them  that  help  him:  they  are  gone  dowTi,  they  lie 
uncircumcised,  slain  by  the  sword. 

22  Asshur  is  there  and  all  her  company:  his  graves  are  about  him: 
all  of  them  slain,  fallen  by  the  sword: 
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23  Whose  graves  are  set  in  the  sides  of  the  pit,  and  her  company 
is  round  about  her  grave:  all  of  them  slain,  fallen  by  the  sword,  which 
caused  terror  in  the  land  of  the  living. 

24  There  is  Elam  and  all  her  multitudes  round  about  her  grave, 
all  of  them  slain,  fallen  by  the  sword,  which  are  gone  down  uncir- 
cumcised  into  the  nether  parts  of  the  earth,  which  caused  their  terror 
in  the  land  of  the  living;  yet  have  they  borne  their  shame  with  them 
that  go  down  to  the  pit. 

25  They  have  set  ner  a  bed  in  the  midst  of  the  slain  with  all  her 
multitude :  her  craves  are  roimd  about  him :  all  of  them  uncircum- 
cised,  slain  by  the  sword:  though  their  terror  was  caused  in  the  land 
of  the  living,  j^et  have  they  borne  their  shame  with  them  that  go  down 
to  the  pit :  ne  is  put  in  the  midst  of  them  that  be  slain. 

2^  There  is  Meshech,  Tubal,  and  all  her  multitude:  her  graves 
arc  round  about  him;  all  of  them  uncircumcised,  slain  by  the  sword» 
though  they  caused  their  terror  in  the  land  of  the  living. 

27  And  they  shall  not  lie  with  the  mighty  thai  are  fallen  of  the  un- 
circumcised, which  are  gone  down  to  hell  with  their  weapons  of  war: 
and  they  have  Jaid  their  swords  under  their  heads,  but  their  iniquities 
shall  be  upon  their  bones,  though  they  were  the  terror  of  the  mighty 
in  the  land  of  the  living. 

28  Yea,  thou  shalt  be  broken  in  the  midst  of  the  uncircumcised, 
and  shalt  Ke  with  them  that  are  slain  with  the  sword. 

29  There  is  Edom,  her  kings,  and  all  her  princes,  which  with  their 
might  are  laid  by  them  thai  were  slain  by  tne  sword:  they  shall  lie 
with  the  uncircumcised,  and  with  them  that  go  down  to  the  pit 

30  There  be  the  princes  of  the  north,  all  of  them,  and  all  the  Zidon- 
ians,  which  are  gone  down  with  the  slain;  with  their  terror  they  are 
ashamed  of  their  might;  and  they  lie  uncircumcised  with  them  thai 
be  slain  by  the  sword,  and  bear  their  shame  with  them  that  go  down 
to  the  pit. 

31  Irharaoh  shall  see  them,  and  shall  be  comforted  over  all  his 
multitude,  even  Pharaoh  and  all  his  army  slain  by  the  sword,  saith 
the  Lord  God. 

32  For  I  have  caused  my  terror  in  the  land  of  the  living;  and  he 
shall  be  laid  in  the  midst  of  the  uncircumcised  with  them  thai  are 
slain  with  the  sword,  even  Pharaoh  and  all  his  multitude,  saith  the 
Lord  God.

1  According  to  the  duty  of  a  watchman,  in  warning  the  people,  7  Ezckiel  is  admonished  of  his  duty,  10  Ood  Aewttk 
ihe  justice  of  his  ways  towards  the  penitent,  and  towards  revolters.  17  He  maintainelh  his  fuiUce.  21  Upon  {k€ 
news  of  the  taking  of  Jerusalem,  he  prophesieth  the  desolation  of  the  land.  30  God's  judgment  upon  ihe  moeker$ 
Of  the  prophets, 

GAIN  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 

2  Son  of  man,  speak  to  the  children  of  thy  people,  and  say 

_.  unto  them.  When  I  bring  the  sword  upon  a  land,  if  the  people 

of  the  land  take  a  man  of  their  coasts,  and  set  him  for  their  watcnman:

**Son  of  man^  behold^  I  take  away  from  thee  the  desire 
of  thine  eyes  wUh  a  stroke:  yet  neither  shall  thou  mourn  nor 
weep,  neither  shall  thy  tears  run  down** — Ezekid,  2J^  16. 


EZESIEL  was  married,  happilj-  married  we  must 
judge,  for  as  the  last  and  hardest  of  those  strange 
"types**  through  which  he  lived  wifh  so  much  of 
personal  discomfort  and  even  agony,  there  came  the  loss 
of  his  wife. 

His  little  home  of  hapfHness  by  the  river  Chebar  was 
made  desolate.  He  was  told  by  ''the  word  of  the  Lord'* 
that  his  wife  was  to  die;  yet  must  he  "Forbear  to  cry, 
make  no  mourning  for  the  dead,  bind  the  tire  of  thine  head 
upon  thee,  and  put  on  thy  shoes  upon  thy  feet,  and  cover 
not  thy  lips,  and  eat  not  the  bread  of  men." 

"So  I  spake  unto  the  people  in  the  morning:  and  at 
even  my  wife  died;  and  I  did  in  the  morning  as  I  was  com* 
manded."  That  is  to  say,  he  made  no  sign  of  mourning, 
but  went  forth  as  if  unmoved,  and  dressed  for  travelling, 
vet  without  food.  The  Hebrews  around  were  filled  with 
puzzling,  and  asked  the  prophet  of  his  purpose.  He  told 
them  that  even  so,  when  their  beloved  Jerusalem  fell,  the 
people  would  be  too  stunned  and  desolate  to  weep,  they 
would  be  driven  forth  as  captives.

EZEKIEL  XXXIII — GOd's  JUSTICE  ARGUED  1371 

3  If  when  he  seeth  the  sword  come  upon  the  land,  he  blow  the 
trumpet,  and  warn  the  people; 

4  Then  whosoever  heareth  the  soimd  of  the  trumpet,  and  taketh 
not  warning;  if  the  sword  come,  and  take  him  away,  his  blood  shall 
be  upon  his  own  head. 

5  He  heard  the  soimd  of  the  trumpet,  and  took  not  warning;  his*, 
blood  shall  be  upon  him.  But  he  that  taketh  warning  shall  deliver 
his  soul. 

6  But  if  the  watchman  see  the  sword  come,  and  blow  not  the 
trumpet,  and  the  people  be  not  warned;  if  the  sword  come,  and  take 
any  person  from  among  them,  he  is  taken  away  in  his  iniquity;  but 
his  blood  will  I  require  at  the  watchman's  hand. 

7  ^  So  thou,  O  son  of  man,  I  have  set  thee  a  watchman  unto  the 
house  of  Israel ;  therefore  thou  shalt  hear  the  word  at  my  mouth,  and 
warn  them  from  me. 

8  When  I  say  unto  the  wicked,  O  wicked  many  thou  shalt  surely  die; 
if  thou  dost  not  speak  to  warn  the  wicked  from  his  way,  that  wicked 
man  shall  die  in  iniquity;  but  his  blood  will  I  require  at  thine  hand. 

9  Nevertheless  if  thou  warn  the  wicked  of  his  way  to  turn  from 
it;  if  he  do  not  turn  from  his  way,  he  shall  die  in  his  iniquity;  but  thou 
hast  delivered  thy  soul. 

10  Therefore,  O  thou  son  of  man,  speak  unto  the  house  of  Israel; 
Thus  ye  speak,  saying.  If  our  transffressions  and  our  sins  be  upon  us, 
and  we  pme  away  in  them,  how  should  we  then  live? 

11  Say  unto  them.  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  have  no  pleas- 
ure in  the  death  of  the  wicked;  but  that  the  wicked  turn  from  his  way 
to  live:  turn  ye,  turn  ye  from  your  evil  ways;  for  why  will  ye  die,  O 
house  of  Israel  ? 

12  Therefore,  thou  son  of  man,  say  unto  the  children  of  thy  people. 
The  righteousness  of  the  righteous  snail  not  deliver  him  in  the  day  of 
his  transgression:  as  for  the  wickedness  of  the  wicked,  he  shall  not 
fall  thereby  in  the  day  that  he  tumeth  from  his  wickedness;  neither 
shall  the  righteous  be  able  to  live  for  his  righteousness  in  the  day  that 
he  sinneth. 

13  When  I  shall  say  to  the  righteous,  tliat  he  shall  surely  live;  if 
he  trust  in  his  own  rignteousness,  and  commit  iniquity,  all  his  righte- 
ousnesses shall  not  be  remembered;  but  for  his  iniquity  that  he  nath 
committed,  he  shall  die  for  it. 

14  Again,  when  I  say  unto  the  wicked.  Thou  shalt  surely  die;  if 
he  turn  from  his  sin,  and  do  that  which  is  lawful  and  right; 

15  If  the  wicked  restore  the  pledge,  give  again  that  he  had  robbed, 
walk  in  the  statutes  of  life,  without  committing  iniquity;  he  shall 
surely  live,  he  shall  not  die. 

16  None  of  his  sins  that  he  hath  committed  shall  be  mentioned 
unto  him:  he  hath  done  that  which  is  lawful  and  right;  he  shall  surely 
live. 
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17  ^  Yet  the  children  of  thy  people  say,  The  way  of  the  Lord  is 
not  equal:  but  as  for  them,  their  way  is  not  ecjual. 

18  when  the  righteous  tumeth  from  his  righteousness,  and  com- 
mitteth  iniquity,  he  shall  even  die  thereby. 

19  But  if  the  wicked  turn  from  his  wickedness,  and  do  that  w^hich 
is  lawful  and  right,  he  shall  live  thereby. 

20  t  Yet  ye  say.  The  way  of  the  Lord  is  not  equal.  O  ye  house 
of  Israel,  I  will  judge  you  every  one  after  his  ways. 

21  ^  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  twelfth  year  of  our  captivity,  in 
the  tenth  months  in  the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  that  one  that  had 
escaped  out  of  Jerusalem  came  imto  me,  saying.  The  city  is 
smitten. 

22  Now  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  upon  me  in  the  evening,  afore 
he  that  was  escaped  came;  and  had  opened  my  mouth,  until  he  came 
to  me  in  the  morning;  and  my  mouth  was  opened,  and  I  was  no  more 
dumb. 

23  Then  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 

24  Son  of  man,  thev  that  inhabit  those  wastes  of  the  land  of 
Israel  speak,  saying,  Abraham  was  one,  and  he  inherited  the  land: 
but  we  arc  many;  the  land  is  given  us  for  inheritance. 

25  Wherefore  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Ye  eat 
with  the  blood,  and  lift  up  your  eyes  toward  your  idols,  and  shed 
blood :  and  shall  ye  possess  the  land  ? 

26  Ye  stand  upon  your  sword,  ye  work  abomination,  and  ye  defile 
every  one  his  neighbour's  wife :  and  shall  ye  possess  the  land  ? 

27  Say  thou  thus  unto  them.  Thus  saitn  the  Lord  God;  As  I  live, 
surely  they  that  are  in  the  wastes  shall  fall  by  the  sword,  and  him  that 
is  in  the  open  field  will  I  give  to  the  beasts  to  be  devoured,  and  they 
that  be  in  the  forts  and  in  the  caves  shall  die  of  the  pestilence. 

28  For  I  will  lay  the  land  most  desolate,  and  the  pomp  of  her 
strength  shall  cease;  and  the  mountains  of  Israel  shall  be  desolate, 
that  none  shall  pass  through.

30  %  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  the  children  of  thy  people  still  are 
talking  against  thee  by  the  walls  and  in  the  doors  of  the  nouses,  and 
speak  one  to  another,  every  one  to  his  brother,  saying.  Come,  I  pray 
you,  and  hear  what  is  the  word  that  cometh  forth  from  the  Lord. 

31  And  they  come  unto  thee  as  the  people  cometh,  and  they  sit 
before  thee  as  my  people,  and  they  hear  thy  words,  but  they  will  not 
do  them:  for  with  their  mouth  they  shew  much  love,  bui  their  heart 
goeth  after  their  covetousness. 

32  And,  lo,  thou  art  unto  them  as  a  very  lovely  song  of  one  that 
hath  a  pleasant  voice,  and  can  play  well  on  an  instrument:  for  they 
hear  thy  words,  but  they  do  them  not. 


**And  they  shall  make  a  spoil  of  thy  rielies^  and  make  a 
prey  of  thy  merchandise:  and  they  shall  break  down  thy 
walls,  and  destroy  thy  pleasant  houses." — EzekieU  ^6,  12. 

HWYSG  completed  his  prophecies  against  Judah, 
Ezekiel  turns  his  thought,  as  did  most  of  the 
prophets,  to  other  lands  as  well.  The  neighbors 
of  Judah  rejoice  at  her  downfall;  therefore  shall  they  also 
fall.  He  predicts  the  punishment  of  Ammon,  of  Moab, 
of  Edom,  and  of  the  Philistines.  The  sword  of  Babylon 
shall  strike  them  all.  Then  he  turns  to  Tjrre,  the  great 
commercial  city  of  Asia,  and  describes  her  fate  with  a 
circumstantial  completeness  that  extends  over  several 
chapters.  A  remarkable  description  is  given  of  the  great 
metropolis.  "Thy  borders  are  in  the  midst  of  the  seas, 
thy  builders  have  perfected  thy  beauty."  "The  inhabi- 
tants of  Zidon  and  Arvad  were  thy  manners:  thy  wise 
men,  O  T\tus,  that  were  in  thee,  were  thy  pilots."  "They 
of  Persia,  and  of  Lud,  and  of  Phut,  were  in  thine  army, 
thy  men  of  war:  they  hanged  the  shield  and  helmet  in 
thee;  they  set  forth  thy  comeliness."  Yet  all  this  is  to  be 
of  no  avail.  Though  the  king  of  Tyre  is  accounted  as  a 
god,  yet  shall  the  city  become  helpless,  and  be  given  as  a 
prey  to  the  soldiers  of  Babylon. 

As  a  matter  of  history,  Nebuchadnezzar  besi^ed  Tyre 
for  thirteen  years  and  reduced  it  to  great  misery,  but  did 
not  capture  it.     Ezekiel  himself  says  that  the  city  is  not 
to  perish  wholly.     He  refers  to  its  escape  when.

4  The  diseased  have  ve  not  strengthened,  neither  have  ye  healed 
that  which  was  sick,  neither  have  ye  bound  up  that  which  was  broken, 
neither  have  ye  brought  again  that  which  was  driven  away,  neither 
have  ye  sought  that  which  was  lost;  but  with  force  and  with  cruelty 
have  ye  ruled  them. 

5  And  they  were  scattered  because  there  is  no  shepherd:  and  they 
became  meat  to  all  the  beasts  of  the  field,  when  they  were  scatterea. 

6  My  sheep  wandered  through  all  the  mountains,  and  upon  every 
high  hill:  yea,  my  flock  was  scattered  upon  all  the  face  of  the  earth, 
and  none  did  search  or  seek  after  them. 

7  ^  Therefore,  ye  shepherds,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord; 

8  ^^  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  surely  because  my  flock  became 
a  prey,  and  mv  flock  became  meat  to  every  beast  of  the  field,  because 
there  was  no  snepherd,  neither  did  my  shepherds  search  for  my  flock, 
but  the  shepherds  fed  themselves,  and  fed  not  my  flock; 

9  Therefore,  O  ye  shepherds,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord; 

10  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold,  I  am  against  the  shepherds; 
and  I  will  require  my  flock  at  their  hand,  and  cause  them  to  cease 
from  feeding  the  flock;  neither  shall  the  shepherds  feed  themselves 
any  more;  for  I  will  deliver  my  flock  from  their  mouth,  that  they  may 
not  be  meat  for  them. 

11^  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Behold,  I  even  I,  will  both 
search  my  sheep,  and  seek  them  out. 

12  As  a  shepherd  seeketh  out  his  flock  in  the  day  that  he  is  among 
his  sheep  that  are  scattered;  so  will  I  seek  out  my  sheep,  and  will 
deliver  them  out  of  all  places  where  they  have  been  scattered  in  the 
cloudy  and  dark  day. 

13  And  I  will  bring  them  out  from  the  people,  and  gather  them 
from  the  countries,  and  will  bring  them  to  their  own  land,  and  feed 
them  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel  by  the  rivers,  and  in  all  the  in- 
habited places  of  the  country. 

14  I  will  feed  them  in  a  good  pasture,  and  upon  the  high  mountains 
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of  Israel  shall  their  fold  be:  there  shall  they  lie  in  a  ^ood  fold,  and  in 
a  fat  pasture  shall  they  feed  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel. 

15  1  will  feed  my  flock,  and  I  will  cause  them  to  lie  down,  saith  the 
Xiord  God. 

16  I  will  seek  that  which  was  lost,  and  bring  again  that  which  was 
driven  away,  and  will  bind  up  that  which  was  broken,  and  will  strength- 
en that  which  was  sick:  but  I  will  destroy  the  fat  and  the  strong;  I 
will  feed  them  with  judgment. 

17  And  a^for  you,  O  my  flock,  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold, 
I  judge  between  cattle  and  cattle,  between  the  rams  and  the  he 
goats.

27  And  the  tree  of  the  field  shall  yield  her  fruit,  and  the  earth 
shall  yield  her  increase,  and  they  shall  be  safe  in  their  land,  and  shall 
know  that  I  aTii  the  Lord,  when  I  have  broken  the  bands  of  their 
yoke,  and  delivered  them  out  of  the  hand  of  those  that  served  them- 
selves of  them. 

28  And  they  shall  no  more  be  a  prey  to  the  heathen,  neither  shall 
the  beasts  of  the  land  devour  them;  but  they  shall  dwell  safely,  and 
none  shall  make  them  afraid. 

29  And  I  will  raise  up  for  them  a  plant  of  renown,  and  they  shall 
be  no  more  consumed  with  hunger  in  the  land,  neither  bear  the  shame 
of  the  heathen  any  more. 

30  Thus  shall  they  know  that  I  the  Lord  their  God  am  with  them, 
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"  Then  ahaU  they  know  that  I  am  the  Lordy  when  I  have 
laid  the  land  mast  deeolate  becatue  of  all  their  abominations 
which  they  have  commitUd*^ — Ezekielf  33^  29. 

IN  THE  thirty-third  chapter  of  Ezekiel  we  are  told 
how  the  news  of  Jerusalem's  destruction  reached  the 
Hebrews  in  Babylonia.  "And  it  came  to  pass  in 
the  twelfth  year  of  our  captivity,  in  the  tenth  month,  in 
the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  that  one  that  had  escaped  out 
of  Jerusalem  came  unto  me,  saying.  The  city  is  smitten." 
Great  was  the  lamentation  of  the  imhappy  Hebrews, 
not  only  for  the  fall  of  Jerusalem  itsdf,  but  because  their 
own  hope  of  being  restored  to  their  ancient  home  was  thus 
obliterated.  The  change  which  the  event  made  in  Eze- 
kiel's  personal  fortunes  was  very  notable.  Before,  he 
had  been  contradicted  and  derided;  other  prophets  had 
accused  him  of  fa]sit}\  Now  the  event  had  vindicated 
his  mission  and  put  his  enemies  to  shame.  At  once  he 
became  a  leading  figure  among  his  people.  Moreover, 
he  had  no  more  of  those  grim  types  through  which  he  had 
been  compelled  to  live.  As  a  last  lesson,  God  had  afflicted 
him  ^ith  dumbness,  a  silence  from  which  he  was  relieved 
only  when  the  news  of  Jerusalem's  downfall  was  about 
to  be  received. 

Ezekiel's  only  comment  on  the  changed  attitude  of  his 

people  is  to  repeat  what  God  has  said  to  him,  "And  lo,  thou 

art  unto  them  as  a  very  lovely  song  of  one  that  hath  a 

pleasant  voice,  and  can  play  well  on  an  instrument: 

they  hear  thy  words,  but  they  do  them  not**

LSO,  thou  son  of  man,  prophesy  unto  the  mountains  of  IsraeU 
and  say.  Ye  mountains  of  Israel,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord: 
2  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Because  the  enemy  hath  said 
against  you.  Aha,  even  the  ancient  high  places  are  ours  in  possession : 

3  Therefore  prophesy  and  say.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Be- 
cause they  have  made  you  desolate,  and  swallowed  you  up  on  every 
side,  that  ye  might  be  a  possession  unto  the  residue  of  the  heathen^ 
and  ye  are  taken  up  in  the  lips  of  talkers,  and  are  an  infamy  of  the 
people:

EZEKI£L*S  mission  now  became  a  new  one.  He 
was  no  longer  to  cast  down,  but  to  build  up.  The 
calamity  had  fallen,  the  penalty  of  an  had  been 
paid.  Now  he  must  rescue  the  suirivors  from  despair. 
He  must  show  them  the  new  lig^t  of  hope  and  comfort, 
the  promise  of  restoration,  of  the  coming  of  the  Messiah. 
So  the  latter  portion  of  Ezekiel's  book  turns,  like  that  of 
most  of  the  prophets,  to  thoughts  of  joj.  Storm  passes 
away  in  sunshine.  *'I  will  feed  my  flodc,  and  I  will  cause 
them  to  lie  down,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

"I  wnll  seek  that  which  was  lost,  and  hnng  again  that 
which  was  driven  away,  and  will  bind  up  that  which  was 
broken,  and  will  strengthen  that  which  was  sick:  but  I  will 
destroy  the  fat  and  the  strong;  I  wiU  feed  them  with 
judgment" 

Thus  we  come  to  the  promise  that  all  evil  shall  be 
weeded  out  of  God's  kingdom.  The  woiid,  the  flesh,  and 
the  devil  shall  tempt  men  no  more.  "Therefore  will  I 
save  my  flock,  and  they  shall  no  more  be  a  prey;  and  I 
will  judge  between  cattle  and  cattle. 

*'And  I  will  set  up  one  shepherd  over  them,  and  he 

shall  feed  them,  even  my  servant  David;  he  shall 
feed  them,  and  he  shall  be  their  shepherd."

the  spirit  of  the  Lord,  and  set  me  down  in  the  midst  of  the 
valley  which  wa^  full  of  bones, 

2  And  caused  me  to  pass  by  them  round  about:  and,  behold,  there 
were  very  many  in  the  open  valley;  and,  lo,  they  were  very  dry. 

3  And  he  said  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  can  tnese  bones  live  ?  And  I 
answered,  O  Lord  God,  thou  knowest. 

4  Again  he  said  unto  me.  Prophesy  upon  these  bones,  and  say  unto 
them,  O  ye  dry  bones,  hear  the  word  ox  the  Lord. 

5  Thus  saitn  the  Lord  God  imto  these  bones;  Behold,  I  will  cause 
breath  to  enter  into  you,  and  ye  shall  live: 

6  And  I  will  lay  sinews  upon  you,  and  will  bring  up  flesh  upon 
ou,  and  cover  you  with  skin,  and  put  breath  in  you,  and  ye  snail 
ive;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  tne  Lord. 

7  So  I  prophesied  as  I  was  commanded :  and  as  I  prophesied,  there 
was  a  noise,  and  behold  a  shaking,  and  the  bones  came  together,  bone 
to  his  bone. 

8  And  when  I  beheld,  lo,  the  sinews  and  the  flesh  came  up  upK>n 
them,  and  the  skin  covered  them  above :  but  there  was  no  breath  in  them. 
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So  I  prophesied  as  he  commanded  me,  and  the  breaih 
came  into  ihem^  and  they  livrd,  and  stood  up  upon  their 
feet,  an  exceeding  great  armyJ** — Ezekid,  37,  10. 

MOST  widelj  known  perhaps  of  all  the  visions  of 
Ezekid,  is  that  of  the  earthly  resurrection,  the 
bones  which  came  back  to  life.  The  prophet 
tells  how  the  "spirit  of  the  Lord"  carried  him  forth  and 
placed  him  "in  the  midst  of  the  valley  which  was  full 
of  bones."  They  were  dry  bones,  such  as  might  have 
laid  for  centuries;  and  there  were  vast  quantities  of  them 
all  mixed  together.  Then  God  questioned  Ezekiel, 
"Can  these  bones  live.''*  Very  wisely  the  prophet  an- 
swered, "O  Lord  God,  thou  knowest." 

He  was  bidden  summon  the  bones  to  life;  and  at  his 
word  they  assembled  themsdves,  and  took  on  flesh  and 
human  form,  yet  they  lived  not.  "Then  said  he  unto 
me.  Prophesy  unto  the  wind,  prophesy,  son  of  man,  and 
say  to  the  wind.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Come  from 
the  four  windy,  O  breath,  and  breathe  upon  these  slain, 
that  they  may  live." 

When  the  dead  thus  stood  alive  before  him,  Ezekiel 
was  told  that  thus  should  even  death  itself  be  turned  back- 
ward for  the  "house  of  Israel."  .  Its  people  were  now 
despairing  because  so  many  of  them  had  been  slain. 
"Therefore  prophesy  and  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the 

Lord  God:  Behold,  O  my  people,  I  will  open  your 

graves,  and  cause  you  to  come  up  out  of  your 

graves,  and  bring  you  into  the  land  of  Israel." 
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9  Then  said  he  unto  me,  Prophesy  unto  the  wind,  prophesy,  son 
of  man,  and  say  to  the  wind.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Come  from 
the  four  winds,  O  breath,  and  breathe  upon  these  slain,  that  they 
may  live. 

10  So  I  prophesied  as  he  commanded  me,  and  the  breath  came  into 
them,  and  they  lived,  and  stood  up  upon  their  feet,  an  exceeding 
great  army. 

11  ^  Then  he  said  imto  me.  Son  of  man,  these  bones  are  the  whole 
house  of  Israel:  behold,  they  say.  Our  bones  are  dried,  and  our  hope 
is  lost:  we  are  cut  off  for  our  parts. 

12  Therefore  prophesy  and  sav  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
God;  Behold,  O  my  people,  I  will  open  your  graves,  and  cause  you 
to  come  up  out  of  your  graves,  and  bring  you  into  the  land  of 
Israel. 

13  And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  when  I  have  opened 
your  graves,  O  my  people,  and  brought  you  up  out  of  your  graves. 

14  And  shall  put  my  spirit  in  you,  and  ye  shall  live,  and  I  shall 
place  you  in  your  own  land :  then  shall  ye  know  that  I  the  Lord  have 
spoken  it^  and  performed  ity  saith  the  Lord. 

15  If  The  word  of  the  Lord  came  again  imto  me,  saying, 

16  Moreover,  thou  son  of  man,  take  thee  one  stick,  and  write  upon 
it.  For  Judah,  and  for  the  children  of  Israel  his  companions:  tnen 
take  another  stick,  and  write  upon  it.  For  Joseph,  the  stick  of  Ephraim, 
and /or  all  the  house  of  Israel  his  companions: 

17  And  join  them  one  to  another  into  one  stick;  and  they  shall 
become  one  in  thine  hand. 

18  ^  And  when  the  children  of  thy  people  shall  speak  unto  thee, 
saying,  Wilt  thou  not  show  us  what  thou  meanest  by  these  ? 

19  Say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold,  I  will  take 
the  stick  of  Joseph,  which  is  in  the  hand  of  Ephraim,  and  the  tribes 
of  Israel  his  fellows,  and  will  put  them  with  hun,  even  with  the  stick 
of  Judah,  and  make  them  one  stick,  and  they  shall  be  one  in  mine 
hand. 

20  ^  And  the  sticks  whereon  thou  writest  shall  be  in  thine  hand 
before  their  eyes. 

21  And  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold,  I  will 
take  the  children  of  Israel  from  among  the  heathen,  whither  they 
be  gone,  arid  will  gather  them  on  every  side,  and  bring  them  into  their 
own  land: 

22  And  I  will  make  them  one  nation  in  the  land  upon  the  moun- 
tains of  Israel ;  and  one  king  shall  be  king  to  them  all :  and  they  shall 
be  no  more  two  nations,  neither  shall  they  be  divided  into  two  king- 
doms any  more  at  all: 

23  Neither  shall  thev  defile  themselves  any  more  with  their  idols, 
nor  with  their  detestable  things,  nor  with  any  of  their  transgressions: 
but  I  will  save  them  out  of  all  their  dwelling-places,  wherein  they 
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have  sinned,  and  will  cleanse  them:  so  shall  they  be  my  people,  and 
I  will  be  their  God. 

24  And  David  my  servant  shall  be  king  over  them;  and  they  all 
shall  have  one  shepherd:  they  shall  also  walk  in  my  judgments,  and 
observe  my  statutes,  and  do  them. 

25  And  they  shall  dwell  in  the  land  that  I  have  given  unto  Jacob 
my  servant,  wherein  your  fathers  have  dwelt;  and  they  shall  dwell 
therein,  even  they,  and  their  children,  and  their  children's  children 
for  ever:  and  my  servant  David  shall  be  their  prince  for  ever. 

26  Moreover  I  will  make  a  covenant  of  peace  with  them;  it  shall 
be  an  everlasting  covenant  with  them:  ana  I  will  place  them,  and 
multiply  them,  and  will  set  my  sanctuary  in  the  midst  of  them  for 
evermore. 

27  My  tabernacle  also  shall  be  with  them :  yea,  I  will  be  their  God, 
and  they  shall  be  my  people. 

28  And  the  heathen  shall  know  that  I  the  Lord  do  sanctify  Israel, 
when  my  sanctuaiy  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  them  for  evermore. 

Ctiapter  38

ND  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 

2  Son  of  man,  set  thy  face  against  Gog,  the  land  of  Ma^g, 
the  chief  prince  of  Meshech  and  Tubal,  and  prophesy  agamst 
him, 

3  And  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold,  I  am  against  thee, 
O  Gog,  the  chief  prince  of  Aleshech  and  Tubal : 

4  And  I  will  turn  thee  back,  and  put  hooks  into  thy  jaws,  and  I 
will  bring  thee  forth,  and  all  thine  army,  horses  and  horsemen,  all 
of  them  clothed  with  all  sorts  of  armour^  even  a  great  company  leith 
bucklers  and  shields,  all  of  them  handling  swords: 

5  Persia,  Ethiopia,  and  Libya  with  them;  all  of  them  with  shield 
and  helmet: 

6  Gomer,  and  all  his  bands;  the  house  of  Togarmah  of  the  north 
quarters,  and  all  his  bands:  and  many  people  with  thee. 

7  Be  thou  prepared,  and  prepare  for  thyself,  thou,  and  all  thy 
company  that  are  assembled  imto  thee,  and  be  thou  a  guard  unto  them. 

8  ^  After  many  days  thou  shalt  be  visited :  in  the  latter  years  thou 
shalt  come  into  the  land  that  is  brought  back  from  the  sword,  and 
is  gathered  out  of  many  people,  against  the  mountains  of  Israel,  which 
have  been  always  waste:  but  it  is  brought  forth  out  of  the  nations, 
and  they  shall  dwell  safely  all  of  them. 

9  Thou  shalt  ascend  and  come  like  a  storm,  thou  shalt  be  like  a 
cloud  to  cover  the  land,  thou,  and  all  thy  bands,  and  many  people 
with  thee.

THE  Book  of  Ezekid  becomes  ever  more  vague  and 
mysterious  as  it  approaches  its  close.  Chapters 
thirty-eight  and  thirty-nine  tell  of  an  invasion  to 
come  upon  Israel  apparently  in  the  daji's  of  her  restoration. 
The  invaders  are  an  unknown  people,  whom  the  prophet 
calls  Gog  and  Magog.  They  shall  come  from  the  north, 
even  as  the  Scythian  hordes  had  come.  They  shall  be 
wild  and  terrible  and  seemingly  irresistible  as  the  Scyths 
had  been. 

Through  them  shall  God  prove  His  affection  for  Israel, 
and  His  immeasurable  power  to  save  as  well  as  to  destroy. 
The  hordes  of  the  invaders  shall  melt  before  His  wrath. 
"Thou  shalt  fall  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel,  thou,  and 
all  thy  bands,  and  the  peo[^e  that  is  with  thee:  I  will  give 
thee  unto  the  ravenous  birds  of  every  sort,  and  to  the 
beasts  of  the  field  to  be  devoured. 

**Thou  shalt  fall  upon  the  open  field:  for  I  have  spoken 
it,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

'*  And  I -will  send  a  fire  on  Magog,  and  among  them  that 
dwell  carelessly  in  the  isles:  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am 
the  Lord." 
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the  same  time  shall  things  come  into  thy  mind,  and  thou  shalt  think 
an  evil  thought: 

11  And  thou  shalt  say,  I  will  go  up  to  the  land  of  un walled  villages; 
I  Tvill  go  to  them  that  are  at  rest,  that  dwell  safely,  all  of  them  dwelling 
without  walls,  and  having  neither  bars  nor  gates, 

12  To  take  a  spoil,  and  to  take  a  prey;  to  turn  thine  hand  upon  the 
desolate  places  that  are  now  inhabited,  and  upon  the  people  that  are 

;athered  out  of  the  nations,  which  have  gotten  cattle  and  goods,  that 
Iw^ell  in  the  midst  of  the  land. 

13  Sheba,  and  Dedan,  and  the  merchants  of  Tarshish,  wdth  all  the 
young  lions  thereof,  shall  say  unto  thee,  Art  thou  come  to  take  a  spoil  ? 
hast  thou  gathered  thy  company  to  take  a  prey  ?  to  carry  away  silver 
and  gold,  to  take  away  cattle  and  goods,  to  taKe  a  great  spoil  ? 

14  ^  Therefore,  son  of  man,  prophesy  and  say  unto  Gog,  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God;  In  that  day  when  my  people  of  Israel  dwelleth 
safely,  shalt  thou  not  know  it  ? 

15  And  thou  shalt  come  from  thy  place  out  of  the  north  parts,  thou, 
and  many  people  with  thee,  all  of  tnem  riding  upon  horses,  a  great 
company,  and  a  mighty  army : 

16  And  thou  shalt  come  up  against  my  people  of  Israel,  as  a  cloud 
to  cover  the  land;  it  shall  be  in  the  latter  days,  and  I  will  bring  thee 
against  my  land,  that  the  heathen  may  know  me,  when  I  shall  be 
sanctified  m  thee,  O  Gog,  before  their  eyes. 

17  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Art  thou  he  of  whom  I  have  spoken 
in  old  time  by  my  servants  the  prophets  of  Israel,  which  prophesied 
in  those  days  many  years  that  1  would  bring  thee  against  them.^ 

18  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  at  the  same  time  when  Gog  shall 
come  against  the  land  of  Israel,  saith  the  Lord  God,  that  my  fury 
shall  come  up  in  my  face. 

?  9  For  in  my  jealousy  and  in  the  fire  of  my  wrath  have  I  spoken, 
Surely  in  that  day  there  shall  be  a  great  shaking  in  the  land  of  Israel ; 

20  So  that  the  fishes  of  the  sea,  and  the  fowls  of  the  heaven,  and  the 
beasts  of  the  field,  and  all  creeping  things  that  creep  upon  the  earth, 
and  all  the  men  that  are  upon  trie  face  of  the  earth,  shall  shake  at  my 
presence,  and  the  mountains  shall  be  thrown  down,  and  the  steep 
places  shall  fall,  and  every  wall  shall  fall  to  the  ground. 

21  And  I  will  call  for  a  sword  against  him  throughout  all  my 
mountains,  saith  the  Lord  God;  every  man's  sword  shall  be  against 
his  brother. 

22  And  I  will  plead  against  him  with  pestilence  and  with  blood; 
and  I  will  rain  upon  him,  and  upon  his  bands,  and  upon  the  many 
people  that  are  with  him,  an  overflowing  rain,  and  great  hailstones, 
fire,  and  brimstone. 

23  Thus  will  I  magnify  myself,  and  sanctify  myself;  and  I  will 
be  known  in  the  eyes  of  many  nations,  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am 
the  Lord.

THE  fortieth  chapter  of  Ezekiel  begins  that  last  and 
most  obscure  portion  of  his  book,  the  vision  of  the 
restored  Jerusalem.  Learned  and  religious  men, 
both  Christian  and  Hebrews,  have  believed  these  chapters 
to  be  full  of  deep  and  secret  symbolism  of  great  religious 
value.  Outwardly  they  are  a  ritualistic  account  of  exact 
measurements  and  priestly  observances,  supplying  for 
the  nation  of  the  future  some  such  formulse  as  the  Book 
of  Leviticus  had  supplied  for  the  nation  under  Moses  and 
Joshua. 

Li  a  vision  Ezekiel  feels  himself  borne  once  more  to 
Judah,  where  he  beholds  a  new  city  of  Zion,  replacing 
that  which  the  Babylonians  had  destroyed.  *  Accompany- 
ing the  prophet  is  a  man  *' whose  appearance  was  like  the 
appearance  of  brass;'*  and  this  man,  or  spirit,  measures 
with  a  rod  each  object  which  they  view  together.  Ezekiel 
records  the  measurements  of  the  city  walls,  of  the  gates, 
of  the  door  posts,  of  window's,  arches,  chambers.  Then 
they  enter  a  Temple,  like  to  the  former  Temple  of  God; 
and  here  the  spirit  measures,  and  Ezekiel  records,  each 
minute  detail  with  special  care. 
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the  face  of  the  earth,  to  cleanse  it:  after  the  end  of  seven  months  shall 
they  search. 

15  And  the  passen^rs  that  pass  through  the  land,  when  any  seeth 
a  man's  bone,  then  shall  he  set  up  a  sign  by  it,  till  the  buriers  have 
buried  it  in  the  valley  of  Hamon-gog. 

16  And  also  the  name  of  the  city  shall  be  Hamonah.  Thus  shall 
they  cleanse  the  land.- 

17  If  And,  thou  son  of  man,  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Speak  unto 
every  feathered  fowl,  and  to  every  beast  of  the  field,  Assemble  your- 
selves, and  come;  gather  yourselves  on  every  side  to  my  sacrifice  that 
I  do  sacrifice  for  you,  even  a  great  sacrifice  upon  the  mountains  of 
[srael,  that  ye  may  eat  flesh,  and  drink  blood. 

18  Ye  shall  eat  the  flesh  of  the  mighty,  and  drink  the  blood  of  the 
princes  of  the  earth,  of  rams,  of  lambs,  and  of  goats,  of  bullocks,  all 
of  them  fatlings  of  Bashan. 

19  And  ye  shall  eat  fat  till  ye  be  full,  and  drink  blood  till  ye  be 
drunken,  of  my  sacrifice  which  I  have  sacrificed  for  you. 

20  Thus  ye  shall  be  filled  at  my  table  with  horses,  and  chariots, 
with  mighty  men,  and  with  all  men  of  war,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

21  And  I  will  set  my  glory  among  the  heathen,  and  all  the  heathen 
shall  see  my  judgment  that  1  have  executed,  and  my  hand  that  I  have 
laid  upon  them. 

22  So  the  house  of  Israel  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  their  God 
from  that  day  and  forward. 

23  %  And  the  heathen  shall  know  that  the  house  of  Israel  went 
into  captivity  for  their  iniquity:  because  they  trespassed  against  me, 
therefore  hid  I  my  face  from  them,  and  gave  them  into  the  hand  of 
their  enemies:  so  fell  they  all  by  the  sword. 

24  According  to  their  uncleanness  and  according  to  their  trans- 
gressions have  1  done  unto  them,  and  hid  my  face  from  them. 

25  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Now  will  I  bring  again  the 
captivity  of  Jacob,  and  have  mercy  upon  the  whole  house  of  Israel, 
and  will  be  jealous  for  my  holy  name; 

26  After  that  they  have  borne  their  shame,  and  all  their  trespasses 
whereby  they  have  trespassed  against  me,  when  they  dwelt  safely 
in  their  land,  and  none  made  them  afraid. 

27  When  I  have  brought  them  again  from  the  people,  and  gathered 
them  out  of  their  enemies'  lands,  and  am  sanctified  in  them  in  the 
sight  of  many  nations; 

28  Then  shall  they  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  their  God,  which 
caused  them  to  be  led  into  captivity  among  the  heathen:  but  I  have 
gathered  them  unto  their  own  land,  and  have  left  none  of  them  any 
more  there. 

29  Neither  will  I  hide  my  face  any  more  from  them:  for  I  have

Son  of  man,  behold  with  thine  eves, 
and  hear  with  thine  ears,  and  set  thine  heart  upon  all  that  I  shall  stew 
thee;  for  to  the  intent  that  I  might  shew  them  unto  thee  art  thou 
brought  hither:  declare  all  that  thou  seest  to  the  house  of  Israel. 

5  And  behold  a  wall  on  the  outside  of  the  house  round  about,  and 
in  the  man's  hand  a  measuring  reed  of  six  cubits  lona  by  the  cubit 
and  an  handbreadth:  so  he  measured  the  breadth  of  the  building, 
one  reed;  and  the  height,  one  reed. 

6  %  Then  came  he  unto  the  gate  which  looketh  tow^ard  the  east, 
and  went  up  the  stairs  thereof,  and  measured  the  threshold  of  the 
gate,  which  was  one  reed  broad;  and  the  other  threshold  of  the  gate 
which  was  one  reed  broad. 

7  And  every  little  chamber  was  one  reed  long,  and  one  reed  broad; 
and  between  the  little  chambers  were  five  cubits;  and  the  threshold 
of  the  gate  by  the  porch  of  the  gate  within  was  one  reed. 

8  He  measured  also  the  porch  of  the  gate  within,  one  reed. 

9  Then  measured  he  the  porch  of  the  gate,  eight  cubits;  and  the 
posts  thereof,  two  cubits;  and  the  porch  of  the  gate  was  inward. 

10  And  the  little  chambers  of  the  gate  eastward  were  three  on  this 
side,  and  three  on  that  side;  they  three  were  of  one  measure:  and  the 
posts  had  one  measure  on  this  side  and  on  that  side. 

11  And  he  measured  the  breadth  of  the  entry  of  the  gate,  ten 
cubits:  and  the  length  of  the  gate,  thirteen  cubits. 

12  The  space  also  before  the  little  chambers  was  one  cubit  on  this 
sidcy  and  the  space  was  one  cubit  on  that  side :  and  the  little  chambers 
were  six  cubits  on  this  side,  and  six  cubits  on  that  side. 

13  He  measured  then  the  gate  from  the  roof  of  one  little  chamber 
to  the  roof  of  another:  the  breadth  was  five  and  twenty  cubits,  door 
against  door. 

14  He  made  also  posts  of  threescore  cubits,  even  unto  the  post 
of  the  court  round  about  the  gate.

*'And^  behold^  the  ^ory  of  ike  God  of  I$rad  came  from 
the  way  of  the  east:  and  hie  voice  tpaa  like  a  noise  of  many 
waters:  and  the  earth  shined  with  his  glory ^^ — Ezekiel,  43, 2, 

WHEN  tlie  Temi^e  had  thus  been  measured  in 
£zekiel*s  vision,  the  prophet  looked  forth  from 
its  gate,  and  to  his  great  joy  beheld  the  vision 
he  had  seen  twice  before,  even  the  image  of  God  Himself 
borne  upon  the  wings  of  the  cherubim.  At  this  Ezekid 
was  intensely  happy  for  he  knew  that  this  was  an  assur- 
ance that  God's  favor  would  be  restored  to  Israel,  that 
the  Deity  would  again  dwell  in  some  mystic  fashion  in 
His  temple  of  Zion,  and  be  worshipped  there. 

Indeed  (he  vision  promised  this,  bidding  Esekiel  record 
with  great  exactitude  these  s}7nbols  and  laws  which  i^cre 
being  revealed  to  him.  **Then  brought  he  me  the  way 
of  the  north  gate  before  the  house:  and  I  looked,  and, 
behold,  the  glory  of  the  Lord  filled  the  house  of  the  Lord: 
and  I  fell  upon  my  face. 

'*And  the  Lord  said  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  mark  well, 
and  behold  with  thine  eyes,  and  hear  with  thine  ears  all 
that  I  say  unto  thee  concerning  all  the  ordinances  of  the 
house  of  the  Lord,  and  all  the  laws  thereof;  and  mark 
well  the  entering  in  of  the  house,  with  every  going  forth 
of  the  sanctuary." 

Thus  Ezekiel  closes  his  book  with  a  confident  as- 
surance of  the  restoration  of  Jerusalem. 
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15  And  from  the  face  of  the  gate  of  the  entrance  unto  the  face  of 
the  porch  of  the  inner  gate  were  fifty  cubits. 

16  And  there  were  narrow  windows  to  the  little  chambers,  and  to 
their  posts  within  the  gate  round  about,  and  likewise  to  the  arches: 
and  windows  were  round  about  inward:  and  upon  each  post  were 
palm  trees. 

17  Then  brought  he  me  into  the  outward  court,  and,  lo,  there  were 
chambers,  and  a  pavement  made  for  the  court  round  about:  thirty 
chambers  were  upon  the  pavement. 

18  And  the  pavement  dv  the  side  of  the  gates  xfver  against  the 
length  of  the  gates  was  the  lower  pavement. 

19  Then  he  measured  the  breadth  from  the  forefront  of  the  lower 
gate  imto  the  forefront  of  the  inner  court  without,  an  himdred  cubits 
eastward  and  northward. 

20  T[  And  the  gate  of  the  outward  court  that  looked  toward  the 
north,  he  measured  the  length  thereof,  and  the  breadth  thereof. 

21  And  the  little  chambers  thereof  were  three  on  this  side  and  three 
on  that  side;  and  the  posts  thereof  and  the  arches  thereof  were  after 
the  measure  of  the  first  gate:  the  length  thereof  was  fifty  cubits,  and 
the  breadth  five  and  twenty  cubits. 

22  And  their  windows,  and  their  arches,  and  their  palm  trees, 
were  after  the  measure  of  the  gate  that  looketh  toward  the  east;  and 
they  went  up  imto  it  by  seven  steps;  and  the  arches  thereof  were 
before  them. 

23  And  the  gate  of  the  inner  court  wa^  over  against  the  gate  toward 
the  north,  and  toward  the  east;  and  he  measured  from  gate  to  gate 
an  hundred  cubits. 

24  Tf  After  that  he  brought  me  toward  the  south,  and  behold  a  gate 
toward  the  south:  and  he  measured  the  posts  thereof  and  the  arches 
thereof  according  to  these  measures. 

25  And  there  were  windows  in  it  and  in  the  arches  thereof  round 
about,  like  those  windows :  the  length  wa^  fifty  cubits,  and  the  breadth 
five  and  twenty  cubits. 

26  And  there  were  seven  steps  to  go  up  to  it,  and  the  arches  thereof 
were  before  them :  and  it  had  palm  trees,  one  on  this  side,  and  another 
on  that  side,  upon  the  posts  thereof. 

27  And  there  was  a  gate  in  the  inner  coiui;  toward  the  south:  and 
he  measured  from  gate  to  gate  toward  the  south  an  hundred  cubits. 

28  And  he  brought  me  to  the  inner  court  by  the  south  gate :  and  he 
measured  the  south  gate  according  to  these  measures: 

29  And  the  little  cnambers  thereof,  and  the  posts  thereof,  and  the 
arches  thereof,  according  to  these  measures:  and  there  were  windows 
in  it  and  in  the  arches  thereof  round  about:  it  wa^  fifty  cubits  long, 
and  five  and  twenty  cubits  broad. 

30  And  the  arches  round  about  were  five  and  twenty  cubits  long, 
and  five  cubits  broad. 
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31  And  the  arches  thereof  were  toward  the  outer  court;  and  palm 
trees  were  upon  the  posts  thereof:  and  the  going  up  to  it  had  eight 
steps. 

32  ^  And  he  brought  me  into  the  inner  court  toward  the  east:  and 
he  measured  the  gate  according  to  these  measures. 

33  And  the  little  chambers  uereof ,  and  the  posts  thereof,  and  the 
arches  thereof,  were  according  to  these  measures;  and  there  were 
windows  therein  and  in  the  arches  thereof  round  about:  ii  was  fifty 
cubits  long,  and  five  and  twenty  cubits  broad. 

34  And  the  arches  thereof  were  toward  the  outward  court;  and 
palm  trees  were  upon  the  posts  thereof,  on  this  side,  and  on  that  side : 
and  the  going  up  to  it  had  eight  steps. 

35  ^  And  he  Drought  me  to  the  north  gate,  and  measured  it  accord- 
ing to  these  measures : 

36  The  little  chambers  thereof,  the  posts  thereof,  and  the  arches 
thereof,  and  the  windows  to  it  round  about:  the  length  was  fifty  cubits, 
and  the  breadth  five  and  twenty  cubits. 

37  And  the  posts  thereof  were  toward  the  utter  court;  and  palm 
trees  were  upon  the  posts  thereof,  on  this  side,  and  on  that  side:  and 
the  going  up  to  it  had  eight  steps. 

38  And  tne  chambers  and  the  entries  thereof  were  by  the  posts  of 
the  gates,  where  they  washed  the  burnt-offering. 

39  \  And  in  the  porch  of  the  gate  were  two  tables  on  this  side,  and 
two  tables  on  that  side,  to  slay  tnereon  the  burnt-offering  and  the  sin 
offering  and  the  trespass  offering. 

40  And  at  the  side  without,  as  one  goeth  up  to  the  entry  of  the  north 
gate,  were  two  tables;  and  on  the  other  side,  which  wa^s  at  the  porch 
of  the  gate,  were  two  tables. 

41  Four  tables  were  on  this  side,  and  four  tables  on  that  side,  by 
the  side  of  the  gate;  eight  tables,  whereupon  they  slew  their  mcrifices. 

4ii  And  the  lour  tables  icere  of  he\NTi  stone  for  the  burnt  offering, 
of  a  cubit  and  an  half  long,  and  a  cubit  and  an  half  broad,  and  one 
cubit  high:  whereupon  also  they  laid  the  instruments  wherewith  they 
slew  the  burnt-offering  and  the  sacrifice. 

43  And  within  were  hooks,  an  hand  broad,  fastened  round  about: 
and  upon  the  tables  was  the  flesh  of  the  offering. 

44  ^  And  without  the  inner  gate  icere  the  chambers  of  the  sincers 
in  the  inner  court,  which  wa^  at  the  side  of  the  north  gate;  and  tneir 
prospect  was  toward  the  south :  one  at  the  side  of  the  east  gate  having 
the  prospect  toward  the  north. 

45  And  he  said  unto  me,  This  chamber,  whose  prospect  is  toward 
the  south,  is  for  the  priests,  the  keepers  of  the  charge  oi  the  house. 

46  And  the  chamber  whose  prospect  is  towara  the  north  is  for 
the  priests,  the  keepers  of  the  charge  of  the  altar:  these  are  the  sons 
of  Zadok  among  the  sons  of  Levi,  which  come  near  to  the  Lord  to 
minister  unto  hun.

"  The  pride  of  thine  heart  hath  deceived  thet,  thou  thai 
dtodlest  in  the  clefts  of  the  rock,  whose  habitaiion  is  high; 
that  saith  in  his  hearty  Who  shall  bring  me  down  to  the 
ground  r*—Obadiah,  i,  3. 

THE  Bock  of  Obadiah  is  the  briefest  in  the  Bible,  con- 
sisting of  only  a  single  chapter  or  prophecy.  Ndther 
do  we  know  aught  of  its  writer,  except  what  we  can 
gather  from  the  book  itself.  It  b  a  prophecy  against 
Edom,  the  nation  adjoining  Judah  on  the  southeast, 
beyond  the  Dead  Sea.  Edom,  says  Obadiah,  had  re- 
joiced over  Jerusalem's  downfall,  and,  attacking  the  fugi- 
tives who  fled  from  the  disaster,  had  plundered  them  and 
slain  many  in  their  helplessness. 

From  this  we  judge  that  Obadiah  was  himself  a  Hebrew 
of  the  exiles,  a  lesser  contemporary  of  Jeremiah  and 
Ezekiel.  Perhaps  he  was  one  of  those  who  escaped  from 
the  flaming  ruins  of  Jerusalem,  and  found  little  shelter 
among  her  \indictive  neighbors.  Therefore  he  tells  with 
bitterness  of  the  punishment  that  is  to  fall  upon  Edom, 
his  words  ha\ing  much  in  common  with  the  similar  proph- 
ecy by  Jeremiah  (chapter  49). 

Even  the  brief  \-ision  of  Obadiah  looks  beyond  the  tem- 
porary disaster  and  is  harmonized  with  the  other  prophets 
by  predicting  the  restoration  which  is  to  follow.     In  his 
last  verse  he  cries,  *'And  sanours  shall  come  up  on  mount 
Zlon  to  judge  the  mount  of  Esau;  and  the  king- 
dom shall  be   the  Lord's.*' 
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47  So  he  measured  the  court,  an  hundred  cubits  long,  and  an  hun- 
dred cubits  broad,  foursquare;  and  the  altar  that  was  before  the  house. 

48  f  And  he  brought  me  to  the  porch  of  the  house,  and  measured 
each  post  of  the  ponrn,  five  cubits  on  this  side,  and  five  cubits  on  that 
side:  and  the  breadth  of  the  gate  was  three  cubits  on  this  side,  and 
three  cubits   on   that  side. 

49  The  length  of  the  porch  was  twenty  cubits,  and  the  breadth 
eleven  cubits;  and  he  brought  me  by  the  steps  whereby  they  went  up 
to  it :  and  there  were  pillars  by  the  posts,  one  on  this  side,  and  another 
on  that  side.

The  mcomtres,  parti,  dutmben,  and  cmamenU  of  (he  temple, 

FTERWARD  he  brought  me  to  the  temple,  and  measured 
the  ]>osts,  six  cubits  broad  on  the  one  side,  and  six  cubits 
broad  on  the  other  side,  which  was  the  breadth  of  the  taber- 
nacle. 

2  And  the  breadth  of  the  door  was  ten  cubits;  and  the  sides  of  the 
door  were  five  cubits  on  the  one  side,  and  five  cubits  on  the  other  side : 
and  he  measured  the  length  thereof,  forty  cubits:  and  the  breadth, 
twenty  cubits. 

3  Then  went  he  inward,  and  measured  the  post  of  the  door,  two 
cubits;  and  the  door,  six  cubits;  and  the  breadth  of  the  door,  seven 
cubits. 

4  So  he  measured  the  length  thereof,  twenty  cubits ;  and  the  breadth, 
twenty  cubits,  before  the  temple:  and  he  said  unto  me.  This  is  the 
most  noly  viUwe. 

5  After  ne  measured  the  wall  of  the  house,  six  cubits;  and  the 
breadth  of  every  side  chamber,  four  cubits,  round  about  the  house  on 
every  side. 

6  And  the  side  chambers  were  three,  one  over  another,  and  thirty 
in  order;  and  they  entered  into  the  wall  which  was  of  the  house  for 
the  side  chambers  round  about,  that  they  might  have  hold,  but  they 
had  not  hold  in  the  wall  of  the  house. 

7  And  there  was  an  enlarging,  and  a  winding  about  still  upward  to 
the  side  chambers:  for  the  winding  about  of  the  house  went  still  up- 
ward round  about  the  house:  therefore  the  breadth  of  the  house  was 
still  upward,  and  so  increased /rom  the  lowest  chamber  to  the  highest 
by  the  midst. 

8  I  saw  also  the  height  of  the  house  round  about:  the  foundations 
of  the  side  chambers  were  a  full  reed  of  six  great  cubits. 

9  The  thickness  of  the  wall,  which  was  for  the  side  chamber  without, 
was  five  cubits:  and  that  which  was  left  was  the  place  of  the  side 
chambers  that  were  within. 

10  And  between  the  chambers  was  the  wideness  of  twenty  cubits 
round  about  the  house  on  every  side. 
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11  And  the  doors  of  the  side  chambers  were  toward  the  place  thai 
was  left,  one  door  toward  the  north,  and  another  door  toward  the 
south :  and  the  breadth  of  the  place  that  was  left  was  five  cubits  round 
about. 

12  Now  the  building  that  was  before  the  separate  place  at  the  end 
toward  the  west  was  seventy  cubits  broad;  and  the  wall  of  the  building 
was  five  cubits  thick  round  about,  and  the  length  thereof  ninety 
cubits. 

13  So  he  measured  the  house,  an  hundred  cubits  long;  and  the 
separate  place,  and  the  building,  with  the  walls  thereof,  an  hundred 
cubits  long; 

14  Also  the  breadth  of  the  face  of  the  house,  and  of  the  separate 
place  toward  the  east,  an  hundred  cubits. 

15  And  he  measured  the  length  of  the  building  over  against  the 
separate  place  which  was  behind  it,  and  the  galleries  thereof  on  the 
one  side  and  on  the  other  side,  an  hundred  cubits,  with  the  inner  ' 
temple,  and  the  porches  of  the  court; 

16  The  door  posts,  and  the  narrow  windows,  and  the  galleries 
round  about  on  their  three  stories,  over  against  the  door,  ceiled  with 
wood  round  about,  and  from  the  ground  up  to  the  ij^indows,  and  the 
windows  were  covered; 

17  To  that  above  the  door,  even  unto  the  inner  house,  and  with- 
out, and  b}r  all  the  wall  round  about  within  and  without,  by  measure. 

18  And  it  wa^  made  with  cherubims  and  palm  trees,  so  that  a  palm 
tree  was  between  a  cherub  and  a  cherub;  and  every  cherub  haa  two 
faces; 

19  So  that  the  face  of  a  man  was  toward  the  palm  tree  on  the  one 
side,  and  the  face  of  a  young  lion  toward  the  palm  tree  on  the  other 
side :  it  was  made  through  all  the  house  round  about. 

20  From  the  ground  unto  above  the  door  ivere  cherubims  and  palm 
trees  made,  and  on  the  wall  of  the  temple. 

21  The  posts  of  the  temple  were  squared,  and  the  face  of  the  sanc- 
tuary ;  the  appearance  of  the  one  as  the  appearance  of  tlie  other. 

22  The  altar  of  wood  was  three  cubits  high,  and  the  length  thereof 
two  cubits;  and  the  comers  thereof,  and  the  length  thereof,  and  the 
walls  thereof,  were  of  wood:  and  he  said  unto  me,  This  is  the  table 
that  is  before  the  Lord. 

23  And  the  temple  and  the  sanctuarj'  had  two  doors. 

24  And  the  doors  had  two  leaves  apiece^  two  turning  leaves;  two 
leaves  for  the  one  door,  and  two  leaves  for  the  other  door. 

25  And  there  were  made  on  them,  on  the  doors  of  the  temple,  . 
cherubims  and  palm  trees,  like  as  were  made  upon  the  walls;  and 
there  were  thick  planks  upon  the  face  of  the  porcn  without. 

26  And  there  were  narrow  windows  and  palm  trees  on  the  one  side 
and  on  the  other  side,  on  the  sides  of  the  porch,  and  upon  the  side 
chambers  of  the  house,  and  thick  planks.

Children  in  whom  was  no  UemisK  but  wdl-favoured^ 
and  skilful  in  all  wisdom,  and  cunning  in  knowUdge^  and 
understanding  science.** — Daniel^  i,  4* 

DANIEL  was  a  Hebrew  of  the  esdle,  a  youth  of 
noble  birth  carried  awaj,  as  was  EieldeU  among' 
the  first  band  of  unhappj  captives  dragged  from 
Jerusalem  by  the  conquering  Nebuchadnezzar.  The 
fate  and  career  of  Daniel  were,  however,  wholly  different 
from  those  of  the  older  captives.  Indeed  Daniel  was 
never  a  leader  of  his  people  in  the  same  sense  as  were 
Ezekiel  and  Jeremiah.  The  story  of  Daniel  is  rather  to 
be  likened  to  that  of  Esther  or  of  Jonah.  He  dwelt  among 
foreigners  more  than  among  his  own  people  and  rose  to 
eminence  in  the  country  of  his  captors.  His  mission 
was  thus  to  Babylon,  rather  than  to  his  countrymen; 
and  his  visions  look  less  to  the  Judean  future  than  to  that 
of  the  whole  woiid  of  men.  Hence  in  the  Book  of  Daniel  we 
find  little  of  the  Hebraic  atmosphere,  though  much  of  the 
religious.  Neither  does  the  prophet  speak  to  us  directly; 
his  story  is  told  as  if  by  another  hand. 

The  very  first  chapter  separates  him  from  hb  country- 
men, describing  how  he  and  three  other  boys  among  the 
captives  were  selected  for  their  beauty  and  intelligence 
"to  stand  in  the  king's  palace,"  and  to  be  taught  **the 
learning  and  the  tongue  of  the  Chaldeans."  Even  their 
names  were  changed,  Daniel  being  called  Belte- 
shazzar,  which  means  protected  by  Bel, 
the  chief  god  of  Babylon.

HEN  he  brought  me  forth  into  the  utter  court,  the  way  toward

the  north :  and  he  brought  me  into  the  chamber  that  was  over 
against  the  separate  place,  and  which  was  before  the  building 
toward  the  north. 

2  Before  the  length  of  an  hundred  cubits  was  the  north  door,  and 
the  breadth  was  fifty  cubits. 

3  Over  against  the  twenty  cubits  which  were  for  the  inner  court, 
and  over  against  the  pavement  which  was  for  the  utter  court,  wa^s 
gallery  agamst  gallery  in  three  stories. 

4  And  before  the  chambers  was  a  walk  of  ten  cubits  breadth  in- 
ward, a  way  of  one  cubit;  and  their  doors  toward  the  north. 

5  Now  tne  upper  chambers  were  shorter:  for  the  galleries  were 
higher  than  these,  than  the  lower,  and  than  the  middlemost  of  the 
building. 

6  For  they  were  in  three  stories,  but  had  not  pillars  as  the  pillars 
of  the  courts:  therefore  the  building  was  straitened  more  than  the 
lowest  and  the  middlemost  from  the  ground. 

7  And  the  wall  that  was  without  over  against  the  chambers,  toward 
the  utter  court  on  the  forepart  of  the  chambers,  the  length  thereof 
was  fiftv  cubits. 

8  For  the  length  of  the  chambers  that  were  in  the  utter  court  wa^ 
fifty  cubits:  and,  lo,  before  the  temple  were  an  hundred  cubits. 

9  And  from  under  these  chambers  was  the  entry  on  the  east  side, 
as  onegoeth  into  them  from  the  utter  court. 

10  Tne  chambers  were  in  the  thickness  of  the  wall  of  the  court 
toward  the  east,  over  against  the  separate  place,  and  over  against 
the  building. 

11  And  tne  way  before  them  wa^  like  the  appearance  of  the  cham- 
bers which  were  toward  the  north,  as  long  as  they,  and  as  broad  as 
they:  and  all  their  goings  out  were  both  according  to  their  fashions, 
and  according  to  their  doors. 

12  And  according  to  the  doors  of  the  chambers  that  were  toward 
the  south  wa^  a  door  in  the  head  of  the  way,  even  the  way  directly 
before  the  wall  toward  the  east,  as  one  entereth  into  them. 

13  ^  Then  said  he  unto  me.  The  north  chambers  and  the  south 
chambers,  which  are  before  the  separate  place,  they  be  holy  chambers, 
where  the  priests  that  approach  unto  the  Lord  shall  eat  the  most  holy 
things:  there  shall  they  lay  the  most  holy  things,  and  the  meat  offer- 
ing, and  the  sin  offering,  and  the  trespass  offering;  for  the  place  is  holy. 

14  When  the  priests  enter  therein,  then  shall  they  not  go  out  of 
the  holy  place  into  the  utter  court,  but  there  they  shall  lay  their  gar- 
ments wherein  they  minister;  for  they  are  holy;  and  shall  put  on  other 
garments,  and  shall  approach  to  those  things  which  are  for  the  people. 
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15  Now  when  he  had  made  an  end  of  measuring  the  inner  house, 
he  brought  me  forth  toward  the  gate  whose  prospect  is  toward  the  east» 
and  measured  it  round  about. 

16  He  measured  the  east  side  with  the  measuring  reed,  five  hundred 
reeds,  with  the  measuring  reed  round  about. 

17  He  measured  the  north  side,  five  hundred  reeds,  with  the  meas- 
uring reed  round  about. 

18  He  measured  the  south  side,  five  hundred  reeds,  with  the  meas- 
urmgreed. 

19  ^  He  turned  about  to  the  west  side,  and  measured  five  hundred 
reeds  with  the  measuring  reed. 

20  He  measured  it  by  the  four  sides :  it  had  a  wall  round  about,  five 
hundred  reeds  long,  and  five  hundred  broad,  to  make  a  separation 
between  the  sanctuary  and  the  profane  place. 

Cfiapter  43

FTERWARD  he  brought  me  to  the  gate,  even  the  gate  that 
looketh  toward  the  east: 

2  And,  behold,  the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel  came  from 
the  way  of  the  east:  and  his  voice  was  like  a  noise  of  many  waters: 
and  the  earth  shined  with  his  glory. 

3  And  it  was  according  to  tne  appearance  of  the  vision  which  I 
saw,  even  according  to  the  vision  that  I  saw  when  I  came  to  destroy 
the  city:  and  the  visions  were  like  the  vision  that  I  saw  by  the  river 
Chebar;  and  I  fell  upon  my  face. 

4  And  the  glory  of  the  Lord  came  into  the  house  by  the  way  of  the 
gate  whose  prospect  is  toward  the  east. 

5  So  the  spirit  took  me  up,  and  brought  me  into  the  inner  court; 
and,  behold,  the  glory  of  the  Lord  filled  the  house. 

6  And  I  heard  him  speaking  unto  me  out  of  the  house;  and  the 
man  stood  by  me. 

7  If  And  he  said  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  the  place  of  my  throne,  and 
the  place  of  the  soles  of  my  feet,  where  I  will  dwell  in  the  midst  of  the 
children  of  Israel  for  ever,  and  my  holy  name,  shall  the  house  of  Israel 
no  more  defile,  neither  they,  nor  their  kings,  by  their  whoredom,  nor 
by  the  carcases  of  their  kings  in  their  high  places. 

8  In  their  setting  of  their  threshold  by  my  thresholds,  and  their 
post  by  my  posts,  and  the  wall  between  me  and  them,  they  have 
even  defiled  my  holy  name  by  their  abominations  that  they  have  com- 
mitted: wherefore  1  have  consumed  them  in  mine  anger. 

9  Now  let  them  put  away  their  whoredom,  and  the  carcases  of  their 
kings,  far  from  me,  and  I  will  dwell  in  the  midst  of  them  for  ever. 

10  ^  Thou  son  of  man,  shew  the  house  to  the  house  of  Israel,  that

Xow  at  ike  end  of  the  days  thai  the  king  had  Mdd  hs 
should  bring  them  tn,  then  the  prince  of  the  eunuchs  brought 
them  in  before  Nebuchadnessssar" — Daniel^  I9  IS, 

FOR  three  years  the  four  Hebrew  hids  studied  in 
the  palace  schoc^  of  Nebuchadnezzar.  Daniel 
was  their  leader  from  the  first;  and  from  the  first 
they  distinguished  themselves  by  loyalty  to  their  earlier 
training,  their  race  and  religion.  They  refused  to  eat  the 
meats  supplied  to  them;  for  these,  according  to  Hebraic 
law,  were  "unclean";  neither  would  they  touch  the  wine. 
The  official  in  charge  of  them  feared  that  this  would  bring 
discredit  upon  him;  they  would  look  thin  and  pale  com- 
pared to  the  other  youths  of  the  palace.  So  the  officer 
pleaded  with  Daniel,  till  the  lad,  strong  already  in  con- 
fidence in  God,  proposed  a  test.  Let  him  and  his  comrades 
be  given  nothing  but  pulse  and  water  during  ten  days, 
while  the  other  lads  feasted  on  the  wine  and  meats.  This 
was  done;  *' And  at  the  end  of  ten  days  their  countenances 
appeared  fairer  and  fatter  in  flesh  than  all  the  childreQ 
which  did  eat  the  portion  of  the  king's  meat" 

After  three  years,  Daniel  and  his  comrades  had  so  out- 
stripped ail  the  others  of  the  school,  that  they  were  specially 
selected  to  stand  before  King  Nebuchadnezzar.  **And 
in  all  matters  of  wisdom  and  understanding,  that  the  king 
enquired  of  them,  he  found  them  ten  times  better  than  all 
the  magicians  and  astrologers  that  were  in  all  his  realm.'

11  And  if  they  be  ashamed  of  all  that  they  have  done,  shew  them 
the  form  of  the  house,  and  the  fashion  thereof,  and  the  goings  out 
thereof,  and  the  comings  in  thereof,  and  all  the  forms  thereof,  and 
all  the  ordinances  thereof,  and  all  the  forms  thereof,  and  all  the  laws 
thereof :  and  write  it  in  their  sight,  that  they  may  keep  the  whole  form 
thereof,  and  all  the  ordinances  thereof,  and  do  them. 

12  This  is  the  law  of  the  house;  Upon  the  top  of  the  mountain  the 
whole  limit  thereof  round  about  shhil  be  most  holy.  Behold,  this 
is  the  law  of  the  house. 

13  ^  And  these  are  the  measures  of  the  altar  after  the  cubits:  The 
cubit  is  a  cubit  and  an  hand  breadth;  even  the  bottom  shall  be  a  cubit, 
and  the  breadth  a  cubit,  and  the  border  thereof  by  the  edge  thereof 
round  about  shall  be  a  span:  and  this  shall  be  the  higher  place  of  the 
altar. 

14  And  from  the  bottom  upon  the  ground  even  to  the  lower  settle 
shall  be  two  cubits,  and  the  oreadth  one  cubit;  and  from  the  lesser 
settle  even  to  the  greater  settle  shaU  be  four  cubits,  and  the  breadth 
one  cubit. 

15  So  the  altar  shaU  be  four  cubits;  and  from  the  altar  and  upward 
^hall  be  four  horns. 

16  And  the  altar  shall  be  twelve  cubits  long,  twelve  broad,  square 
in  the  four  squares  thereof. 

17  And  the  settle  sliall  be  fourteen  cubits  long  and  fourteen  broad 
in  the  four  squares  thereof;  and  the  border  about  it  shall  be  half  a 
cubit;  and  the  bottom  thereof  shall  be  a  cubit  about;  and  his  stairs 
shall  look  toward  the  east. 

18  ^  And  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  thus  saith  the  Lord  God; 
These  are  the  ordinances  of  the  altar  in  the  day  when  they  shall  make 
it,  to  offer  burnt  offerings  thereon,  and  to  sprinkle  blood  thereon. 

19  And  thou  shalt  give  to  the  priests  the  Levites  that  be  of  the  seed 
of  Zadok,  which  approach  unto  me,  to  minister  unto  me,  saith  the 
Lord  God,  a  young  oullock  for  a  sin  offering. 

20  And  thou  shalt  take  of  the  blood  thereof,  and  put  it  on  the  four 
horns  of  it,  and  on  the  four  comers  of  the  settle,  and  upon  the  border 
round  about:  thus  shalt  thou  cleanse  and  purge  it. 

21  Thou  shalt  take  the  bullock  also  of  tne  sm  offering,  and  he  shall 
bum  it  in  the  appointed  place  of  the  house,  without  the  sanctuary. 

22  And  on  the  second  aay  thou  shalt  offer  a  kid  of  the  goats  with- 
out blemish  for  a  sin  offering;  and  they  shall  cleanse  the  altar,  as  they 
did  cleanse  it  with  the  bullock. 

23  When  thou  hast  made  an  end  of  cleansing  it,  thou  shalt  offer 
a  young  bullock  without  blemish,  and  a  ram  out  of  the  flock  without 
blemish. 

24  And  thou  shalt  offer  them  before  the  Lord,  and  the  priests 
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shall  cast  salt  upon  them»  and  they  shall  offer  them  up /or  a  burnt 
offering  unto  the  Lord. 

25  ^ven  days  shalt  thou  prepare  every  day  a  coat /or  a  sin  offer- 
ing: they  shall  also  prepare  a  young  bullock,  ana  a  ram  out  of  the 
flock,  ^s-ithout  blemish. 

26  Seven  days  shall  they  purge  the  altar  and  purify  it;  and  they 
shall  consecrate  themselves. 

27  And  when  these  days  are  expired,  it  shall  be,  that  upon  the 
eighth  day,  and  so  forward,  the  priests  shall  make  your  burnt  offer- 
ings upon  the  altar,  and  your  peace  offerings;  and  1  will  accept  you,, 
saith  tne  Lord  God.

HEX  he  brought  me  back  the  way  of  the  gate  of  the  outward 
sanctuary  which  looketh  toward  the  east;  and  it  was  shut. 
2  Then  saith  the  Lord  unto  me;  This  gate  shall  be  shut,, 
it  shall  not  be  opened,  and  no  man  shall  enter  in  by  it;  because  the 
Lord,  the  God  of  Israel,  hath  entered  in  by  it,  therefore  it  shall  be 
shut. 

3  It  is  for  the  prince;  the  prince,  he  shall  sit  in  it  to  eat  bread  before 
the  Lord;  he  shall  enter  by  the  way  of  the  porch  of  thai  gate,  and  shall 
go  out  by  the  way  of  the  same. 

4  ^  Then  brought  he  me  the  way  of  the  north  gate  before  the  house: 
and  I  looked,  and,  behold,  the  glory  of  the  Lord  filled  the  house  of 
the  Lord:  and  I  fell  upon  my  face. 

5  And  the  Lord  said  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  mark  well,  and  behold

8  And  ye  have  not  kept  the  charge  of  mine  holy  things :  but  ye  have 
set  keepers  of  my  charge  in  my  sanctuary  for  yourselves. 

9  •;  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  No  stranger,  uncircumcised  in  heart, 
nor  uncircumcised  in  flesh,  shall  enter  into  my  sanctuary,  of  any 
stranger  that  is  among  the  children  of  Israel. 

10  And  the  Levites  that  are  gone  away  far  from  me,  when  Israel

*'  Then  was  the  secret  revealed  unio  Danid  in  a  nighi 
lision.** — Daniel^  ;?,  19. 

DANIEL,  like  Josepli  of  old,  was  given  wisdom 
as  to  the  meaning  of  tlie  dreams  and  \isions  of 
others.  He  had  learned  the  so-called  ^' magic** 
of  these  foreign  priests  who  educated  him;  and  it  was  as  a 
**  magician/'  an  interpreter  of  hidden  things,  that  he  first 
rose  to  prominence  in  Babylon.  Xebuchadneszar  had  a 
dream.  When  he  woke  he  had  forgotten  its  substance, 
yet  he  remembered  that  it  had  been  fraught  with  deep 
importance.  Therefore  he  sent  for  his  magicians  and  his 
wise  men  and  bade  them  discover  his  dream  and  interpret 
it.  They  cried  out  in  amaasement  at  the  absurdity  of  the 
idea!  Let  him  tcH  them  any  dream  he  chose,  and  they 
would  translate  its  meaning;  bat  how  couhl  they  ezjJain 
his  vision  while  he  kept  it  hidden! 

The  king  was  very  wrodi.  Their  magic  he  dedared 
was  no  true  magic,  and  they  no  wiser  than  ovdinary  men, 
but  mere  pretenders.  He  bade  slay  them  all.  This  com« 
mand  included  Danid  and  his  comrades,  who  had  heard 
naught  of  the  matter.  But  when  the  soldiers  came  to  slay 
them,  Danid  bade  them  wait,  and  going  boldly  to  Nebu- 
chadnessar,  protested  against  this  injustice.  Give  him 
time  to  communicate  with  his  God,  and  the  dream  might 
be  revealed  to  him.  So  the  king  consented  to  wait,  and 
Daniel  withdrew  to  meditate  and  pray  for  light. 
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went  astray,  which  went  astray  away  from  me  after  their  idols;  they 
shall  even  bear  their  iniquity. 

11  Yet  they  shall  be  ministers  in  my  sanctuary,  having  charge  at 
the  gates  of  the  house,  and  ministering  to  the  house:  they  shall  slay 
the  burnt  offering  and  the  sacrifice  for  the  people,  and  they  shall 
stand  before  them  to  minister  unto  them. 

12  Because  they  ministered  unto  them  before  their  idols,  and 
caused  the  house  of  Israel  to  fall  into  iniquity;  therefore  have  I  lifted 
up  mine  hand  against  them,  saith  the  Lord  God,  and  they  shall  bear 
their  iniquity. 

13  And  they  shall  not  come  near  unto  me,  to  do  the  oflBce  of  a  priest 
unto  me,  nor  to  come  near  to  any  of  my  holy  things,  in  the  most  holy 
j)lcLce:  but  they  shall  bear  their  shame,  and  their  abominations  which 
they  have  committed. 

14  But  I  will  make  them  keepers  of  the  charge  of  the  house,  for 
all  the  service  thereof,  and  for  all  that  shall  be  done  therein. 

15  ^  But  the  priests  the  Levites,  the  sons  of  Zadok,  that  kept  the 
charge  of  my  sanctuary  when  the  children  of  Israel  went  astray  from 
me,  they  shall  come  near  to  me  to  minister  unto  me,  and  they  shall 
stand  before  me  to  offer  unto  me  the  fat  and  the  blood,  saith  the  Lord 
God: 

16  They  shall  enter  into  my  sanctuary,  and  they  shall  come  near 
to  my  table,  to  minister  unto  me,  and  they  shall  keep  my  charge. 

17  ^  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  when  they  enter  in  at  the  gates 
of  the  inner  court,  they  shall  be  clothed  with  linen  garments;  and  no 
wool  shall  come  upon  them,  whiles  they  minister  in  the  gates  of  the 
inner  court,  and  within. 

18  They  shall  have  linen  bonnets  upon  their  heads,  and  shall  have 
linen  breeches  upon  their  loins;  they  shall  not  gird  themselves  with 
any  thing  that  causeth  sweat. 

19  And  when  they  go  forth  into  the  utter  court,  even  into  the  utter 
court  to  the  people,  they  shall  put  off  their  garments  wherein  they  min- 
istered, and  lay  them  in  the  holy  chambers,  and  they  shall  put  on  other 
garments;  and  they  shall  not  sanctify  the  people  with  their  garments. 

20  Neither  shall  they  shave  their  heads,  nor  suffer  their  locks  to 
grow  long;  they  shall  only  poll  their  heads. 

21  Neither  shaJl  ^ny  priest  drink  wine,  when  they  enter  into  the 
inner  court. 

22  Neither  shall  they  take  for  their  wives  a  widow,  nor  her  thai 
is  put  away:  but  they  shall  take  maidens  of  the  seed  of  the  house  of 
Israel,  or  a  w4dow  tnat  had  a  priest  before. 

23  And  they  shall  teach  my  people  the  difference  between  the  holy 
and  profane,  and  cause  them  to  discern  between  the  unclean  and  the 
clean. 

24  And  in  controversy  they  shall  stand  in  judgment;  and  they  shall 
judge  it  according  to  my  judgments:  and  they  shall  keep  my  laws 
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and  my  statutes  in  all  mine  assemblies;  and  they  shall  hallow  my 
sabbaths. 

25  And  they  shall  come  at  no  dead  person  to  defile  themselves  r 
but  for  father,  or  for  mother,  or  for  son,  or  for  daughter,  for  brother^ 
or  for  sister  that  hath  had  no  husband,  they  may  defile  themselves. 

26  And  after  he  is  cleansed,  they  shall  reckon  unto  him  seven  days. 

27  And  in  the  day  that  he  goeth  into  the  sanctuary,  unto  the  inner 
court,  to  minister  in  the  sanctuary,  he  shall  o£Per  his  sin  offering,  saith 
the  Lord  God. 

28  And  it  shall  be  unto  them  for  an  inheritance:  I  am  their  inheri- 
tance: and  ye  shall  give  them  no  possession  in  Israel:  I  am  their 
possession. 

29  They  shall  eat  the  meat  offering,  and  the  sin  offering,  and  the 
trespass  offering;  and  every  dedicated  thing  in  Israel  shall  be  theirs. 

30  And  the  first  of  all  the  firstfruits  of  all  things^  and  every  obla- 
tion of  all,  of  every  sort  of  your  oblations,  shall  be  the  priest's:  ye  shall 
also  give  unto  the  priest  the  first  of  your  dough,  that  he  may  cause 
the  blessing  to  rest  in  thine  house. 

31  The  priest  shall  not  eat  of  any  thing  that  is  dead  of  itself,  or  tom^ 
whether  it  oe  fowl  or  beast. 

Chapter  45 

1  The  portion  of  land  for  (he  mnehsary,  ^forOu  city,  7  and  for  the  prince,    9  Ordinaneta  for  Ike  prince. 

[OREOVER,  when  ye  shall  di\ide  by  lot  the  land  for  inheri- 
tance,  ye  shall  offer  an  oblation  unto  the  Lord,  an  holy  por- 
tion of  the  land:  the  length  sJiall  he  the  length  of  five  and 
twenty  thousand  reeds^  and  the  breadth  shall  he  ten  thousand.  This 
shall  he  holy. in  all  the  borders  thereof  round  about. 

2  Of  this  there  shall  be  for  the  sanctuary  five  hundred  in  lengthy 
with  five  hundred  in  hreadth^  square  round  about;  and  fifty  cubits 
round  about  for  the  suburbs  thereof. 

3  And  of  this  measure  shalt  thou  measure  the  length  of  five  and 
twenty  thousand,  and  the  breadth  of  ten  thousand:  and  in  it  shall  be 
the  sanctuary  and  the  most  holy  place. 

4  The  holy  portion  of  the  land  shall  be  for  the  priests  the  ministers 
of  the  sanctuary,  which  shall  come  near  to  minister  unto  the  Lord: 
and  it  shall  be  a  place  for  their  houses,  and  an  holy  place  for  the 
sanctuaiT. 

5  And  the  five  and  twenty  thousand  of  length,  and  the  ten  thousand 
of  breadth,  shall  also  the  Levites,  the  ministers  of  the  house,  have  for 
themselves,  for  a  possession  for  twenty  chambers. 

6  ^  And  ye  shall  appoint  the  possession  of  the  city  five  thousand 
broad,  and  five  and  twenty  thousand  long,  over  against  the  oblation 
of  the  holy  portion:  it  shall  be  for  the  whole  house  of  Israel. 

7  %  And  a  portion  shall  he  for  the  prince  on  the  one  side  and  on 
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*'  Thou^  O  king,  saicegt,  and  behold  a  great  image.  This 
great  image^  whose  brightness  was  excellent,  stood  hrfore 
thee;  and  the  form  thereof  teas  terrible." — Daniel,  f,  SI. 

AIDED  by  God,  Daniel  was  enabled  to  unfold  to 
the  king  both  the  forgotten  dream  and  the  meanr 
ing  it  embodied;  and  as  Nebuchadnezzar  listened, 
his  memory  recalled  the  vision,  and  he  knew  the  young 
Hebrew*  spake  the  truth.  The  king  had  beheld  a  huge 
and  terrible  statue.  Its  head  was  of  gold,  its  breast  and 
arms  of  silver,  its  middle  parts  of  brass,  its  1^  of  iron, 
and  its  feet  of  iron  mixed  with  day.  A  stone,  "cut  out 
without  hands,"  smote  the  feet  of  the  image  and  brake 
it  all  to  dust,  while  the  stone  ^'became  a  great  mountain, 
and  filled  the  whole  earth.'* 

The  statue,  said  Daniel,  typified  the  successive  king- 
doms which  were  to  rule  over  the  world.  VnHtk  a  courtier's 
readiness  he  pointed  out  that  Nebuchadnezzar's  own 
kingdom  was  the  head  of  gold.  Afterward  should  come 
a  worser  rule  of  silver;  after  that,  one  of  brass,  one  <^  inm, 
and  at  length  an  evil  one  degenerating  into  worthless  day. 
Then  should  come  the  Messiah  to  sweep  away  all  earthly 
kingdoms  and  establish  God*s  rule  instead.  '*And  in  the 
days  of  these  kings  shall  the  God  of  heaven  set  up  a  king- 
dom, which  shall  never  be  destroyed;  and  the  kingdom  shall 
not  be  left  to  other  people,  but  it  shall  break  in  pieces  and 
consume  all  these  kingdoms,  and  it  shall  stand  for  ever/' 
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the  other  side  of  the  oblation  of  the  holy  vortixmy  and  of  the  possession 
of  the  city,  before  the  oblation  of  the  noly  portion,  and  before  the 
possession  of  the  city,  from  the  west  side  westward,  and  from  the  east 
side  eastward:  and  the  length  shaU  be  over  against  one  bf  the  por- 
tions, from  the  west  border  unto  the  east  border. 

8  In  the  land  shall  be  his  possession  in  Israel:  and  my  princes 
shall  no  more  oppress  mv  people;  and  the  rest  of  the  land  shall  they 
give  to  the  house  of  Israel  according  to  their  tribes. 

9  ^  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ;  Let  it  suflSce  you,  O  princes  of 
Israel:  remove  violence  and  spoil,  and  execute  iudgment  and  justice, 
take  away  your  exactions  from  my  people,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

10  Ye  shall  have  just  balances,  and  a  just  ephah,  and  a  just  bath. 

11  The  ephah  and  the  bath  shall  be  of  one  measure,  that  the  bath 
may  contain  the  tenth  part  of  an  homer,  and  the  ephah  the  tenth  part 
of  an  homer:  the  measure  thereof  shall  be  after  the  homer. 

12  And  the  shekel  shaU  be  twenty  gerahs :  twenty  shekels,  five  and 
twenty- shekels,  fifteen  shekels,  shall  oe  your  maneh. 

13  This  is  the  oblation  that  ye  shall  offer;  the  sixth  part  of  an 
ephah  of  an  homer  of  wheat,  and  ye  shall  give  the  sixth  part  of  an 
ephah  of  an  homer  of  barley: 

14  Concerning  the  ordinance  of  oil,  the  bath  of  oil,  ye  shall  offer 
the  tenth  part  of  a  bath  out  of  the  cor,  which  is  an  homer  of  ten  baths ; 
for  ten  baths  are  an  homer: 

15  And  one  lamb  out  of  the  flock,  out  of  two  hundred,  out  of  the 
fat  pastures  of  Israel;  for  a  meat  offering,  and  for  a  burnt  offering, 
and  for  peace  offerings,  to  make  reconciliation  for  them,  saith  the 
Lord  God. 

16  All  the  people  of  the  land  shall  give  this  oblation  for  the  prince 
in  Israel. 

17  And  it  shall  be  the  prince's  part  to  give  burnt  offerings,  and 
meat  offerings,  and  drink  offerings,  in  the  feasts,  and  in  the  new 
moons,  and  m  the  sabbaths,  in  all  solemnities  of  the  house  of  Israel : 
he  shall  prepare  the  sin  offering,  and  the  meat  offering,  and  the  burnt 
offering,  and  the  peace  offerings,  to  make  reconciliation  for  the  house 
of  Israel. 

18  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  In  the  first  monthy  in  the  first  day 
of  the  month,  thou  shalt  take  a  young  bullock  without  blemish,  and 
cleanse  the  sanctuary: 

19  And  the  priest  shall  take  of  the  blood  of  the  sin  offering,  and 
put  it  upon  the  posts  of  the  house,  and  upon  the  four  comers  of  the 
settle  of  the  altar,  and  upon  the  posts  of  the  gate  of  the  inner  court. 

20  And  so  thou  shalt  do  the  seventh  day  of  the  month  for  every  one 
that  erreth,  and  for  him  that  is  simple:  so  shall  ye  reconcile  the  house. 

21  In  the  first  month,  in  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  month,  ye  shall 
have  the  passover,  a  feast  of  seven  days;  unleavened  bread  shall  be 
eaten. 


1396  EZEKIEL  XLVI — THE  PRINCE's  OFFERING 

22  And  upon  that  day  shall  the  prince  prepare  for  himself  and  for 
all  the  people  of  the  land  a  bullock /or  a  sin  offering. 

23  Aiid  seven  days  of  the  feast  he  shall  prepare  a  burnt  offering 
to  the  LfORD,  seven  bullocks  and  seven  rams  without  blemish  daily 
the  seven  days;  and  a  kid  of  the  goats  daily /or  a  sin  offering. 

24  And  he  shall  prepare  a  meat  offering  of  an  ephah  for  a  bullock, 
and  an  ephah  for  a  ram,  and  an  hin  of  oil  for  an  ephah. 

25  In  the  seventh  months  in  the  fifteenth  day  of  the. month,  shall 
he  do  the  like  in  the  feast  of  the  seven  days,  according  to  the  sin 
offering,  according  to  the  burnt  offering,  and  according  to  the  meat 
offering,  and  according  to  the  oil. 

Ciiapter  46 

1  OnHtumoes  far  ike  prince  in  hie  worthip,  9  and  for  the  people.     16  An  order  for  the  prince'e  inherOanee,     10  The 
courie  for  boiling  and  baking. 

HUS  saith  the  Lord  God;  The  gate  of  the  inner  court  that 
looketh  toward  the  east  shall  be  shut  the  six  working  days; 
but  on  the  sabbath  it  shall  be  opened,  and  in  the  day  of  the 
new  moon  it  shall  be  opened. 

2  And  the  prince  shall  enter  by  the  way  of  the  porch  of  that  gate 
without,  and  shall  stand  by  the  post  of  the  gate,  and  the  priests  shall 
prepare  his  burnt  offering  and  his  peace  offerings,  and  he  shall  wor- 
ship at  the  threshold  of  tne  gate:  then  he  shall  go  forth;  but  the  gate 
shall  not  be  shut  until  the  evening. 

3  Likewise  the  people  of  the  land  shall  worship  at  the  door  of  this 
gate  before  the  Lord  m  the  sabbaths  and  in  the  new  moons. 

4  And  the  burnt  offering  that  the  prince  shall  offer  unto  the  Lord 
in  the  sabbath  day  shall  oe  six  lamos  i^ithout  blemish,  and  a  ram 
without  blemish. 

5  And  the  meat  offering  shall  be  an  ephah  for  a  ram,  and  the  meat 
offering  for  the  lambs,  as  he  shall  be  aole  to  give,  and  an  hin  of  oil 
to  an  ephah. 

6  And  in  the  day  of  the  new  moon  it  shall  be  a  young  bullock  with- 
out blemish,  and  six  lambs,  and  a  ram:  they  shall  be  without 
blemish. 

7  And  he  shall  prepare  a  meat  offering,  an  ephah  for  a  bullock, 
and  an  ephah  for  a  ram,  and  for  the  lambs  accordmg  as  his  hand  shall 
attain  imto,  and  an  hin  of  oil  to  an  ephah. 

8  And  when  the  prince  shall  enter,  he  shall  go  in  by  the  way  of  the 
porch  of  that  gate,  and  he  shall  ffo  forth  bv  the  way  thereof. 

9  ^  But  when  the  people  of  tne  land  shall  come  before  the  Lord 
in  the  solemn  feasts,  he  tnat  entereth  in  by  the  way  of  the  north  gate 
to  worship  shall  go  out  by  the  way  of  the  south  gate;  and  he  that 
entereth  by  the  way  of  the  south  gate  shall  go  forth  oy  the  way  of  the 
north  gate:  he  shall  not  return  by  the  way  of  the  gate  whereby  he 
came  in,  but  shall  go  forth  over  against  it.

^And  he  commanded  the  matt  mighty  men  thai  vfere  in 
hU  army  to  hind  Shadraeh,  Meshachj  and  Ahed-nego^  and 
to  cast  them  into  the  burning  fiery  furnace,** — Danid^  3,  20, 

AFTER  Danid  had  thus  proren  his  wisdom,  he 
was  made  the  king's  chief  governor  over  Babylon, 
and  head  of  all  the  wise  men.  Daniel's  three 
comrades  were  advanced  by  him  to  positions  of  high  im- 
portance; and  the  next  adventure  deals  with  them,  not 
with  Danid.  King  Nebuchadnezzar  having  built  a 
gorgeous  idol,  held  a  ceremonial,  whereat  all  the  officials 
present  were  commanded  to  worship  the  new  god.  The 
three  Hebrews,  known  to  the  Babylonians  as  Shadrach, 
Meshach  and  Abed-n^o,  refused  to  obey,  so  the  king 
threatened  to  bum  them  to  death.  They  answered  him 
defiantly,  **If  it  be  so,  our  God  whom  we  serve  is  able 
to  deliver  us  from  the  burning  fiery  furnace,  and  he  will 
deliver  us  out  of  thine  hand,  O  king. 

*'But  if  not,  be  it  known  unto  thee,  O  king,  that  we  will 
not  serve  thy  gods,  nor  worship  the  golden  image  which 
thou  hast  set  up," 

In  his  anger  the  king  caused  a  furnace  to  be  seven  times 
heated,  and  the  three  Hebrews  bound  and  cast  therein. 
So  tremendous  was  the  heat  that  the  men  who  dragged 
the  victims  forward  were  themselves  caught  by  the  blaze. 
Even  as  the  Hebrews  were  hurled  into  the  furnace,  the 
executioners  dropped  dead  upon  the  threshirfd. 
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10  And  the  prince  in  the  midst  of  them,  T;hen  they  go  in,  shall  go 
in;  and  when  they  go  forth,  shall  go  forth. 

11  And  in  the  feasts  and  in  the  solemnities  the  meat  offering  shall 
be  an  ephah  to  a  bullock,  and  an  ephah  to  a  ram,  and  to  the  lambs 
as  he  is  able  to  give,  and  an  hin  of  oil  to  an  ephah. 

12  Now  when  the  prince  shall  prepare  a  voluntary  burnt  ofiFering 
or  peace  offerings  voluntarily  unto  the  Lord,  one  shall  then  open  him 
the  gate  that  looketh  toward  the  east,'  and  he  shall  prepare  his  burnt 
offermg  and  his  peace  offerings,  as  he  did  on  the  sabbath  day:  then 
he  shall  go  forth;  and  after  his  going  forth  one  shall  shut  the  gate. 

13  Thou  shalt  daily  prepare  a  burnt  offering  imto  the  Lord  of 
a  Iamb  of  the  first  year  without  blemish:  thou  snalt  prepare  it  every 
morning. 

14  Aad  thou  shalt  prepare  a  meat  offering  for  it  every  morning, 
the  sixth  part  of  an  ephah,  and  the  third  part  of  an  hin  of  oil,  to  temper 
with  the  fine  flour:  a  meat  offering  contmually  by  a  perpetual  ordin- 
ance unto  the  Lord. 

15  Thus  shall  they  prepare  the  lamb,  and  the  meat  oflfering,  and 
the  oil,  every  morning  jfor  a  continual  burnt  offering. 

16  ^  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  If  the  prince  give  a  gift  unto  any 
of  his  sons,  the  inheritance  thereof  shall  be  his  sons';  it  shaU  be  their 
possession  by  inheritance. 

17  But  if  he  give  a  gift  of  his  inheritance  to  one  of  his  servants,  then 
it  shall  be  his  to  the  year  of  liberty ;  after  it  shall  return  to  the  prince : 
but  his  inheritance  shall  be  his  sons'  for  them. 

18  Moreover  the  prince  shall  not  take  of  the  people's  inheritance 
by  oppression,  to  thrust  them  out  of  their  possession;  but  he  shall 
give  nis  sons  inheritance  out  of  his  own  possession: 'that  my  people 
be  not  scattered  every  man  from  his  possession. 

19  Tf  After  he  brought  me  through  the  entry,  which  was  at  the  side 
of  the  gate,  into  the  holy  chambers  of  the  priests,  which  looked  toward 
the  north:  and,  behold,  there  was  a  place  on  the  two  sides  westward. 

20  Then  said  he  unto  me.  This  is  the  place  where  the  priests  shall 
boil  the  tresspass  offering  and  the  sin  offering,  where  they  shall  bake 
the  meat  offering;  that  Siey  bear  them  not  out  into  the  utter  court, 
to  sanctify  the  people. 

21  Then  he  brought  me  forth  into  the  utter  court,  and  caused  me 
to  pafis  by  the  four  comers  of  the  court;  and,  behold,  in  every  comer 
of  the  court  there  was  a  court. 

22  In  the  four  comers  of  the  court  there  were  courts  joined  of  forty 
cubits  long  and  thirty  broad :  these  four  comers  were  of  one  measure. 

23  And  there  was  a  row  of  building  round  about  in  them,  round 
about  them  four,  and  it  was  made  with  boiling  places  under  the  rows 
round  about. 

24  Then  said  he  unto  me,  These  are  the  places  of  them  that  boil, 
where  the  ministers  of  the  house  shall  boil  the  sacrifice  of  the  people.

FTERWARD  he  brought  me  again  unto  the  door  of  the  house; 
and,  behold,  waters  issued  out  from  under  the  threshold  of 


the  house  eastward :  for  the  forefront  of  the  house  stood  toward 
the  east,  and  the  waters  came  down  from  under  from  the  right  side 
of  the  house,  at  the  south  side  of  the  altar. 

2  Then  brought  he  me  out  of  the  way  of  the  gate  northward,  and 
led  me  about  the  way  without  imto  the  utter  gate  by  the  way  that 
looketh  eastward;  and,  behold,  there  ran  out  waters  on  the  right 
side. 

3  And  when  the  man  that  had  the  line  in  his  hand  went  forth 
eastward,  he  measured  a  thousand  cubits,  and  he  brought  me  through 
the  waters;  the  waters  were  to  the  ancles. 

4  Agam  he  measured  a  thousand,  and  brought  me  through  the 
waters;  the  waters  were  to  the  knees.  Again  he  measured  a  thousand, 
and  brought  me  through;  the  waters  were  to  the  loins. 

5  Afterward  he  measured  a  thousand;  and  it  was  a  river  that  I 
could  not  pass  over:  for  the  waters  were  risen,  waters  to  swim  in,  a 
river  that  could  not  be  passed  over. 

6  X  ^^^  h^  s^^d  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  hast  thou  seen  this  f  Then 
he  brought  me,  and  caused  me  to  return  to  the  brink  of  the  river. 

7  Now  when  I  had  returned,  behold,  at  the  bank  of  the  river  were 
very  many  trees  on  the  one  side  and  on  the  other. 

8  Then  said  he  unto  me.  These  waters  issue  out  toward  the  east 
country,  and  go  Aovra  into  the  desert,  and  go  into  the  sea;  which  being 
brought  forth  into  the  sea,  the  waters  shall  be  healed. 

9  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  tfiat  every  thing  that  liveth,  which 
moveth,  whithersoever  the  rivers  shall  come,  snail  live:  and  there 
shall  be  a  very  great  multitude  of  fish,  because  these  waters  shall  come 
thither:  for  they  shall  be  healed;  and  every  thing  shall  live  whither 
the  river  cometh. 

10  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  thai  the  fishers  shall  stand  upon  it 
from  En-gedi  even  unto  En-eglaim;  they  shall  be  a  place  to  spread 
forth  nets;  their  fish  shall  be  according  to  their  kinds,  as  the  fish  of 
the  great  sea,  exceeding  many. 

11  But  the  miry  places  thereof  and  the  marishes  thereof  shall  not 
be  healed:  they  shall  be  given  to  salt. 

12  And  by  the  river  upon  the  bank  thereof,  on  this  side  and  on  that 
side,  shall  grow  all  trees  for  meat,  whose  leaf  shall  not  fade,  neither 
shall  the  fruit  thereof  be  consumed:  it  shall  bring  forth  new  fruit 
according  to  his  months,  because  their  waters  they  issued  out  of  the 
sanctuarv :  and  the  fruit  thereof  shall  be  for  meat,  and  the  leaf  thereof 
for  medicine. 

13  t  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God:  This  shall  be  the  border,  whereby

up  in  haste,  and  spake,  and  said  unio  his  eounseUorSt  Did 
not  we  cast  three  men  bound  inio  the  midst  cf  the  fin  f* — 
Danid,  S,  U- 

THE  Book  of  Danid  deals  with  mirades,  inth  the 
direct  interventioii  of  €kxl  to  protect  EUs  seryantB. 
When  the  three  devoted  Hebrews  were  cast  into 
that  seven  times  heated  furnace,  they  stood  unhurt  amid 
its  flames. 

King  Nebuchadnezzar  gazed  at  them  in  bewilderment. 
Then  a  yet  greater  wonder  followed.  Instead  of  three 
men  he  saw  four  within  the  furnace;  and  instead  of  being 
bound  these  men  stood  free  and  as  if  at  ease.  The  fourth 
man,  protecting  the  other  three,  was  glorious  to  view, 
••like  the  Son  of  God.** 

"Then  Nebuchadnezzar  came  near  to  the  mouth  of  the 
burning  fiery  furnace,  and  spake,  and  said,  Shadrach, 
Meshach,  and  Abed-n^o,  ye  servants  of  the  most  hi^ 
God,  come  forth,  and  come  hither.**  The  three  did  as 
they  were  bidden,  and  all  the  spectators  saw  that  they 
were  wholly  unharmed;  not  even  "the  smeQ  of  fire*'  dung 
to  their  persons  or  their  garments. 

"Then  Nebuchadnezzar  spake,  and  said.  Blessed  be 

the  God  of  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-ncgo,  who 

hath  sent  his  angel,  and  delivered  his  servants  that  trusted 

in  him,  and  have  changed  the  king's  word,  and  yidded 

thdr  bodies,  that  they  might  not  serve   nor 

worship  any  god,  except  thdr  own  God.** 
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ye  shall  inherit  the  land  according  to  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel :  Joseph 
^hail  have  two  portions. 

14  And  ye  snail  inherit  it,  one  as  well  as  another:  concerning  the 
which  I  lifted  up  mine  hand  to  give  it  unto  your  fathers :  and  this  land 
shall  fall  unto  you  for  inheritance. 

15  And  this  shaU  be  the  border  of  the  land  toward  the  north  side, 
from  the  great  sea,  the  way  of  Hethlon,  as  men  go  to  Zedad; 

16  Hamath,  Berothah,  Sibraim,  which  is  between  the  border  of 
Damascus  and  the  border  of  Hamath;  Hazar-hatticon,  which  is  by 
the  coast  of  Hauran. 

17  And  the  border  from  the  sea  shall  be  Hazar-enan,  the  border 
of  Damascus,  and  the  north  northward,  and  the  border  of  Hamath. 
And  this  is  the  north  side. 

18  And  the  east  side  ye  shall  measure  from  Hauran,  and  from 
Damascus,  and  from  Gilead,  and  from  the  land  of  Israel  by  Jordan, 
from  the  border  unto  the  east  sea.     And  this  is  the  east  side. 

19  And  the  south  side  southward,  from  Tamar  ei'cn  to  the  waters 
of  strife  in  Kadesh,  the  river  to  the  great  sea.  And  this  is  the  south 
side  southward. 

20  The  w^est  side  also  shall  be  the  great  sea  from  the  border,  till  a 
man  come  over  against  Hamath.     This  is  the  west  side. 

21  So  shall  ye  divide  this  land  unto  you  according  to  the  tribes  of 
Israel. 

22  ^  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  ye  shall  divide  it  by  lot  for  an 
inheritance  unto  you,  and  to  the  strangers  that  sojourn  among  you, 
which  shall  beget  children  among  you :  and  they  shall  be  unto  you  as 
bom  in  the  country  among  the  children  of  Israel;  they  shall  have 
inheritance  with  you  among  the  tribes  of  Israel. 

23  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  in  what  tribe  the  stranger  so- 
joumeth,  there  shall  ye  give  him  his  inheritance,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

Chapter  48 

1,  23  The  portions  of  the  twelve  tribes,  8  of  the  sanctuary,  15  of  the  city  and  sulmrbt,  21  and  of  (he  prince.    30  The 
fimensionM  and  gates  of  the  city. 

lOW  these  are  the  names  of  the  tribes.     From  the  north  end 
to  the  coast  of  the  way  of  Hethlon,  as  one  goeth  to  Hamath, 
Hazar-enan,  the  border  of  Damascus  northward,  to  the  coast 
of  Hamath;  for  these  are  his  sides  east  and  west;  a  portion  for  Dan. 

2  And  by  the  border  of  Dan,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  w^est  side, 
a  portion  for  Asher. 

3  And  by  the  border  of  Asher,  from  the  east  side  even  unto  the  west 
side,  a  portion  for  Naphtali. 

4  And  by  the  border  of  Naphtali,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  west 
side,  a  portion  for  Manasseh. 

5  And  by  the  border  of  Manasseh,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  west 
side,  a  portion  for  Ephraim. 
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6  And  by  the  border  of  Ephrainiy  from  the  east  side  even  unto  the 
west  side,  a  portion  for  Reuben. 

7  And  by  the  border  of  Reuben,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  west 
side,  a  vorttonjor  Judah. 

8  ^  And  by  the  border  of  Judah,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  west 
side,  shall  be  the  oflFering  which  ye  shall  offer  of  five  and  twenty 
thousand  reeds  in  breadth,  and  in  length  as  one  of  the  other  parts, 
from  the  east  side  unto  the  west  side:  and  the  sanctuary  shall  oe  in 
the  midst  of  it. 

9  The  oblation  that  ye  shall  offer  unto  the  Lord  shall  he  of  five 
and  twenty  thousand  in  length,  and  of  ten  thousand  in  breadth. 

10  And  for  them,  even  for  the  priests,  shall  be  this  holy  oblation; 
toward  the  north  five  and  twenty  thousand  in  lengthy  and  toward 
the  west  ten  thousand  in  breadth,  and  toward  the  east  ten  thousand 
in  breadth,  and  toward  the  south  five  and  twenty  thousand  in  length: 
and  the  sanctuary  of  the  Lord  shall  be  in  the  midst  thereof. 

\\  It  shall  he  for  the  priests  that  are  sanctified  of  the  sons  of  Zadok; 
which  have  kept  my  charge,  which  went  not  astray  when  the  children 
of  Israel  went  astray,  as  tne  Levites  went  astray. 

12  And  this  oblation  of  the  land  that  is  offered  shall  be  unto  them 
a  thing  most  holy  by  the  border  of  the  Levites. 

13  And  over  against  the  border  of  the  priests  the  Levites  shall  have 
five  and  twenty  thousand  in  length,  and  ten  thousand  in  breadth:  all 
the  length  shall  he  five  and  twenty  thousand,  and  the  breadth  ten 
thousand. 

14  And  they  shall  not  sell  of  it,  neither  exchange,  nor  alienate  the 
firstf ruits  of  the  land :  for  it  is  holy  unto  the  Lord. 

15  Tf  And  the  five  thousand,  that  are  left  in  the  breadth  over  against 
the  five  and  twenty  thousand,  shall  be  a  profane  vlace  for  the  city,  for 
dwelling,  and  for  suburbs:  and  the  city  shall  be  m  the  midst  thereof. 

16  And  these  shall  he  the  measiu'es  thereof;  the  north  side  four 
thousand  and  five  hundred,  and  the  south  side  four  thousand  and  five 
hundred,  and  on  the  east  side  four  thousand  and  five  himdred,  and 
the  west  side  four  thousand  and  five  hundred. 

17  And  the  suburbs  of  the  city  shall  be  toward  the  north  two  hundred 
and  fifty,  and  toward  the  south  two  hundred  and  fifty,  and  toward  the 
east  two  hundred  and  fifty,  and  toward  the  west  two  hundred  and  fiftv. 

18  And  the  residue  in  length  over  against  the  oblation  of  the  holy 
portion  shall  he  ten  thousand  eastward,  and  ten  thousand  westward; 
and  it  shall  be  over  against  the  oblation  of  the  holy  portion;  and  the 
increase  thereof  shall  be  for  food  unto  them  that  serve  the  city. 

19  And  they  that  serve  the  city  shall  serve  it  out  of  all  the  tribes 
of  Israel. 

20  All  the  oblation  shall  he  five  and  twenty  thousand  by  five  and 
twenty  thousand:  ye  shall  offer  the  holy  oblation  foursquare,  with 
the  possession  of  the  city. 
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21  ^  And  the  residue  shall  be  for  the  prmce,  on  the  one  side  and 
on  the  other  of  the  holy  oblation,  and  or  the  possession  of  the  city, 
over  against  the  five  and  twenty  thousand  of  the  oblation  toward  the 
east  border,  and  westward  over  against  the  five  and  twenty  thousand 
toward  the  west  border,  over  agamst  the  portions  for  the  prince :  and 
it  shall  be  the  holy  oblation;  and  the  sanctuary  of  the  house  shall  be 
in  the  midst  thereof. 

22  Moreover  from  the  possession  of  the  Levites,  and  from  the 
possession  of  the  city,  beina  m  the  midst  of  thai  which  is  the  prince's, 
between  the  border  of  Judah  and  the  border  of  Benjamin,  shall  be 
for  the  prince. 

23  As  for  the  rest  of  the  tribes,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  west 
side,  Benjamin  shall  have  a  portion. 

24  And  by  the  border  of  JSenjamin,  from  the  east  side  unto  the 
west  side,  Simeon  shaU  have  a  portion. 

25  And  by  the  border  of  Simeon,  from  the  east  side  uhto  the  west 
side,  Issachar  a  portion. 

26  And  by  the  border  of  Issachar,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  west 
side,  Zebulun  a  portion. 

27  And  by  the  border  of  Zebulun,  from  the  east  side  unto  the  west 
side.  Gad  a  portion. 

28  And  by  the  border  of  Gad,  at  the  south  side  southward,  the 
border  shall  be  even  from  Tamar  unto  the  waters  of  strife  in  Kadesh, 
and  to  the  river  toward  the  great  sea. 

29  This  is  the  land  which  ye  shall  divide  by  lot  unto  the  tribes  of 
Israel  for  inheritance,  and  these  are  their  portions,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

30  ^  And  these  are  the  goings  out  of  the  city  on  the  north  side,  four 
thousand  and  five  hundred  measures. 

31  And  the  gates  of  the  city  shall  be  after  the  names  of  the  tribes 
of  Israel:  three  gates  northward;  one  gate  of  Reuben,  one  gate  of 
Judah,  one  gate  of  Levi. 

32  And  at  the  east  side  four  thousand  and  five  hundred :  and  three 
gates;  and  one  gate  of  Joseph,  one  gate  of  Benjamin,  one  gate  of  Dan. 

33  And  at  the  south  side  four  thousand  and  five  hundred  measures :

In  the  Hebrew  canon,  the  Book  of  Daniel  is  not  placed  among  the  Prophets,  but  among 
the  Hagiographa  or  miscellaneous  sacred  writings.  The  Greek  Bible,  however,  and  follow- 
ing that,  the  Christian  Church,  have  placed  the  book  of  Daniel  in  its  present  position,  last 
of  the.  greater  prophets.  The  book  differs  from  most  of  the  prophetic  niTi tings  in  that  its  first 
half  is  narrative,  telling  what  Daniel  did  and  what  interpretation  he  made  of  the  dreams  of 
others,  rather  than  what  he  himself  foresaw.  The  second  half  of  the  book  describes  Darners 
own  visions;  but  these  are  not  warnings,  teachings  and  prophecies  directed  to  his  country-- 
men,  they  are  exact  and  circumstantial  statements  tracing  the  course  of  the  history  of  the 
'world,  and  are  intended  to  encourage  his  fellows  to  hold  fast  to  their  Jewish  religion. 

The  man  Daniel  is  mentioned  by  Ezekiel  as  a  Hebrew  celebrated  for  his  piety.  Ac- 
<x)rding  to  the  account  in  the  present  book,  Daniel  was  a  contemporary  of  Jeremiah  and 
Ezekiel,  though  younger  than  either.  He  was  a  child  who  was  carried  away  from  Jerusalem 
by  Nebachadnezzar  among  his  earliest  captives,  and  who  rose  to  be  the  chief  magician  and 
afterward  the  chief  counsellor  not  only  of  Nebuchadnezzar  but  of  some  of  his  successors, 
continuing  to  live  imtil  the  period  of  the  return  of  the  first  caravan  of  Hebrews  to  Jerusalem. 

The  peculiar  character  of  the  book  of  Daniel  has  led  scholars  to  vary  widely  in  their 
opinions  of  its  origin.  The  book,  in  the  earliest  form  in  which  we  possess  it,  is  written 
partly  in  Hebrew,  partly  in  Aramaic,  the  lan^age  learned  by  the  Hebrews  during  their 
captivity  in  Babylon.  In  this  combination  of  tongues,  the  work  resembles  the  Book  of 
Ezra  and  other  of  the  post-exilic  books.  Some  wTiters  have  regarded  "Daniel"  as  presenting 
events  and  visions  actually  occurring  during  the  Babylonian  captivity,  and  recorded  at  the 
time,  though  somewhat  modified  and  altered  by  editors  of  later  date.  Other  writers  ha\-e 
considered  it  a  work  of  a  much  later  period,  probably  the  second  century  B.^  C,  written 
partly  with  prophetic  but  mainly  with  religious  purpose,  an  inspiring  talc  built  upon  the 
name  and  ancient  fame  of  Daniel.  According  to  this  view,  the  early  prophecies  were  con- 
structed as  a  poet  might  imagine  them,  after  some  of  the  events  had  happened.  This  would 
not,  however,  apply  to  the  later  prophecies,  which  both  Hebrews  and  Christians  say  refer  to 
the  coming  of  the  Messiah  and  to  the  last  days  of  the  world. 

The  controversy  over  the  book  of  Daniel  in  no  way  affects  either  its  religious  value  or 
its  religious  beauty.  The  book  deals  more  positively  and  circumstantially  than  any  other 
in  the  Old  Testament  with  the  joy  and  glory  of  the  Resurrection,  the  certainty  of  a  life  be- 
yond the  grave.

THE  BiWe  tell,  nothing  further  of  Nebuch«Ineaw. 
The  next  chapter  turns  at  onoe  to  Bdshacaur,  the 
last  Babylonian  monarch.  He  is  perhaps  the 
Belsharuzur  of  other  historical  records,  v/ho,  as  the  *'king*s 
son"  and  viceroy,  led  the  Babylonians  in  their  final  struggle 
against  the  Persians, 

The  Bible  depicts  Belshazzar  as  being  actuaUy  king, 
ruling  in  extravagant  splendor  and  debauchery,  heedless 
of  Nebuchadnezzar's  experience,  forgetful  of  Daniel  and 
Daniel's  God.  There  were  stored  in  Belshazzar^s  treas- 
ure house  all  the  golden  sacrificial  vessels  {Sundered  from 
the  Jewish  Temple.  These  he  commanded  brought  forth 
in  the  midst  of  a  gorgeous  feast,  that  he  might  use  them 
for  drinking  wine.  Even  as  the  sacrilege  was  acoom* 
plished,  a  hand  appeared  and  wrote  upon  the  wall  of  the 
great  banquet  hall  a  message  in  jittering  letters,  which 
no  man  could  read. 

Wild   was   the  bewilderment  and   terror.    A  sudden 

panic  seized  the  king;  and  he  cried  offers  of  huge  rewards 

to  any  one  who  could  interpret  the  writing  to  him;  but  not 

one  of  the  "Chaldeans,"  the  obsequious  *'wise 

men"  who  hung  upon  Belshazzar's  favor, 

could  help  him  in   his  need.

and  to  Mishael,  of  Meshach;  and  to  Azaiiah,  of  Abed-n^o. 

8  %  But  Daniel  purposed  in  his  heart  that  he  would  not  defile  him- 
self with  the  portion  of  the  king's  meat,  nor  with  the  wine  which  he 
drank:  therefore  he  requested  of  the  prince  of  the  eunuchs  that  he 
might  not  defile  himself. 

9  Now  God  had  brought  Daniel  into  favour  and  tender  love  with 
the  prince  of  the  eunuchs. 

10  And  the  prince  of  the  eunuchs  said  unto  Daniel,  J  fear  my  lord 
the  king,  who  hath  appointed  your  meat  and  your  drink:  for  why 
should  ne  see  your  faces  worse  liking  than  the  children  which  are  of 
your  sort  ?  then  shall  ye  make  me  endanger  my  head  to  the  king.

i  Then  the  king  commanded  to  call  the  magicians,  and  the  astrol-

**And  thou  ku  mm^  O  BeUhaazar^  Juut  noi  humhled 
thine  heari^  though  thou  knewest  all  this.** — Danid^  5,  22. 

IN  THIS  time  of  their  need  the  revellen  remembered 
Danid,  the  truly  wise  man  whom  thej  had  rejected. 
The  {«ophet  was  sent  for  and  was  told  by  Bdshaciar 
af  all  the  wealth  and  honors  whidi  would  be  given  him 
if  he  could  interpret  the  strange  letters  on  the  walL  "Let 
thy  gifts  be  to  thyself"  responded  Daniel  sternly;  and 
before  reading  the  letters  he  rebuked  the  king,  teUing  him 
why  the  writing  had  appeared.  Belshszzar  had  departed 
from  all  the  wisdom  and  goodness  of  Nebuchadnessar» 
therefore  the  empire  of  Babylon  was  doomed.  Thus 
said  the  writing,  "MENE,  MEXE,  TEKEL,  LTHAIU 
SIN.'*  This  the  prophet  interpreted  as  meaning  that 
the  days  of  Belshazzar's  rule  were  ended,  that  the  ruler 
had  been  weighed  and  found  wanting,  and  that  the  dty 
was  given  to  the  Medcs  and  Pernans. 

On  that  same  night  the  Persians  burst  unexpectedly 
into  the  dty.  Legend  tells  us-  that  they  turned  aside  the 
dty's  water  from  its  stone  channels  and  crept  in  through 
these.  Slaughter  raged  as  a  wM  through  all  the  splendid 
palaces.  The  end  was  indeed  come.  **In  that  night 
was  Belshassar  the  Idnir  of  the  Chaldeans  slain.**

27  Daniel  answered  in  the  presence  of  the  king,  and  said.  The 
secret  which  the  king  hath  demanded  cannot  the  wise  men,  the  astrol- 
ogers, the  magicians,  the  soothsayers,  shew  unto  the  king; 

28  But  there  is  a  God  in  heaven  that  revealeth  secrets,  and 
maketh  known  to  the  king  Nebuchadnezzar  what  shall  be  in  the 
latter  days.  Thy  dream,  and  the  visions  of  thy  head  upon  thy  bed^ 
are  these; 

29  As  for  thee,  O  king,  thy  thoughts  came  into  thy  mind  upon  thy 
bed,  what  should  come  to  pass  hereafter :  and  he  that  revealeth  secrets 
maketh  known  to  thee  what  shall  come  to  pass. 

30  But  as  for  me,  this  secret  is  not  revealed  to  me  for  any  w^isdom 
that  I  have  more  than  any  living,  but  for  their  sakes  that  shall  make 
known  the  interpretation  to  the  king,  and  that  thou  mightest  know 
the  thoughts  of  tiiy  heart. 

31  ^  Thou,  O  king,  sawest,  and  behold  a  great  image.  This  great 
image,  whose  brightness  Wds  excellent,  stood  before  thee;  and  the 
form  thereof  was  terrible. 

32  This  image's  head  was  of  fine  gold,  his  breast  and  his  arms  of 
silver,  his  belly  and  his  thighs  of  brass, 

33  His  legs  of  iron,  his  feet  part  of  iron  and  part  of  clay. 

34  Thou  sawest  till  that  a  stone  was  cut  out  without  hands,  which 
smote  the  image  upon  his  feet  that  tcere  of  iron  and  clay,  and  brake 
them  to  pieces.

**y'<rw  when  Danid  knew  thai  the  writing  wom  rign/ed^ 
he  went  into  his  house;  and  his  windows  being  open  in  hi» 
chamber  toward  Jerusalem^  he  kneeled  upon  his  knees  three 
times  a  day^  and  prayed,  and  gave  thanks  hrfore  his  God^ 
as  he  did  aforetime*' — Daniel,  6,  10. 

IN  THE  empire  of  the  Medes  and  Persiaiis  erected 
on  the  ruiiifl  of  the  Babylonian  nM>narchy»  Daniel 
seems  again  to  have  been  held  in  high  honor.  There 
is  some  confusion  as  to  the  name  of  the  ruler  of  the  new 
kingdom.  He  is  spoken  of  here  as  Darius,  but  in  the  Book 
of  Esther  and  in  other  reeotds,  he  is  called  Cyrus.  King 
Darius,  to  follow  the  form  of  Daniel's  book,  set  the  prophet 
as  chief  **  president,'*  over  the  whole  realm.  This  made 
many  of  the  other  officials  jealous,  so  that  they  made  a 
plot  against  Danid.  Under  the  {nretense  of  doing  honor 
to  Darius,  they  persuaded  the  kiug  to  proclaim  a  decree 
that  for  thirty  days  no  man,  under  penalty  of  death,  should 
make  any  petition  to  any  man  or  god  except  only  to  Cng 
Darius. 

They  knew  well  that  Daniel  would  pray  daily  to  his 
Grod,  in  des[Hte  of  any  decree  that  man  could  make.  He 
sou^t  to  pray  privately  in  his  rooms,  so  that  men  might 
not  see  and  slay  him;  but  the  conspirators  were  watchuig. 
The  Bible  does  not  say  that  they  brought  the  king,  as  our 
artist  shows  him,  to  see  Daniel's  disobedience  with  his 
own  eyes;  but  it  does  say  that  the  plotters  imme-  * 
diately  betrayed  Danid  to  Darius.

35  Then  was  the  iron,  the  clay,  the  brass,  the  silver,  and  the  gold, 
broken  to  pieces  together,  and  became  like  the  chaff  of  the  summer 
threshingfloors ;  and  the  wind  carried  them  away,  that  no  place  was 
found  for  them:  and  the  stone  that  smote  the  image  became  a  great 
mountain,  and  filled  the  whole  earth.

43  And  whereas  thou  sawest  iron  mixed  with  miry  clay,  they  shall 
mingle  themselves  with  the  seed  of  men:  but  they  shall  not  cleave 
one  to  another,  even  as  iron  is  not  mixed  with  clay. 

44  And  in  the  days  of  these  kings  shall  the  God  of  heaven  set  up  a 
kingdom,  which  shall  never  be  destroyed:  and  the  kingdom  shall  not 
be  left  to  other  people,  but  it  shall  break  in  pieces  and  consume  all 
these  kingdoms,  ana  it  shall  stand  for  ever. 

45  Forasmuch  as  thou  sawest  that  the  stone  was  cut  out  of  the 
mountain  without  hands,  and  that  it  brake  in  pieces  the  iron,  the 
brass,  the  clay,  the  silver,  and  the  gold;  the  great  God  hath  made 
known  to  the  king  what  shall  come  to  pass  hereafter:  and  the  dream 
is  certain,  and  the  interpretation  thereof  sure.* 

46  Tf  Then  the  king  Nebuchadnezzar  fell  upon  his  face,  and  wor- 
shipped Daniel,  and  commanded  that  they  should  offer  an  oblation 
ana  sweet  odours  unto  him. 

47  The  king  answered  unto  Daniel,  and  said.  Of  a  truth  it  is,  that 
your  God  is  a  God  of  gods,  and  a  Lord  of  kings,  and  a  revealer  of 
secrets,  seeing  thou  couldest  reveal  this  secret. 

48  Then  the  king  made  Daniel  a  great  man,  and  gave  him  many 
great  gifts,  and  made  him  ruler  over  the  whole  province  of  Babylon, 
and  chief  of  the  governors  over  all  the  wise  men  of  Babylon. 

lAfter  the  Babylonian  empire,  came  the  Median,  then  the  Persian,  and  then  the  Greek. 
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49  Then  Daniel  requested  of  the  king,  and  he  set  Shadrach,  Me^ 
shach,  and  Abed-nego,  over  the  affairs  of  the  province  of  Babylon: 
but  Daniel  sat  in  the  gate  of  the  king. 

Chapter  3 

1  Ndmehadnetzar  dedicateth  a  goidtn  image  in  Dura.  8  SKadraeh,  Methadi,  and  Abed-tUjffo  art  aeeumd  far  nrt 
wrthipping  the  image.  13  They,  being  Qireaiened,  make  a  good  confeuion.  10  Ood  dditeretk  Cfcem  oui  of  tAf 
ftanace.    26  Ne(mchadneztar  aeeing  the  miracle  bUsaeth  God. 


EBUCHADXEZZAR  the  king  made  an  image  of  gold,  whose 
height  was  threescore  cubits,  and  the  breadth  thereof  sis 
cubits;  he  set  it  up  in  the  plain  of  Dura,  in  the  province  of 
Babylon. 

2  Then  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  sent  to  gather  together  the  princes, 
the  governors,  and  the  captains,  the  judges,  the  treasurers,  the  coun- 
sellors, the  sheriffs,  and  all  the  rulers  of  the  provinces,  to  come  to 
the  dedication  of  the  image  which  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  had 
set  up. 

3  Then  the  princes,  the  governors,  and  captains,  the  judges,  the 
treasurers,  the  counsellors,  the  sheriffs,  and  all  the  rulers  of  the  prov- 
inces, were  gathered  together  imto  the  dedication  of  the  image  that 
Nebuchadnezzar  the  kmg  had  set  up;  and  they  stood  before  the 
image  that  Nebuchadnezzar  had  set  up. 

4  Then  an  herald  cried  aloud.  To  you  it  is  commanded,  O  people, 
nations,  and  languages, 

5  That  at  what  time  ye  hear  the  sound  of  the  comet,  flute,  harp, 
sackbut,  psaltery,  dulcimer,  and  all  kinds  of  musick,  ve  fall  down 
and  worsnip  the  golden  image  that  Nebuchadnezzar  tn6  king  hath 
set  up: 

6  And  whoso  falleth  not  doi^^n  and  worshippeth  shall  the  same 
hour  be  cast  into  the  midst  of  a  burning  fiery  furnace. 

7  Therefore  at  that  time,  when  all  tne  people  heard  the  sound  of 
the  comet,  flute,  harp,  sackbut,  psaltery,  and  all  kinds  of  musick, 
all  the  j>eople,  the  nations,  and  the  languages,  fell  down  and  wor- 
shipped the  golden  image  that  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  had  set  up. 

8  Tf  WTierefore  at  that  time  certain  Chaldeans  came  near,  and 
accused  the  Jews. 

9  They  spake  and  said  to  the  king  Nebuchadnezzar,  O  king,  live 
for  ever. 

10  Thou,  O  king,  hast  made  a  decree,  that  every  man  that  shall 
hear  the  sound  of  the  comet,  flute,  harp,  sackbut,  psalter}%  and 
dulcimer,  and  all  kinds  of  musick,  shall  fall  down  ana  worship  the 
golden  image: 

11  And  whoso  falleth  not  down  and  worshippeth,  that  he  should 
be  cast  into  the  midst  of  a  burning  fiery  furnace. 

12  There  are  certain  Jews  whom  thou  hast  set  over  the  aflPairs 
of  the  pro\dnce  of  Babylon,  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-n^o;

"Then  the  king  commantUd,  and  they  brought  Daniel^ 
and  coat  him  into  the  den  of  lions" — Danid,  6,  26. 

KING  DARIVS  saw  at  once  the  trap  which  had  been 
laid  f(H*  Daniel.  At  heart  the  monarch  had  no 
objection  whatever  to  this  faithful  servant's  praj* 
ing  to  God;  probably  he  honored  him  the  moie  for  his 
fidelity.  Therefore  the  king  sought  to  save  Daniel;  but 
he  was  confronted  with  the  same  difficulty  as  is  described 
in  the  Book  of  Esther.  By  ''the  law  of  the  Medea  and 
Persians*'  a  royal  decree,  once  issued,  could  not  be  altered 
even  by  the  king  himself.  Hence,  though  the  monardi 
**  laboured  till  the  going  down  of  the  sun  to  deliver  him," 
the  jealous  officials  united  in  ia^wsting  upon  Daniel's  death. 
The  king  }ielded  perforce,  yet  even  then  not  without  a 
secret  hope  at  heart.  He  commanded  that  the  offender 
should  be  cast  into  a  den  where  wild  lions  were  kept  captive 
for  the  pleasure  of  the  court  To  Daniel  himself  the  king 
said,  anxiously,  "Thy  god  whom  thou  servest  continually, 
'  he  will  deliver  thee."  Then  the  prophet  was  cast  among 
the  savage  beasts,  the  mouth  of  the  den  was  sealed  with  a 
huge  stone,  and  the  king,  going  bade  to  his  palace,  passed 
the  night  in  sleeplessness  and  fasting,  praying  for  his 
valued  sen'ant 
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these  men,  O  king,  have  not  regarded  thee:  they  serve  not  thy  gods, 
nor  worship  the  golden  image  which  thou  hast  set  up. 

13  ^  Then  Nebuchadnezzar  in  his  rage  and  fury  commanded  to 
bring  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego.  Then  they  brought 
these  men  before  the  kin^. 

14  Nebuchadnezzar  sptdce  and  said  unto  them,  7^  it  true,  O  Shad- 
rach, Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  do  not  ye  serve  my  gods,  nor  wor- 
snip  the  golden  image  which  I  have  set  up  ? 

15  Now  if  ye  be  ready  that  at  what  time  ye  hear  the  sound  of  the 
comet,  flute,  harp,  sackbut,  psaltery,  and  dulcimer,  and  all  kinds  of 
musick,  ye  fall  down  and  worship  the  image  which  I  have  made;  well: 
but  if  ye  worship  not,  ye  shall  be  cast  the  same  hour  into  the  midst  of 
a  burning  fiery  furnace;  and  who  is  that  God  that  shall  deliver  you 
out  of  my  hands  ? 

16  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego  answered  and  said  to  the 
king,  O  Nebuchadnezzar,  we  are  not  careful  to  answer  thee  in  this 
matter. 

17  If  it  be  sOy  our  God  whom  we  serve  is  able  to  deliver  us  from 
the  burning  fiery  furnace,  and  he  will  deliver  us  out  of  thine  hand» 
O  king. 

18  Sut  if  not,  be  it  known  unto  thee,  O  king,  that  we  will  not  serve 
thy  gods,  nor  worship  the  golden  image  which  thou  hast  set  up. 

19  Tl  Then  was  Nebuchadnezzar  full  of  fury,  and  the  form  of  his 
visage  was  changed  against  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego: 
therefore  he  spake,  and  commanded  that  they  should  heat  the  furnace 
one  seven  times  more  than  it  was  wont  to  be  heated. 

20  And  he  commanded  the  most  mighty  men  that  were  in  his  army 
to  bind  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  and  to  cast  them  into 
the  burning  fiery  furnace. 

21  Then  these  men  were  bound  in  their  coats,  their  hosen,  and 
their  hats,  and  their  other  garments,  and  were  cast  into  the  midst  of 
the  burning  fiery  furnacr. 

22  Therefore  because  the  king's  commandment  was  urgent,  and 
the  furnace  exceeding  hot,  the  flame  of  the  fire  slew  those  men  that 
took  up  Shadrach,  Meshach,   and  Abed-nego. 

23  Aiid  these  three  men,  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  fell 
down  bound  into  the  midst  of  the  burning  fiery  furnace. 

24  Then  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  was  astonied,  and  rose  up  in 
haste,  and  spake,  and  said  unto  his  counsellors,  Did  not  we  cast  tnree 
men  bound  mto  the  midst  of  the  fire  ?  They  answered  and  said  unto 
the  king.  True,  O  king. 

25  He  answered  and  said,  Lo,  I  see  four  men  loose,  walking  in  the 
midst  of  the  fire,  and  they  have  no  hurt;  and  the  form  of  the  fourth 

« is  like  the  Son  of  God. 

26  %  Then  Nebuchadnezzar  came  near  to  the  mouth  of  the  burning 
fiery  f^imace,  and  spake,  and  said,  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed- 
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nego,  ye  servants  of  the  most  high  God,  come  forth,  and  come  hither. 
Then  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  came  forth  of  the  midst 
of  the  fire. 

27  And  the  princes,  governors,  and  captains,  and  the  king's  coun- 
sellors, being  gathered  together,  saw  these  men,  upon  whose  bodies 
the  fire  had  no  power,  nor  was  an  hair  of  their  head  singed,  neither 
were  their  coats  changed,  nor  the  smell  of  fire  had  passed  on  them. 

28  Then  Nebuchadnezzar  spake,  and  said.  Blessed  be  the  God 
of  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  who  hath  sent  his  angel,  and 
delivered  his  servants  that  trusted  m  him,  and  have  changed  the 
king^s  word,  and  yielded  their  bodies,  that  they  might  not  serve  nor 
worship  any  god,  except  their  own  God. 

29  Therefore  I  make  a  decree.  That  every  people,  nation,  and 
language,  which  speak  any  thing  amiss  against  the  (xod  of  Shadrach, 
Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  shall  be  cut  m  pieces,  and  their  houses 
shall  be  made  a  dunghill:  because  there  is  no  other  God  that  can 
deliver  after  this  sort. 

30  Then  the  king  promoted  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-n^o,  in 
the  province  of  Babylon.

1  Ndyudutdnezzar  eonfesteth  God's  kingdom,  4  maketh  relation  of  his  dreams,  tthieh  the  moffieittnt  ieuUt  not  dt- 
ierprei.    8  Daniel  heareth  the  dream,     19  He  inUrpreUUi  it.    28  The  story  of  the  event. 


|EBUCHADNEZZAR  the  king,  unto  all  people,  nations,  and 
languages,  that  dwell  in  all  the  earth;  Peace  be  multiplied 
imto  you. 

2  I  thought  it  good  to  shew  the  signs  and  wonders  that  the  high 
God  hath  wTought  toward  me. 

3  How  great  are  his  signs!  and  how  mighty  are  his  wonders!  hi» 
kingdom  is  an  everlasting  kingdom,  and  his  dominion  is  from  gener- 
ation to  generation. 

4  ^  I  Is  ebuchadnezzar  was  at  rest  in  mine  house,  and  flourishing 
in  my  palace: 

5  1  saw  a  dream  which  made  me  afraid,  and  the  thoughts  upon 
my  bed  and  the  visions  of  my  head  troubled  me. 

6  Therefore  made  I  a  decree  to  bring  in  all  the  wise  Tnen  of  Babylon 
before  me,  that  they  might  make  known  unto  me  the  interpretation 
of  the  dream. 

7  Then  came  in  the  magicians,  the  astrologers,  the  Chaldeans,  and 
the  soothsayers:  and  I  told  the  dream  before  them;  but  they  did 
not  make  knowTi  unto  me  the  interpretation  thereof. 

8  ^  But  at  the  last  Daniel  came  in  before  me,  whose  name  was 
Belteshazzar,  according  to  the  name  of  my  god,  and  in  whom  is  the 
spirit  of  the  holy  gods:  and  before  him  I  told  the  dream,  saying. 

9  O  Belteshazzar,  master  of  the  magicians,  because  I  know  that 
the  spirit  of  the  holy  gods  is  in  thee,  and  no  secret  troubleth  thee,  tell

*^My  God  haih  sent  hu  angd,  and  hath  9hut  the  lions* 
mouths^  that  they  hai^e  not  hurt  me:  forasmuch  as  before 
him  innocency  was  found  in  me;  and  also  hrfore  thee,  O 
king,  hate  I  done  no  hurt** — Daniel,  6,  22, 

HEN  tlie  king  arose  very  early  in  the  moming,  and 
went  in  haste  unto  the  den  of  lions. 
'*  And  when  he  came  to  the  den,  he  cried  with 
a  lamentable  voice  unto  Daniel:  and  the  king  spcdce  and 
said  to  Daniel,  O  Danid,  senunt  of  the  living  God,  is 
thj  God,  whom  thou  servest  continually,  able  to  deliver 
thee  from  the  lions  ? 

"Then  said  Daniel  unto  the  king,  O  king,  live  for  ever. 

"My  God  hath  sent  his  angel,  and  hath  shut  the  lions' 
mouths,  that  thev  have  not  hurt  me:  forasmuch  as  before 
him  innocency  was  found  in  me;  and  also  befcxe  thee, 
O  king,  have  I  done  no  hurt. 

"Then  was  the  king  exceeding  glad  for  him,  and  com- 
manded that  they  should  take  Daniel  up  out  of  the  den. 
So  Daniel  was  taken  up  out  of  the  den,  and  no  manner  of 
hurt  was  found  upon  him,  because  he  believed  in  his  God.

10  Thus  were  the  visions  of  mine  head  in  my  bed;  I  saw,  and  be- 
hold a  tree  in  the  midst  of  the  earth,  and  the  height  thereof  was  great. 

11  The  tree  grew,  and  was  strong,  and  the  height  thereof  reached 
unto  heaven,  and  the  sight  thereof  to  the  end  of  all  the  earth: 

12  The  leaves  thereof  were  fair,  and  the  fruit  thereof  much,  and 
in  it  was  meat  for  all;  the  beasts  of  the  field  had  shadow  under  it,  and 
the  fowls  of  the  heaven  dwelt  in  the  boughs  thereof,  and  all  flesh 
was  fed  of  it.

15  Nevertheless  leave  the  stump  of  his  roots  in  the  earth,  even 
vnth  a  band  of  iron  and  brass,  in  the  tender  grass  of  the  field;  and 
let  it  be  wet  with  the  dew  of  heaven,  and  let  his  portion  be  with  the 
beasts  in  the  grass  of  the  earth: 

16  Let  his  heart  be  changed  from  man's,  and  let  a  beast's  heart 
be  given  unto  him;  and  let  seven  times  pass  over  him. 

17  This  matter  is  by  the  decree  of  the  watchers,  and  the  demand 
by  the  word  of  the  holy  ones:  to  the  intent  that  the  living  may  know 
that  the  most  High  ruleth  in  the  kingdom  of  men,  and  giveth  it  to 
whomsoever  he  will,  and  setteth  up  over  it  the  basest  of  men. 

18  This  dream  I  king  Nebuchadnezzar  have  seen.  Now  thou, 
O  Belteshazzar,  declare  the  interpretation  thereof,  forasmuch  as  all 
the  wise  men  of  my  kingdom  are  not  able  to  make  known  unto  me 
the  interpretation:  but  thou  art  able;  for  the  spirit  of  the  holy  gods 
is  in  thee. 

19  ^  Then  Daniel,  whose  name  was  Belteshazzar,  was  astonied 
for  one  hour,  and  his  thoughts  troubled  him.  The  king  spake,  and 
said,  Belteshazzar,  let  not  the  dream,  or  the  interpretation  thereof, 
trouble  thee.  Belteshazzar  answered  and  said.  My  lord,  the  dream 
be  to  them  that  hate  thee,  and  the  interpretation  thereof  to  thine 
enemies. 

20  The  tree  that  thou  sawest,  which  grew,  and  was  strong,  whose 
height  reached  unto  the  heaven,  and  the  sight  thereof  to  all  the  earth; 

21  Whose  leaves  were  fair,  and  the  fruit  thereof  much,  and  in  it  was 
meat  for  all;  under  which  the  beasts  of  the  field  dwelt,  and  upon 
whose  branches  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  had  their  habitation: 

22  It  is  thou,  O  king,  that  art  grown  and  become  strong:  for  thy 
greatness  is  grown,  and  reacheth  unto  heaven,  and  thy  dominion  to 
the  end  of  the  earth. 

23  And  whereas  the  king  saw  a  watcher  and  an  holy  one  coming 
down  from  heaven,  and  saying.  Hew  the  tree  down,  and  destroy 
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it;  yet  leave  the  stump  of  the  roots  thereof  in  the  earth,  even  with  a 
band  of  iron  and  brass,  in  the  tender  grass  of  the  field;  and  let  it  be 
wet  with  the  dew  of  heaven,  and  let  his  portion  be  with  the  beasts 
of  the  field,  till  seven  times  pass  over  him; 

24  This  is  the  interpretation,  O  king,  and  this  is  the  decree  of  the 
most  High,  which  is  come  upon  my  lord  the  kin^: 

25  That  they  shall  drive  tnee  from  men,  and  tny  dwelling  shall  be 
with  the  beasts  of  the  field,  and  they  shall  make  thee  to  eat  grass 
as  oxen,  and  they  shall  wet  thee  with  the  dew  of  heaven,  and  seven 
times  shall  pass  over  thee,  till  thou  know  that  the  most  High  nileth 
in  the  kingdom  of  men,  and  giveth  it  to  whomsoever  he  will. 

26  And  whereas  thev  commanded  to  leave  the  stump  of  the  tree 
roots;  thy  kingdom  shall  be  sure  unto  thee,  after  that  thou  shalt  have 
known  that  the  heavens  do  rule. 

27  Wherefore,  O  kin^,  let  my  counsel  be  acceptable  unto  thee,  and 
break  off  thy  sins  by  righteousness,  and  thine  iniquities  bv  shewing 
mercy  to  the  poor;  if  it  may  be  a  lengthening  of  thy  tranquillity. 

28  ^  All  this  came  upon  the  king  Nebucnadnezzar. 

29  At  the  end  of  twelve  months  he  walked  in  the  palace  of  the 
kingdom  of  Babylon. 

30  The  king  spake,  and  said,  Is  not  this  great  Babylon,  that  I  have 
built  for  the  house  of  the  kingdom  by  the  might  of  my  power,  and  for 
the  honour  of  my  majesty  ? 

31  While  the  word  was  in  the  king's  mouth,  there  fell  a  voice  from 
heaven,  saying^  O  king  Nebuchadnezzar,  to  thee  it  is  spoken;  The 
kingdom  is  departed  from  thee. 

32  And  they  shall  drive  thee  from  men,  and  thy  dwelling  shcJl  be 
with  the  beasts  of  the  field :  they  shall  make  thee  to  eat  grass  as  oxen, 
and  seven  times  shall  pass  over  thee,  until  thou  know  that  the  most 
High  ruleth  in  the  kingdom  of  men,  and  giveth  it  to  whomsoever 
he  will. 

33  The  same  hour  was  the  thing  fulfilled  upon  Nebuchadnezzar: 
and  he  was  driven  from  men,  and  did  eat  grass  as  oxen,  and  his  bodv 
was  wet  with  the  dew  of  heaven,  till  his  hairs  were  gro\ra  like  eagles' 

featherSy  and  his  nails  like  birds'  claics. 

34  And  at  the  end  of  the  days  I  Nebuchadnezzar  lifted  up  mine 
eyes  unto  heaven,  and  mine  understanding  returned  unto  me,  and  I 
blessed  the  most  High,  and  I  praised  and  honoured  him  that  liveth 
for  ever,  whose  dominion  i^  an  everlasting  dominion,  and  his  kingdom 
is  from  generation  to  generation: 

35  And  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  are  reputed  as  nothing: 
and  he  doeth  according  to  his  will  in  the  army  of  heaven,  and  among 
the  inhabitants  of  the  earth:  and  none  can  stay  his  hand,  or  say  unto 
him.  What  doest  thou  ? 

36  At  the  same  time  my  reason  returned  unto  me;  and  for  the 
glory  of  my  kingdom,  mine  honour  and  brightness  returned  unto  me; 
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BT  WILUAM  G.  TAN  HABCHT,  A  FLBMIBH  ABTIBT  Of* 
IBS  BEVENTEEMTH  CENTUBT. 

^  And  four  great  beasts  came  up  from  the  sea,  diverm 
one  from  another** — Daniel,  7,  S. 

THE  stories  ci  Daniei's  personal  adventures  cease 
with  his  rescue  from  the  lions,  and  the  great  honor 
done  thereafter  to  him  and  to  his  God,  both  by 
Darius  and  bj  Cyrus,  who  is  also  mentioned  as  ruling  over 
the  Persians.  In  the  second  half  of  the  Book  of  Daniel, 
the  prophet  instead  of  interpreting  the  visions  of  others, 
tdls  his  own,  and  explains  the  interpretation  of  these  as 
God  or  His  angeU  explained  them  to  the  seer. 

Tliese  visions  of  Daniel  are  marvellous  and  worid«em- 
bracing.  In  the  first,  the  prophet  found  himsdf  at  night 
on  the  shore  of  the  vast  storm-tossed  sea;  and  out  of  the 
waves  there  arose  **four  great  beasts.'*  One  was  like  a 
lion,  but  with  eagle's  wings,  the  next  was  a  bear  devouring 
raw  ribs  of  flesh,  the  next  a  four-winged,  four-headed 
leopard,  and  the  fourth  *' dreadful  and  terrible,'*  ten- 
homed  and  with  "iron  teeth.**  This  last  monster  attadced 
the  others  and  went  on  destroying  everything,  u^til  an 
aged  and  venerable  figure  appeared,  the  "Ancient  of  days,** 
and  slew  the  monster.  Then  came  the  Messiah,  upon 
whom  the  "  Ancient  of  days"  conferred  universal  dominion. 

The  vision  was  then  explained  to  the  seer  by  '*one  of 
them  that  stood  by,"  as  typifying  the  four  empires  whidi 

were  to  arise  one  after  another  before  the  Messiah*8 
spiritual  dominion  was  established  over  earth. 
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and  my  counsellors  and  mv  lords  sought  unto  me;  and  I  was  estab- 
lished m  my  kingdom,  and  excellent  majesty  waS  added  unto  me. 

37  Now  I  Nebuchadnezzar  praise  and  extol  and  honour  the  Kinj 
of  heaven,  all  whose  works  are  truth,  and  his  ways  judgment:  an( 
those  that  walk  in  pride  he  is  able  to  abase. 

Cfiapter  5 

1  B€itkaztar*9  imp(ou9  fead.  5  A  kandwriting,  unknovm  to  the  mtifficians,  broubletk  the  king.  10  At  the  com" 
tnendaHon  of  the  queen^  Daniel  is  brought.  17  He^  reproving  the  king  of  pride  and  idolatry,  25  readeth  and  in* 
ierprtUth  the  taittng.    30  The  monarchy  ie  translated  to  the  Modes. 


jELSHAZZAR  the  king  made  a  great  feast  to  a  thousand  of 
his  lords,  and  drank  wine  before  the  thousand. 

2  Belshazzar,  whiles  he  tasted  the  wine,  commanded  to 

bring  the  golden  and  silver  vessels  which  his  father  Nebuchadnezzar 
had  taken  out  of  the  temple  which  was  in  Jerusalem;  that  the  king, 
and  his  princes,  his  wives,  and  his  concubines,  might  drink  therein. 

3  Then  they  brought  the  golden  vessels  that  were  taken  out  ^  of 
the  temple  of  the  house  of  God  which  was  at  Jerusalem;  and  the  king, 
and  his  princes,  his  wives,  and  his  concubines,  drank  in  them. 

4  They  drank  wine,  and  praised  the  gods  of  gold,  and  of  silver,  of 
brass,  of  iron,  of  wood,  and  of  stone. 

5  ^  In  the  same  hour  came  forth  fingers  of  a  man's  hand,  and 
wrote  over  against  the  candlestick  upon  the  plaister  of  the  wall  of  the 
king's  palace :  and  the  king  saw  the  part  of  the  hand  that  wrote. 

6  Tnen  the  king's  countenance  was  changed,  and  his  thoughts 
troubled  him,  so  that  the  joints  of  his  loins  were  loosed,  and  his  knees 
smote  one  against  another. 

7  The  king  cried  aloud  to  bring  in  the  astrologers,  the  Chaldeans, 
and  the  sootnsayers.  And  the  king  spake,  and  said  to  the  wise  men 
of  Babylon,  Whosoever  shall  read  this  writing,  and  shew  me  the  in- 
terpretation thereof,  shall  be  clothed  with  scarlet,  and  have  a  chain 
of  gold  about  his  neck,  and  shall  be  the  third  ruler  in  the  kingdom. 

8  Then  came  in  all  the  king's  wise  Tnen:  but  they  could  not  read 
the  writing,  nor  make  known  to  the  king  the  interpretation  thereof. 

9  Then  was  king  Belshazzar  greatly  troubled,  and  his  countenance 
was  changed  in  him,  and  his  lords  were  astonied. 

10  ^  Now  the  queen,  by  reason  of  the  words  of  the  king  and  his 
lords,  came  into  the  banquet  house:  and  the  queen  spake  and  said, 
O  king,  live  for  ever;  let  not  thy  thoughts  trouble  thee,  nor  let  thy 
countenance  be  changed : 

1 1  There  is  a  man  in  thy  kingdom,  in  whom  is  the  spirit  of  the  holy 
gods;  and  in  the  days  of  thy  father  light  and  understanding  and 
wisdom,  like  the  wisdom  of  the  gods,  was  found  in  him;  whom  the 
king  Nebuchadnezzar  thy  father,  the  king,  /  say^  thy  father,  made 
master  of  the  magicians,  astrologers,  Chaldeans,  and  soothsayers; 

12  Forasmuch  as  an  excellent  spirit,  and  knowledge,  and  under- 
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standing,  interpreting  of  dreams,  and  she\i*ing  of  hard  sentences,  and 
dissolving  of  doubts,  were  found  in  the  same  Daniel,  whom  the  king 
named  Belteshazzar:  now  let  Daniel  be  called,  and  he  will  shew  the 
interpretation. 

13  Then  was  Daniel  brought  in  before  the  king.  And  the  king' 
spake  and  said  unto  Daniel,  Art  thou  that  Daniel,  which  art  of  the 
cnildren  of  the  captivity  of  Judah,  whom  the  king  my  father  brought 
out  of  Jewry  ? 

14  I  have  even  heard  of  thee,  that  the  spirit  of  the  gods  is  in  thee, 
and  tJiat  light  and  understanding  and  excellent  wisdom  is  found  in  thee. 

15  And  now  the  wise  men  the  astrologers,  have  been  brought  in 
before  me,  that  they  should  read  this  writmg,  and  make  knowTi  unto 
me  the  interpretation  thereof:  but  they  could  not  shew  the  interpre- 
tation of  the  thing: 

16  And  I  have  heard  of  thee,  that  thou  canst  make  interpretations, 
and  dissolve  doubts:  now  if  thou  canst  read  the  WTiting,  and  make 
known  to  me  the  interpretation  thereof,  thou  shalt  be  clothed  with 
scarlet,  and  hai'e  a  chain  of  gold  about  thy  neck,  and  shalt  be  the 
third  ruler  in  the  kingdom. 

17  Tf  Then  Daniel  answered  and  said  before  the  king.  Let  thy 
gifts  be  to  thyself,  and  give  thy  rewards  to  another;  yet  1  will  read 
the  writing  unto  the  king,  and  make  known  to  him  the  interpretation. 

18  O  thou  king,  the  most  high  God  gave  Nebuchadnezzar  thy 
father  a  kingdom,  and  majesty,  and  gloiy,  and  honour: 

19  And  for  the  majesty  that  he  gave  him,  all  people,  nations,  and 
languages,  trembled  and  feared  before  him :  whom  he  would  he  slew ; 
and  whom  he  would  he  kept  alive;  and  whom  he  would  he  set  up; 
and  whom  he  would  he  put  dowTi. 

20  But  when  his  heart  was  lifted  up,  and  his  mind  hardened  in 

f)ride,  he  was  deposed  from  his  kingly  tnrone,  and  they  took  his  glor\- 
rom  him: 

21  And  he  was  driven  from  the  sons  of  men;  and  his  heart  was 
made  like  the  beasts,  and  his  dwelling  was  with  the  wild  asses:  they 
fed  him  with  grass  like  oxen,  and  his  body  was  wet  with  the  dew  of 
heaven;  till  he  knew  that  the  most  high  God  ruled  in  the  kingdom 
of  men,  and  that  he  appointeth  over  it  whomsoever  he  will. 

22  And  thou  his  son,  O  Belshazzar,  hast  not  humbled  thine  heart, 
though  thou  knewest  all  this; 

23  But  hast  lifted  up  thyself  against  the  Lord  of  heaven;  and  they 
have  brought  the  vessels  of  his  house  before  thee,  and  thou,  and  thy 
lords,  thv  wives,  and  thy  concubines,  have  drunk  wine  in  them;  and 
thou  hast  praised  the  gods  of  silver,  and  gold,  of  brass,  iron,  wood, 
and  stone,  which  see  not,  nor  hear,  nor  know:  and  the  God  in  whose 
hand  thy  breath  is^  and  whose  are  all  thy  ways,  hast  thou  not  glorified: 

24  Then  was  the  part  of  the  hand  sent  from  him;  and  this  \\Titing 
was  written. 
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**And  I  heard  a  man*s  voice  between  the  banks  ef  TJlax^ 
trhieh  called  and  said^  Gabriel^  make  this  man  to  understand 
the  vision.'* — Danid^  5,  16. 

IN  THE  next  vision  of  which  we  are  told,  Daniel 
thought  himself  in  the  palace  at  Shushan,  or  Susa, 
the  Persian  capital;  but  suddenly  lifting  his  eyes  he 
saw  "the  river  of  Ulai*'  before  him,  and  there  was  a  two- 
homed  ram  domineering  and  driving  ever3rthing  to  flight 
Against  the  ram  there  came  rushing  through  the  sky  a 
goat,  having  "a  notable  horn  between  his  eyes."  The 
two  beasts  fought,  and  the  goat  conquered,  after  which  he 
waxed  very  great  indeed  and  did  many  terrible  deeds,  and 
his  huge  horn  divided  into  four,  with  other  wonders, 
among  which  was  a  voice  stating  the  exact  number  of 
days  the  e\il  povt^er  of  the  goat  should  last 

Daniel  understood  little  of  this,  until  he  heard  a  voice 
summoning  the  archangel  Gabriel  to  interpret  it  for  him. 
*'So  he  came  near  where  I  stood:  and  when  he  came, 
I  was  afraid,  and  fell  upon  my  face;  but  he  said  unto  me. 
Understand,  O  Son  of  man:  for  at  the  time  of  the  end  shall 
be  the  \ision.**  The  two-homed  ram  was  the  empire  of 
the  Medes  and  Persians;  the  goat  the  restless  Greeks; 
his  "notable**  horn,  the  conquering  Alexander  the  Great; 
and  the  four  horns  that  followed,  the  four  Greek  kingdoms 
into  which  his  dominions  were  divided  at  his 
death,  and  the  rulers  of  which  were  to 
oppress  their  Asiatic  subjects. 
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25  Tf  And  this  is  the  writing  that  was  written,  MENE,  MENE, 
TEKEL,  UPHARSIN. 

26  This  is  the  interpretation  of  the  thing:  MENE;  God  hath  num- 
bered thy  kingdom,  and  finished  it. 

27  TEKEL;  Thou  art  weighed  in  the  balances,  and  art  found 
-wanting. 

28  rERES;  Thy  kingdom  is  divided,  and  given  to  the  Medes  and 
Persians. 

29  Then  commanded  Belshazzar,  and  they  clothed  Daniel  with 
scarlet,  and  pvt  a  chain  of  gold  about  his  necK,  and  made  a  procia* 
mation  concerning  him,  that  he  should  be  the  third  ruler  in  the  king- 
dom. 

30  f  In  that  night  was  Belshazzar  the  king  of  the  Chaldeans  slain. 

31  And  Darius  the  Median  took  the  kingdom,  being  about  three- 
score and  two  years  old. 

Cliapter  6 

1  Danid  ia  made  chief  of  the  presidents.  4  They  conspiring  aoainet  him  obtain  ctn  idolatrous  decree.  10  Danid. 
accused  of  the  breach  thereof,  is  cast  into  the  lions*  den.  18  Daniel  is  saved,  24  his  adversaries  devoured,  25  ana 
Gad  magnified  by  a  decree. 


WAM 


T  pleased  Darius  to  set  over  the  kingdom  an  hundred  and 
twenty  princes,,  which  should  be  over  the  whole  kingdom; 
2  And  over  these  three  presidents;  of  whom  Daniel  was 
first:  that  the  princes  might  give  accounts  unto  them,  and  the  king 
should  have  no  damage. 

3  Then  this  Daniel  was  preferred  above  the  presidents  and  princes, 
because  an.  excellent  spirit  was  in  him;  and  the  king  thought  to  set 
him  over  the  whole  realm. 

4  ^  Then  the  presidents  and  princes  sought  to  find  occasion  against 
Daniel  concerning  the  kingdom;  but  they  could  find  none  occasion 
nor  fault;  forasmuch  as  he  wa;S  faithful,  neither  was  there  any  error 
or  fault  found  in  him. 

5  Then  said  these  men.  We  shall  not  find  any  occasion  against  this 
X>aniel,  except  we  find  it  against  him  concerning  the  law  or  his  God. 

6  Then  tnese  presidents  and  princes  assembled  together  to  the 
king,  and  said  thus  unto  him,  King  Darius,  live  for  ever. 

7  All  the  presidents  of  the  kingdom,  the  governors,  and  the  princes, 
the  counsellors,  and  the  captains,  have  consulted  together  to  establish 
a  royal  statute,  and  to  make  a  firm  decree,  that  whosoever  shall  ask 
a  petition  of  any  God  or  man  for  thirty  days,  save  of  thee,  O  king, 
he  shall  be  cast  into  the  den  of  lions. 

8  Now,  O  king,  establish  the  decree,  and  sign  the  writing,  that  it 
be  not  changed,  according  to  the  law  of  the  Medes  and  Jrersians, 
which  alteretn  not. 

9  Wherefore  king  Darius  signed  the  writing  and  the  decree. 

10  ^  Nqw  when  Daniel  knew  that  the  writing  was  signed,  he  went 
into  his  house;  and  his  windows  being  open  in  his  chamber  toward 
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Jerusalem,  he  kneeled  upon  his  knees  three  times  a  day,  and  prayed, 
and  gave  thanks  before  nis  God,  as  he  did  aforetime. 

11  Then  these  men  assembled,  and  found  Daniel  praying  and 
making  supplication  before  his  God. 

12  Then  they  came  near,  and  spake  before  the  king  concerning- 
the  king's  decree;  Hast  thou  not  signed  a  decree,  that  every  man  that 
shall  ask  a  petition  of  any  God  or  man  within  thirty  days,  save  of 
thee,  O  king,  shall  be  cast  into  the  den  of  lions  ?  The  king  answered 
and  said.  The  thing  is  true,  according  to  the  law  of  the  Medes  and 
Persians,  which  altereth  not 

13  Then  answered  thev  and  said  before  the  king.  That  Daniel^ 
w^hich  is  of  the  children  ot  the  captivity  of  Judah,  regardeth  not  thee, 
O  kin^,  nor  the  decree  that  thou  Wt  signed,  but  maketh  his  petition 
three  times  a  dav. 

14  Then  the  ting,  when  he  heard  tJiese  words,  was  sore  displeased 
with  himself,  and  set  his  heart  on  Daniel  to  deliver  him:  and  he 
laboured  till  the  going  down  of  the  sun  to  deliver  him. 

15  Then  these  men  assembled  unto  the  king,  and  said  unto  the 
king.  Know,  O  king,  that  the  law  of  the  ^Medes  and  Persians  is^ 
That  no  degree  nor  statute  which  the  king  establisheth  may  be  changed. 

16  Then  the  king  commanded,  and  they  brought  Daniel,  and  cast 
him  into  the  den  of  lions.  Now  the  king  spake  and  said  unto  Daniel, 
Thy  God  whom  thou  servest  continually,  ne  will  deliver  thee. 

17  And  a  stone  was  brought,  and  laid  upon  the  mouth  of  the  den; 
and  the  king  sealed  it  with  nis  owti  signet,  and  with  the  signet  of  his 
lords;  that  the  purpose  might  not  be  changed  concerning  Daniel. 

18  ^  Then  the  king  went  to  his  palace,  and  passed  the  night  fasting: 
neither  were  instruments  of  musick  brought  before  him:  and  his 
sleep  went  from  him. 

19  Then  the  king  arose  very  early  in  the  morning,  and  went  in 
haste  unto  the  den  of  lions. 

20  And  when  he  came  to  the  den,  he  cried  with  a  lamentable 
voice  unto  Daniel:  and  the  king  spake  and  said  to  Daniel,  O  Daniel, 
servant  of  the  living  God,  is  thy  God,  whom  thou  servest  continually, 
able  to  deliver  thee  from  the  lions  ? 

21  Then  said  Daniel  unto  the  king,  O  king,  live  for  ever. 

22  ^ly  God  hath  sent  his  angel,  and  hath  shut  the  lions'  mouths, 
that  they  have  not  hurt  me:  forasmuch  as  before  him  innocency  was 
found  in  me;  and  also  before  thee,  O  king,  have  I  done  no  hurt. 

23  Then  w^as  the  king  exceeding  glad  for  him,  and  commanded 
that  they  should  take  Daniel  up  out  of  the  den.  So  Daniel  was 
taken  up  out  of  the  den,  and  no  manner  of  hurt  was  found  upon  him, 
because  he  believed  in  his  God. 

24  ^  And  the  king  commanded,  and  they  brought  those  men  which 
had  accused  Daniel,  and  they  cast  them  into  the  den  of  lions,  them,, 
their  children,  and  their  wives;  and  the  lions  had  the  mastery  of  them,. 
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and  brake  all  their  bones  in  pieces  or  ever  they  came  at  the  bottom 
of  the  den. 

25  T[  Then  kinff  Darius  wrote  unto  all  people,  nations,  and  lan- 
guages, that  dwell  in  all  the  earth;  Peace  be  multiplied  unto  you. 

26  I  make  a  decree,  That  in  every  dominion  of  my  kingdom  men 
tremble  and  fear  before  the  God  of  L)aniel :  for  he  w  the  living  God, 
and  steadfast  for  ever,  and  his  kingdom  that  which  shall  not  oe  de- 
stroyed, and  his  dominion  shall  be  even  unto  the  end. 

27  He  delivereth  and  rescueth,  and  he  worketh  signs  and  wonders 
in  heaven  and  in  earth,  who  hath  delivered  Daniel  from  the  power 
of  the  lions. 

28  So  this  Daniel  prospered  in  the  reign  of  Darius,  and  in  the 
reign  of  Cyrus  the  Persian. 

Chapter  7 

1  Danid's  vUUm  of  four  bea^,    0  Of  God*8  kingdom.    15  7ue  interpretation  thereof. 

the  first  year  of  Belshazzar  king  of  Babylon  Daniel  had  a 
dream  and  visions  of  his  head  upon  his  bed:  then  he  wrote 
the  dream,  and  told  the  sum  of  the  matters. 

2  Daniel  spake  and  said,  I  saw  in  my  vision  by  night,  and,  be- 
hold, the  four  winds  of  the  heaven  strove  upon  the  great  sea. 

3  And  four  great  beasts  came  up  from  the  sea,  diverse  one  from 
another. 

4  The  first  was  like  a  lion,  and  had  eagles'  wings:  I  beheld  till  the 
wings  thereof  were  plucked,  and  it  was  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  and 
made  stand  upon  tne  feet  as  a  man,  and  a  man's  heart  was  given 
to  it. 

5  And  behold  another  beast,  a  second,  like  to  a  bear,  and  it  raised 
up  itself  on  one  side,  and  it  had  three  ribs  in  the  mouth  of  it  between 
the  teeth  of  it;  and  they  said  thus  unto  it.  Arise,  devour  much  flesh. 

6  After  this  I  beheld,  and  lo  another,  like  a  leopard,  which  had 
upon  the  back  of  it  four  wings  of  a  fowl;  the  beast  had  also  four  heads; 
and  dominion  was  given  to  it. 

7  After  this  I  saw  in  the  night  visions,  and  behold  a  fourth  beast, 
dreadful  and  terrible,  and  strong  exceedingly;  and  it  had  great  iron 
teeth:  it  devoured  and  brake  in  pieces,  and  stamped  the  residue  with 
the  feet  of  it:  and  it  was  diverse  from  all  the  beasts  that  were  before 
it;  and  it  had  ten  horns. 

8  I  considered  the  horns,  and,  behold,  there  came  up  among  them 
another  little  horn,  before  whom  there  were  three  of  the  first  horns 
plucked  up  by  the  roots:  and,  behold,  in  this  horn  were  eyes  like  the 
eyes  of  man,  and  a  mouth  speaking  great  things. 

9^1  beheld  till  the  thrones  were  cast  down,*  and  the  Ancient  of 
days  did  sit,  w^hose  garment  was  white  as  snow,  and  the  hair  of  his 

■The  Revised  Version  reads,  **  I  beheld  till  thrones  were  placed,  and  one  that  was  ancient  of  days  did 
«it/*  etc. 
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head  like  the  pure  wool :  his  throne  wa8  like  ihe  fiery  flame,  and  his 
wheels  as  burning  fire. 

10  A  fiery  stream  issued  and  came  forth  from  before  him:  thousand 
thousands  ministered  unto  him,  and  ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand 
stood  before  him :  the  judgment  was  set,  and  the  books  were  opened. 

Ill  beheld  then  because  of  the  voice  of  the  great  words  which  the 
horn  spake:  1  beheld  even  till  the  beast  was  slain,  and  his  body  de* 
stroyea,  and  given  to  the  burning  flame. 

12  As  concerning  the  rest  of  the  beasts,  they  had  their  dominion 
taken  away:  yet  their  lives  were  prolonged  for  a  season  and  time. 

13  I  saw  in  the  night  visions,  and,  behold,  one  like  the  Son  of  man 
came  with  the  clouds  of  heaven,  and  came  to  the  Ancient  of  days,  and 
they  brought  him  near  before  him. 

14  And  there  was  given  him  dominion,  and  glory,  and  a  kingdom, 
that  all  people,  nations,  and  langua^s  should  serve  him:  his  domin- 
ion  is  an  everlasting  dominion,  which  shall  not  pass  away,  and  his 
kingdom  that  which  shall  not  be  destroyed. 

15  •[  I  Daniel  was  grieved  in  my  spirit  in  the  midst  of  my  body,  and 
the  visions  of  my  head  troubled  me. 

16  I  came  near  unto  one  of  them  that  stood  bv,  and  asked  him 
the  truth  of  all  this.  So  he  told  me,  and  made  me  fciow  the  interpre- 
tation of  the  things. 

17  These  great  beasts,  which  are  four,  are  four  kings,  which  shall 
arisie  out  of  the  earth. 

18  But  the  saints  of  the  most  High  shall  take  the  kingdom,  and 
possess  the  kingdom  for  ever,  even  for  ever  and  ever. 

19  Then  I  would  know  the  truth  of  the  fourth  beast,  which  was 
diverse  from  all  the  others,  exceeding  dreadful,  whose  teeth  were  of 
iron,  and  his  nails  of  brass;  which  devoured,  brake  in  pieces,  and 
stamped  the  residue  with  his  feet; 

20  And  of  the  ten  horns  that  were  in  his  head,  and  o^the  other  which 
came  up,  and  before  whom  three  fell;  even  o^that  horn  that  had  eyes, 
and  a  mouth  that  spake  very  great  things,  whose  look  was  more  stout 
than  his  fellows. 

21  I  beheld,  and  the  same  horn  made  war  with  the  saints,  and 
prevailed  against  them: 

22  Until  the  Ancient  of  days  came,  and  judgment  was  given  to 
the  saints  of  the  most  High;  and  the  time  came  that  the  saints  pos- 
sessed the  kingdom. 

23  Thus  he  said,  The  fourth  beast  shall  be  the  fourth  kingdom 
upon  earth,  which  shall  be  diverse  from  all  kingdoms,  and  shall 
devour  the  whole  earth,  and  shall  tread  it  down,  and  oreak  it  in  pieces. 

24  And  the  ten  horns  out  of  this  kingdom  are  ten  kings  that  shall 
arise:  and  another  shall  rise  after  them;  and  he  shall  be  diverse  from 
the  first,  and  he  shall  subdue  three  kings. 

25  And  he  shall  speak  great  words  against  the   most  High,  and 
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shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the  most  High,  and  think  to  change 
times  and  laws :  and  they  shall  be  given  into  his  hand  until  a  time  and 
times  and  the  dividing  of  time. 

26  But  the  judgment  shall  sit,  and  they  shall  take  away  his  domin- 
ion, to  consume  and  to  destroy  it  unto  the  end. 

27  And  the  kingdom  and  dominion,  and  the  greatness  of  the  king- 
dom under  the  whole  heaven,  shall  be  given  to  the  people  of  the  saints 
of  the  most  High,  whose  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  kmgdom,  and  all 
dominions  shall  serve  and  obey  him. 

28  Hitherto  is  the  end  of  the  matter.  As  for  me  Daniel,  my  cogi- 
tations much  troubled  me,  and  my  countenance  changed  in  me :  but  I 
kept  the  matter  in  my  heart. 

Chapter  8 

1  Daniel's  vUion  of  the  ram  and  he  goat.  13  Tke  two  thousand  three  hundred  days  of  sacrifice.  15  Oabriel  com* 
forteth  Danid,  ana  inierpreteth  the  vision. 

JN  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  king  Belshazzar  a  vision  ap- 
peared  unto   me,   even  unto  me   Daniel,   after   that   which 
appeared  unto  me  at  the  first. 

2  And  1  saw  in  a  vision ;  and  it  came  to  pass,  when  I  saw,  that  I 
was  at  Shushan  in  the  palace,  which  is  in  the  province  of  Elam;  and  I 
saw  in  a  vision,  and  I  was  by  the  river  of  Ulai. 

3  Then  I  lifted  up  mine  eyes,  and  saw,  and,  behold,  there  stood 
before  the  river  a  ram  which  had  two  horns:  and  the  tivo  horns  ivere 
high;  but  one  wa^  higher  than  the  other,  and  the  higher  came  up  last. 

4  I  saw  the  ram  pushing  westward  and  northward,  and  southward ; 
so  that  no  beasts  might  stand  before  him,  neither  was  there  any  that 
could  deliver  out  of  nis  hand;  but  he  did  according  to  his  will,  and 
became  great. 

5  And  as  I  was  considering,  behold,  an  he  goat  came  from  the 
west  on  the  face  of  the  whole  earth,  and  touched  not  the  ground: 
and  the  goat  had  a  notable  horn  between  his  eyes. 

6  And  he  came  to  the  ram  that  had  two  horns,  which  I  had  seen 
standing  before  the  river,  and  ran  unto  him  in  the  fuiy  of  his  power. 

7  And  I  saw  him  come  close  unto  the  ram,  and  he  was  moved  with 
(holer  against  him,  and  smote  the  ram,  and  brake  his  two  horns: 
and  there  was  no  power  in  the  ram  to  stand  before  him,  but  he  cast 
him  down  to  the  ground,  and  stamped  upon  him:  and  there  was  none 
that  could  deliver  the  ram  out  of  nis  hand. 

8  Therefore  the  he  goat  waxed  very  great:  and  when  he  was  strong, 
the  great  horn  was  broken;  and  for  it  came  up  four  notable  ones 
toward  the  four  winds  of  heaven. 

9  And  out  of  one  of  them  came  forth  a  little  horn,  which  waxed 
exceeding  great,  toward  the  south,  and  toward  the  east,  and  toward 
the  pleasant  land. 

10  And  it  waxed  great,  even  to  the  host  of  heaven;  and  it  cast  down 
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some  of  the  host  and  of  the  stars  to  the  ground,  and  stamped  upon 
them. 

1 1  Yea,  he  magnified  himself  even  to  the  princes  of  the  host,  and 
by  him  the  daily  sacrifice  was  taken  away,  and  the  place  of  his  sane- 
tuary  was  cast  doi^Ti. 

12  And  an  host  was  ^ven  him  against  the  daily  sacrifice  by  reason 
of  transgression,^  and  it  cast  down  the  truth  to  the  ground;  and  it 
practised,  and  prospered. 

13  ^  Then  I  heard  one  saint  speaking,  and  another  saint  said  unto 
that  certain  saint  which  spake.  How  long  shall  he  the  vision  concerning 
the  daily  sacrifice^  and  the  transgression  of  desolation,  to  give  both  the 
sanctuary  and  the  host  to  be  trodden  under  foot  ? 

14  And  he  said  unto  me.  Unto  two  thousand  and  three  hundred 
days;  then  shall  the  sanctuary  be  cleansed. 

15  ^And  it  came  to  pass,  when  I,  even  I  Daniel,  had  seen  the 
vision,  and  sought  for  the  meaning,  then,  behold,  there  stood  before 
me  as  the  appearance  of  a  man. 

16  And  1  neard  a  man's  voice  between  the  banks  of  Ulai,  which 
called,  and  said,  Gabriel,  make  this  man  to  understana  the  vision. 

17  So  he  came  near  where  I  stood:  and  when  he  came,  I  was  afraid, 
and  fell  upon  my  face:  but  he  said  unto  me.  Understand,  O  son  of 
man:  for  at  the  time  of  the  end  shall  be  the  vision. 

18  Now  as  he  was  speaking  with  me,  I  was  in  a  deep  sleep  on  my 
face  toward  the  grouna:  but  he  touched  me,  and  set  me  upright 

19  And  he  said.  Behold,  I  will  make  thee  know  what  shall  be  in  the 
last  end  of  the  indignation :  for  at  the  time  appointed  the  end  shall  be. 

20  The  ram  which  thou  sawest  having  tioo  horns  are  the  kings 
of  Media  and  Persia. 

21  And  the  rough  goat  is  the  king  of  Grecia:  and  the  great  horn 
that  is  between  his  eyes  is  the  first  King. 

22  Now  that  being  broken,  whereas  four  stood  up  for  it,  four 
kingdoms  shall  stand  up  out  of  the  nation,  but  not  in  his  power. 

23  And  in  the  latter  time  of  their  kingdom,  when  the  transgressors 
are  come  to  the  full,  a  king  of  fierce  countenance,  and  understanding 
dark  sentences,  shall  stand  up. 

24  And  his  power  shall  be  mighty,  but  not  by  his  own  power:  and 
he  shall  destroy  wonderfully,  and  shall  prosper,  and  practise,  and 
shall  destroy  the  mighty  and  the  holy  people. 

25  And  through  his  policy  also  he  shall  cause  craft  to  prosper  in 
his  hand;  and  he  shall  magnify  himself  in  his  heart,  and  by  peace 
shall  destroy  many:  he  shall  also  stand  up  against  the  Prince  of 
princes;  but  he  shall  be  broken  without  hand. 

26  And  the  vision  of  the  evening  and  the  morning  which  was  told 
is  true :  wherefore  shut  thou  up  the  vision ;  for  it  shall  be  for  many  days.

**Then  came  the  ward  if  the  Lord  by  Haggai  the  prophet^ 
eaying,  **I$  ii  time  for  you,  O  ye,  to  dvodL  in  your  ceiled 
houses,  and  this  house  lie  waste  ?** — Haggai,  i»  3. 

HAGGAI  was  the  earliest  prophet  of  the  final  group, 
those  who  dwelt  in  the  second  Jerusalem,  the  dij 
rebuilt  by  the  exiles  who  returned  from  Babjlon 
wider  Zerubbabel  and  his  successors.  Both  Haggai  and 
his  contemporary,  Zechariah,  are  mentioned  in  the  chron- 
icle of  Ezra  as  urging  the  completion  of  God*s  Temple 
in  the  restored  city.  They  must  have  been  among  the 
earliest  colonists  returning  to  Judah.  The  new  Temple 
had  been  begun  at  once;  but  so  enormous  was  the  labor 
it  involved,  and  so  numerous  were  the  other  needs  of  the 
colonists,  that  for  sixteen  years  the  house  of  worship  re- 
mained incomplete. 

At  length  Haggai  come  forward.  Droughts  and  other 
evils  had  begun  to  afflict  the  people,  and  Haggai  declared 
all  these  to  be  a  punishment  for  their  religious  negligence: 
**  because  of  mine  house  that  is  waste,  and  ye  run  every 
man  unto  his  own  house." 

"And  the  Lord  stirred  up  the  spirit  of  Zerubbabel  the 
son  of  Shealtiel,  governor  of  Judah,  and  the  spirit  of  Joshua 
the  son  of  Josedcch,  the  high  priest,  and  the  spirit  of  all 
the  remnant  cf  the  people;  and  they  came  and  did  their 
work  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  of  hosts,  their  God," 
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DANIEL  IX — Daniel's  prayer  for  judah  1421 

27  And  I  Daniel  fainted,  and  was  sick  certain  days;  afterward  I 
rose  up,  and  did  the  king's  business;  and  I  was  astonished  at  the 
vision,  but  none  understood  it 

Cfiapter  0 

1  Danid,  amtidering  the  time  of  the  captivity,  3  maketk  confession  of  sins,  16  and  prayeth  for  the  restoration  of 
JeruuaUm.    20  Gabriel  informeih  him  of  the  seventy  weeks, 

N  the  first  year  of  Darius  the  son  of  Ahasuerus,  of  the  seed  of 
the  Medes,  which  was  made  king  over  the  realm  of  the  Chal- 
deans ; 

2  In  the  first  year  of  his  reign  I  Daniel  understood  by  books  the 
number  of  the  years,  whereof  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  to  Jeremiah 
the  prophet,  that  he  would  accomplish  seventy  years  in  the  desola- 
tions of  Jerusalem. 

3  ^  And  I  set  my  face  unto  the  Lord  God,  to  seek  by  prayer  and 
supplications,  with  fasting,  and  sackcloth,  and  ashes : 

4  And  I  prayed  unto  the  Lord  my  God,  and  made  my  confession, 
and  said,  O  Lord,  the  great  and  dreadful  God,  keeping  the  covenant 
and  mercy  to  them  that  love  him,  and  to  them  that  Keep  his  com- 
mandments ; 

5  We  have  sinned  and  have  committed  iniquity,  and  have  done 
wickedly,  and  have  rebelled,  even  by  departing  from  thy  precepts 
and  from  thy  judgments: 

6  Neither  nave  we  hearkened  unto  thy  servants  the  prophets,  which 
spake  in  thy  name  to  our  kings,  our  princes,  and  our  fatners,  and  to 
all  the  people  of  the  land. 

7  O  Lord,  righteousness  belongeth  unto  thee,  but  unto  us  confu- 
sion of  faces,  as  at  this  day;  to  the  men  of  Judah,  and  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Jerusalem,  and  unto  all  Israel,  that  are  near,  and  that  are 
far  oflF,  through  all  the  countries  whither  thou  hast  driven  them,  be- 
cause of  their  trespass  that  they  have  trespassed  against  thee. 

8  O  Lord,  to  us  belongeth  confusion  of  face,  to  our  kings,  to  our 
princes,  and  to  our  fathers,  because  we  have  sinned  against  thee. 

9  To  the  Lord  our  God  belong  mercies  and  forgivenesses,  though 
we  have  rebelled  against  him; 

10  Neither  have  we  obeyed  the  voice  of  the  Lord  our  God,  to 
walk  in  his  laws,  which  he  set  before  us  by  his  servants  the  prophets. 

11  Yea,  all  Israel  have  transgressed  thy  law,  even  by  departing, 
that  they  might  not  obey  thy  voice;  therefore  the  curse  is  poured 
upon  us,  and  the  oath  that  is  written  in  the  law  of  Moses  the  servant 
ot  God,  because  we  have  sinned  against  him. 

12  And  he  hath  confirmed  his  words,  which  he  spake  against  us, 
and  against  our  judges  that  judged  us,  by  bringing  upon  us  a  ffreat 
evil :  for  under  tlfie  whole  heaven  hath  not  been  done  as  hath  been 
done  upon  Jerusalem. 

13  As  1/  is  written  in  the  law  of  IVIoses,  all  this  evil  is  come  upon 
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us:  vet  made  we  not  our  prayer  before  the  Lord  our  God,  that  wc 
might  turn  from  our  iniquities,  and  understand  thy  truth. 

14  Therefore  hath  the  Lord  watched  upon  the  evil,  and  brought 
it  upon  us :  for  the  Lord  our  God  w  righteous  in  all  his  works  which 
he  doeth:  for  we  obeyed  not  his  voice. 

15  And  now,  O  Lord  our  God,  thou  hast  brought  thy  people  forth 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  ^ith  a  mighty  hand,  and  hast  gotten  thee 
renown,  as  at  this  day;  we  have  sinned,  we  have  done  wickedly. 

16  t  O  Lord,  according  to  all  thy  righteousness,  I  beseech  thee, 
let  thine  anger  and  thy  fury  be  turned  away  from  thy  city  Jerusalem, 
thy  holy  mountain :  because  for  our  sins,  and  for  the  inio  uities  of  our 
fathers,  Jerusalem  and  thy  people  are  become  a  reproawi  to  all  thut 
are  about  us. 

17  Now  therefore,  O  our  God,  hear  the  prayer  of  thy  servant,  and 
his  supplications,  and  cause  thy  face  to  shine  upon  thy  sanctuarv 
that  is  desolate,  for  the  Lord's  sake. 

18  O  my  God,  incline  thine  ear,  and  hear;  open  thine  eyes,  and 
behold  our  desolations,  and  the  city  which  is  called  by  thy  name: 
for  we  do  not  present  our  supplications  before  thee  for  our  righteous- 
nesses, but  for  thy  great  mercies. 

19  O  Lord,  hear;  O  Lord,  forgive;  O  Lord,  hearken  and  do  ;  defer 
not,  for  thine  own  sake,  O  my  God:  for  thy  city  and  thy  people  are 
called  by  thv  name. 

20  %  And  whiles  I  was  speaking,  and  praying,  and  confessing  mv 
sin  and  the  sin  of  my  people  Israel,  and  presenting  my  supplication 
before  the  Lord  my  God  for  the  holy  mountain  of  my  God; 

21  Yea,  whiles  I  was  speaking  in  prayer,  even  tne  man  Gabriel, 
whom  I  had  seen  in  the  vision  at  the  beginning,  being  caused  to  At 
swiftly,  touched  me  about  the  time  of  the  evenmg  oblation. 

22  And  he  informed  me,  and  talked  with  me,  and  said,  O  Danid, 
I  am  now  come  forth  to  give  thee  skill  and  understanding. 

23  At  the  beginning  of  thy  supplications  the  commandment  came 
forth,  and  I  am  come  to  shew  thee;  for  thou  art  greatly  beloved :  there- 
fore understand  the  matter,  and  consider  the  vision. 

24  Seventy  weeks  are  determined  upon  thy  people  and  upon  thy  holy 
city,  to  finish  the  transgression,  and  to  make  an  end  of  sins,  and  to  make 
reconciliation  for  iniquity,  and  to  bring  in  everlasting  righteousness* 
and  to  seal  up  the  vision  and  prophecy,  and  to  anoint  the  most  Holy. 

25  Know  therefore  and  understand,  that  from  the  going  forth  of 
the  commandment  to  restore  and  to  build  Jerusalem  unto  the  ^les- 
siah  the  Prince  shall  be  seven  weeks,  and  threescore  and  two  weeks: 
the  street  shall  be  built  again,  and  the  wall  even  in  troublous  times. 

26  And  after  threescore  and  two  weeks  shall  Messiah  be  cut  off, 
but  not  for  himself:^  and  the  people  of  the  prince  that  shall  come

WITH  the  enthunasm  inspired  by  Haggai*  the 
new  Temple  rose  rapidly.  Yet  it  was  not 
possible  that  these  impoverished  ocdonists  should 
erect  a  structure  equal  in  size  and  splendor  to  the  former 
Temple  of  Solomon.  Among  the  colonists  ?pere  some 
few  aged  folk  who  had  been  children  before  the  exile,  and 
who  remembered  the  earlier  Temple.  These  could  not 
forbear  from  weepii^  at  the  contrast;  even  the  leaders, 
Zerubbabel  and  the  high-priest,  were  discouraged. 

Haggai  came  forward  again,  to  hearten  them.  What 
mattered  earthly  goigeousness,  he  cried,  so  long  as  they 
•trove  to  please  the  Lord.  Was  not  He  able  to  amend  thdr 
weaknesses  ?  Was  not  all  the  wealth  of  all  the  nations  in 
His  hands?  "The  silver  is  mine,  and  the  gold  is  mine, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 

"The  glory  of  this  latter  house  shall  be  greater  than  of 
the  former,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts:  and  in  this  place  will 
I  give  peace,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.*' 

Then  Haggai  assured  them  that  the  curse  was  lifted*  that 
prosperity  should  be  theirs,  and  God  ii'ould  make  the  house 
of  Zerubbabel  great  beyond  all  earthly  kings.  Thus  his 
brief  book  ends. 
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shall  destroy  the  city  and  the  sanctuary;  and  the  end  thereof  shall  be 
with  a  flood,  and  unto  the  end  of  the  war  desolations  are  determined. 
27  And  he  shall  confirm  the  covenant  with  many  for  one  week: 
and  in  the  midst  of  the  week  he  shall  cause  the  sacrifice  and  the  obla- 
tion to  cease,  and  for  the  overspreading  of  abominations  he  shall 
make  it  desolate,  even  until  the  consummation,  and  that  determined, 
shall  be  f>oured  upon  the  desolate. 

Chapter  10 

1  Danid  having  humbUd  himielf  aeelh  a  vision,    10  Being  trovMed  with  fear  he  is  comforted  by  the  angel, 

|N  the  third  year  of  Cyrus  king  of  Persia,  a  thing  was  revealed 
imto  Daniel,  whose  name  was  called  Belteshazzar;  and  the 

thing  wcis  true,  but  the  time  appointed  was  long:  and  he 

understood  tne  thing,  and  had  understanaing  of  the  vision. 

2  In  those  days  I  Daniel  was  mourning  three  full  weeks. 

3  I  ate  no  pleasant  bread,  neither  came  flesh  nor  wine  in  my  mouth, 
neither  did  I  anoint  myself  at  all,  till  three  whole  weeks  were  fulfilled. 

4  And  in  the  four  and  twentieth  day  of  the  first  month,  as  I  was 
by  the  side  of  the  great  river,  which  is  Hiddekel; 

5  Then  I  lifted  up  my  eyes,  and  looked,  and  behold  a  certain  man 
clothed  in  linen,  whose  loins  were  girded  with  fine  gold  of  Uphaz: 

6  His  body  also  was  like  the  beryl,  and  his  face  as  the  appearance 
'of  lightning,  and  his  eyes  as  lamps  of  fire,  and  his  arms  ana  his  feet 
like  m  colour  to  polished  brass,  and  the  voice  of  his  words  like  the 
voice  of  a  multitude. 

7  And  I  Daniel  alone  saw  the  vision:  for  the  men  that  were  with 
me  saw  not  the  vision;  but  a  great  quaking  fell  upon  them,  so  that 
they  fled  to  hide  themselves. 

8  Therefore  I  was  left  alone,  and  saw  this  great  vision,  and  there 
remained  no  strength  in  me :  for  my  comeliness  was  turned  in  me  into 
corniption,  and  I  retained  no  strength. 

9  Yet  heard  I  the  voice  of  his  words:  and  when  I  heard  the  voice 
of  his  words,  then  was  I  in  a  deep  sleep  on  my  face,  and  my  face 
toward  the  ground. 

10  ^  And,  behold,  an  hand  touched  me,  which  set  me  upon  my 
knees  and  upon  the  palms  of  my  hands.

13  But  the  prince  of  the  kingdom  of  Persia  withstood  me  one  and 
twenty  days:  but,  lo,  Michael,  one  of  the  chief  princes,  came  to  help 
me;  and  I  remained  there  with  the  kings  of  Persia. 
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14  Now  I  am  come  to  make  thee  understand  what  shall  befall 
thy  people  in  the  latter  days :  for  yet  the  vision  is  for  many  days. 

15  And  when  he  had  spoken  such  words  imto  me,  I  set  my  face 
toward  the  ground,  and  I  Decame  dumb. 

16  And,  behold,  one  like  the  similitude  of  the  sons  of  men  touched 
my  lips :  then  I  opened  my  mouth,  and  spake,  and  said  unto  him  that 
stood  before  me,  O  my  lord,  by  the  vision  my  sorrows  are  turned  upon 
me,  and  I  have  retained  no  strength. 

17  For  how  can  the  servant  of  this  my  lord  talk  with  this  my  lord  ? 
for  as  for  me,  straigjitway  there  remained  no  strength  in  me,  neither  is 
there  breath  left  in  me. 

18  Then  there  came  again  and  touched  me  one  like  the  appear- 
ance of  a  man,  and  he  strengthened  me, 

19  And  said,  O  man  greatly  beloved,  fear  not:  peace  be  unto  thee, 
be  strong,  yea,  be  strong.  And  when  he  had  spoken  unto  me,  I  was 
strengthened,  and  said.  Let  my  Lord  speak ;  for  tnou  hast  strengthened 
me. 

20  Then  said  he,  Knowest  thou  wherefore  I  come  unto  thee  ?  and 
now  will  I  return  to  fight  with  the  prince  of  Persia:  and  when  I  am 
gone  forth,  lo,  the  prince  of  Grecia  snail  come. 

21  But  I  will  shew  thee  that  which  is  noted  in  the  scripture  of  truth : 
and  there  is  none  that  holdeth  with  me  in  these  things,  but  Michael 
your  prince.

ILSO  I  in  the  first  year  of  Darius  the  Mede,  even  I,  stood  to 

'  confirm  and  to  strengthen  him. 

2  And  now  will  I  shew  thee  the  truth.  Behold,  there 
shall  stand  up  yet  three  kings  in  Persia;  and  the  fourth  shall  be  far 
richer  than  they  all:  and  by  his  strength  through  his  riches  he  shall 
stir  up  all  against  the  realm  of  Grecia. 

3  And  a  mighty  king  shall  stand  up,  that  shall  rule  with  great 
dominion,  and  do  according  to  his  will. 

4  And  when  he  shall  stand  up,  his  kingdom  shall  be  broken*  and 
shall  be  divided  toward  the  four  winds  of  heaven ;  and  not  to  his  pos- 
terity, nor  according  to  his  dominion  which  he  ruled :  for  his  kingaom 
shall  be  plucked  up,  even  for  others  beside  those. 

5  Tf  And  the  king  of  the  south  shall  be  strong,  and  one  of  his  princes; 
and  he  shall  be  strong  above  him,  and  have  dominion;  his  dominion 
shall  he  a  great  dominion. 

6  And  in  the  end  of  years  they  shall  join  themselves  together;  for 
the  king's  daughter  of  the  south  shall  come  to  the  king  of  the  north 
to  make  an  agreement:  but  she  shall  not  retain  the  power  of  the  arm;

ZECHARIAH,  a  contemporsn'  of  Ilag^,  began  his 
pTopbetic  work  a  £eir  months  later,  and  willi  the 
■anw  general  aim,  the  encouragement  of  the  people 
in  the  comfrietioD  of  the  Temple,  aod  the  deepeiung  of  their 
^ritual  devotioD.  Tbe  methods  of  Zecbariah  are.  boir- 
CTer,  almoBt  wholly  different  from  those  of  Ibe  pUin-epoken 
Uaggai.  ZecEiaiiah  teaches,  not  by  command  and  pre~ 
cept,  but  almoat  wholly  by  t-isitms  and  their  interpretation. 
In  his  fint  \ision,  he  tdia  how  "I  saw  by  night,  and 
behold  a  man  riding  up«B  a  red  horse,  and  he  stood  among 
the  myrtle  trees  that  were  in  the  bottom;  and  behind  him 
were  there  red  horses,  speckled,  and  white."  An  angel 
explains  to  him  that  these  are  God's  watchmen,  and  that 
they  have  found  all  quiet  upon  earth,  the  red  horse  of 
battle  has  not  yet  riddm  forth,  the  tynumy  of  the  heathen 
remains  uobrolcHi.  Then  the  angel  cries  lo  God  to  rescue 
the  children  of  Israel  from  their  miserable  subjugation;  and 
the  Lord  answers  that  the  Temple  shall  now  be  rebuilt, 
and  that  prosperity  and  great  ^ory  shall  some  day  follow. 
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they  that  brought  her,  and  he  that  begat  her,  and  he  that  strengthened 
her  in  these  times. 

7  But  out  of  a  branch  of  her  roots  shall  one  stand  up  in  his  estate, 
which  shall  come  with  an  army,  and  shall  enter  into  the  fortress  of 
the  king  of  the  north,  and  shall  deal  against  them,  and  shall  prevail : 

8  And  shall  also  carry  captives  into  Egypt  their  gods,  with  their 
princes,  and  with  their  precious  vessels  of  silver  and  of  gold;  and  he 
shall  continue  more  years  than  the  king  of  the  north. 

9  So  the  king  of  the  south  shall  come  into  his  kingdom,  and  shall 
return  into  his  own  land. 

10  But  his  sons  shall  be  stirred  up,  and  shall  assemble  a  multitude 
of  great  forces:  and  one  shall  certamly  come,  and  overflow  and  pass 
through:  ihen  shall  he  return,  and  be  stirred  up,  even  to  his  fortress. 

11  And  the  king  of  the  south  shall  be  moved  with  choler,  and  shall 
come  forth  and  fight  with  him,  even  with  the  king  of  the  north:  and 
he  shall  set  forth  a  great  multitude;  but  the  multitude  shall  be  given 
into  his  hand. 

12  And  when  he  hath  taken  away  the  multitude,  his  heart  shall 
be  lifted  up;  and  he  shall  cast  down  Tnany  ten  thousands:  but  he  shall 
not  be  strengthened  hy  it. 

13  For  the  king  of  the  north  shall  return,  and  shall  set  forth  a 
multitude  greater  than  the  former,  and  shall  certainly  come  after 
certain  years  with  a  great  army  and  with  much  riches. 

14  And  in  those  times  there  shall  many  stand  up  against  the  king 
of  the  south:  also  the  robbers  of  thy  people  shall  exalt  themselves 
to  establish  the  vision;  but  they  shall  fall. 

15  So  the  king  of  the  north  shall  come,  and  cast  up  a  mount,  and 
take  the  most  fenced  cities :  and  the  arms  of  the  south  shall  not  with- 
stand, neither  his  chosen  people,  neither  shaU  there  he  any  strength 
to  withstand. 

16  But  he  that  cometh  against  him  shall  do  according  to  his  own 
will,  and  none  shall  stand  before  him:  and  he  shall  stand  in  the  glor- 
ious land,  which  by  his  hand  shall  be  consumed. 

17  He  shall  also  set  his  face  to  enter  with  the  strength  of  his  whole 
kingdom,  and  upright  ones  with  him;  thus  shall  he  do:  and  he  shall 
give  him  the  daughter  of  women,  corrupting  her:  but  she  shall  not  stand 
on  his  side^  neither  be  for  him. 

18  After  this  shall  he  turn  his  face  unto  the  isles,  and  shall  take 
many:  but  a  prince  for  his  own  behalf  shall  cause  the  reproach  offered 
by  him  to  cease;  without  his  own  reproach  he  shall  cause  it  to  turn 
upon  him. 

19  Then  he  shall  turn  his  face  toward  the  fort  of  his  own  land:  but 
he  shall  stumble  and  fall,  and  not  be  found. 

20  Then  shall  stand  up  in  his  estate  a  raiser  of  taxes  in  the  glory 
of  the  kingdom:  but  within  few  days  he  shall  be  destroyed,  neither 
in  anger,  nor  in  battle. 
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21  And  in  his  estate  shall  stand  up  a  vile  person,  to  whom  they 
shall  not  give  the  honour  of  the  kingdom :  but  he  shall  come  in  peace- 
ably, and  obtain  the  kingdom  b\'  flatteries. 

22  And  with  the  arms  of  a  flood  shall  they  be  overflown  from 
before  him,  and  shall  be  broken ;  yea,  also  the  prince  of  the  covenant. 

23  And  after  the  league  made  with  him  he  shall  work  deceitfully: 
for  he  shall  come  up,  and  shall  become  strong  with  a  small  people. 

24  He  shall  enter  peaceably  even  upon  the  fattest  places  of  the 
province;  and  he  shall  do  that  which  his  fathers  have  not  done,  nor 
his  fathers'  fathers;  he  shall  scatter  among  them  the  prey,  and  spoil, 
and  riches:  yea^  and  he  shall  forecast  his  devices  against  the  strong 
holds,  even  for  a  time. 

25  And  he  shall  stir  up  his  power  and  his  courage  against  the  king 
of  the  south  with  a  great  army ;  and  the  king  of  the  south  shall  be  stirred 
up  to  battle  with  a  very  great  and  mighty  army;  but  he  shall  not  stand: 
for  they  shall  forecast  devices  against  him. 

26  1  ea,  they  that  feed  of  the  portion  of  his  meat  shall  destroy  him, 
and  his  army  shall  overflow:  and  many  shall  fall  down  slain. 

27  And  both  these  kings'  hearts  shall  be  to  do  mischief,  and  they 
shall  speak  lies  at  one  table;  but  it  shall  not  prosper:  for  yet  the  end 
^haU  be  at  the  time  appointed. 

28  Then  shall  he  return  into  his  land  with  great  riches;  and  his 
lieart  shall  be  against  the  holy. covenant;  and  ne  shall  do  exploits, 
;and  return  to  his  own  land. 

29  At  the  time  appointed  he  shall  return,  and  come  toward  the 
south;  but  it  shall  not  be  as  the  former,  or  as  the  latter. 

30  ^  For  the  ships  of  Chittim  shall  come  against  him:  therefore 
he  shall  be  grieved,  and  return,  and  have  indignation  against  the  holy 
<!ovenant:  so  shall  he  do;  he  shall  even  return,  and  have  intelligence 
with  them  that  forsake  the  holy  covenant. 

31  And  arms  shall  stand  on  his  part,  and  they  shall  pollute  the 
sanctuary  of  strength,  and  shall  take  away  the  daily  sacrifice^  and  they 
shall  place  the  abomination  that  maketh  desolate. 

32  And  such  as  do  wickedly  against  the  covenant  shall  he  corrupt 
by  flatteries:  but  the  people  that  do  know  their  God  shall  be  strong, 
and  do  exploits. 

33  And  they  that  understand  among  the  people  shall  instruct 
many:  yet  they  shall  fall  by  the  sword,  and  by  flame,  by  captivity, 
and  by  spoil,  many  days. 

34  Now  when  they  shall  fall,  they  shall  be  holpen  with  a  little  help: 
but  many  shall  cleave  to  them  witii  flatteries. 

35  And  some  of  them  of  understanding  shall  fall,  to  try  them,  and 
to  purge,  and  to  make  them  white,  even  to  the  time  of  the  end:  because 
it  IS  yet  for  a  time  appointed. 

36  And  the  king  shall  do  according  to  his  will;  and  he  shall  exalt 
himself,  and   magnify   himself   above   every   god,  and   shall   speak 
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**And  I  iumed^  and  lifted  up  mine  fye«,  and  looked^  and, 
beholdy  there  came  four  chariaU  out  from  between  two  moun- 
tains; and  the  nunmtains  were  mmtntaine  cf  brass.'* — 
Zechariahp  6^  1. 

EIGHT  visions  in  all,  pass  rapidly  before  Zechariah. 
After  that  of  the  watchman  on  the  red  horse  of 
battle,  oomes  one  of  four  horns,  the  nations  oppres- 
sing Israel,  which  are  broken  bj  four  mighty  workmen. 
Next  an  angel  measures  the  new  Jerusalem,  and  finds 
it  shaU  be  boundless  in  size.  Fourth,  the  high-priest 
Joshua  is  assailed  by  Satan,  but  rescued  and  crowned 
with  giory  by  an  angel.  Next  comes  a  golden  candle  or 
lamp,  being  fed  with  two  streams  of  oil,  a  type  of  the 
restored  Israelites  upheld  by  the  prince  and  the  high-priest. 
Sixth  passes  a  scroll  of  curses  for  evildoers.  Seventh  a 
woman,  typifying  the  sins  of  Israel,  is  borne  away  to 
Babylon  and  left  there. 

Last  of  these  flying  visions  oomes  one  of  four  chariots, 
driven  by  the  angeb  of  God's  vengeance.  These  burst 
forth  from  between  "mountains  of  brass.*'  One  having 
blade  horses  drives  furiously  to  the  northward,  as  if  bring- 
ing death  against  Babylon.  Another  follows  in  its  track 
with  white  horses,  as  of  plague  and  starvation.  The 
third  with  grisled  horses  turns  toward  "the  south  country," 
Egypt.  But  the  remaining  chariot  drawn  by  red  horses, 
is  withheld  from  going  forth.  The  time  of 
the  final  vengeance  is  not  come. 
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marvelous  things  against  the  God  of  ffods,  and  shall  prosper  till  the 
indignation  be  accomplished :  for  that  tnat  is  determined  shall  be  done, 

37  Neither  shall  he  regard  the  God  of  his  fathers,  nor  the  desire 
of  women,  nor  regard  any  ffod:  for  he  shall  magnify  himself  above  all. 

38  But  in  his  estate  shall  he  honour  the  God  of  forces :  and  a  god 
whom  his  fathers  knew  not  shall  he  honour  with  gold,  and  silver, 
and  with  precious  stones,  and  pleasant  things. 

39  Thus  shall  he  do  in  the  most  strong  holds  with  a  strange  god, 
w^hom  he  shall  acknowledge  and  increase  with  glory:  and  he  snail 
-cause  them  to  rule  over  many,  and  shall  divide  the  land  for  gain. 

40  And  at  the  time  of  the  end  shall  the  king  of  the  south  pusn  at  him : 
and  the  king  of  the  north  shall  come  against  him  like  a  whirlwind, 
wdth  chariots,  and  with  horsemen,  and  with  many  ships;  and  he  shall 
-enter  into  the  countries,  and  shall  overflow  and  pass  over. 

41  He  shall  enter  also  into  the  glorious  land,  and  many  countries 
shall  be  overthrown:  but  these  shall  escape  out  of  his  hand,  even 
£dom,  and  Moab,  and  the  chief  of  the  children  of  Ammon. 

42  He  shall  stretch  forth  his  hand  also  upon  the  countries :  and  the 
land  of  Egypt  shall  not  escape. 

43  But  he  shall  have  power  over  the  treasures  of  gold  and  of  silver, 
and  over  all  the  precious  things  of  Egypt:  and  the  Libyans  and  the 
Ethiopians  shcdl  be  at  his  steps. 

•  44  But  tidings  out  of  the  east  and  out  of  the  north  shall  trouble 
him :  therefore  he  shall  go  forth  with  great  fury  to  destroy,  and  utterly 
to  make  away  many. 

45  And  he  shall  plant  the  tabernacle  of  his  palace  between  the 
seas  in  the  glorious  holy  mountain;  yet  he  shall  come  to  his  end,  and 
none  shall  help  him.^ 

Cliapter  12 

1  Michad  shaU  deliver  Israel  from  their  trmMes.    5  Daniel  is  informed  of  the  times, 

ND  at  that  time  shall  Michael  stand  up,  the  great  prince 
which  standeth  for  the  children  of  thy  people:  and  there  shall 
be  a  time  of  trouble,  such  as  never  was  since  there  was  a  nation 

^ven  to  that  same  time :  and  at  that  time  thy  people  shall  be  delivered, 

every  one  that  shall  be  found  written  in  the  book. 

2  And  many  of  them  that  sleep  in  the  dust  of  the  earth  shall  awake, 
some  to  everlasting  life,  and  some  to  shame  and  everlasting  contempt. 

3  And  they  that  be  wise  shall  shine  as  the  brightness  of  the  firma- 
ment; and  they  that  turn  many  to  righteousness  as  the  stars  for  ever 
and  ever. 

4  But  thou,  O  Daniel,  shut  up  the  words,  and  seal  the  book,  even 
to  the  time  of  the  end:  many  shall  run  to  and  fro,  and  knowledge 
shall  be  increased. 

'The  prophecies  of  this  chapter  have  sometimes  been  interpreted  as  tracing  the  history  of  Palestine 
through  the  times  of  Greek  and  Roman  dominion  down  to  that  of  the  Saracens  and  finally  of  the  Turks;  that 
da.  .to  .the  present  day. 
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5  %  Then  I  Daniel  looked,  and,  behold,  there  stood  other  two, 
the  one  on  this  side  of  the  bank  of  the  river,  and  the  other  on  that  side 
of  the  bank  of  the  river. 

6  And  one  said  to  the  man  clothed  in  linen,  which  teas  upon  the 
waters  of  the  river.  How  long  shall  it  be  to  the  end  of  these  wonders  ? 

7  And  I  heard  the  man  clothed  in  linen,  which  was  upon  the  waters 
of  the  river,  nhen  he  held  up  his  right  hand  and  his  left  hand  imto 
heaven,  and  sware  by  him  tnat  liveth  for  ever  that  it  shall  he  for  a 
time,  times,  and  an  naif;  and  when  he  shall  have  accomplished  to 
scatter  the  power  of  the  holy  people,  all  these  things  shall  be  finished. 

8  And  I  heard,  but  I  understood  not:  then  said  I,  O  my  Lord, 
what  shall  be  the  end  of  these  things  ? 

9  And  he  said.  Go  thy  way,  Daniel:  for  the  words  are  closed  up 
and  sealed  till  the  time  of  the  end. 

10  Many  shall  be  purified,  and  made  white,  and  tried;  but  the 
wicked  shall  do  wickeiJly:  and  none  of  the  wicked  shall  understand; 
but  the  wise  shall  understand. 

11  And  from  the  time  that  the  daily  sacrifice  shall  be  taken  away, 
and  the  abomination  that  maketh  desolate  set  up,  tliere  shall  be  a 
thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety  days. 

13  Blessed  is  he  that  waiteth,  and  cometh  to  the  thousand  three 
hundred  and  five  and  thirty  days. 

13  But  go  thou  thy  way  till  the  end  be:  for  thou  shall  rest,  and  stand 
in  thy  lot  at  the  end  of  the  days.

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"Rejoice  greaily,  O  daughter  (^Zion;  shouts  O  daughter  of 
Jerusalem:  behold^  thy  king  comeih  unto  thee:  he  is  just, 
and  having  saltation;  lowly,  and  riding  upon  an  ass,  and 
upon  a  colt  the  foal  of  an  ass** — Zechariah,  9,  9. 

AFTER  his  ^-isions.  Zechariah  g^^•«  to  his  oounhy- 
men  words  of  advice  u  to  their  rdi^pous  ob-er- 
vances,  and  of  enoouragement  in  their  building. 
The  latter  part  of  his  book  then  turns  to  prophecy  of  the 
future,  in  words  and  visions  vague  and  confused  and 
difficult  of  understanding.  Perhaps,  indeed,  the  final 
chapters  are  fragmentary  additions,  garnered  from  other 
prophets  than  Zechariah. 

These  passages  deal  chiefly  with  the  Messiah,  His 
gentleness  and  splendor.  In  all  humility  shall  He  pass 
among  His  people;  yet  "his  dominion  shall  be  from  sea 
even  to  sea,  and  from  the  river  even  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth."  Also  we  find  here  the  tragic  passage  which 
seems  to  foreshadow  the  agony  of  Christ  and  the  treadiery 
of  Judas.  "And  I  said  unto  them,  if  ye  think  good,  give 
me  my  price;  and  if  not,  forbear.  So  they  weighed  for 
my  price  thirty  pieces  of  silver. 

"And  the  Lord  said  unto  me.  Cast  it  unto  the  potter: 
a  goodly  price  that  I  was  prized  at  of  them.  And  I  took 
the  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  and  cast  them  to  the  potter  in 
the  house  of  the  Lord. 
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(HoM«,  vhose  book  tUnds  first  nmmiK  the  minor  prophets,  Ihough  he  was  not,  apnarentlj,  the 
-Cftriieat  in  tinie,  wai  a  resident  of  the  Northern  kingdom  of  Israel.  Hb  prophetic  care^  falls  between 
the  j«an  740  and  78!  B.  C;  some  scholars  prefer  the  earlier,  a  few  others  the  latter  part  of  this  [>eriod. 
He  thus  lived  in  the  days  of  Israel's  decline,  and  almoErt,  if  not  alti^ether,  up  to  the  extinction  of  the 
kingdom  by  the  Assyrians.  Hb  book  is  (chiefly  devoted  to  reprovine  his  countrvmen  tor  their  sins, 
sno  warning  them  of  the  destruction  to  come.  Yet  he  never  wholly  ^ses  hope  of  the  future;  be  fore- 
tella  a  time  when  Israel  shall  be  restored.)

2  The  beginning  of  the  word  of 

the  Lord  by  Hosea,     And  the  Lord 

said  to  Hosea,  Go,  take  unto  Ihee  a  wife  of  whoredoms  and  children 

of  whoredoms:  for  the  land  hath  committed  great  whoredom,  de- 

parting  from  the  Lord. 

3  So  he  went  and  took  Gomer  the  daughter  of  Diblaim;  which 
conceived,  and  bare  him  a  son.

AY  ye  unto  your  brethren,  Ammi;  and  to  your  sisters,  Ru- 
hamah. 

2  Plead  with  your  mother,  plead :  for  she  is  not  my  wife,, 
neither  am  I  her  husband :  let  her  therefore  put  away  her  whoredoms 
out  of  her  sight,  and  her  adulteries  from  between  her  breasts; 

3  Lest  I  strip  her  naked,  and  set  her  as  in  the  day  that  she  was 
bom,  and  make  her  as  a  wilderness,  and  set  her  like  a  dry  land,  and 
slay  her  with  thirst.

'He  hath  laid  my  vine  vxuUy  and  harked  my  fig-tree: 
he  hath  made  ii  dean  bare^  and  cast  it  away;  the  branchee 
thereof  are  made  white  " — Joelj  1,  7. 

OF  THE  f»ophet  Joel  we  know  nothiog,  ndther 
of  his  life,  nor  of  the  period  of  his  book.  In  it  he 
mentions  the  Greek  merchants  as  buying  Hebrew 
slaves,  a  custom  that  suggests  a  late  date  for  the  writing. 
But  this  is  indefinite;  and,  while  recent  scholars  incline 
to  think  of  Joel  as  the  last  of  all  the  prophets,  others  have 
r^arded  him  as  among  the  earliest  His  book  speaks 
of  a  terrible  plague  of  insects,  which  has  reduced  the  land 
almost  to  starvation.  What  one  visitation  had  spared, 
the  next  had  taken.  To  "palmerworms"  had  succeeded 
locusts,  to  these  "cankerworms,**  and  to  these  caterpillars. 
This,  cries  Joel,  is  a  fitting  punishment  for  the  sins  of  the 
people;  and  he  urges  them  to  repentance. 

"Gird  yourselves,  and  lament,  ye  priests:  howl,  ye  min- 
isters of  the  altar:  come  lie  all  night  in  sackcloth,  ye  min- 
isters of  my  God:  for  the  meat-offering  and  the  drink- 
offering  is  withholden  from  the  house  of  your  God. 

"Sanctify  ye  a  fast,  call  a  solemn  assembly,  gather  the 
elders  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  land  into  the  house  of 
the  Lord  your  Grod,  and  cry  unto  the  Lord.' 
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111  will  also  cause  all  her  mirth  to  cease,  her  feast  days,  her  new 
moons,  and  her  sabbaths,  and  all  her  solemn  feasts. 

12  And  I  will  destroy  her  vines  and  her  fig  trees,  whereof  she  hath 
said.  These  are  my  rewards  that  my  lovers  have  given  me:  and  I  will 
make  them  a  forest,  and  the  beasts  of  the  field  shall  eat  them. 

13  And  I  will  visit  upon  her  the  days  of  Baalim,  wherein  she 
burned  incense  to  them,  and  she  decked  herself  with  her  earrings  and 
her  jewels,  and  she  went  after  her  lovers,  and  forgat  me,  saith  the 
Lord.

4  For  the  children  of  Israel  shall  abide  many  days  without  a  king, 
and  without  a  prince,  and  without  a  sacrifice,  and  without  an  image, 
and  without  an  ephod,  and  without  teraphim: 

5  Afterward  shall  the  children  of  Israel  return,  and  seek  the  Lord 
their  God,  and  David  their  king;  and  shall  fear  the  Lord  and  his 
goodness  in  the  latter  days. 

Chapter  4

EAR  the  word  of  the  Lord,  ye  children  of  Israel :  for  the  Lord 
hath  a  controversy  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  land,  because 
there  is  no  truth,  nor  mercy,  nor  knowledge  of  God  in  the  land. 

2  By  swearing,  and  lying,  and  killing,  and  stealing,  and  conmiitting 
adultery,  they  break  out,  and  blood  toucheth  blood. 

3  Tnerefore  shall  the  land  mourn,  and  every  one  that  dwelleth 
therein  shall  languish,  with  the  beasts  of  the  field*  and  with  the  fowls 
of  heaven;  yea,  the  fishes  of  the  sea  also  shall  be  taken  away. 

4  Yet  let  no  man  strive,  nor  reprove  another:  for  thy  people  art 
as  th^  that  strive  with  the  priest. 

5  Therefore  shalt  thou  fall  in  the  day,  and  the  prophet  also  shall  fall 
with  thee  in  the  night,  and  I  will  destroy  thy  mother. 

6  ^  My  people  are  destroyed  for  lack  of  knowledge:  because  thou 
hast  rejected  Knowledge,  I  will  also  reject  thee,  that  thou  shalt  be  no 
priest  to  me:  seeing  thou  hast  forgotten  the  law  of  thy  God,  I  will 
also  forget  thy  children.

12  ^  My  people  ask  counsel  at  their  stocks,  and  their  stafiF  de- 
clareth  unto  them:  for  the  spirit  of  whoredoms  hath  caused  them  to 
err,  and  they  have  gone  a  whoring  from  under  their  Grod. 

13  They  sacrifice  upon  the  tops  of  the  mountains,  and  bum  in- 
cense upon  the  hills,  under  oaks  and  poplars  and  elms,  because  the 
shadow  thereof  is  good :  therefore  your  daughters  shall  conmiit  whore- 
dom, and  your  spouses  shall  commit  adultery.

TURNING  from  the  immediate  visitation  of  the 
insects,  Joel  proclaims  the  greater  wrath  to  come.

2  And  the  revolters  are  profound  to  make  slaughter,  though  I 
have  been  a  rebuker  of  them  all.

HEN  I  would  have  healed  Israel,  then  the  iniquity  of  Ephraim 
was  discovered,  and  the  wickedness  of  Samaria:  for  they 
commit  falsehood ;  and  the  thief  cometh  in,  and  the  troop  of 
robbers  spoileth  without.

**  J  have  loved  you,  saith  the  Lord,  Yet  ye  say.  Wherein 
hast  thou  loved  us  ?  Was  not  Esau  Jacob's  br^htr  f  saitk 
the  Lord:  yet  I  loved  Jacobr—Malachi,  i,  ^ 

MALACHI  the  last  of  the  prophets  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  Old  Testament,  and  also,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  Jod,  the  last  in  time,  is  a 
figure  only  dimly  visible.  He  is  himself  a  shadow?  spiritual 
messenger  such  as  his  book  promises  shall  be  sent  from 
God.  His  very  name  b  in  dispute,  for  "Malachi"  is 
peihaps  but  a  general  word  meaning  "messenger/'  The 
writer  of  the  book  was  a  contemporary  of  Ezra  and  Nehe- 
miah,  preaching  somewhere  about  the  year  450  B.  C. 
He  is  more  modem  in  tone  than  the  other  prophets,  and 
more  logical.  He  introduces  dialectic  methods,  arguing 
with  his  people  by  means  of  question  and  response.  Most 
of  his  brief  book  is  devoted  to  matters  of  ritual  observance, 
the  priestly  laws  of  the  priestly  government  which  ruled 
the  Jerusalem  of  his  dav. 

Yet  despite  these  characteristics  Malachi  is  not  less 
spiritual  than  his  predecessors,  not  less  prophetic  of  vision, 
nor  less  high  of  faith.  He  lived  in  an  age  of  discourage- 
ment The  returned  exiles  had  lost  confidence  in  God; 
for  they  found  that  the  ills  of  life  continued  to  encompass 
them,  the  millenium  which  they  had  expected  was  still 
delayed.     Malachi  argues  with  them  by  contrasting  their 

condition  with  that  of  Edom  or  Esau,  endeavoring  to 

connnce  them  that  Gtxl  has  dealt  very  kindly 

toward  them,  despite  their  many  faults. 


/ .  ,\\ 
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2  And  they  consider  not  in  their  hearts  that  I  remember  all  their 
wickedness;  now  their  own  doings  have  besiet  them  about;  they  are 
before  my  face. 

3  They  make  the  king  glad  with  their  wickedness,  and  the  princes 
with  their  lies. 

4  They  are  all  adulterers,  as  an  oven  heated  by  the  baker, 'M;/toceaseth 
from  raising  after  he  hath  kneaded  the  dough,  until  it  be  leavened. 

5  In  the  day  of  our  king  the  princes  have  made  him  sick  with  bottles 
of  wine;  he  stretched  out  his  hand  with  scomers. 

6  For  they  have  made  ready  their  heart  like  an  oven,  whiles  they 
lie  in  wait:  their  baker  sleepeth  all  the  night;  in  the  morning  it  burneth 
as  a  flaming  fire. 

7  They  are  all  hot  as  an  oven,  and  have  devoured  their  judges; 
all  their  kings  are  fallen ;  there  is  none  among  them  that  calleth  unto  me. 

8  Ephraim,  he  hath  mixed  himself  among  the  people;  Ephraim 
is  a  cake  not  turned. 

9  Strangers  have  devoured  his  strength,  and  he  knoweth  it  not:

12  When  they  shall  go,  I  will  spread  my  net  upon  them;  I  will 
bring  them  down  as  the  fowls  of.  the  heaven ;  I  will  chastise  them, 
as  tneir  congregation  hath  heard. 

13  Woe  unto  them!  for  they  have  fled  from  me:  destruction  unto 
them!  because  they  have  transgressed  against  me:  though  I  have 
redeemed  them,  yet  they  have  spoken  lies  against  me. 

14  And  they  have  not  cried  unto  me  with  their  heart,  when  they 
howled  upon  their  beds :  they  assemble  themselves  for  com  and  wine, 
and  they  rebel  against  me.

He  shall  come  as  an  eagle 
against  the  house  of  the  Lord,  because  they  have  trans- 
gressed my  covenant,  and  trespassed  against  my  law. 

2  Israel  shall  cry  unto  me,  My  God,  we  know  thfee. 

3  Israel  hath  cast  off  the  thing  that  is  good :  the  enemy  shall  pursue 
him. 
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4  They  have  set  up  kings,  but  not  bv  me :  thev  have  made  princes, 
and  I  knew  it  not :  of  their  silver  and  their  gold  have  they  maae  them 
idols,  that  thev  may  be  cut  off. 

5  ^  Thy  calf,  O  Samaria,  hath  cast  thee  off;  mine  anger  is  kindled 
against  them :  how  long  will  it  be  ere  they  attain  to  innocency  ? 

6  For  from  Israel  was  it  also:  the  workman  made  it;  therefore 
it  is  not  God :  but  the  calf  of  Samaria  shall  be  broken  in  pieces. 

7  For  they  have  soa^ti  the  wind,  and  they  shall  reap  the  whirlwind : 
it  hath  no  stalk:  the  bud  shall  yield  no  meal:  if  so  be  it  yield,  the 
strangers  shall  swallow  it  up. 

8  Israel  is  swallowed  up :  now  shall  they  be  among  the  Gentiles  as  a 
vessel  wherein  is  no  pleasure. 

9  For  they  are  gone  up  to  Assyria,  a  wild  ass  alone  by  himself: 
Ephraim  hath  hired  lovers. 

10  Yea,  though  they  have  hired  among  the  nations,  now  will  I 
gather  them,  and  they  shall  sorrow  a  little  for  the  burden  of  the  king 
of  princes. 

1 1  Because  Ephraim  hath  made  many  altars  to  sin,  altars  shall  be 
unto  him  to  sin. 

12  I  have  written  to  him  the  great  things  of  my  law,  biU  they  were 
counted  as  a  strange  thing. 

13  They  sacrifice  flesh /or  the  sacrifices  of  mine  offerings,  and  eai 
it;  but  the  Lord  accepteth  them  not;  now  will  he  remember  their 
iniquity,  and  visit  their  sins:  they  shall  return  to  Egypt. 

14  f'or  Israel  halh  forgotten  his  Maker,  and  buildeth  temples;  and 
Judah  hath  multiplied  fenced  cities:  but  I  will  send  a  fire  upon  his 
cities,  and  it  shall  devour  the  palaces  thereof. 

Cfiapter  9 

The  distresB  and  captivity  of  Itrael  for  (heir  sins  and  idolatry, 

EJOICE  not,  O  Israel,  for  jov,  as  other  people:  for  thou  hast 
gone  a  whoring  from  thy  God,  thou  hast  loved  a  reward  upon 
every  cornfloor. 

2  The  floor  and  the  winepress  shall  not  feed  them,  and  the  new 
wine  shall  fail  in  her. 

3  They  shall  not  dwell  in  the  Lord's  land;  but  Ephraim  shall  return 
to  Egvpt,  and  they  shall  eat  unclean  things  in  Assyria. 

4  They  shall  not  offer  wine  offerings  to  the  Lord,  neither  shall 
they  be  pleasing  unto  him:  their  sacrifices  shall  be  unto  them  as  the 
bread  of  mourners;  all  that  eat  thereof  shall  be  polluted:  for  their 
bread  for  their  soul  shall  not  come  into  the  house  of  the  Lord. 

5  What  will  ye  do  in  the  solemn  day,  and  in  the  day  of  the  feast 
of  the  Lord  ? 

6  For,  lo,  they  are  gone  because  of  destruction;  Egypt  shall  gather 
them  up,  Memphis  shall  burv  them:  the  pleasant  places  tor  their  silver^ 
nettles  shall  possess  them:  tlioms  shall  be  in  their  tabernacles. 
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**  Ye  said  also^  Beholds  what  a  weariness  is  it!  and  ye  have 
snuffed  at  it,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts;  and  ye  brought  that 
which  was  torn,  and  the  lame,  and  the  sick;  thus  ye  bfamgki 
an  offering:  should  I  accept  this  of  your  hand  f  saiti%  the 
Lordr^Malachi,  i,  13. 

IT  IS  to  the  faults  of  his  contemporaries  that  Maladu 
devotes  most  of  his  discussion.  He  rebukes  the 
people  for  the  same  sins  as  are  charged  against  them 
by  Ezra  and  Nehemiah.  They  ha\'e  mingled  with  the 
nations  about  them,  and  intermarried  with  foreign  wives. 
They  have  wearied  God's  ear  with  their  grumblings  and 
oomplaintB.  They  have  not  obeyed  the  Law  of  Moses, 
and  f<^owed  the  rituals  therein  pracribed.  They  have 
not  paid  their  tithes  lo  the  Temple. 

Yet  more  grievous  than  all  these  grievous  sins  has  been 
the  evil  of  the  priests  themselves,  who  have  been  false  to 
their  high  duties.  *'A  son  honoureth  his  father,  and  a 
servant  his  master:  if  then  I  be  a  father,  when  is  mine 
honour  ?  and  if  I  be  a  master,  where  is  my  fear  ?  saith  the 
Lord  of  hosts  unto  you,  O  priests,  that  despise  my  name. 
And  ye  say,  li\Tierein  have  we  despised  thy  name  ?**  Thus 
with  question  and  response  he  deli^Trs  his  reproof. 
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7  The  days  of  visitation  are  come,  the  days  of  recompence  are  come;. 
Israel  shall  know  it:  the  prophet  is  a  fool,  the  spiritual  man  is  mad, 
for  the  multitude  of  thine  iniauity,  and  the  great  hatred. 

8  The  watchman  of  Ephraim  was  with  my  God:  but  the  prophet 
is  a  snare  of  a  fowler  in  all  his  ways,  and  hatred  in  the  house  of  his  God. 

9  They  have  deeply  corrupted  themselves^  as  in  the  days  of  Gibeah : 
there/are  he  will  remember  their  iniauity,  he  will  visit  their  sins. 

10  I  found  Israel  like  grapes  in  tne  wilderness;  I  saw  your  fathers 
as  the  firstripe  in  the  fig  tree  at  her  first  time:  but  they  went  to  Baal- 
peor,  and  separated  themselves  unto  thai  shame;  and  their  abomin- 
ations were  according  as  they  loved. 

11  As  for  Ephraim,  their  glory  shall  fly  away  like  a  bird,  from  the 
birth,  and  from  the  womb,  and  from  the  conception. 

12  Though  they  bring  up  their  children,  yet  will  I  bereave  them,. 
thai  there  shall  not  be  a  man  left:  yea,  woe  also  to  them  when  I  depart 
from  them! 

13  Ephraim,  as  I  saw  Tyrus,  is  planted  in  a  pleasant  place:  but 
Ephraim  shall  bring  forth  his  children  to  the  murderer. 

14  Give  them,  O  Lord:  what  wilt  thou  give  ?  give  them  a  miscarry- 
ing womb  and  dry  breasts. 

15  All  their  wickedness  is  in  Gilgal:  for  there  I  hated  them:  for 
the  wickedness  of  their  doings  I  will  drive  them  out  of  mine  house, 
I  will  love  them  no  more:  all  their  princes  are  revolters. 

16  Ephraim  is  smitten,  their  root  is  dried  up,  they  shall  bear  no 
fruit:  yea,  though  they  bring  forth,  yet  will  I  slay  even  the  beloved 
fruit  of  their  womb. 

17  My  God  will  cast  them  away,  because  they  did  not  hearken  unto- 
him:  and  they  shall  be  wanderers  among  the  nations. 

Chapter  10 

Israel  is  reproved  and  (hreatened  for  their  impiety  and  idolairy- 

SRAEL  is  an  empty  vine,  he  brinffeth  forth  fruit  unto  himself; 
according  to  the  multitude  of  nis  fruit  he  hath  increased 
the  altars;  according  to  the  goodness  of  his  land  they  have 
made  goodly  images. 

2  Their  heart  is  divided;  now  shall  they  be  found  faulty:  he  shall 
break  down  their  altars,  he  shall  spoil  their  images. 

3  For  now  they  shall  say,  We  nave  no  king,  because  we  feared 
not  the  Lord;  what  then  should  a  king  do  to  us? 

4  They  have  spoken  words,  swearing  falsely  in  making  a  covenant : 
thus  judgment  springeth  up  as  hemlock  in  the  furrows  of  the  field. 

5  The  inhabitants  of  Samaria  shall  fear  because  of  the  calves  of 
Beth-aven :  for  the  people  thereof  shall  mourn  over  it,  and  the  priests 
thereof  thai  rejoiced  on  it,  for  the  glory  thereof,  because  it  is  departed 
from  it. 
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6  It  shall  be  also  carried  unto  Assyria /or  a  present  to  kin^  Jareb: 
Ephraim  shall  receive  shame,  and  Israel  shall  be  ashamed  of  nis  own 
<joimsel. 

7  As  Jor  Samaria,  her  king  is  cut  off  as  the  foam  upon  the  water. 

8  The  high  places  also  of  Aven,  the  sin  of  Israel  shall  be  destroyed : 
the  thorn  and  the  thistle  shall  come  up  on  their  altars;  and  they  shall 
say  to  the  mountains,  Cover  us;  and  to  the  hills,  Fall  on  us. 

9  O  Israel,  thou  hast  sinned  from  the  days  of  Gibeah:  there  they 
stood:  the  battle  in  Gibeah  against  the  chifdren  of  iniquity  did  not 
overtake  them. 

10  It  is  m  my  desire  that  I  should  chastise  them;  and  the  people 
^hall  be  gathered  against  them,  when  they  shall  bind  themselves  in 
their  two  furrows. 

11  And  Ephraim  is  as  an  heifer  that  is  taught,  and  loveth  to  tread 
out  the  cam;  but  I  passed  over  upon  her  fair  neck:  I  will  make 
Ephraim  to  ride;  Juaah  shall  plow,  and  Jacob  shall  break  his  clods.

13  \e  have  plowed  wickedness,  ye  have  reap)ed  iniquity:  ye  have 
•eaten  the  fruit  of  lies :  because  thou  didst  trust  in  thy  way,  m  tne  mul^ 
titude  of  thy  mighty  men. 

14  Therefore  shall  a  tumult  arise  among  thy  people,  and  all  th\ 
fortresses  shall  be  spoiled,  as  Shalman  s|>ofled  Beth-arbel  in  the  day 
of  battle:  the  mother  was  dashed  in  pieces  upon  her  children. 

15  So  shall  Beth-el  do  unto  you  because  of  your  great  wickedness: 
in  a  morning  shall  the  king  of  Israel  utterly  be  cut  off. 

Chapter  U

HEN  Israel  was  a  child,  then  I  loved  him,  and  called  my  son 


out  of  Egypt. 

2  As  they  called  them,  so  they  went  from  them:  they  sac- 
rificed unto  Baalim,  and  burned  incense  to  graven  images. 

3  I  taught  Ephraim  also  to  go,  taking  them  by  their  arms;  but  they 
knew  not  that  I  healed  them. 

4  I  drew  them  with  cords  of  a  man,  with  bands  of  love:  and  I  was 
to  them  as  they  that  take  off  the  yoke  on  their  jaws,  and  I  laid  meat 
unto  them.

THE  two  dosiiig  chapters  of  Maliifhi  fonn  a  fitting 
dose  to  the  Old  Testament,  a  fitting  c^iening  to  the 
more  glorious  promise  of  the  Gospels.  The 
prophet  tells  of  the  daj  of  judgment  whidi  is  to  come; 
but  he  does  not  dwdl  like  the  eariier  prophets,  upon  Ibe 
terrors  of  that  day.  His  eyes  have  been  too  widd j  opened 
to  its  joys.  There  shall  be  punishment,  alas,  *'Far,  bdioldt 
the  day  cometh,  that  shall  bum  as  an  oven;  and  all  the 
proud,  yea,  and  all  that  do  widcedly,  shall  be  stubUe: 
and  the  day  that  oometh  shall  bum  them  up,  saifli  tfie 
Lord  of  hosts,  that  it  shaB  leave  them  ndthcr  root  nor 
brandt.** 

Yet  greater  than  this  shall  be  the  glory.  "But  unto 
you  that  fear  my  name  shall  the  Sun  of  rif^teousness 
arise  with  healing  in  his  wings;  and  ye  shaQ  go  fordi,  and 
grow  up  as  calves  of  the  stall.*' 

The  coming  of  a  great  preparatory  prophet  is  assured* 

with  a  mingled  threat  and  promise,  which  compose  the

W^t  iBoofe  of  Joel 

(The  Book  of  Joel  c:ives  no  definite  announcement  and  no  positive  indication  as  to  the  period  when 
its  prophecies  were  delivered.  We  are  thus  thrown  entirely  on  conjecture.  Joel  certainly  dwelt  in 
Judah,  and  there  protested  to  his  countrymen  against  their  sms.  Takinfl;  advantage  apparently  of  one 
of  those  terrible  and  not  infrequent  devastations  of  the  land  by  a  huge  host  of  locusts,  he  warned  his 
people  of  worse  punishments  to  come.  He  has  sometimes  been  placed  among  the  earliest  prophets  as 
an  older  contemporary  of  Amos,  Hosea  and  Isaiah;  but  his  complete  silence  as  to  the  kingdom  of  Israel 
on  the  one  hand,  or  any  world-threatening  empire  like  Assyria  or  Babylon  upon  the  other,  his  ignoring 
of  Judah's  kings  and  of  her  idol-worship,  these  and  other  suggestions  have  led  most  modem  scholars 
to  regard  Joel  as  living  after  the  exile,  and  probablv  after  the  complete  re-establishment  of  Judah  as  a 
priestly  state,  that  is,  about  the  year  400  B.  C.  This  conjecture  makes  him,  in  date,  the  last  of  all  the 
prophets,  not  even  excepting  Malachi.)

ONE  interestiiig  story  which  appean  for  the  fint 
time  in  the  apocryphal  Book  of  Esdns  is  that  of 
the  contest  among  the  three  young  guardsmen  at 
the  Persian  court  This  introduces  Zerubbabel  the  Jew- 
ish prince  of  the  house  of  David,  who  led  his  compatriots 
bads  to  Jerusalem.  It  is  a  peculiarly  oriental  tale.  Hiree 
youths,  traditionally  three  Jews,  were  guarding  King 
Darius  while  he  slept  They  agreed  to  write  each  a  wise 
saying  on  the  subject  of  "strength,'*  and  then  to  ask  the 
king  to  decide  which  had  written  best 

NaturaUy  each  of  the  contestants  had  an  eye  Id  the 
tastes  of  their  selected  judge.  The  first,  knowing  Darius 
as  a  reddess  carouser,  wrote,  "Wine  is  the  stRmgest*' 
This  text  he  uf^idd  before  king  and  court  The  seoond 
wrote,  "The  king  b  strongest"  But  the  third,  who  was 
Zenibbabd,  wrote,  "Women  are  strongest:  But  above  all 
things  truth  beareth  away  the  victory."  In  hb  argument, 
he  pictured  even  the  mighty  Darius  as  yidding  to  his 
women's  coaxing.  Then  in  a  noble  apostrophe,  he  de- 
scribed truth  as  conquering  women,  wine  and  king. 

"And  with  that  he  held  his  peace.  And  all  the  people 
then  shouted  and  said.  Great  is  truth,  and  mighty  above 
aU  things.**

5  Like  the  noise  of  chariots  on  the  tops  of  mountains  shall  they  leap, 
like  the  noise  of  a  flame  of  fire  that  devoureth  the  stubble,  as  a  strong 
people  set  in  battle  array. 

6  Before  their  face  the  people  shall  be  much  pained :  all  faces  shall 
gather  blackness.^ 

7  They  shall  run  like  mighty  men:  they  shall  climb  the  wall  like 
men  of  war;  and  they  shall  march  every  one  on  his  ways,  and  they 
shall  not  break  their  ranks: 

8  Neither  shall  one  thrust  another;  they  shall  walk  every  one  in 
his  path:  and  when  they  fall  upon  the  sword,  they  shall  not  be  wounded.

AS  A  REWARD  for  liis  wise  sajing  and  wise  de- 
fense of  it,  Zerubbabel  was  bigUy  honored  by 
King  Darius,  and  was  promised  any  gift  he  might 
choose  to  name.  Refusing  all  exaltation  for  himsdf,  the 
young  descendant  of  David  asked  only  that  the  king 
should  fulfill  a  promise  already  made,  to  permit  the  Jews 
to  return  to  Jerusalem,  and  aid  them  in  rebnildii^  the 
ruined  dty. 

Darius,  deeply  impressed,  proceeded  to  accomplish  his 
vow  in  the  fullest  fashion.  He  proclaimed  a  royal  edict 
not  only  ordering  his  soldiers  to  protect  the  Jews  upon 
their  long  journey,  but  bidding  his  governors  supply  rich 
woods  and  many  worianen  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  dty. 
He  restored  to  the  Jews  all  their  lands,  released  them  from 
all  tribute,  and  promised  them  a  huge  yeariy  sum  from 
his  treasury  to  aid  in  rebuilding  the  temple.  That  these 
promises  were  not  whc^y  kept  we  know  from  the  Book 
of  Ezra;  but  the  work  was  at  least  begun;  and  the  re- 
joidng  Zerubbabel  going  forth  from  the  monarch's  pres- 
ence, "lifted  up  his  face  to  heaven  '*  in  thanks,  uttering  a 
noble  prayer  of  praise,  which  the  Book  of  Esdras  pre- 
serves. It  opens,  "From  thee  cometh  victory,  from  thee 
cometh  wisdom,  and  thine  is  the  glory,  and  I  am  thy  ser- 
vant."

(Amos  was  among  the  earliest  of  the  prophets,  a  native  of  Judah,  but  preaching  mainly  in  Israel 
in  the  sumptuous  and  evil  days  of  Jeroboam  II.  He  was  thus  a  contemporary  of  Hosea  and  Isaiah. 
His  book,  before  prophecying  against  Israel,  threatens  the  other,  surrounding  nations  for  their  wicked- 
ness. Amos  telb  also  of  ms  own  experiences  at  Bethel  in  Israel.  A  description  of  a  vision  of  the  restora* 
tion  of  the  house  of  David  and  the  splendor  of  the  future  concludes  his  book.  The  stjrie  of  Amos  is 
simple  but  vigorous.  He  was  not«  he  tells  us,  a  regulariy  trained  preacher,  but  a  shepherd,  a  herdsman, 
to  whom  came  the  summons  of  the  Lewd,  that  he  should  prophesy.)

THE  apocryphal  bode  called  Second  Esdras,  is  now 
generally  rejected  by  all  Churches,  beipg  regsided 
as  a  composition  of  a  period  later  than  the  earthly 
life  of  Christ 

This  book  teUs  how  Esdras  or  Ezra  was  summoned  to 
the  sacred  mountain  of  Horeb,  and  there  bidden  to  go 
preach  to  his  peo{4e  of  their  sins.  The  Jews  refused  him 
a  hearing,  and  he  turned  therefore  to  the  heathen,  the 
Gentiles,  proclaiming  to  them  that  they  were  now  be- 
come the  chosen  people  of  God,  in  preference  to  the  He- 
brews. Then  Esdras  sees  a  series  of  visions*  the  first  of 
which  is  of  the  ''Son  of  God,**  crowning  those  who  have 
suffered  for  His  sake,  testifying  to  their  belief  in  Him. 
These,  the  prophet  says,  have  "put  off  the  mortal  doth- 
ing,  and  put  on  the  immortal.*'  The  Messiah  is  men* 
tioned  by  name  in  one  passage:  "For  my  son  Jesus  shall 
be  revealed." 

Much  of  the  book  is  dialetic  in  form,  Esdras  arguing 
with  the  spiritual  figures  of  his  vision  as  to  the  meaning 
of  God*s  ways  with  man.  The  woric  thus  becomes  a 
philosophical  discourse,  in  which  the  condusioo  is  finally 
reached  that  men  are  improved  by  suffering,  "as  the  gold 
in  the  fire." 
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for  four,  I  will  not  turn  away  the  ^nishment  thereof;  because  tney 
carried  away  captive  the  whole  captivity,  to  deliver  them  up  to  Edom :

THE  Book  of  Tobit  is  the  most  extravagant  of  the 
i^XMaTphal  writiiigs.  In  it  ai^geb  and  'fr^m^wMi 
appear,  not  as  visi<Huu7  messeiigers,  but  as  actual 
dwdlers  among  men,  interposing  in  life's  daily  avocations, 
for  good  or  evil,  slaying  or  protectii^.  Moieover  the 
book  tells  a  vigorous,  interesting  story,  approadiing  to 
folk  lore  or  fairy  tale  in  style  and  form.  It  is  a  popular 
work,  widespread,  and  ancient,  dating  back  to  probably 
the  second  century  b.c. 

The  story  is  of  the  triab  of  the  good  H^Mew,  Tobit,  and 
his  rescue  from  adversity  through  the  adventures  of  his 
young  son  Tobias,  guided  by  the  angel  Raj^iael.  Tobit 
was  an  Isradite  of  the  tribe  of  Naphtali,  cairied  captive 
to  Assyria  at  the  time  of  the  downbdl  of  the  northern 
kingdom.  He  alone  of  all  the  people  of  the  North  re- 
mained true  io  the  ancient  faith  of  Jerusalem.  His  piety 
made  him  noted  even  among  his  captors,  and  he  n»e  to 
high  rank  and  wealth  in  Nineveh.  Amid  all  his  activi- 
ties, he  never  forgot  his  countrymen,  aiding  them  by 
gifts  of  money  and  especially  by  burjring  those  who  were 
slain  by  the  Assyrian  king.  This  so  angered  the  mon- 
arch that  Tobit,  despite  his  hi^  favor,  was  severely  pun- 
ished. Yet  the  noble  Hebrew  persisted  in  pq  forming 
what  he  believed  to  be  his  duty;  he  continued  his 
burial  of  the  monarch's  victims,  but  did 
the  work   secretly  by  ni^t 
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7  Surely  the  Lord  God  will  do  nothing,  but  he  revealeth  his  secret 
unto  his  servants  the  prophets. 

8  The  lion  hath  roared,  who  will  not  fear?  the  Lord  God  hath 
spoken,  who  can  but  prophesy? 

9  If  Publish  in  the  palaces  at  Ashdod,  and  in  the  palaces  in  the 
land  of  Egypt,  and  say.  Assemble  yourselves  upon  the  mountains  of 
Samaria,  and  behold  the  great  tumults  in  the  midst  thereof,  and  the 
oppressed  in  the  midst  thereof. 

10  For  they  know  not  to  do  right,  saith  the  Lord,  who  store  up 
violence  and  robbery  in  their  palaces. 

11  Therefore  thus  saitji  the  Lord  God;  An  adversary  there  shall 
be  even  round  about  the  land;  and  he  shall  bring  down  thy  strength 
from  thee,  and  thy  palaces  shall  be  spoiled. 

12  Thus  saith  the  Lord;  as  the  shepherd  taketh  out  of  the  mouth 
of  the  lion  two  legs,  or  a  piece  of  an  ear;  so  shall  the  children  of  Israel 
be  taken  out  that  dwell  in  Samaria  in  the  comer  of  a  bed,  and  in 
Damascus  in  a  couch. 

13  Hear  ye,  and  testify  in  the  house  of  Jacob,  saith  the  Lord  God,

14  That  in  the  day  that  I  shall  visit  the  transgressions  of  Israel 
upon  him  I  wall  also  visit  the  altars  of  Beth-el :  and  the  horns  of  the 
attar  shall  be  cut  off,  and  fall  to  the  ground. 

15  And  I  will  smite  the  winter-house  with  the  summer-house;  and 
the  houses  of  ivory  shall  perish,  and  the  great  houses  shall  have  an.

5  And  offer  a  sacrifice  of  thanksgiving:  with  leaven,  and  proclaim 
and  publish  the  free  offerings:  for  this  liketh  you,  O  ye  children  of 
Israel,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

6  ^  And  I  also  have  given  you  cleanness  of  teeth  in  a!l  your  cities,

FURTHER  misfortime  was  in  Btoie  for  the  good 
Tobit  Bj  the  Hebrew  law  he  who  handlea  the 
dead  becomes  for  a  period  "imdean*',  «o  Tobit 
after  his  kbon  of  burial  mi^t  not  immediately  return  to 
sleep  within  hb  house.  Ljing  one  night  in  the  open 
courtyard,  he  was  blinded  by  the  dropping  of  bird-du^g 
into  his  eyes.  In  his  helplessness,  he  then  sank  into  ex* 
treme  poverty;  his  aged  wife  was  compelled  to  support 
him,  and  "did  take  women's  works  to  do."  Stricken  by 
calamity  as  once  Job  had  been,  Tobit  longed,  as  Job  had 
longed,  for  death;  but  Tobit  never  loot  his  faith  in  Grod« 

In  his  misery,  Tobit  bethought  him  of  a  debt  owed  by 
a  frioid  in  a  distant  dty.  As  the  troublous  times  made 
travel  almost  impossible,  the  debt  had  remained  unpaid 
for  years.  Tobit  resolved  to  send  his  only  son  Tobias  to 
collect  it,  bidding  him  hire  a  man  to  accompany  him  as 
guide  and  protector.  Now  God  having  heard  the  pnCyers 
which  Tobit  and  his  aged  wife  upraised  for  their  son's 
safety,  sent  the  angel  Raphael  in  the  guise  of  a  man  to 
be  hired  as  the  protector  of  Tobias.  The  two  set  out, 
after  Tobit  had  blessed  his  son  and  counselled  him  most 
nobly,  while  the  distracted  mother  wept  and  lamented 
over  her  boy.  The  travellers  were  accompanied  by 
Tobias'  little  dog»  which  forms  an  odd  figure  in  a  pio- 
fessedly  Hebrew  tale,  for  the  dog  was  regarded 
by  the  Jews  as  an  unclean  animal.

8  Seek  him  that  maketh  the  seven  stars  and  Orion,  and  tumeth  the 
shadow  of  death  into  the  morning,  and  maketh  the  day  dark  with 
night:  that  calleth  for  the  waters  of  the  sea,  and  poureth  them  out 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth:  The  IjORD  is  his  name:

THE  first  adventure  of  Tobias  and  his  angelic  pro- 
tector was  by  a  river,  where  a  fish  attempted  to 
devour  young  Tobias.  At  Raphael*8  command  the 
lad  boldly  seized  the  fish  and,  dragging  it  to  shore,  took  pus- 
session  of  its  liver  and  gall.  His  protector  told  him  that 
the  burning  of  the  liver  would  drive  off  evil  spirits,  while 
the  gall  would  restore  sight  to  eyes  diseased  like  those  of 
his  father.  Singular  ideas  were  once  held  as  to  the  medi- 
cal value  of  the  crocodile's  liver  and  gall,  which  make  it 
probable  that  the  crocodile  is  the  ''fish**  here  intended, 
but  mediiBval  artists,  not  knowing  this,  painted  Tobias* 
fish  in  such  different  fashion  as  is  shown  in  the  accom- 
panying picture.  Moreover,  regarding  the  Archangel 
Raphad  as  being  too  important  a  spirit  to  go  alone,  they 
usually  presented  him  accompanied  by  attendant  angds. 

Thus  whether  with  a  single  protector  or  surrounded  by 
legions  of  invisible  spirits,  Tobias  proceeded  in  youthful 
heedlessness  upon  his  route,  imtil  he  reached  the  houae 
of  a  wealthy  kinsman,  Raguel.  Now  Raguel  was  also  a 
worthy  follower  of  God*s  precepts;  yet  he  or  rather  his 
daughter  Sara  was  persecuted  by  a  devil.  God  had  de- 
termined to  punish  this  wicked  spirit:  so  as  the  travellers 
approached  the  house,  Raphael  instructed  his  young 
charge  exactly  how  to  act.

Its  single  chapter  oootains  two  themes,  first 
a  prophecy  of  the  destruction  of  the  nation  of  Edom  with  circumstantial  statement  of  the  causes  of 
this,  second  a  prophecy  of  the  restoration  of  the  Hebrews.  Most  probably,  therefore,  the  book  was 
written  shortly  after  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem,  and  Obadiah  belongs  amon^  the  writen  of  the  exile. 
Other  dates  have  sometimes  been  assigned  to  him.    As  to  hb  personutty  nothing  whatever  is  known. )

THE  rejoiciDgv  in  the  house  of  Raguel  were  oon* 
tinued  for  fourteen  days,  then  after  this  gofgeous 
wedding  feast  Tobias  insisted  on  returning  to  his 
anxiously  waiting  parents.  The  original  object  of  his 
journey,  the  securing  of  the  money  owed  his  father,  had 
beeq  accomplished  by  Raphael.  The  angd  had  himself 
gone  to  the  debtor's  house,  received  the  money,  and  re- 
turned with  it  and  with  the  honest  debtor  to  the  wedding 
feast  Sara's  people  heaped  further  wealth  upon  Tobias, 
and  besought  him  to  remain  with  them  forever;  but  he 
realized  too  well  the  agcmy  his  parents  would  endure 
while  they  had  no  word  from  him. 

Indeed  the  delay  caused  by  the  protracted  cdebrationa 
had  already  brought  the  mother  of  Tobias  to  de^wir; 
she  was  sure  her  son  was  dead  and  gave  hersdf  up  to 
lamentation.  The  aged  Tobit,  however,  even  in  this  final 
trial  dung  firmly  to  his  faith  in  God.  Then  one  morning 
as  his  wife  with  straining  eyes  sat  watching  the  road 
"toward  the  way  for  her  son**  she  saw  the  travellers 
returning.  She  rushed  to  embrace  them.  Hearing  the 
clamor,  the  blind  Tobit  came  stumbling  to  the  door.  At 
once,  by  Raphael*s  directions,  Tobias  nibbed  his  father's 
eyes  with  the  gall  of  the  fish  he  had  captured.  The  ap* 
plication  cured  the  blindness  almost  at  onceu  **Aiid 
when  he  saw  his  son,  he  fell  upon  his  neck.**

(The  prophet  Jonah  is  mentioned  in  the  second  book  of  Kin^  (14,  25)  where  he  is  represented  as 
a  native  oi  the  northern  kingdom  and  a  contemporary  of  King  Jeroboam  II.  He  thus  belonffs  with 
the  oldest  group  of  prophets,  Amos,  Hosea  and  Isaiah.  He  must,  indeed,  have  been  the  earliest  of 
them  all.  His  mission  to  Nineveh  would  seem  to  belong  to  his  early  life,  while  his  prophecying  under 
Jeroboam  represents  its  close.  A  noteworthy  fact  about  the  Book  of  Jonah  is  that  it  speaks  of  the 
prophet  in  the  third  person.  It  thus  differs  from  all  the  other  prophetic  books,  except  portions  of  that 
of  6aniel,  in  being  a  narrative  about  the  prophet  instead  of  propnecies  by  him.  Moreover  the  Book 
of  Jonah  deals  wim  only  a  single  event  of  Jonah's  life,  his  prophecy  against  Nineveh,  and  tells  nothing 
of  his  other  labors.  Most  writers  have,  therefore,  thought  tnat  this  story  about  the  prophet  was  written 
long  after  his  death,  and  is  to  be  regarded  less  as  history  than  as  poetry,  to  be  studiea  for  its  religious 
teaching,  which  belongs  among  the  nighest  to  which  the  Old  Testament  attained.)

THE  last  chapters  of  the  book  of  Tobit  tell  all  of 
prayer  and  lejoidng.  Young  Tobias  had  brought 
his  new  wife  home  with  him;  she  was  f crowing 
behind  him  and  die  angel.  The  restored  and  rejuvenated 
Tobit  went  forth  to  the  city  gates  to  meet  her  and  wdoome 
her  to  Nineveh.  All  the  Jews  of  the  great  ci^  perceived 
that  his  sight  was  restored  to  him  as  by  a  mirade,  so  they 
followed  him  rejoicing.  Sara  was  welcomed  by  them  all; 
and  the  wedding  feast  was  renewed  in  Nineveh,  as  hap- 
pily as  it  had  been  held  before  at  Ragud's  home. 

After  the  festivities,  both  Tobit  and  Tobias  sought  to 
reward  Baphael.  They  still  knew  him  only  as  a  servant 
a  faithful  servant  to  whom  they  owed  so  immeasuraUj 
much  that  they  offered  him  half  of  all  their  possessions.

Lord,  was  not  this  my  saying,  when  I  was  yet  in  my  country  ? 


Therefore  I  fled  before  unto  Tarshish:  for  I  knew  that  thou  art  a 
gracious  God,  and  merciful,  slow  to  anger,  and  of  great  kindness, 
and  repentest  thee  of  the  evil. 

3  Therefore  now,  O  Lord,  take,  I  beseech  thee,  my  life  from  me; 
for  it  is  better  for  me  to  die  than  to  live. 

4  ^  Then  said  the  Lord,  Doest  thou  well  to  be  angry  ? 

5  So  Jonah  went  out  of  the  city,  and  sat  on  the  east  side  of  the 
city,  and  there  made  him  a  booth,  and  sat  under  it  in  the  shadow, 
till  he  might  see  what  would  become  of  the  city. 

6  And  the  Lord  God  prepared  a  gourd,  and  made  it  to  come  up 
over  Jonah,  that  it  might  be  a  shadow  over  his  head,  to  deliver  him 
from  his  grief.     So  Jonah  was  exceedingly  glad  of  the  gourd. 

7  But  God  prepared  a  worm  when  the  morning  rose  the  next  day* 
and  it  smote  the  gourd  that  it  withered. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  sun  did  arise,  that  God  prepared 
a  vehement  east  wind;  and  the  sun  beat  upon  the  head  of  Jonah, 
that  he  fainted,  and  wished  in  himself  to  die,  and  said.  It  is  better 
for  me  to  die  than  to  live. 

9  And  God  said  to  Jonah,  Doest  thou  well  to  be  angry  for  the 
gourd  ?     And  he  said,  I  do  well  to  be  angry,  even  unto  death. 

10  Then  said  the  Lord,  Thou  hast  had  pity  on  the  gourd,  for  tlie 
which  thou  hast  not  laboured,  neither  maaest  it  grow;  which  came 
up  in  a  night,  and  perished  in  a  night : 

11  And  should  not  I  spare  Nineveh,  that  great  city,  wherein  are 
more  than  sixscore  thousand  persons  that  cannot  discern  between 
their  right  hand  and  their  left  hand ;  and  also  much  cattle  ? 
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*'/  vdU  do  a  thing  which  shall  go  ihroughotd  aXL  gemtr^ 
atums  to  the  children  cf  aw  nofiofi." — JvdUh^  8,  S2. 

OF  ALL  Uie  i^KKryphal  bcx^cs,  the  one  best  known 
to  modem  times  is  probablj  that  of  Judith.  The 
heroine  has  ever  been  a  favorite  figure  with 
sUiry-ieUcr  and  poet,  with  painter  and  espedallj  with 
sculptor.  She  has  become  the  typical  figure  of  the  Hebrew 
race.  In  historical  accuracy  the  book  is  whoUy  laddng. 
It  is  a  romance,  or  rather  a  national  epic  cdebrating  some 
great  Jewish  triumph  which,  if  not  purdy  imaginary,  has 
been  exaggerated  and  confused  beyond  all  recognition. 

The  boc^  tells  how  '^Nabuchodonossor  king  of  the 
Assyrians"  conquered  all  other  kings,  and  sent  his  diief 
general  Holofemes  with  a  mighty  army  to  march  through 
every  land  and  lay  it  waste,  and  compd  its  people  to 
wOTship  Nabuchodonoaaor  as  god.  All  the  peoples  sub- 
mitted in  terror,  except  the  Jews.  These  ''newly  re* 
turned  from  the  captivity'*,  had  too  deep  a  sense  of  God's 
greatness  to  do  worship  to  a  mere  man.  Therefore  they 
fortified  themselves  among  their  hiUs  and  prayed.  One 
of  Holofemes*  own  counsellors  warned  him  of  the  power 
of  the  Hebrew  God  and  urged  him  not  to  attack  them; 
but  Holofemes  and  all  his  army  scoffed  at  thb  timorous 
advice.    They  would  destroy  all  the  Jews  forever. 
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W^t  IBotk  of  Mt^ 

Crb^  nrophet  Micah  "the  Morasthite"  is  referred  to  in  the  Book  of  Jeremiah  (26, 18).  He  is  not, 
bowever,  the  same  Micah  or  Micaiah  who  is  mentioned  in  First  Kin^  (22,  8).  The  "Morasthite," 
author  <rf  the  Book  of  Micah,  was  a  Judean  of  the  days  of  Kins  Hezekiah,  and  thus  a  contemporary  of 
Isaiah  in  the  latter's  final  days.  Scholars  have  judged  from  Micah's  book  that  he  lived  also  in  the 
days  of  King  Manasseh.  The  book  divides  shaiply  into  two  parts.  The  firat  five  chapters  describe 
the  wickedness  of  Israel  and  the  similar  wickedness  in  Judah;  the  downfall  of  Israel  is  portraved  and  a 
similar  downfall  predicted  for  Judah.  A  restoration  b  promised  under  the  Messiah,  who  shall  come 
forth  from  Bethlehem.  The  two  closing  chapters  of  the  book  form  a  sort  of  appendix,  which  may  be 
from  another  hand,  or  may  be  Micah's  later  work:  They  rebuke  the  evil  of  Judah,  and  seem  to  de« 
acribe  the  increasing  wickedness  under  King  Manasseh.) 

Chapter  t 

1  Micah  Aevpeih  the  vraih  of  God  against  Jacob  for  idolatry.     10  He  exhorteth  to  mourning, 

HE  word  of  the  Lord  that  came  to  Micah  the  Morasthite  in 


the  days  of  Jotham,  Ahaz,  and  Hezekiah,  kings  of  Judah, 
which  he  saw  concerning  Samaria  and  Jerusalem. 

2  Hear,  all  ye  people;  hearken,  O  earth,  and  all  that  therein  is: 
and  let  the  Lord  God  be  witness  against  you,  the  Lord  from  his  holy 
temple. 

3  For,  behold,  the  Lord  cometh  forth  out  of  his  place,  and  will 
come  down,  and  tread  upon  the  high  places  of  the  earth. 

4  And  the  mountains  shall  be  molten  under  him,  and  the  valleys 
shall  be  cleft,  as  wax  before  the  fire,  and  as  the  waters  that  are  poured 
down  a  steep  place. 

5  For  the  transgression  of  Jacob  is  all  this,  and  for  the  sins  of  the 
house  of  Israel.  What  is  the  transgression  of  Jacob  ?  is  it  not  Sam- 
aria ?  and  what  are  the  high  places  ot  Judah  ?  are  they  not  Jerusalem  ? 

6  Therefore  I  will  make  Samaria  as  an  heap  of  the  field,  and  as 
plantings  of  a  vineyard :  and  I  will  pour  down  the  stones  thereof  into 
the  valley,  and  I  will  discover  the  foundations  thereof. 

7  And  aU  the  graven  images  thereof  shall  be  beaten  to  pieces,  and 
all  the  hires  thereof  shall  be  burned  with  the  fire,  and  all  the  idols 
thereof  will  I  lay  desolate:  for  she  gathered  it  of  the  hire  of  an  harlot, 
and  they  shall  return  to  the  hire  of  an  harlot. 

8  Therefore  I  will  wail  and  howl,  I  will  go  stripped  and  naked:  I 
will  make  a  wailing  like  the  dragons,  and  mourning  as  the  owls. 

9  For  her  wound  is  incurable;  for  it  is  come  unto  Judah;  he  is 
come  unto  the  gate  of  my  people,  even  to  Jenisalem. 

10  If  Declare  ye  it  not  at  Gath,  weep  ye  not  ai  all:  in  the  house  of 
Aphran  roll  thyself  in  the  dust. 

11  Pass  ye  away,  thou  inhabitant  of  Saphir,  having  thy  shame 
naked:  the  inhabitant  of  Zaanan  came  not  forth  in  the  mourning  of 
Beth-ezel ;  he  shall  receive  of  you  his  standing.  * 

12  For  the  inhabitant  of  Maroth  waited  carefully  for  good:  but 
evil  came  down  from  the  Lord  unto  the  gate  of  Jerusalem. 

13  O  thou  inhabitant  of  Lachish,  bind  the  chariot  to  the  swift

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beast :  she  is  the  beginning  of  the  sin  to  the  daughter  of  Zion :  for  the 
transgressions  of  Israel  were  found  in  thee. 

14  Therefore  shalt  thou  give  presents  to  Moresheth-gath :  the 
houses  of  Achzib  shall  &e  a  Ue  to  tne  kings  of  Israel. 

15  Yet  will  I  bring  an  heir  unto  thee,  O  inhabitant  of  Mareshah: 
he  shall  come  unto  Adullam  the  glory  of  Israel. 

16  Make  thee  bald,  and  poll  thee  for  thy  delicate  children;  enlarge 
thy  baldness  as  the  eagle;  for  they  are  gone  into  captivity  from  thee.

2  And  they  covet  fields,  and  take  them  by  violence;  and  houses, 
and  take  them  away:  so  they  oppress  a  man  and  his  house,  even  a 
man  and  his  heritage. 

3  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  ;  Behold,  against  this  family  do  I 
devise  an  evil,  from  which  ye  shall  not  remove  your  necks;  neither 
shall  ye  go  haughtily :  for  this  time  is  evil. 

4  \  In  that  oay  snail  one  take  up  a  parable  against  you,  and  lament 
with  a  doleful  lamentation,  and  say.

JUDITH  addmsed  Holofenies  with  a  mingling  erf 
truth  and  falsdiood  whidi  betrayed  him  into  her 
hands  and  at  the  same  time  left  her  a  method  of 
escape.  She  told  him  that  Bediulia  oouki  onAj  be  cap- 
tured when  its  people  angered  their  God  hj  some  sin. 
Such  an  offense,  she  said,  was  about  to  occur,  and  if  he 
would  let  her  watdi  and  pnij,  she  as  a  true  servant  of 
God  would  know  just  when  the  sin  oocuned.  Then  the 
city  could  be  captured  without  loss.  Holofemes,  at- 
tracted equally  by  her  beauty  and  her  prophecy,  kept  her 
in  a  tent  beside  his  own,  while  allowing  her  to  go  forth 
each  night  beyond  the  encampment  to  watch  and  pray. 

Then  came  the  result  which  Judith  had  foreseen.  On 
the  fourth  night  Holofemes  summoned  her  to  dine  with 
him  alone.  After  long  feasting,  he  became  intDncated. 
and  sank  in  a  drunken  stupor  before  her.  Then  Judith* 
praying  God  for  aid,  drew  forth  the  great  general's  own 
huge  swcml  and  cut  <^  his  head.  Putting  the  goty  trophy 
into  a  bag,  die  gave  it  to  her  maid,  and  the  two,  gcnng  bc^y 
forth  from  the  camp  as  though  to  pray  as  usual«  passed 
through  the  guards  unchallenged,  and  ewayed. 
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3  Therefore  will  he  give  them  up,  until  the  time  tliat  she  which 
travaileth  hath  brought  forth :  then  the  renmant  of  his  brethren  shall 
return  unto  the  children  of  Israel. 

4  f  And  he  shall  stand  and  feed^  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord,  in 
the  majesty  of  the  name  of  the  Lord  his  God;  and  they  shall  abide: 
for  now  shall  he  be  great  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

5  And  this  man  shall  be  the  peace,  when  the  Assyrian  shall  come 
into  our  land :  and  when  he  shall  tread  in  our  palaces,  then  shall  we 
raise  against  him  seven  shepherds,  and  eight  principal  men.

8  ^  And  the  remnant  of  Jacob  shall  be  among  the  Gentiles  in  the 
midst  of  many  people  as  a  lion  among  the  beasts  of  the  forest,  as  a 
young  Uon  among  the  flocks  of  sheep:  who,  if  he  go  through,  both 
treadeth  down,  and  teareth  in  pieces,  and  none  can  deliver. 

9  Thine  hand  shall  be  lifted  up  upon  thine  adversaries,  and  all 
thine  enemies  shall  be  cut  off. 

10  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  saith  the  Lord,  that  I 
will  cut  off  thy  horses  out  of  the  midst  of  thee,  and  I  will  destroy  thy 
chariots :

2  Hear  ye,  O  mountains,  the  Lord's  controversy,  and  ye 
strong  foundations  of  the  earth :  for  the  Lord  hath  a  controversy  with 
his  people,  and  he  will  plead  with  Israel.

4  For  I  brought  thee  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  redeemed 
thee  out  of  the  house  of  servants ;  and  I  sent  l>efore  thee  Moses, 
Aaron,  and  Miriam. 

5  O  my  people,  remember  now  what  Balak  king  of  Moab  con- 
sulted, and  what  Balaam  the  son  of  Beor  answered  him  from  Shittim 
unto  Gilgal ;  that  ye  may  know  the  righteousness  of  the  Lord. 

6  ^  \N  nerewith  shall  I  come  before  the  Lord,  and  bow  myself  be- 
fore the  high  God  ?  shall  I  come  before  him  with  burnt  oflFerings,  ^"ith 
calves  of  a  year  old  ? 

7  Will  the  Lord  be  pleased  with  thousands  of  rams,  or  Tilth  ten 
thousands  of  rivers  of  ou  ?  shall  I  give  my  firstborn  for  my  transgres- 
sion, the  fruit  of  my  body  for  the  sin  of  my  soul  ? 

8  He  hath  shewed  thee,  O  man,  what  is  good ;  and  what  doth  the 
Lord  require  of  thee,  but  to  do  justly,  ana  to  love  merey,  and  to 
w^alk  humbly  with  thy  God  ? 

9  The  Lord's  voice  crieth  unto  the  city,  and  the  man  of  wisdom 
shall  see  thy  name:  hear  ye  the  rod,  and  who  hath  appointed  it. 

10  ^  Are  there  yet  the  treasures  of  wickedness  in  the  house  of  the 
wicked,  and  the  scant  measure  that  is  abominable  ? 

11  Shall  I  count  them  pure  with  the  wicked  balances  and  ^^^th  the 
bag  of  deceitful  weights  ? 

12  For  the  rich  men  thereof  are  full  of  violence,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof  have  spoken  lies,  and  their  tongue  is  deceitful  in  their 
mouth. 

13  Therefore  also  will  I  make  tJiee  sick  in  smiting  thee,  in  making 
thee  desolate  because  of  thy  sins. 

14  Thou  shalt  eat,  but  not  be  satisfied;  and  thy  casting  down  shall 
be  in  the  midst  of  thee;  and  thou  shalt  take  hold,  but  snalt  not  de- 
liver; and  that  which  thou  deliverest  wnll  I  give  up  to  the  sword. 

15  Thou  shalt  sow,  but  thou  shalt  not  reap;  thou  shalt  tread  the 
olives,  but  thou  shalt  not  anoint  thee  with  oil;  and  sweet  wine,  but 
shalt  not  drink  wine. 

16  ^  For  the  statutes  of  Omri  are  kept,  and  all  the  works  of  the 
house  of  Ahab,  and  ve  walk  in  their  counsels;  that  I  should  make 
thee  a  desolation,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  an  hissing:  therefore 
ye  shall  bear  the  reproach  of  my  people. 

Chapter  7

mies,  18  and  by  his  mercies. 

[OE  is  me !  for  I  am  as  when  they  have  gathered  the  summer 
fruits,  as  the  grapegleanings  of  the  vintage:  there  is  no  clus- 
ter to  eat :  my  soul  desired  the  firstripe  f niit. 
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2  The  good  man  is  perished  out  of  the  earth:  and  there  is  none  up- 
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"  Then  Mtid  Judilh  unio  them.  Hear  me  now,  my  brethren, 
and  take  this  head^  and  hang  it  upon  the  highest  place  of 
your  vxdUr — Judith^  H,  1. 

HASTENING  onwaixi  to  Bethulia,  Judith  displayed 
the  head  of  Holofernes  to  her.ooimtryinen  and 
told  them  what  she  had  done.  In  a  vehement 
speech  she  urged  that  they  should  hang  up  the  head  be- 
fore all  men  upon  their  city  walls;  then  with  this  to 
encourage  their  followers,  they  should  prepare  to  attack 
the  Assyrians. 

They  followed  Judith's  counsel.  Yet  she  would  not 
let  them  advance  instantly,  but  marshalled  them  bef(»e 
the  city  gates  as  a  threat  against  the  enemy.  There  she 
held  them  waiting,  till  the  Assyrians,  having  ventured  into 
the  general's  tent  to  summon  him,  discovered  his  hideous 
death.  A  panic  swept  the  entire  army  of  the  invaders; 
they  fled  in  every  direction,  and  the  Israelites  gathering 
from  Bethulia  and  other  cities  pursued  and  slaughtered 
them.  After  this  Judith  led  her  people  in  singing  a  great 
chant  of  praise. 

*'For  God  breaketh  the  battles:  for  among  the  camps 
in  the  midst  of  the  people  he  hath  delivered  me  out  of 
the  hands  of  them  that  persecuted  me." 
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right  among  men :  they  all  lie  in  wait  for  blood ;  they  hunt  every  man 
his  brother  with  a  net. 

3  f  That  they  may  do  evil  with  both  hands  earnestly,  the  prince 
asketh,  and  the  judge  asketh  for  a  reward;  and  the  great  vmriy  he 
uttereth  his  mischievous  desire :  so  they  wrap  it  up. 

4  The  best  of  them  t^  as  a  brier :  the  most  upright  is  sharj)er  than  a 
thorn  hedge ;  the  day  of  thy  watchmen  and  thy  visitation  cometh ;  now 
shall  be  their  perplexity. 

5  ^  Trust  ye  not  in  a  friend,  put  ye  not  confidence  in  a  guide ; 
keep  the  doors  of  thy  mouth  from  her  that  lieth  in  thy  bosom. 

6  For  the  son  dishonoureth  the  father,  the  daughter  riseth  up 
against  her  mother,  the  daughter-in-law  against  her  mother-in-law ; 
a  man^s  enemies  are  the  men  of  his  own  house. 

7  Tfieref ore  I  will  look  unto  the  Lord  ;  I  will  wait  for  the  God  of 
ray  salvation ;  my  God  will  hear  me. 

8  ^  Rejoice  not  against  me,  O  mine  enemy :  when  I  fall,  I  shall 
arise;  when  I  sit  in  darkness,  the  Lord  shall  be  a  light  unto  me. 

9  I  will  bear  the  indignation  of  the  Lord,  oecause  I  have 
sinned  against  him,  until  he  plead  my  cause,  and  execute  judgment 
for  me:  he  vdW  bring  me  forth  to  the  light,  and  I  shall  behold  his 
righteousness. 

10  Then  site  that  is  mine  enemy  shall  see  ity  and  shame  shall  cover 
her  which  said  unto  me.  Where  is  the  Lord  thy  God?  mine  eyes 
shall  behold  her:  now  shall  she  be  trodden  down  as  the  mire  of  the 
streets. 

11  In  the  day  that  thy  walls  are  to  be  built,  in  that  day  shall  the 
decree  be  far  removed. 

12  In  that  day  also  he  shall  come  even  to  thee  from  Assyria,  and 
from  the  fortifiea  cities,  and  from  the  fortress  even  to  the  river,  and 
from  sea  to  sea,  and  from  mountain  to  mountain.

19  He  will  turn  again,  he  will  have  compassion  upon  us;  he  will 
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subdue  our  iniquities ;  and  thou  wilt  cast  all  their  sins  into  the  depths 
of  the  sea. 

20  Thou  wilt  perform  the  truth  to  Jacob,  and  the  mercy  to  Abra- 
ham, which  thou  hast  sworn  unto  our  fathers  from  the  days  of  cJd. 


^t)e  Poofe  of  ^dttin 

(Tlie  book  of  the  prophet  Nahum  b  a  splendid  outburst  of  risfateous  indignatiOD  and  prophetic 
denunciation  af^ainst  Nineveh,  the  great  city  of  the  Assjnans.  In  literary  power  and  poetic  beauty, 
it  ranks  high  among  the  Biblical  books.  It  must  obviously  have  been  written  before  the  destnictioo  of 
Nineveh,  in  606  B.  C,  and  after  the  capture  oi  Thebes  referred  to  in  3,  8-10.  Hence  it  seems  probable 
that  the  book  dates  from  just  a  little  before  606  B.  C.  Nothing  de6nite  is  known  of  the  prophet. 
The  "Elkosh"  associated  with  his  name  has  been  connected  by  tradition  with  a  village  in  Galilee,  by 
another  tradition  with  a  villaj^  about  24  miles  north  of  ancient  Nineveh,  the  modem  AUnnh,  and  by 
still  another  tradition  with  a  village  in  southern  Judah.  The  Ust  is  the  most  probable,  for  acoording  to 
the  internal  evidence  of  the  book  Nahum  seems  to  have  been  a  Judean.

HE  burden  of  Nineveh.     The  book  of  the  vision  of  Nahum

2  God  is  jealous,  and  the  Lord  revengeth;  the  Lord  re- 
vengeth,  and  is  furious;  the  Lord  will  take  vengeance  on  his  adver- 
saries, and  he  reserveth  wrath  for  his  enemies. 

3  The  Lord  is  slow  to  anger,  and  ^reat  in  power,  and  will  not  at 
all  acquit  the  wicked:  the  Lord  hath  his  way  in  the  whirlwind  and  in 
the  storm,  and  the  clouds  are  the  dust  of  his  feet.

AFTER  the  book  of  Judith  in  the  ApooTpha,  come 
tlMiM  f»gment»7  portioos  of  the  Book  of  Esther 
which  have  been  rejected  from  the  more  com- 
{detdy  accepted  version  of  the  book  because  they  are  not 
found  in  the  Hebrew  manuscriptB,  but  only  in  the  Greek. 
These  fragments  aie  not  of  great  in^portanoe.  They  in- 
clude some  further  details  about  Mordecai*s  family  and 
his  doings,  especially  his  vi^on  of  two  dragons  fighting, 
which  he  interprets  as  referring  to  his  strife  with  Haman 
and  to  the  upraising  of  the  Jews  above  the  Gentiles. 
Then  there  are  copies  of  the  decrees  made  by  the  Persian 
king  for  and  against  the  Jews;  and  there  are  details  ol 
Esther's  interview  with  the  king. 

Most  valuable  of  the  additions,  however,  are  the  two 
prayers,  Mofdecai's  and  Esther's,  especially  the  lattier.  In 
which  Esther  protests  her  misery  and  terror,  declares  her> 
self  to  be  devoted  wholly  to  her  people,  and  to  have  be- 
come queen  only  under  necessity.  *' Neither  had  thy 
handmaid  any  joy  since  the  day  that  I  was  brought  hither 
to  this  present,  but  in  thee,  O  Lord  God  of  Abraham." 
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13  For  now  will  I  break  his  yoke  from  off  thee,  and  will  burst  thy 
bonds  in  sunder. 

14  And  the  Ix)rd  hath  given  a  commandment  concerning  thee, 
that  no  more  of  thy  name  be  sown :  out  of  the  house  of  thy  gods  will 
I  cut  off  the  graven  image  and  the  molten  image:  I  will  make  thy 
grave;  for  thou  art  vile. 

15  Behold  upon  the  mountains  the  feet  of  him  that  bringethgood 
tidings,  that  publisheth  peace!

Cfiapter  2 

The  fearful  and  vidorUms  ctrmies  of  God  againti  Nineveh. 

E  that  dasheth  in  pieces  is  come  up  before  thy  face:  keep  the 
munition,  watch  the  way,  make  thy  loins  strong,  fortify  thy 
power  mightily. 

2  For  the  Lord  hath  turned  away  the  excellency  of  Jacob,  as  the 
excellencv  of  Israel:  for  the  emptiers  have  emptied  them  out,  and 
marred  tneir  vine  branches. 

3  The  shield  of  liis  mighty  men  is  made  red,  the  valiant  men  are 
in  scarlet:  the  chariots  shall  be  with  flaming  torches  in  the  day  of  his 
preparation,  and  the  fir  trees  shall  be  terribly  shaken. 

4  The  chariots  shall  rage  in  the  streets,  they  shall  justle  one  against 
another  in  the  broad  ways :  they  shall  seem  like  torches,  they  shall  run 
Uke  the  lightnings. 

5  He  shall  recount  his  worthies:  they  shall  stumble  in  their  walk; 
they  shall  make  haste  to  the  wall  thereof,  and  the  defence  shall  be 
prepared. 

6  The  gates  of  the  rivers  shall  be  opened,  and  the  palace  shall  be 
dissolved. 

7  And  Huzzab^  shall  be  led  away  captive,  she  shall  be  brought  up, 
and  her  maids  shall  lead  her  as  with  the  voice  of  doves,  tabering  upon 
their  breasts. 

8  But  Nineveh  is  of  old  like  a  pool  of  water:  vet  they  shall  flee 
away.     Stand,  stand,  shall  they  cry;  but  none  shall  look  back. 

9  Take  ye  the  spoil  of  silver,  take  the  spoil  of  gold;  for  there  is 
none  end  of  the  store  and  glory  out  of  all  the  pleasant  furniture. 

10  She  is  empty,  and  void,  and  waste:  and  the  heart  melteth,  and 
the  knees  smite  together,  and  much  pain  is  in  all  loins,  and  the  faces 
of  them  all  gather  blackness. 

11  Where  is  the  dwelling  of  the  lions,  and  the  feedingplace  of  the 
young  lions,  where  the  lion,  even  the  old  lion  walked,  ana  the  lion's 
whelp,  and  none  made  them  afraid  ? 

12  The  lion  did  tear  in  pieces  enough  for  his  whelps,  and  strangled 
for  his  lionesses,  and  filled  nis  holes  with  prey,  and  his  dens  with  ravin.

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13  Behold,  I  am  s^ainst  thee,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  and  I  will 
bum  her  chariots  in  the  smoke,  and  the  sword  shall  devour  thy  young 
lions :  and  I  will  cut  off  thy  prey  from  the  earth,  and  the  voice  of  thy 
messengers  shall  no  more  be  heard. 

Ctiojpter  3 

The  miserdbU  ruin  of  Nineveh. 

[OE  to  the  bloody  city!  it  is  all  full  of  lies  and  robbery;  the 
prey  departeth  not; 

2  The  noise  of  a  whip,  and  the  noise  of  the  rattling  of  the 
wheels,  and  of  the  prancing  horses,  and  of  the  jumping  chariots. 

3  The  horseman  lifteth  up  both  the  bright  swoitl  and  the  glitter- 
ing spear:  and  there  is  a  multitude  of  slain,  and  a  great  nunaber  of 
carcases;  and  there  is  none  end  of  their  corpses;  they  stumble  upon 
their  corpses: 

4  Because  of  the  multitude  of  the  whoredoms  of  the  well  favoured 
hariot,  the  mistress  of  witchcrafts,  that  selleth  nations  through  her 
whoredoms,  and  families  through  her  witchcrafts. 

5  Behold,  I  am  against  thee,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts;  and  I  will 
discover  thy  skirts  upon  thy  face,  and  I  will  shew  the  nations  thy 
nakedness,  and  the  kingdoms  thy  shame. 

6  And  I  will  cast  abominable  filth  upon  thee,  and  make  thee  vile, 
and  will  set  thee  as  a  gazingstock. 

7  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  thM  all  they  that  look  upon  thee  shall 
flee  from  thee,  and  say,  Nineveh  is  laid  waste :  who  will  bemoan  her  ? 
whence  shall  I  seek  comforters  for  thee  ?

9  Ethiopia  and  Egvpt  were  her  strength,  and  it  VHis  infinite;  Put 
and  Lubim  were  thy  helpers. 

10  Yet  wa>s  she  carried  away,  she  went  into  captivity:  her  young 
children  also  were  dashed  in  pieces  at  the  top  of  all  the  streets:  and 
they  cast  lots  for  her  honourable  men,  and  all  her  great  men  were 
bound  in  chains. 

1 1  Thou  also  shalt  be  drunken :  thou  shalt  be  hid,  thou  also  shalt 
seek  strength  because  of  the  enemy. 

12  All  thy  strong  holds  shall  be  like  fig  trees  with  the  firstripe  figs : 
if  they  be  shaken,  they  shall  even  fall  into  the  mouth  of  the  eater. 

13  Behold,  thy  people  in  the  midst  of  thee  are  women:  the  gates 
of  thy  land  shall  oe  set  wide  open  unto  thine  enemies:  the  fire  shall 
devour  thy  bars. 

14  Draw  thee  waters  for  the  siege,  fortify  thy  strong  holds:  go  into 
<^lay,  and  tread  the  morter,  make  strong  the  brickkiln.

**For  God  created  man  to  be  immortaL,  and  made  him  io 
be  an  image  rf  hie  ovm  eternity*' — Wiedom  of  Solomon^  £» 
23. 

THE  remarkable  apocryphal  book  entitled  the  Wis- 
dom oi  Solomon  is  of  established  Hebrew  origin 
and  oi  great  intellectual  value.  But  it  is  of  sudb 
comparatiyelj  late  date  that  the  Jews  themselves  do  not 
regard  it  as  especially  inspired  of  Crod.  It  is  a  cc^ection 
of  wise  sayings  similar  to  those  in  the  accepted  Book  of 
Proverbs,  or  as  the  later  book  has  a  much  closer  union 
among  its  verses*  perhaps  it  might  better  be  compared 
with  the  Book  of  Ecdesiastes.  Indeed  the  name  "Wis- 
dom of  Solomon"  as  well  as  the  contents  of  the  book 
suggests  that  it  may  have  been  written  as  a  companion 
work  to  Ecdesiastes.  The  older  book  describes  Solo- 
mon*s  search  for  wisdom;  the  later  one  asserts  that,  wis- 
dom is  found. 

The  world  of  nature  is  appealed  to  in  a  spirit  similar 
to  that  of  modem  science  to  prove  that  God  is  really  all- 
powerful,  and  that  history,  particulariy  that  of  the  Jews, 
has  been  intended  for  the  teaching  of  mankind.  The 
ultimate  good  in  life,  asserts  the  unknown  author,  con- 
sists in  believing  in  God  and  following  His  Law  exactly 
as  laid  down  in  the  sacred  books.  The  enl  in  the  worid 
is  prompted  by  evil  spirits;  hence  God  takes  good  men 
away  to  an  immortality  beyond  eril's  reach. 
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15  There  shall  the  fire  devour  thee:  the  sword  shall  cut  thee  off, 
it  shall  eat  thee  up  like  the  eankerworm:  make  thyself  many  as  the 
cankerworm,  make  thyself  many  as  the  locusts. 

16  Thou  hast  multiplied  thy  merchants  above  the  stars  of  heaven: 
the  cankerworm  spoileth,  and  fleeth  away. 

17  Thy  crowned  are  as  the  locusts,  and  thy  captains  as  the  great 
^asshoppers,  which  camp  in  the  hedges  in  the  cola  day,  but  when  the 
sun  ariseth  they  flee  away,  and  their  place  is  not  known  where  they  are. 

18  Thy  shepherds  sluYnber,  O  king  of  Assyria:  thy  nobles  shall 
dwell  in  the  dust:  thy  people  is  scattered  upon  the  mountains,  and  no 
nxan  gathereth  theni. 

19  There  is  no  heaUng  of  thy  bruise;  thy  wound  is  grievous:  all 
that  hear  the  bruit  of  thee  shall  clap  the  hands  over  thee:  for  upon 
whom  hath  not  thy  wickedness  passed  continually  ?

(The  Book  of  Habakkuk  is  brief,  but  deeply  impressive,  and  full  of  high  religious  thought.  It 
•contains  also  a  remarkable  piece  of  poetic  composition  in  chapter  3.  Of  the  date  or  personality  of 
the  author,  we  have  no  positive  knowledge,  llis  reference  to  the  "Chaldeans**  has  been  made  the 
basb  of  an  argument  that  he  wrote  after  the  downfall  of  Assvria,  but  while  the  Chaldeans,  more  com- 
monly desifpated  Babylonians,  were  as  yet  little  known  in  Juckh,  in  other  words  about  600  B.  C.  Many 
cautious  cntics  incline  to  believe  that  the  beautiful  poetic  composition  of  praise  in  Habakkuk's  final 
<.'hapter  was  written  not  by  Habakkuk  himself  but  by  another  poet.) 

Cfiapter  I 

1  Unlo  Habakkuk,  complainin{j  of  the  iniquity  of  the  land,  5  ia  shewed  the  fearful  vengeance  by  the  Chaldeans, 
12  He  compUtineth  that  vengeance  should  oe  executed  by  them  v)ho  are  far  worse. 

HE  burden  which  Habakkuk  the  prophet  did  see. 

2  O  Lord,  how  long  shall  I  cry,  and  thou  wilt  not  hear! 
even  cry  out  unto  thee  o/  violence,  and  thou  wilt  not  save! 

3  Why  dost  thou  shew  me  iniquity,  and  cause  me  to  behold  griev- 
ance? for  spoiling  and  violence  are  before  me:  and  there  are  that 
raise  up  strife  ana  contention. 

4  Therefore  the  law  is  slacked,  and  ludgpent  doth  never  go  forth : 
for  the  wicked  doth  compass  about  the  righteous;  therefore  wrong 
judgment  proceedeth.^ 

5  ^  Behold  ye  among  the  heathen,  and  regard,  and  wonder  mar- 
vellously: for  I  will  work  a  work  in  your  days,  which  ye  will  not 
believe,  though  it  be  told  you.

7  They  are  terrible  and  dreadful :  their  judgment  and  their  dignity 
shall  proceed  of  themselves. 

8  Their  horses  also  are  swifter  than  the  leopards,  and  are  more 
fierce  than  the  evening  wolves :  and  their  horsemen  shall  spread  them-

9  Thev  shall  come  all  for  violence:  their  faces  shall  sup  up  a^  the 
east  win^,  and  they  shall  gather  the  captivity  as  the  sand. 

10  And  they  shall  scon  at  the  kings,  and  the  princes  shall  be  a 
scorn  unto  them:  they  shall  deride  every  strong  hold;  for  they  shall 
heap  dust,  and  take  it. 

1 1  Then  shall  his  mind  change,  and  he  shall  pass  over,  and  offend* 
imputing  this  his  power  unto  his  god.* 

12  ^  Art  thou  not  from  everlasting,  O  Lord  my  God,  mine  Holy 
One  ?  we  shall  not  die.

THE  Book  of  Eocksiasticiis,  as  presenred  in  tbe 
Apocrypha,  fonna  the  close  of  the  "Wisdom  lit- 
emture"  of  the  ancient  Hebrews.  Of  the  Hebraic 
original  of  the  book,  only  a  single  fragment  is  known  to 
exist,  but  there  b  no  reason  to  doubt  that  our  present 
book  is  what  it  dedaies  itself  to  be,  a  tmndation,  or 
rather  a  paraphrase,  from  the  Hebrew,  made  in  the  second 
century  B.C.  The  book,  the  longest  in  the  Apocrypha, 
consists  of  fifty-one  chapten  of  wise  sayings,  gathered 
chiefly,  as  its  prologue  tells  us,  by  "Jesus",  "a  man  of 
great  diligence  and  wisdom  among  the  Hel»ews*',  in  the 
days  shortly  after  the  return  from  exile. 

Ecdesiasticus  is  full  of  wise  counsel  fitted  for  every 
age,  and  forms  a  very  gold  mine  for  apt  quotations.  It 
praises  physicians  and  despises  dreams.  It  has  advice  for 
merchants  and  for  masters  of  feats,  for  borrowers  and  for 
lenders,  for  the  choosing  of  wives  and  the  bringing  up  of 
children.  On  one  of  its  passages  (2,  10)  Bunyan  chiefly 
relied  for  encouragement  in  faith.  From  its  final  chapter 
Handel  framed  his  celebrated  Funeral  Anthem.  And  in 
almost  every  collie  of  the  Christian  world  is  still  read 
the  closing  prayer,  "Draw  near  unto  me,  ye  unlearned, 
and  dwell  in  the  house  of  learning.*' 
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which  is  not  his!  how  long?  and  to  him  that  ladeth  himself  with 
thick  clay ! 

7  Shall  they  not  rise  up  suddenly  that  shall  bite  thee,  and  awake 
that  shall  vex  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be  for  booties  unto  them  ? 

8  Because  thou  hast  spoiled  many  nations,  all  the  remnant  of  the 
people  shall  spoil  thee:  because  of  men's  blood,  and  for  the  violence 
of  the  land,  of  the  city,  and  of  all  that  dwell  therein. 

9  ^  Woe  to  him  that  coveteth  an  evil  covetousness  to  his  house, 
that  he  may  set  his  nest  on  high,  that  he  may  be  delivered  from  the 
power  of  evil ! 

10  Thou  hast  consulted  shame  to  thy  house  by  cutting  off  many 
people,  and  hast  sinned  against  thy  soul. 

11  For  the  stone  shall  cry  out  of  the  wall,  and  the  beam  out  of  the 
timber  shall  answer  it. 

12  ^  Woe  to  him  that  buildeth  a  town  with  blood,  and  stablisheth 
a  city  by  iniquity! 

13  Behold,  is  it  not  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  that  the  people  shall 
labour  in  the  very  fire,  and  the  people  shall  weary  themselves  for 
very  vanity  ? 

14  For  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of 
the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea. 

15  ^  Woe  unto  him  that  giveth  his  neighbour  drink,  that  puttest 
thy  bottle  to  himy  and  makest  him  drunken  also,  that  thou  mayest 
look  on  their  nakedness! 

16  Thou  are  filled  with  shame  for  glory:  drink  thou  also,  and  let 
thy  foreskin  be  uncovered :  the  cup  of  the  Lord's  right  hand  shall  be 
turned  unto  thee,  and  shameful  spewing  shall  be  on  thy  glory. 

17  For  the  violence  of  Lebanon  shall  cover  thee,  and  the  spoil  of 
beasts,  which  made  them  afraid,  because  of  men's  blood,  and  for 
the  violence  of  the  land,  of  the  city,  and  of  all  that  dwell  therein. 

18  ^  What  profiteth  the  graven  image  that  the  maker  thereof  hath 

graven  it;  the  molten  image,  and  a  teacher  of  lies,  that  the  maker  of 
is  work  trusteth  therein,  to  make  dumb  idols  ? 

19  Woe  unto  him  that  saith  to  the  wood.  Awake;  to  the  dumb 
stone.  Arise,  it  shall  teach!  Behold,  it  is  laid  over  with  gold  and  sil- 
ver, and  there  is  no  breath  at  all  in  the  midst  of  it. 

20  But  the  Lord  is  in  his  holy  temple :  let  all  the  earth  keep  silence 
before  him.

1  From  here  to  the  end  of  the  chapter  Is  i^ven  as  a  poetical  chant  in  the  Revised  Version.

Selah.  His  glory  covered  the  heavens,  and  the  earth  was  full  of  his 
praise. 

4  And  his  brightness  was  as  the  light;  he  had  horns  coming  out  of 
his  hand :  and  there  was  the  hiding  of  his  power. 

5  Before  him  went  the  pestilence,  and  burning  coals  went  forth  at 
his  feet.

THE  Book  of  Ecdesiasticus  is  folloirod  in  the  Apoc- 
rypha by  the  Book  of  Baruch.  The  name  refers 
to  the  scribe  Baruch  who  was  the  friend  and  dis- 
ciple of  Jeremiah  and  who  wrote  out  his  leader's  prophe- 
cies. The  Apocryphal  book  itself  states  that  Baruch 
wrote  it  at  Babylon  during  the  captivity,  and  that»  by 
reading  it  aloud  before  an  assembly  of  his  countrymen* 
he  roused  them  to  repentance  for  their  sins  and  led  them 
to  send  help  to  the  sufferers  at  Jerusalem. 

The  book  resembles  the  accepted  prophets  of  the  Old 
Testament  It  is  a  rhapsody,  beginning  with  lamenta- 
tions over  the  downfall  of  the  people,  until  the  writer 
finally  cries  out,  "Gro  your  way,  O  my  children,  go  your 
way:  for  I  am  left  desolate.  I  have  put  off  the  clothing 
of  peace,  and  put  upon  me  the  sackcloth  of  my  prayer: 
I  will  cry  unto  the  Everlasting  in  my  days.**  Then  he 
turns  to  speak  of  hope  and  promise  for  the  future:  "For 
Grod  shall  lead  Israel  with  joy  in  the  light  of  his  glory 
with  the  mercy  and  righteousness  which  oometh  from 
him." 

As  a  closing  chapter  to  the  book  there  is  inserted  a  let- 
ter said  to  have  been  sent  by  Jeremiah  to  the  exiles  in 
Babylon,  asserting  the  justness  of  their  punishment 
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(Hie  Book  of  Zephaniah  states  plainly  the  time  of  its  delivery  and  the  ancestir  of  the  prophet. 
Probably  the  Hizkiah  or  Hezekiah  from  whom  this  descent  is  traced  was  King  Hezekiah;  thus  Zepha- 
Slab  was  a  pnnce  of  Judah.  His  prophecies  be;^;an  in  the  reign  of  King  Josiah,  and  apparaitlv  before  th€ 
period  of  r^orm.  He  rebukes  the  evils  of  his  tmie,  and  foretells  the  coming  of  a  great  day  of  the  Lord's 
oeslruction,  in  which  all  the  evil  nations  are  to  perish.  He  prophesies,  however,  that  a  fragment  of  the 
Jews  shall  survive,  be  restored  from  captivity,  and  inhabit  a  new  JerusEdem,  a  happier  and  nolier  Zion.) 

Cfiopter  1 

-OotTs  severe  fudgmerU  againtt  Judah  for  divere  tine. 

HE  word  of  the  Lord  which  came  unto  Zephaniah,  the  son 
of  Cushi,  the  son  of  Gedaliah,  the  son  of  Amariah,  the  son  of 
Hizkiah,  in  the  days  of  Josiah  the  son  of  Amon,  king  of  Judah.

16  A  day  of  the  trumpet  and  alarm  against  the  fenced  cities,  and 
against  the  high  towers. 

17  And  I  will  bring  distress  upon  men,  that  they  shall  walk  Kke 
blind  men,  because  tney  have  sinned  against  the  Lord;  and  their 
blood  shall  be  poured  out  as  dust,  and  their  flc^h  as  the  dung. 

18  Neither  their  silver  nor  their  gold  shall  be  able  to  deliver  them 
in  the  day  of  the  Lord's  wrath ;  but  the  whole  land  shall  be  devoured 
by  the  fire  of  his  jealousy:  for  he  shall  make  even  a  speedy  riddance 
of  all  them  that  dwell  in  the  land.

ATHER  yourselves  together,  yea,  gather  together,  O  nation 
not  desired;

|OE  to  her  that  is  filthy  and  polluted,  to  the  oppressing  city! 

2  She  obeyed  not  the  voice;  she  received  not  correction; 

she  trusted  not  in  the  Lord;  she  drew  not  near  to  her  God. 

3  Her  princes  within  her  are  roaring  lions;  her  judges  are  evening 
wolves;  they  gnaw  not  the  bones  till  the  morrow.^ 

4  Her  prophets  are  light  and  treacherous  persons:  her  priests  have 
polluted  the  sanctuary,  they  have  done  violence  to  the  law. 

5  The  just  Lord  is  in  the  midst  thereof;  he  will  not  do  iniquity: 
every  morning  doth  he  bring  his  judgment  to  light,  he  faileth  not; 
but  the  unjust  knoweth  no  shame. 

6  I  have  cut  off  the  nations :  their  towers  are  desolate ;  I  made  their 
streets  waste  that  none  passeth  by:  their  cities  are  destroyed,  so  that 
there  is  no  man,  that  there  is  none  inhabitant.

(The  three  last  books  of  the  Old  Testament,  beg[innin^  with  that  of  Hageai*  bdong  to  the  post- 
exilic  period,  were  written  under  the  priestly  government  e:»tablished  in  Jerusalem  oo  the  return  from 
the  captivity.  Haggai  propheded  witnin  the  first  score  of  years  after  this  return  of  the  earliest  caravao 
under  Zerubbabel,  or  more  exactly  in  the  year  3'iO  B.  C.  He  spoke  with  a  definite  purpose,  urging  the 
Jews  to  finish  the  rebuilding  of  the  temple.  He  declares  that  all  the  miseries  encompassing  them  are  a 
punishment  for  their  not  having  completed  this  work,  and  assures  them  of  a  splcodid  future  wherem 
the  temple  shall  be  more  glorious  than  of  old.)

YET  another  apocryphal  section  from  the  Book  of 
Daniel  presents  the  stoiy  of  Daniel's  Tictory  over 
the  Babylonian  priests  of  Bd.  Bel  was  a  huge 
brass  idol  much  worshipped  by  the  Babylonians  because 
he  was  suf^Msed  to  be  actually  alive,  the  evidence  of  this 
being  that  every  night  he  seemed  to  devour  an  enormous 
meal  consisting  of  forty  sheep  beside  other  delicacies. 
Daniel  ridiculed  the  idea  that  a  thing  of  mere  day  and 
brass  could  eat  The  priests  of  Bel  were  challenged  to 
prove  the  power  of  their  god;  and  Danid  staked  his  life 
against  theirs  upon  the  issue. 

So  Bd's  usual  feast  was  placed  before  him  of  an  even- 
ing; then  everyone  was  driven  from  (be  temple  and  the 
door  was  sealed.  This  did  not  trouble  the  priests,  for 
they  had  secret  entrances  of  thdr  own;  and  by  these  as 
usual  they  entered  in  the  night  with  thdr  families  and 
ate  up  the  feast  But  unknown  to  them  Danid  had  had 
the  temple  floor  strewn  with  ashes,  so  that  when  next 
morning  he  entered  the  temple  with  the  king,  a  mass  of 
footprints  betrayed  all  the  imposture.  The  king  in  his 
fury  slew  the  priests  and  thdr  families  and  allowed  Danid 
to  destroy  the  idol. 
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enough;  ye  drink,  but  ye  are  not  filled  with  drink;  ye  clothe  you,  but 
there  is  none  warm;  and  he  that  eameth  wages  earneth  wages  to  put 
it  into  a  bag  with  holes.

THERE  is  ako  a  dragon  story  in  the  Apocrypha  of 
Daniel.  After  the  destruction  of  the  idol  Bel, 
King  Cyrus  drew  the  prophet's  attention  to  another 
Babylonian  deity.  This  was  *'a  great  dragon",  which 
undeniably  lived  and  ate.  Being  iMdden  worship  this, 
Daniel  declared  it  was  a  mere  beast  which  he  could  slay 
"without  sword  or  staff."  He  fed  it  lumps  of  heated 
pitch,  mingled  with  fat  and  hair;  and,  seizing  these  in 
its  mouth,  "the  dragon  burst  in  sunder." 

At  this  the  Babjdonians  were  so  enraged  that  they  ac* 
cused  King  Cyrus  of  having  become  a  Jew  and  ddiber- 
atdy  destroying  their  gods  with  Daniel's  aid.  To  pacify 
their  rebellion  the  king  was  compelled  to  cast  Daniel  into 
a  den  of  lions.  Here  the  prophet  remained  an  entire 
week.  The  lions  were  deprived  of  all  other  food;  but 
they  starved  rather  than  attack  the  holy  man.  As  Danid 
was  also  starving,  an  angel  was  sent  to  aid  him.  The 
angel  appeared  suddenly  to  a  prophet  called  Habbacuc, 
who  was  in  Judea  carrying  a  bowl  of  pottage  to  some 
reapers  in  a  field.  Being  bidden  carry  the  pottage  to 
Daniel  instead,  Habbacuc  hesitated,  whereon  the  angel 
seized  him  by  the  hair,  and  "through  the  vehemency  of 
his  spirit  set  him  in  Babylon  over  the  den." 
After  this  Daniel  was  released,  and  his  enemies  de- 
voured bv  the  lions. 
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^tie  Pook  of  Hectiarta^ 


(Zedhariah  was  a  contemporary  of  Haggai,  apparently  the  younger  of  the  two.  He  joined  Ha^eai 
in  nif^ng  the  Jews  to  complete  the  rebuilding  of  the  temptle  in  the  davs  of  Zenibbabel.  The  book  divides 
into  two  sections.  The  first  eight  chapters  consist  mainly  of  Zecnariah's  visions  as  to  the  rebuilding 
of  the  temple,  the  dispersal  of  the  enenues  of  the  Jews,  and  the  glorious  era  of  the  Messiah.  There  are 
also  some  passages  of  priestly  instruction  to  the  people  of  Jenualem.  The  remaining  six  chapters  of 
the  book  do  not  seem  to  belong  to  the  work  of  Zechariah.  They  merely  follow  after  it,  and  are  appar- 
ently scattered  fragments  of  prophecy  gathered  from  unknown  authors  and  unknown  dates.)

Manasses, 

ONE  of  the  most  beautiful  and  impressiTe  of  the 
Apocrypha  fragments  is  the  prajer  of  Manasaes. 
It  is  taken  from  the  Second  Book  of  Chronides, 
where  the  history  of  King  Manasses  or  Manasseh  is  told. 
He  was  an  evil  king  of  Judah  who,  after  many  years  of 
idolatry  and  every  foul  form  of  sin,  was  made  prisoner 
and  carried  to  Babylon.  In  the  solitude  of  his  dungeon 
he  repented  and  prayed  to  God  for  forgiveness.  Being 
at  length  released  and  restored  to  his  throne,  he  proved 
the  earnestness  of  his  reform  by  devoting  his  life  to  un- 
doing the  evil  he  had  done. 

The  prayer  ascribed  to  him  tells  of  the  wonder  and 
power  and  terror  of  God  "who  hast  shut  up  the  sea  deep* 
and  sealed  it  by  thy  terrible  and  glorious  name.'*  Then 
the  suppliant  confesses  his  sins  "above  the  number  of  the 
sands  of  the  sea",  and  dedares  his  punishment  is  de- 
served. He  announces  his  repentance,  entreating  that  he 
be  not  punished  forever;  "neither  condemn  me  into  the 
lower  parts  of  the  earth.  For  thou  are  the  God,  even  the 
Grod  of  them  that  repent.'

THE  two  books  of  the  Maccabees,  oommonly  set  at 
the  dose  of  the  Apocrypha,  are  historical,  and  do 
much  to  bridge  the  gap  which  separates  Judea's 
religious  history  of  the  Old  Testament  from  that  of  the 
New.  The  two  books  are  entizely  separate  narratives 
telling  in  part  of  the  same  events,  though  the  second  be- 
gins eaiiier  than  the  first  and  closes  abruptly  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  tale.  In  authority  the  two  books  differ  widely; 
the  first  is  a  simple  narrative,  straightforward  and  un- 
adorned, the  second  ehiborates,  garnishes,  and  adds  men- 
tion of  visions  and  prodigies.  It  begins  with  the  days  of 
Jeremiah  and  tells  of  the  miraculous  preservation  of  the 
ark  of  Moses  by  the  prophet.  Xehemiah  is  also  bioug|it 
in,  and  then  the  book  reaches  to  the  period  of  the  Greek 
dominion. 

Here  begins  First  Maccabees.  It  briefly  mentions 
Alexander's  conquests,  only  to  lead  to  the  scene  of  his 
death  and  of  lus  division  of  his  kingdom,  by  which  Judca 
came  into  the  possession  of  his  lieutenants.  The  Jews 
had  been  protected  and  honored  by  Alexander,  as  they 
had  been  by  the  Persian  monarchs;  but  after  the  divi- 
sion of  the  Grecian  empire  they  fell  into  the  hands  of  less 
friendly  rulers,  imtil  finally  there  came  the  tyrant 
Antiochus  Epiphanes,  king  of  Syria,  whom  they 
regarded  as  a  sort  of  Antichrist. 
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3  Then  said  he  unto  me.  This  is  the  curse  that  goeth  forth  over  the 
face  of  the  whole  earth:  for  every  one  that  stealeth  shall  be  cut  off 
as  on  this  side  according  to  it;  and  every  one  that  sweareth  shall  be 
cut  off  as  on  that  side  according  to  it. 

4  I  will  bring  it  forth,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  and  it  shall  enter 
into  the  house  of  the  thief,  and  into  the  house  of  him  that  sweareth 
falsely  by  my  name:  and  it  shall  remain  in  the  midst  of  his  house,  and 
shall  consume  it  with  the  timber  thereof  and  the  stones  thereof.

ACCORDING  to  the  second  book  of  Mactttbees  the 
troubles  in  Judea  began  even  before  Antiochus. 
His  predecessor  on  the  Syrian  throne,  having 
learned  throii^  a  quairel  among  the  Jews  that  there  was 
great  treasure  stored  in  their  Temple  at  Jerusalem,  aent 
thither  his  treasurer,  Heliodorus,  to  demand  that  all  this 
wealth  should  be  surrendered  to  the  crown.  The  high* 
priest  Onias  protested  vehemently  that  this  was  holy 
money;  the  people  cried  out  in  despair;  yet  Heliodorus 
persisted  in  his  mission,  and,  protected  by  his  soldiers, 
entered  the  temple. 

Then  there  came  from  God  '*a  great  aj^Nuition'*  which 
caused  the  followers  of  Heliodorus  to  faint  from  terror: 
*'For  there  appeared  unto  them  a  horse  with  a  terrible 
rider  upon  him,  and  adorned  with  a  very  fair  covering, 
and  he  ran  fiercely,  and  smote  at  Heliodorus  with  his 
fore-feet." 

'* Moreover  two  other  young  men  appeared  before  him, 
notable  in  strength,  excellent  in  beauty,  and  oomdy  in 
apparel,  who  stood  by  him  on  either  side,  and  sooui^ged 
him  continually,  and  gave  him  many  sore  stripes. 

And  Heliodorus  fell  suddenly  unto  the  ground,  and 
was  compassed  with  great  darkness.*'  He  returned  there, 
after  to  his  master,  leainng  the  treasure  untouched. 
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9  Thus  speaketh  the  Lord  of  hosts,  saying.  Execute  true  judgment, 
and  shew  mercy  and  compassions  every  man  to  his  brother: 

10  And  oppress  not  the  widow,  nor  the  fatherless,  the  stranger, 
nor  the  poor;  and  let  none  of  you  imagine  evil  against  his  brother 
in  your  heart. 

11  But  they  refused  to  hearken,  and  pulled  away  the  shoulder, 
and  stopped  their  ears,  that  they  should  not  hear. 

12  Yea,  they  made  their  hearts  as  an  adamant  stone,  lest  they 
should  hear  the  law,  and  the  words  which  the  Lord  of  hosts  hatn 
sent  in  his  spirit  by  the  former  prophets :  therefore  came  a  great  wrath 
frora  the  Ix)rd  of  hosts. 

13  Therefore  it  is  come  to  pass,  that  as  he  cried,  and  they  would 
not  hear;  so  they  cried,  and  I  would  not  hear,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts: 

14  But  I  scattered  them  with  a  whirlwind  among  all  the  nations 
whom  they  knew  not.  Thus  the  land  was  desolate  after  them,  that 
no  man  passed  through  nor  returned:  for  they  laid  the  pleasant  land 
desolate. 

Cfiapter  8

GAIN  the  word  of  the  I^ord  of  hosts  came  to  me,  saying, 

2  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts;  I  was  jealous  for  Zion 
with  great  jealousy,  and  I  was  jealous  for  her  with  great  fury. 

3  Thus  saith  the  Lord;  I  am  returned  unto  Zion,  and  will  dwell 
in  the  midst  of  Jerusalem:  and  Jerusalem  shall  be  called  a  city  of 
truth;  and  the  mountain  of  the  *Lord  of  hosts  the  holy  mountain. 

4  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts;  There  shall  yet  old  men  and  old 
women  dwell  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem,  and  every  man  with  his  staff 
in  his  hand  for  very  age. 

5  And  the  streets  of  the  city  shall  be  full  of  boys  and  girls  playing 
in  the  streets  thereof. 

6  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts ;  If  it  be  marvellous  in  the  eyes  of 
the  remnant  of  this  people  in  these  days,  should  it  also  be  marvellous 
in  mine  eyes  ?  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 

7  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts;  Behold,  I  will  save  my  people 
from  the  east  country,  and  from  the  west  country; 

8  And  I  will  bring  them,  and  they  shall  dwell  in  the  midst  of 
Jerusalem:  and  they  shall  be  my  people,  and  I  will  be  their  God,  in 
truth  and  in  righteousness. 

9  ^  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts ;  Let  your  hands  be  strong,  ye 
that  hear  in  these  days  these  words  by  the  mouth  of  the  prophets 
which  were  in  the  day  that  the  foundation  of  the  house  of  the  Lord 
of  hosts  was  laid,  that  the  temple  might  be  built. 

^  10  For  before  these  days  there  was  no  hire  for  man,  nor  any  hire  for 
beast;  neither  wa^  there  any  peace  to  him  that  went  out  or  came  in  be- 
cause of  the  affliction :  for  I  set  all  men  ever}'  one  against  his  neighbour. 
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11  But  now  I  vriU  not  be  unto  the  residue  of  this  people  as  in  the 
former  days,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.

18  ^  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  came  unto  me,  say- 
ing. 

19  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts;  The  fast  of  the  fourth  months 

and  the  fast  of  the  fifth,  and  the  fast  of  the  seventh,  and  the  fast  of 
the  tenth,  shall  be  to  the  house  of  Judah  joy  and  gladness,  and  cheer- 
ful feasts;  therefore  love  the  truth  and  peace.

THE  next  king,  Antiochus,  utterij  trampled  on  the 
Jewish  faith.  The  good  prieet  Onias  was  re- 
moved from  office*  a  Greek  governor  was  put  over 
the  hmd  with  orders  to  stamp  out  entirely  the  retigious 
pnictioes  of  the  Jews  and  compel  than  to  adopt  the  Gredc 
worship.  A  statue  of  Jupiter  was  erected  in  the  centre  ol 
the  Temple;  and  troops  went  ever7w:here  throu^  the 
land  compelling  the  people  under  pain  of  death  to  eat  the 
forbidden  swine  flesh  and  make  sacrifice  to  Jupiter. 

NaturaUj  there  was  imposition;  though  helpless  and 
unarmed,  the  Jews  refused  obedience.  When  the  sol* 
diers  came  to  the  little  town  of  Modin  thej  found  there  an 
aged  ruler  named  Mattathias.  Thej  ordered  the  vener- 
able chief  to  make  sacrifice  first,  as  an  examj^e  to  others. 
He  refused,  and  when  another  Hebrew  went  fcMward  to 
act  in  his  place,  he  suddenly  flared  forth  in  rage  and  slew 
the  man.  He  slew  also  the  leader  of  the  soUicn.  Then, 
summoning  his  family  and  friends,  he  fled  into  the  wilder- 
ness. Others  gathered  round  him.  The  rebellion  at  the 
Afaocabees  was  begun. 
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3  And  Tyrus  did  build  herself  a  strong  hold,  and  heaped  up  silver 
as  the  dust,  and  fine  gold  as  the  mire  of  the  streets. 

4  Behold,  the  Lord  will  cast  her  out,  and  he  will  smite  her  power 
in  the  sea;  and  she  shall  be  devoured  with  fire. 

5  Ashkelon  shall  see  iU  and  fear,  Gaza  also  sliall  see  it,  and  be  very 
sorrowful,  and  Ekron;  for  her  expectation  shall  be  ashamed;  and  the 
king  shall  perish  from  Gaza,  and  Ashkelon  shall  not  be  inhab- 
ited. ^ 

6  And  a  bastard  shall  dwell  in  Ashdod,  and  I  will  cut  off  the  pride 
of  the  Philistines. 

7  And  I  will  take  away  his  blood  out  of  his  mouth,  and  his  abom- 
inations from  between  his  teeth:  but  he  that  remaineth,  even  he,  shall 
be  for  our  God,  and  he  shall  be  as  a  governor  in  Judah,  and  Ekron 
as  a  Jebusite.

SK  ye  of  the  Lord  rain  in  the  time  of  the  latter  rain;  so  the 
Lord  shall  make  bright  clouds,  and  give  them  showers  of 
rain,  to  every  one  grass  in  the  field. 

2  For  the  idols  have  spoken  vanity,  and  the  diviners  have  seen  a  he^ 
and  have  told  false  dreams;  they  comfort  in  vain:  therefore  thev  went 
their  way  as  a  flock,  they  were  troubled,  because  there  was  nd  shepherd. 

3  Mine  anger  was  kindled  against  the  shepherds,  and  I  punished 
the  goats :  for  the  Lord  of  hosts  hath  visited  his  flock  the  nouse  of 
Judah,  and  hath  made  them  as  his  goodly  horse  in  the  battle.

WHILE  M«tt«thia8  and  his  friends  lay  hidden  in 
the  wilds,  the  atten4>t  to  enforce  the  Gredc 
wonhip  continued  throug^ut  Judea.  Second 
Maccabees  tdls  of  many  martyrdoms,  of  cniel  tortures 
inflicted  and  of  heroic  resistance.  Most  oeldbraled  of 
these  cases  was  that  of  the  seven  brothers  who  with  their 
mother  weie  brou^t  befcxe  King  Antiochus.  One  by  one 
the  sons  on  refusing  to  eat  swine's  flesh  were  hideously 
tortured,  the  others  being  compelled  to  stand  by  and 
watch  the  agonies  of  their  brother.  Yet  each  one  in  turn 
defied  the  king  in  heroic  words  and  surrendoed  himself 
to  the  tortures,  their  mother  enoouraging  them  in  faith- 
fulness. 

Last  came  the  youngest,  a  mere  boy.  Antiochus, 
amazed  at  the  constancy  of  them  all,  offered  this  lad  every 
inducement  of  wealth  and  honor  to  desert  the  faith.  He 
then  commanded  the  mother  to  help  him  save  her  son. 
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him  rather  to  be  firm  and  endure  all  things.    So  he  too 
was  tortured. 
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Last  of  all,  after  the  sons,  the  mother  died, 
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Slory  is  spoiled :  a  voice  of  the  roaring  of  young  lions ;  for  the  pride  of 
ordan  is  spoiled. 

4  Thus  saith  the  Lord  my  God;  Feed  the  flock  of  the  slaughter; 

5  Whose  possessors  slay  them,  and  hold  themselves  not  guilty: 
and  they  that  sell  them  say,  Blessed  be  the  Lord  ;  for  I  am  rich :  and 
their  own  shepherds  pity  them  not. 

6  For  I  will  no  more  pity  the  inhabitants  of  the  land,  saith  the 
Lord  :  but,  lo,  I  will  deliver  the  men  every  one  into  his  neighbour's 
hand,  and  into  the  hand  of  his  king:  and  they  shall  smite  the  land, 
and  out  of  their  hand  I  will  not  deliver  ihem.

2  Behold,  I  will  make  Jerusalem  a  cup  of  trembling  unto  all  the 
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people  round  about,  when  they  shall  be  in  the  siege  both  against 
Judah  and  against  Jerusalem. 

3  %  And  in  that  day  will  I  make  Jerusalem  a  burdensome  stone 
for  all  people :  all  that  burden  themselves  with  it  shall  be  cut  in  pieces, 
though  all  the  people  of  the  earth  be  gathered  together  against  it. 

4  In  that  day,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  smite  every  horse  with  astonish- 
ment, and  his  rider  with  madness :  and  I  will  open  mine  eyes  upon  the 
house  of  Judah,  and  will  smite  every  horse  of  the  people  with  bUndness.

N  that  day  there  shall  be  a  fountain  of)ened  to  the  house  of 
David  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  for  sin  and  for 
uncleanness. 

2  ^  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  saith  the  Ix>rd  of  hosts, 
that  I  will  cut  off  the  names  of  the  idols  out  of  the  land,  and  they 
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Now  Maccabeus  and  his  company ,  the  Lord  guiding 
theniy  recovered  the  temple  and  the  city,** — II.  Mac.,  10,  1. 

TEE  heroic  constancy  of  the  Jews  w«a  not  expended 
in  vain.  The  aged  MatUthias  died  of  the  haid- 
ships  of  the  wiiderneBs;  but  he  had  &ve  sons  as 
rescrfute  as  himself,  and  one  of  these,  Jodas  Maccabeus, 
becoming  the  leader  of  the  fugitives,  became  finally  the 
head  of  a  great  and  successful  rebellion  which  restored  the 
Jewish  faith  in  Judah.  It  was  from  the  fame  of  Judas 
that  his  entire  family  came  tD  be  called  the  Maccabees, 
and  thdr  war  the  Maccabean  war. 

One  after  another,  Judas  defeated  the  expeditions  sent 
against  him.  His  followers,  according  to  the  Second  Book 
of  Maccabees,  were  encouraged  by  angd  visitations.. 
King  Ajitiochus  was  waning  away  from  Syria  and  his 
viceroy  Lysias  had  many  matters  in  hand,  so  that  neither 
of  them  came  personally  against  Judas.  All  lesser  oppo- 
nents he  overthrew,  until  at  length  just  three  years  after 
the  Temple  worship  had  been  polluted  by  Antiochus,  it 
was  restored  by  the  Jews  themsdves  amid  great  rejoic- 
ings. Their  champion,  Judas,  has  been  ranked  in  his- 
tory as  one  of  the  "nine  worthies*',  the  nine  great  war- 
riors of  ancient  days. 
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shall  no  more  be  remembered :  and  also  I  will  cause  the  prophets  and 
the  unclean  spirit  to  pass  out  of  the  land. 

3  And  it  snail  come  to  pass,  that  when  any  shall  yet  prophesy, 
then  his  father  and  his  mother  that  begat  him  shall  say  unto  him, 
Thou  shalt  not  live ;  for  thou  speakest  lies  in  the  name  of  the  I^ord  : 
and  his  father  and  his  mother  that  begat  him  shall  thiTist  him  through 
when  he  prophesieth. 

4  And  it  snail  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the  prophets  shall  be 
ashamed  every  one  of  his  vision,  when  ne  hath  prophesied;  neither 
shall  they  wear  a  rough  garment  to  deceive :

EHOLD,  the  day  of  the  Lord  cometh,  and  thy  spoil  shall  be 
divided  in  the  midst  of  thee. 

2  For  I  will  gather  all  nations  against  Jerusalem  to  battle; 
and  the  city  shall  be  taken,  and  the  houses  rifled,  and  the  women 
ravished;  and  half  of  the  city  shall  go  forth  into  captivity,  and  the 
residue  of  the  people  shall  not  be  cut  off  from  the  city. 

3  Then  shall  the  Lord  go  forth,  and  fight  against  those  nations, 
as  when  he  fought  in  the  day  of  battle. 

4  ^  And  his  feet  shall  stand  in  that  day  upon  the  mount  of  Olives,

12  ^  And  this  shall  be  the  plague  wherewith  the  Lord  will  smite  all 
the  people  that  have  fought  against  Jerusalem;  Their  flesh  shall  con- 
sume away  while  they  stand  upon  their  feet,  and  their  eyes  shall  consume 
away  in  their  holes,  and  their  tongue  shall  consume  away  in  their  mouth. 

13  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  a  great  tumult  from 
the  Lord  shall  be  among  them;  and  they  shall  lay  hold  every  one 
on  the  hand  of  his  neighbour,  and  his  hand  shall  rise  up  against  the 
hand  of  his  neighbour. 

14  And  Judah  also  shall  fight  at  Jerusalem;  and  the  wealth  of  aU 
the  heathen  round  about  shall  be  gathered  together,  gold,  and  silver, 
and  apparel,  in  great  abundance. 

15  And  so  shall  be  the  plague  of  the  horse,  of  the  mule,  of  the 
camel,  and  of  the  ass,  and  of  all  the  beasts  that  shall  be  in  these  tents, 
as  this  plague. 

16  ^  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  every  one  that  is  left  of  all  the 
nations  which  came  against  Jerusalem  shall  even  go  up  from  year  to 
year  to  worship  the  King,  the  Lord  of  hosts,  and  to  keep  the  feast 
of  tabernacles. 

17  And  it  shall  be,  that  whoso  T^-ill  not  come  up  of  all  the  families 
of  the  earth  unto  Jerusalem  to  worship  the  King,  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
even  upon  them  shall  be  no  rain.

19  This  shall  be  the  punishment  of  Egypt,  and  the  punishment 
of  all  nations  that  come  not  up  to  keep  the  feast  of  tabernacles. 

20  ^  In  that  dav  shall  there  be  upon  the  bells  of  the  horses,  HOLI- 
NESS UNTO  THE  LORD;  and  the  pots  in  the  Ix)Rd'8  house  shaU 
be  like  the  bowls  before  the  altar. 

21  Yea,  every  pot  in  Jerusalem  and  in  Judah  shall  be  holiness 
unto  the  Ix)rd  ot  hosts:  and  all  they  that  sacrifice  shall  come  and 
take  of  them,  and  seethe  therein:  anil  in  that  day  there  shall  be  no 
more  the  Canaanite  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  of  hosts. 
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**Wherrfore  he  ran  upon  kim  courageoudy  through  the 
midst  of  the  battle^  daying  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the 
leftr—l.  Mac,,  6,  45. 

AT  LENGTH  Lysias,  the  vioeroj  of  Andochus, 
came  himself  with  a  vast  army  to  restore  his 
authority  in  Judea.  Hie  Maccabees  met  him  in 
heroic  conflict,  one  exploit  being  particularly  famous. 
The  dephants  in  the  army  of  Lysias  astounded  and  ter- 
rified the  Jews;  but  Eleacar,  a  brother  of  Judas,  seeing 
one  dephant  hugher  than  all  the  rest,  thou^t  that  Lysias 
himself  must  be  upon  the  beast  Forcing  a  way  through 
all  the  army  of  the  enemy  to  this  one  elephant,  he  stood 
beneath  it  and  drove  his  spear  up  into  its  huge  bulk  so 
that  the  beast  fell  down  upon  him  and  they  died  together. 
Despite  every  ^ort  the  Maccabees  were  defeated. 
Lysias  made  peace  with  them  for  a  time,  and  consented 
that  the  Jewish  religion  should  be  restored.  It  is  in  the 
triumph  of  that  moment  that  the  Second  Book  of  Macca- 
bees closes.  But  the  truce  was  soon  broken,  Lysias  came 
again  with  a  mighty  force,  and  Judas  Maccabeus  was 
slain  in  battle.  His  two  surviving  brothers,  Jonathan 
and  Simon,  retreated  once  more  to  the  wilderness  with 
their  followers;  and  thereafter  the  war  ceased  to  be  a 
religious  one.  The  Jewish  faith  was  not  again  assailed; 
but  the  exiled  Maccabees  continued  to  fi^t  for  inde- 
pendence and  for  dominion. 
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(The  Book  of  Malachi,  the  last  in  order  in  the  Old  Testament  is,  with  the  possible  exception  of 
Joel,  the  last  of  the  Prophetic  Books  in  time.  It  belongs  to  the  period  of  Ezra  and  Nehemiah,  the 
middle  of  the  fifth  centivv  B.  C.  Of  its  author  nothing  is  known.  Even  his  name,  Malachi,. is  per- 
haps not  a  proper  name,  out  should  be  translated  as  **my  messenger"  i.e.  God's,  in  accordance  with 
chapter  3,  1.  The  first  two  chapters  reprove  the  people  of  Judah  for  their  foreign  marriages  and 
other  sins,  just  such  as  Ezra  ana  Nehemiah  protested  against.  Then  the  last  two  chapters  rise  to  fuller 
j^rophetic  heights  and  proclaim  both  the  coming  of  a  day  of  doom  and  the  advent  of  the  Son  of  Right- 
^eousness,  accompanied  by  the  messenger  who  is  to  "prepare  the  way.*'  With  this  promise  of  the  ap- 
proach of  the  New  Dbpensation  the  Old  Dispensation  closes.) 

Ctiapter  t 

1  Malachi  complaineih  of  Israel's  unkindnesa.    6  Of  their  irreligiousnees,  12  and  profanenesa. 

HE  burden  of  the  word  of  the  Lord  to  Israel  by  Malachi. 

2  I  have  loved  you,  saith  the  Lord.     Yet  ye  say,  Wherein 
hast  thou  loved  us  ?    Was  not  Esau  Jacob's  brother  ?  saith  the 
XiORd:  yet  I  loved  Jacob, 

3  And  I  hated  Esau,  and  laid  his  mountains  and  his  heritage  waste 
for  the  dragons  of  the  wilderness. 

4  Whereas  Edom  saith,  We  are  impoverished,  but  we  will  return 
and  build  the  desolate  places;  thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.  They 
shall  build,  but  I  will  tnrow  dow^n;  and  they  shall  call  them.  The 
border  of  wickedness,  and,  The  people  against  whom  the  Lord  hath 
indignation  for  ever. 

5  And  your  eyes  shall  see,  and  ye  shall  say.  The  Lord  will  be 
magnified  from*  the  border  of  Israel. 

6  f  A  son  honoureth  his  father,  and  a  servant  his  master:  if  then 
1  he  SL  father,  where  is  mine  honour.?  and  if  I  6^  a  master,  where  is 
my  fear.?  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts  unto  you,  O  priests,  that  despise 
my  name.     And  ye  say,  Wherein  have  we  despised  thy  name  ? 

7  Ye  offer  polluted  bread  upon  mine  altar;  and  ye  say.  Wherein 
have  we  polluted  thee?  In  that  ye  say.  The  table  of  tne  Lord  is 
contemptible. 

8  And  if  ye  offer  the  blind  for  sacrifice,  is  it  not  evil  ?  and  if  ye  offer 
the  lame  and  sick,  is  it  not  evil  ?  offer  it  now  unto  thy  governor;  wdll  he 
be  pleased  wdth  thee,  or  accept  thy  person  ?  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 

9  And  now,  I  pray  you,  beseech  God  that  he  will  be  gracious  unto 
us :  this  hath  been  by  your  means :  will  he  regard  your  persons  ?  sjaith 
the  Ix>RD  of  hosts. 

10  Who  is  there  even  among  you  that  would  shut  the  doors  for 
naught  ?  neither  do  ye  kindle  fire  on  mine  altar  for  nought.  I  have 
no  pleasure  in  you,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  neither  will  I  accept  an 
offering  at  your  hand.

Chapter  2

ND  now,  O  ye  priests,  this  commandment  is  for  you. 

2  K  ye  will  not  hear,  and  if  ye  will  not  lay  it  to  heart,  to- 
give  glory  unto  my  name,  saitn  the  Lord  of  hosts,  I  will 
even  send  a  curse  upon  you,  and  I  will  curse  your  blessings :  yea,  I 
have  cursed  them  already,  because  ye  do  not  lay  it  to  heart.

11  ^  Judah  hath  dealt  treacherously,  and  an  abomination  is  com- 
mitted in  Israel  and  in  Jerusalem ;  for  Judah  hath  profaned  the  holi- 
ness of  the  Lord  which  he  loved,  and  hath  married  the  daughter  of 
a  strange  god. 

12  The  Lord  will  cut  off  the  man  that  doeth  this,  the  master  and 
the  scholar,  out  of  the  tabernacles  of  Jacob,  and  him  that  offereth  an 
offering  unto  the  Ix)RD  of  hosts.

FOR  nineteen  years  did  the  two  surviving  Maocabee 
brothers  continue  their  struggle  against  all  the 
power  of  Syria.  King  Antiochus  died  in  such 
suffering  that  the  Jews  declared  it  a  judgment  upon  him 
for  his  cruelty  to  them.  Civil  war  soon  followed  among 
the  as{Hrants  to  the  Syrian  throne;  and  during  this  the 
Maccabees,  by  lending  their  aid  to  the  successful  con- 
testant,  became  admowledged  as  Princes  of  Judah.  Jona* 
than,  the  eld«*,  was  made  not  only  governor  of  the  land 
but  high-priest  of  Jerusalem.  Later  the  Syrian  monarch 
plotted  to  recover  his  power  over  Judea,  so  he  entrapped 
Jonathan,  and  putting  him  to  death,  marched  an  army 
against  the  leaderless  country. 

It  was  then  that  Simon,  last  and  youngest  of  the  Maoca* 
bees,  assumed  in  his  turn  the  guidance  of  his  people,  and 
proved  himself  a  warrior  equal  to  his  brothers.  He  was 
also  a  wise  and  noble  ruler.  Having  repelled  the  Syrians 
at  every  point,  he  completely  established  the  security  and 
well-being  of  his  country.  In  gratitude,  the  Jews  heaped 
honors  upon  him,  as  did  also  the  surroimding  monarchs. 
He  was  made  high-priest,  and  ruled  for  a  time  in  peace. 
In  the  end  he  was  slain  by  treachery;  but  his  descendants 
continued  to  hold  the  sovereignty  of  Judea  until 
the  land  was  subjected  to  Borne 
almost     a     century     later.

Ctiapter  3

16  The  promise  of  blessing  to  them  thai  fear  God. 


EHOLD,  I  will  send  my  messenger,  and  he  shall  prepare  the 
way  before  me:  and  the  Lord,  whom  ye  seek,  shall  suddenly 

come  to  his  temple,  even  the  messenger  of  the  covenant,  whom 

ye  delight  in:  behold,  he  shall  come,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 

2  But  who  may  abide  the  day  of  his  coming  ?  and  who  shall  stand 
w^hen  he  appeareth  ?  for  he  is  like  a  refiner's  fire,  and  like  fullers*  sope :

11,  14  and  17,  10,  where  John  the  Bapt!5t  Is  declared  to  *.f 
tbe  prophesied  Elijah. 
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^HE  books  of  the  New  Testament  were  originally  written  in  the 
Greek  language,  during  the  first  century  following  the  death 
I  of  Christ.  The  authors  were  the  apostles  or  their  immediate 
associates  and  successors.  These  wonderful  books  are  twenty-seven  in 
number.  First  and  most  important,  the  most  treasured  writings  upon 
earth,  are  the  four  Gospels,  four  separate  but  harmonious  accounts  of 
the  life  and  mission  of  Jesus.  These  books  are  called  in  the  Greek 
the  "Evangels"  or  messages  of  good  tidings,  a  name  fairly  translated 
by  oUr  old  English  "Gospel,"  which  means  "good  news"  or  perhaps 
"God's  word."  The  first  three  of  these  books  are  known  as  the 
"synoptic"  Gospels,  because  they  have  so  much  in  common.  Each 
tells  many  of  the  same  incidents  as  the  others,  often  in  almost  the 
same  words.  Each  has  however  incidents  unmentioned  by  the  others, 
and  each  has  its  own  point  of  view.  The  fourth  Gospel,  that  of 
John,  is  markedly  different  though  not  contradictory  to  the  other  three. 

After  the  Gospels  comes  a  book  telling  of  the  acts  of  the  apostles 
in  the  years  following  Christ's  death.  It  forms  a  sort  of  continua- 
tion to  the  third  Gospel,  that  of  St.  Luke.  Then  follow  various 
letters  written  by  the  first  great  leaders  of  the  Church  to  their  brethren 
and  disciples  in  distant  lands,  and  this  human  interpretation  of  the 
meaning  of  the  divine  teacher  has  become  a  most  valuable  and  illum- 
inative part  of  our  Christian  faith.  Last  of  all  comes  the  remarkable 
Book  of  Revelation,  a  series  of  gigantic  prophecies,  a  work  similar 
to  the  Jewish  apocalypses. 

From  the  Greek  origin  of  the  New  Testament  arises  one  source  of 
inconvenience  and  perplexity  to  those  who  read  it  for  the  first  time 
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in  connection  with  the  older  books  of  the  Law  and  Prophets.  The 
proper  names  are  spelled  in  their  Greek  form,  which  sometimes 
di£Pers  widely  from  the  Hebrew.  Thus  "Jesus"  is  in  reality  quite 
a  common  Hebrew  name,  being  the  same  as  the  Joshua  or  Jehoshua 
or  Hosea  of  the  Old  Testament.  The  Elijah  of  the  earlier  record 
becomes  Elias  in  the  new,  Judah  becomes  Judas,  and  so  onward. 
These  difficulties  are  most  of  them  avoided  in  the  Revised  Version; 
but  only  careful  study  can  enable  the  reader  to  escape  them  wholly. 
Thus,  for  example,  the  word  Christ,  which  has  with  us  come  to  be 
a  name  bestowed  exclusively  upon  Jesus,  is  in  reality  the  Greek 
form  of  **Messiah,**  the  Saviour  so  often  promised  by  the  prophets. 
Hence  each  time  the  disciples  thus  addressed  or  referred  to  Jesus 
they  were  making  profession  of  their  faith  in  Him. 


introbttctton  to  tfie  ^ost^tl  of  Sk.  illattfietai 

The  Gospel  of  St.  Matthew  has  always  been  accepted  by  the  Church  as  the  work  of  the 
apostle  Matthew,  whose  call  to  follow  Jesus  is  told  by  himself  within  the  book.  He  was 
a  "publican"  or  collector  of  taxes  under  the  Roman  government.  We  have  some  evidence 
that  Matthew  wrote  an  account  of  J^us  in  Hebrew  almost  immediately  after  the  death  of 
the  Master,  but  this  work  has  not  been  preserved.  Probably  the  apostle  composed  this 
present  Greek  book  thirty  years  later,  that  is,  about  60  A.  D.  The  account  is  undemablr 
that  of  an  eyewitness  of  many  of  the  scenes  described. 

Matthew's  Gospel  differs  from  the  others  chiefly  in  giving  us  more  of  the  discourses  of 
Jesus,  such  for  instance  as  the  ''Sermon  on  the  Mount,"  and  more  also  of  His  actual  words 
in  argument,  the  trials  of  debate  forced  upon  Him  by  the  priesthood.  It  is  also  notable  that 
Matthew  seems  writing  for  his  own  countrymen,  the  Jews.  He  refers  constantly  to  the 
Old  Testament.  By  quoting  the  ancient  prophecies  he  aims  to  show  his  people  that  Jesus 
fulfills  every  prophetic  promise,  and  thus  is  indeed  the  Christ,  the  long  expected  Messiah. 
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"And  there  appeared  unio  him  an  angel  cf  the  Laidy — 
Luke,  L  11. 

'O  TWO  of  the  Crospels  tell  exactly  the  same  in- 
cidents about  Jesus,  hence  in  the  effort  to  gather 
a  full  knowledge  of  His  life,  it  becomes  necessary 
to  combine  all  four  accounts,  grouping  the  events  in 
chronc^ogical  order  as  nearly  as  we  can.  The  fullest 
account  of  the  events  preceding  the  birth  of  Jesus  is  given 
in  the  Grospel  of  Luke,  who  begins  his  account  with  the 
angelic  annunciation  of  the  coining  of  John  the  Baptist, 
the  forerunner  of  Christ. 

The  promise  of  the  advent  amid  the  Hebrews,  of  a 
Messiah  or  Christ  extends  through  all  their  prophetic 
writings.  The  promised  Saviour  was  to  rule  the  entire 
world,  punish  aO  evil  doers  and  reward  tfie  ri^teous. 
There  was  also  a  prophecy  that  the  Messiah  was  to  be 
preceded  by  another  teacher,  only  less  than  He,  who 
should  prepare  His  way.  For  the  coming  of  this  first 
teacher  the  Jews  watched  always  and  longin^y.  Yet  he 
came  unexpectedly.  In  the  days  when  Augustus  Caesar 
as  Emperor  of  Rome  was  master  of  the  civilised  worid,  a 
good  old  priest  named  Zacharias,  while  serving  in  the 
Temple  at  Jerusalem,  was  suddenly  amazed  and  terrified 
by  the  appearance  of  the  angd  Gabrid.  The  divine  mes- 
senger announced  to  the  priest  that  to  Zacharias  and  his 
aged  wife  Elizabeth  there  was  to  be  bom  a  son, 
who  should  be  the  fosenmner  of  the  Christ* 
*'And  thou  shalt  call  his  name    John.*'

THE  Hdbrews  had  always  been  a  people  dow  of 
beb'ef.  This  (wotected  them  from  the  pcomis- 
cuous  worship  of  idols  into  whidi  other  ancient 
nations  had  fallen;  but  it  also  made  them  slow  to  accept 
or  recognize  the  divine  fulfillment  of  their  own  Scriptural 
promises.  This  spirit  of  doubt  is  found  appearing  at  the 
very  beginning  of  the  revdation  of  Christ  and  confronting 
Him  as  the  chief  obstade  through  all  His  career  to  its 
tragic  dose.  Zacharias,  bdng  told  of  the  birth  of  John 
to  his  aged  wife,  doubted.  He  demanded  *'a  sign*',  that 
is,  some  miracle  in  proof  of  the  divine  source  of  the  angd's 
message,  as  though  the  very  appearance  of  the  visitant 
were  not  in  itsdf  an  overwhelming  proof. 

The  angd,  in  swift  punishment*  gave  the  suspicious 
priest  the  sign  he  asked;  he  was  stricken  dumb.  More- 
over he  was  told  he  should  continue  dumb  until  his  son 
was  bom.  With  that  the  angd  disappeared.  Zacharias, 
hastening  to  the  worshippers  who  were  awaiting  him  out- 
side the  Temple,  strove  to  speak;  but  could  only  motion 
to  them  with  signs  and  gesticulations,  so  that  they  "per- 
ceived that  he  had  seen  a  vision  in  the  temple.** 
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5  And  they  said  unto  him,  In  Bethlehem  of  Judea:  for  thus  it  is 
written  by  the  prophet/

W  7HILE  to  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  Zachams,  waa 
^y^y  promifled  the  glory  of  being  the  mother  of  the 
^  '  Forerunner,  the  yet  more  glorious  duty  of 
mothering  the  Christ  Himself  was  destined  for  Mary,  a 
young  cousin  of  Elizabeth.  It  had  been  foretold  that  the 
Christ  was  to  be  bom  of  the  family  of  King  David;  and 
hence  the  Jews  expected .  Him  to  be  bom  a  king,  and 
watched  for  Him  only  among  their  leaders.  But  the  de- 
scendants of  David  had  been  very  numerous,  and  after 
the  overthrow  of  the  independence  of  the  Judean  mon- 
archy, many  of  David's  line  had  sunk  to  poverty  and 
obscurity.  Thus  there  dwelt  in  Nazareth,  a  city  of  Gali- 
lee, a  wise  and  holy  man  named  Joseph,  who  was  of  the 
"house  of  David'*  yet  who  earned  his  living  as  a  carpen- 
ter. There  was  also  the  maiden,  Mary,  who  was  appar- 
ently of  the  ** house  of  David",  yet  whose  whole  Hfe  had 
been  one  of  poverty,  though  of  peculiar  sanctity.  By  the 
Bible  we  are  told  only  that  she  was  a  cousin  of  Elizabeth. 
From  other  ancient  sources  we  hear  that  she  was  also 
related  to  Joseph,  and  that  almost  from  infancy  she  had 
been  dedicated  as  a  virgin  to  the  service  of  God.  She 
had  been  placed  in  the  Temple,  and  there,  under  the 
guardianship  of  the  priests,  had  spent  a 
childhood  in  peace  and  quiet  happiness.

2  And  he  opened  his  mouth,  and  taught  them,  saying, 

3  Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit :  for  theirs  is  the  Kingdom  of  heaven. 

4  Blessed  are  they  that  mourn:  for  they  shall  be  comforted. 

5  Blessed  are  the  meek:  for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth. 

6  Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst  after  righteousness: 
for  they  shall  be  filled. 

7  Blessed  are  the  merciful :  for  they  shall  obtain  mercy. 

8  Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart:  for  they  shall  see  God. 

9  Blessed  are  the  peacemakers :  for  they  shall  be  called  the  children 
of  God. 

10  Blessed  are  they  which  are  pereecuted  for  righteousness'  sake: 
for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

11  Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  revile  vou,  and  persecute  you, 
and  shall  say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely,  for  my  sake. 

12  Rejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad:  for  great  is  your  reward  in 
heaven :  for  so  f)ersecuted  they  the  prophets  which  were  before  you.

ACCORDING  to  the  religious  custom,  tlie  Tirgins 
of  the  Temple  'were  each  betiothed  to  some 
good  man,  betrothed  but  not  wedded,  that  thej 
might  have  the  protection  of  a  husband's  name  without 
being  his  wife.  When  the  time  came  for  Mary*s  be- 
trothal, she  was  united  to  Joseph,  her  venerable  relative. 
The  Bible,  it  must  be  remembered,  does  not  state  that 
Mary  was  a  virgin  of  the  Temple;  but  it  does  point  out 
to  us  that  the  wedding  with  Joseph  was  only  a  form,  and 
that  she  continued  to  live  apart  from  her  nominal  hus- 
band. Apparently  she  did  not  even  dwell  in  his  house. 
She  remained  in  maiden  solitude  and  meditation,  perhaps 
at  the  Temple,  perhaps  at  the  home  of  her  own  father, 
with  her  mother,  whom  tradition  declares  to  have  been 
also  a  saint.  Saint  Anna.

19  Whosoever  therefore  shatll  break  one  of  these  least  command- 
ments, and  shall  teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called  the  least  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven :  but  whosoeVer  shall  do  and  teach  them,  the  same 
shall  be  called  great  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

20  For  I  say  unto  you.  That  except  your  righteousness  shall  exceed 
the  righteousness  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no  case 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

21  ^  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time.  Thou  shalt 
;  and  whosoever  shall  kill  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment: 

22  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  is  angry  with  his  brother 
without  a  cause  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment:  and  whosoever 
shall  say  to  his  brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  council :  but 
whosoever  shall  say.  Thou  fool,  shall  be  in  danger  of  hell  fire. 

23  Therefore  if  thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there  remem- 
berest  that  thy  brother  hath  ought  against  thee;

28  But  I  say  unto  you,  That  whosoever  looketh  on  a  woman  to 
lust  after  her  hath  committed  adultery  with  her  already  in  his  heart. 

29  And  if  thy  right  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  cast  it  from 
thee :  for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of  thy  members  should  perish, 
and  not  that  thy  whole  body  should  be  cast  into  hell. 

30  And  if  thy  right  hand  offend  thee,  cut  it  off,  and  cast  it  from  thee: 
for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of  thy  members  should  perish, 
and  not  tliat  thy  whole  body  should  be  cast  into  hell. 

31  It  hath  been  said.  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife,  let  him 
give  her  a  writing  of  divorcement: 
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32  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife, 
savino:  for  the  cause  of  fornication,  causeth  her  to  commit  adulten; 
and  whosoever  shall  marry  her  that  is  divorced  committeth  adulten-. 

33  If  Again,  ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said  bv  them  of  old 
time.  Thou  shalt  not  forswear  thyself,  but  shalt  perform  unto  the 
Lord  thine  oaths: 

34  But  I  say  unto  you,  Swear  not  at  all;  neither  by  heaven;  for 
it  is  God's  throne: 

35  Nor  by  the  earth;  for  it  is  his  footstool:  neither  by  Jerusalem; 
for  it  is  the  city  of  the  great  King. 

36  Neither  shalt  thou  swear  by  thy  head,  because  thou  canst  not 
make  one  hair  white  or  black. 

37  But  let  your  communication  be.  Yea,  yea;  Nay,  nay:  for  what- 
soever is  more  than  these  cometh  of  evil. 

38  ^  Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said.  An  eye  for  an  eye, 
and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth: 

39  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  ye  resist  not  evil :  but  whosoever  shall 
smite  thee  on  thy  right  cheek,  turn  to  him  the  other  also. 

40  And  if  any  man  will  sue  thee  at  the  law,  and  take  away  thy 
coat,  let  him  have  thy  cloke  also.

48  Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven 
is  perfect. 

Cfjapter  6 

1  Christ  continueth  his  sermon  in  the  mount,  speaking  of  alms,  5  prayer,  14  foraiving  our  hrtthren,  16  fattiiUJ. 
19  where  our  treasure  is  to  be  laid  up,  24  of  serving  God,  and  mammon:  25  exhorteth  not  to  te  careful  far  vorldi^ 
things:  33  but  to  seek  God's  kingdom. 

AKE  heed  that  ye  do  not  your  alms  before  men,  to  be  seen  of 
them:  otherwise  ye  have  no  reward  of  your  Father  which  is 
in  heaven.^ 
2  Therefore  when  thou  doest  thine  alms,  do  not  sound  a  trumpet

3  But  when  thou  doest  alms,  let  not  thy  left  hand  know  what  thy 
right  hand  doeth: 

4  That  thine  alms  may  be  in  secret:  and  thy  Father  which  seeth 
in  secret  himself  shall  reward  thee  openly. 

5  %  And  when  thou  prayest,  thou  shalt  not  be  as  the  hypocrites 
are:  for  they  love  to  pray  standing  in  the  synagogues  and  in  the  cor- 
ners of  the  streets,  that  they  may  oe  seen  of  men.  Verily  I  say  unto 
jou.  They  have  their  reward. 

6  But  thou,  when  thou  prayest,  enter  into  thy  closet,  and  when 
thou  hast  shut  thy  door,  pray  to  thy  Father  which  is  in  secret;  and  thy 
Father  which  seeth  in  secret  shall  reward  thee  openly. 

7  But  when  ye  pray,  use  not  vain  repetitions,  as  the  heathen  do:

8  Be  not  ye  therefore  like  unto  them;  for  your  Fatner  knoweth 
what  things  ye  have  need  of,  before  ye  ask  him. 

9  After  this  manner  therefore  pray  ye:  Our  Father  which  art  in 
heaven.  Hallowed  be  thy  name. 

10  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  a'H^  in  heaven.^ 

11  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread. 

12  And  forgive  us  our  debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debtors. 

13  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil:  for 
thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever.    Amen.^ 

14  For  if  ye  forgive  men  their  trespasses,  your  heavenly  Father 
-will  also  forgive  you: 

15  But  if  ye  forgive  not  men  their  trespasses,  neither  will  your 
Father  forgive  your  trespasses. 

16  ^  Moreover  when  ye  fast,  be  not,  as  the  hypocrites,  of  a  sad 
countenance:  for  they  disfigure  their  faces,  that  they  may  appear 
unto  men  to  fast.     Verily  I  say  unto  jou.  They  have  their  reward. 

17  But  thou,  when  thou  fastest,  aqomt  thine  head, and  wash  thy  face; 

18  That  thou  appear  not  unto  men  to  fast,  but  unto  thy  Father 
which  is  in  secret :  and  thy  Father,  which  seeth  in  secret,  shall  reward 
thee  openly. 

19  T[  Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth,  where  moth 
-and  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  break  through  and  steal: 

20  But  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth 
nor  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break  through  nor  steal : 

21  For  where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also. 

22  The  light  of  the  body  is  the  eye:  if  therefore  thine  eye  be  single, 
thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of  light. 

23  But  if  thme  eye  be  evil,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of  dark-

art  thou  among  toomen*' — Luke,  i,  4^. 

BEFORE  leaving  Mary,  the  angel  told  her  also  of 
the  child  which  was  soon  to  be  bom-  to  her  cousin 
Elizabeth.

11  If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your 
children,  how  much  more  shall  vour  Father  which  is  in  heaven  give 
good  things  to  them  that  ask  him? 

12  Therefore  all  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do 
to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them:  for  this  is  the  law  and  the  prophets. 

13  ^  Enter  ye  in  at  the  strait  gate :  for  wide  is  the  gate,  and  Tbroad 
is  the  way,  that  leadeth  to  destruction,  and  many  there  be  which  go 
in  thereat: 

14  Because  strait  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way,  which  leadeth 
unto  life,  and  few  there  be  that  find  it. 

15  ^  Beware  of  false  prophets,  which  come  to  you  in  sheep's  cloth- 
ing, but  inwardly  they  are  ravening  wolves. 

16  Ye  shall  know  them  by  their  fruits.  Do  men  gather  grapes  of 
thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles? 

17  Even  so  every  good  tree  bringeth  forth  good  fruit;  but  a  corrupt 
tree  bringeth  forth  evil  fruit. 

18  A  good  tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil  fruit,  neither  can  a  corrupt 
tree  bring  forth  good  fruit. 

19  Every  tree  that  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down, 
ai^d  cast  into  the  fire. 

20  Wherefore  by  their  fruits  ve  shall  know  them. 

21  ^  Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me.  Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father 
which  is  in  heaven. 

22  Many  will  say  to  me  in  that  day.  Lord,  Lord,  have  we  not 
prophesied  in  thy  name  ?  and  in  thv  name  have  cast  out  devils  ?  and 
m  tny  name  done  many  wonderful  works  ? 

23  And  then  will  I  profess  unto  them,  I  never  knew  you:  depart 
from  me,  ye  that  work  iniquity. 

24  If  Therefore  whosoever  heareth  these  sayings  of  mine,  and  doeth 
them,  I  will  liken  him  unto  a  wise  man,  which  ouilt  his  house  upon 
a  rock: 

25  And  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds 
blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house;  and  it  fell  not:  for  it  was  founded 
upon  a  rock. 

26  And  every  one  that  heareth  these  sayings  of  mine,  and  doeth 
them  not,  shall  be  likened  unto  a  foolish  man,  which  built  his  house 
upon  the  sand: 

27  And  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds 
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blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house;  and  it  fell:  and  great  was  the  fall 
of  it. 

28  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  ended  these  sayings,  the 
people  were  astonished  at  his  doctrine:

2  Christ  cleanteth  the  lever,  5  healeth  the  centurion's  servant.  14  Peter's  mather-in-4aw,  16  and  many  other  diseased^ 
18  sheweth  how  he  is  to  oe  ^oUouxd:  23  sliUeth  the  temper  on  the  sea,  28  driveih  the  deirits  out  of  two  men  possessed, 
31  and  suffereth  them  to  go  into  the  swine. 

|HEN  he  was  come  down  from  the  mountain,  great  multitudes 
followed  him. 

2  And,  behold,  there  came  a  leper  and  worshipped  him» 
saying.  Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  make  me  clean. 

3  And  Jesus  put  forth  his  hand,  and  touched  him,  saying,  I  will; 
be  thou  clean.     And  immediately  his  leprosy  was  cleansed. 

4  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  See  thou  tell  no  man;  but  go  thy  way^ 
shew  thyself  to  the  priest,  and  offer  the  gift  that  Moses  commanded, 
for  a  testimony  unto  them. 

5  ^  And  when  Jesus  was  entered  into  Capernaum,  there  came  unta 
him  a  centurion,  beseeching  him,

thou  shouldest  come  under  my  roof:  but  speak  the  word  only,  and 
my  servant  shall  be  healed. 

9  For  I  am  a  man  under  authority,  having  soldiers  under  me: 
and  I  say  to  this  mariy  Go,  and  he  goeth;  and  to  another.  Come,  and 
he  Cometh;  and  to  my  servant.  Do  this,  and  he  doeth  it. 

10  When  Jesus  heard  if,  he  marvelled,  and  said  to  them  that 
followed.

If  thou  cast  us  out,  suffer 
us  to  go  away  into  the  herd  of  swine. 

32  And  he  said  unto  them.  Go.  And  when  they  were  come  out, 
they  went  into  the  herd  of  swine:  and,  behold,  the  whole  herd  of 
swine  ran  violently  down  a  steep  place  into  the  sea,  and  perished  in 
the  waters. 

33  And  they  that  kept  them  fled,  and  went  their  ways  into  the 
city,  and  told  every  thing,  and  what  was  befallen  to  the  possessed  of 
the  devils. 

34  And,  behold,  the  whole  city  came  out  to  meet  Jesus:  and  when 
they  saw  him,  they  besought  him  that  he  would  depart  out  of  their 
coasts.

2  ChrUl  curina  one  tick  with  the  paUjf,  9  caUeth  Matthew  from  the  receipt  of  eudom.  10  eateih  with  jmbNeamM  ad 
tinnera,  14  defendeth  his  diaciplee  for  not  fading.  20  cureth  the  bloody  issue,  23  raisen  from  death  Jairus'  daughter, 
^  giveth  tighi  to  two  Uind  men,  '42  healeth  a  dumb  man  possessed  of  a  devil,  36  and  hath  compaation  of  the  muttitude. 

ND  he  entered  into  a  ship,  and  passed  over,  and  came  into 
his  own  city. 

2  And,  behold,  they  brought  to  him  a  man  sick  of  the 
palsy,  lying  on  a  bed:  and  Jesus  seeing  their  faith  said  unto  the  sick 
of  the  palsy;  Son,  be  of  good  cheer;  thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee. 

3  And,  behold,  certam  of  the  scrihies  said  withm  themselves.  This 
man  blasphemeth. 

4  And  Jesus  knowing  their  thoughts  said,  Wherefore  think  ye 
evil  in  your  hearts? 

5  For  whether  is  easier,  to  say.  Thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee;  or  to 
say.  Arise,  and  walk  ? 

6  But  that  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of  man  hath  power  on  earth 
to  forgive  sins,  (then  saith  he  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy,)  Arise,  take 
up  thy  bed,  and  go  unto  thine  house. 

7  And  he  arose,  and  departed  to  his  house. 

8  But  when  the  multituaes  saw  rf,  they  marvelled,  and  glorified 
God,  which  had  given  such  power  imto  men.

Why  do  we 
and  the  Pharisees  fast  oft,  but  thy  disciples  fast  not  ? 

15  And  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Can  the  children  of  the  bridechamber 
mourn,  as  long  as  the  bridegroom  is  with  them  ?  but  the  days  will  come, 
when  the  bridegroom  shall  be  taken  from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast. 

16  No  man  putteth  a  piece  of  new  cloth  unto  an  old  garment: 
for  that  which  is  put  in  to  fill  it  up  taketh  from  the  garment,  and  the 
rent  is  made  w^orse. 

17  Neither  do  men  put  new  wine  into  old  bottles:  else  the  bottles 
break,  and  the  wine  runneth  out,  and  the  bottles  perish:  but  they 
put  new  wine  in  new  bottles,  and  both  are  preserved.'

'*But  wkUe  he  ikought  on  these  things^  behold^  the  angd 
of  the  Lord  appeared  unto  him  in  a  dreamr — Matthew^  i, 
20. 

NEXT  came  the  time  for  the  birth  of  that  Other, 
greater  than  John.  The  good  Joseph  was  mndi 
perplexed  when  he  learned  that  Maiy,  the  young 
maiden  entrusted  to  his  care,  was  to  become  a  mother. 
It  was  true  that  among  the  predictions  of  the  prophets 
was  a  edebrated  one  declaring  that  the  Messiah  should 
be  bom  of  a  viigin.  But  to  the  modest,  simple  carp^iter 
it  could  not  possibly  occur  that  the  glorious  Messiah  was 
to  appear  in  his  family.  Joseph  feared  lest  Mary  had 
committed  sin,  and  he  planned  to  shut  her  away  in  seclu- 
sion, perhaps  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  priests. 

Then  to  Joseph  also  there  came  an  angel,  bearing  the 
third  heavenly  message  of  preparation.  This  time  the 
visitation  was  only  in  a  dream.  Joseph  was  told  of  tiie 
divine  origin  of  the  Son  who  was  to  be  Mary's,  and  was 
to  be  entrusted  to  his  care.  He  was  told  to  name  the 
child  Jesus,  whidb  is  the  same  name  as  the  Old  Testa- 
ment Joshua,  the  d^verer,  "for  he  shall  save  his  people 
from  their  sins.*' 

So  Joseph  protected  Mary,  and  waited,  in  such  won- 
derment as  we  may  imagine,  for  the  birth  of  the  dnld.

Give  place:  for  the  maid  is  not  dead,  but 
sleepeth.     And  they  laughed  him  to  scorn. 

25  But  when  the  people  were  put  forth,  he  went  in,  and  took  her 
by  the  hand,  and  the  maid  arose. 

26  And  the  fame  hereof  went  abroad  into  all  that  land. 

27  1[  And  when  Jesus  departed  thence,  two  blind  men  followed 
him,  crying,  and  saying.  Thou  Son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  us. 

28  Aiid  when  he  was  come  into  the  house,  the  blind  men  came  to 
him:  and  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Believe  ye  that  I  am  able  to  do  this  ? 
They  said  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord. 

29  Then  touched  he  their  eyes,  saying.  According  to  your  faith 
be  it  unto  you.

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Chapter  10 

1  ChriH  tenddh  out  his  twelve  apaaUea,  enabling  Ihem  with  power  to  do  miracles,  5  giveth  them  their  charge,  feocMft 
them,  16  comforteth  them  agaUm  peraecutians:  40  and  promiseth  a  bUanng  to  those  that  receive  th4mk. 

ND  when  he  had  called  unto  him  his  twelve  disciples,  he  gave 
them  power  against  unclean  spirits,  to  cast  them  out,  and  to 
heal  all  manner  of  sickness  and  all  manner  of  disease.  * 

2  Sow  the  names  of  the  twelve  apostles  are  these;  The  first,  Simon, 
who  is  called  Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brother;  James  the  son  of  Zebedee, 
and  John  his  brother; 

3  Philip,  and  Bartholomew;  Thomas,  and  Matthew  the  publican; 
James  the  son  of  AJpheus,and  Lebbeus,  whose  surname  was  Thaddeus;* 

4  Simon  the  Canaanite,  and  Judas  Iscariot,  w^ho  also  betrayed  him. 

5  These  twelve  Jesus  sent  forth,  and  commanded  them,  saying. 
Go  not  into  the  way  of  the  Gentiles,  and  into  any  city  of  the  Samaritans 
enter  ye  not: 

6  But  go  rather  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

7  And  as  ye  go,  preach,  saying.  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand. 

8  Heal  the  sick,  cleanse  the  lepers,  raise  the  dead,  cast  out  devils: 
freely  ye  have  received,  freely  give. 

9  Provide  neither  gold,  nor  silver,  nor  brass  in  your  purses, 

10  Nor  scrip  for  your  journey,  neither  two  coats,  neither  shoes, 
nor  yet  staves:  for  tne  workman  is  worthy  of  his  meat. 

1 1  And  into  whatsoever  city  or  town  ye  shall  enter,  enquire  who  in 
it  is  worthy;  and  there  abide  till  ye  go  thence. 

12  .And  when  ye  come  into  an  house,  salute  it. 

13  And  if  the  house  be  worthy,  let  your  peace  come  upon  it:  but  if 
it  be  not  worthy,  let  your  peace  return  to  you. 

14  And  whosoever  shall  not  receive  you,  nor  hear  your  words,  when 
ye  depart  out  of  that  house  or  city,  shake  off  the  dust  of  your  feet. 

15  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  It  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  the  land 
of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for  that 
city. 

16  T[  Behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst  of  wolves:  be 
ye  therefore  wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless  as  doves. 

17  But  beware  of  men:  for  they  will  deliver  you  up  to  the  coimcils, 
and  they  will  scourge  you  in  their  synagogues; 

18  And  ye  shall  be  brought  before  governors  and  kings  for  my  sake, 
for  a  testimony  against  them  and  the  Gentiles. 

19  But  when  they  deliver  you  up,  take  no  thought  how  or  what  ye 
shall  speak:  for  it  shall  be  given  you  in  that  same  hour  what  ye  shall 
speak. 

20  For  it  is  not  ye  that  speak,  but  the  Spirit  of  your  Father  which 
speaketh  in  you. 

21  And  the  brother  shall  deliver  up  the  brother  to  death,  and  the

IT  HAD  been  prophesied  that  the  Messiah  was  to  be 
bom  in  Bethlehem,  yet  Joseph  and  Mary  dwelt  at 
Nasaieth  in  Galilee.  But  the  mi^ty  Boman  gov- 
ernment now  extended  its  far-reaching,  unwitting  hand, 
and  commanded  that  a  general  counting  ol  the  people 
should  take  place  in  Judea.  Joseph  betng  a  descendant 
of  David  was  by  law  to  be  reckoned  as  a  member  of 
David's  birth-city  Bethlehem.  So  also,  apparendy,  was 
Mary.  Therefore  the  two  journeyed  thither,  more  than 
eighty  miles  from  Nazareth. 

The  Bible  does  not  tell  the  season  of  their  journey  nor 
the  year;  but  as  there  is  a  well-known  ^ror  in  our  com- 
mon chfonology,  it  seems  probable  that  the  year  was  not 
the  one  now  called  the  first  of  Christ,  but  that  which  we 
redcon  as  4  b.c.  As  for  the  season,  tradition  has  long 
placed  it  in  December,  a  month  which  is  not  wintry  in 
Palestine  but  green  and  fresh  and  beautiful.  On  what, 
therefore,  was  perhaps  the  evening  of  December  24th,  the 
weary  travellers  reached  Bethlehem,  only  to  find  the  town 
crowded  with  strangers  gathered  like  themsdves  for  the 
census.  The  single  inn  or  "caravanserai"  was  full. 
Mary  knew  that  the  birth  of  her  son  was  at  hand.  They 
must  have  gone  anxiously,  hurriedly,  from  house  to  house 
seeking  admission.  Tradition  says  they  were  at  length 
compelled  to  take  shdter  in  a  stable. 
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father  the  child:  and  the  children  shall  rise  up  against  their  parents^ 
and  cause  them  to  be  put  to  death. 

22  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for  my  name's  sake:  but  he 
that  endureth  to  the  end  shall  be  saved. 

23  But  when  they  persecute  you  in  this  city,  flee  ye  into  another: 
for  verily  I  say  unto  you.  Ye  shall  not  have  gone  over  the  cities  of 
Israel,  till  the  Son  of  man  be  come. 

24  The  disciple  is  not  above  his  master,  nor  the  servant  above  his 
lord. 

25  It  is  enough  for  the  disciple  that  he  be  as  his  master,  and  the 
servant  as  his  Ford.  If  they  nave  called  the  master  of  the  house 
Beelzebub,  how  much  more  shall  they  call  them  of  his  household? 

26  Fear  them  not  therefore:  for  there  is  nothing  covered,  that  shall 
not  be  revealed;  and  hid,  that  shall  not  be  known. 

27  What  I  tell  you  in  darkness,  that  speak  ye  in  light:  and  what  ye 
hear  in  the  ear,  that  preach  ye  upon  the  housetops. 

28  And  fear  not  them  which  Kill  the  body,  but  are  not  able  to  kill 
the  soul :  but  rather  fear  him  which  is  able  to  destroy  both  soul  and 
body  in  hell. 

29  Are  not  two  sparrows  sold  for  a  farthing  ?  and  one  of  them  shall 
not  fall  on  the  ground  without  your  Father. 

30  But  the  very  hairs  of  your  head  are  all  numbered. 

31  Fear  ye  not  therefore,  ye  are  of  more  value  than  many  sparrows. 

32  Whosoever  therefore  shall  confess  me  before  men,  him  will  I 
confess  also  before  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

33  But  whosoever  shall  deny  me  before  men,  hrm  will  I  also  deny 
before  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

34  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  send  peace  on  earth :  I  came  not  to 
send  peace,  but  a  sword. 

35  For  I  am  come  to  set  a  man  at  variance  against  his  father,  and 
the  daughter  against  her  mother,  and  the  daughter-in-law  against 
her  motner-in-law. 

36  And  a  man's  foes  shall  be  they  of  his  own  household. 

37  He  that  loveth  father  or  mother  more  than  me  is  not  worthy 
of  me:  and  he  that  loveth  son  or  daughter  more  than  me  is  not  worthy 
pf  me. 

38  And  he  that  taketh  not  his  cross,  and  followeth  after  me,  is  not 
worthy  of  me. 

39  He  that  findeth  his  life  shall  lose  it:  and  he  that  loseth  his  life 
for  my  sake  shall  find  it. 

40  ^  He  that  receiveth  you  receiveth  me,  and  he  that  receiveth  me 
receiveth  him  that  sent  me. 

41  He  that  receiveth  a  prophet  in  the  name  of  a  prophet  shall  re- 
ceive a  prophet's  reward;  and  ne  that  receiveth  a  righteous  man  in  the 
name  of  a  righteous  man  shall  receive  a  righteous  man's  reward. 

42  And  whosoever  shall  give  to  drink  unto  one  of  these  little  ones  a 
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cup  of  cold  water  only  in  the  name  of  a  disciple,  verily  I  say  unto  you, 
he  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his  reward. 

Chapter  U 

2  John  aendeth  his  diteiples  to  Christ.  7  Christ's  testimony  concerning  John.  18  The  opinion  of  the  people, 
both  concerning  JoAn  and  Christ.  20  Christ  upbraideth  the  unthankfulness  and  unrepentanee  of  Charazin,  Beth- 
saida,  and  Capernaum:  25  and  praising  his  Father's  wisdom  in  revealing  the  gospet  to  the  simple,  28  he  calicih 
to  him  all  such  as  feet  the  burden  of  their  sins. 

ND  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  made  an  end  of  command- 
ing his  twelve  disciples,  he  departeth  thence  to  teach  and  to 
preach  in  their  cities. 

2  Now  when  John  had  heard  in  the  prison  the  works  of  Christ, 
he  sent  two  of  his  disciples, 

3  And  said  unto  him.  Art  thou  he  that  should  come,  or  do  we  look 
for  another? 

4  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Go  and  shew  John  again 
those  things  which  ye  do  hear  and  see: 

5  The  olind  receive  their  sight,  and  the  lame  walk,  the  lepers 
are  cleansed,  and  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised  up,  and  the 
poor  have  the  gospel  preached  to  them. 

6  And  blessed  is  fee,  whosoever  shall  not  be  offended  in  me. 

7  ^  And  as  they  departed,  Jesus  began  to  say  unto  the  multitudes 
concerning  John,  What  went  ye  out  into  the  wilderness  to  see?  A 
reed  shaken  with  the  wind  ? 

8  But  what  went  ye  out  for  to  see  ?  A  man  clothed  in  soft  raiment  ? 
behold,  they  that  wear  soft  clothing  are  in  kings'  houses. 

9  But  what  went  ye  out  for  to  see  ?  A  prophet  ?  yea,  I  say  unto  you, 
and  more  than  a  prophet. 

10  For  this  is  fee,  of  whom  it  is  written.  Behold,  I  send  my  messen- 
ger before  thy  face,  which  shall  prepare  thy  way  before  thee. 

11  Verily  1  say  unto  you.  Among  them  that  are  bom  of  women 
there  hath  not  risen  a  greater  than  John  the  Baptist :  notwithstanding 
he  that  is  least  in  the  Kingdom  of  heaven  is  greater  than  he. 

12  And  from  the  days  of  John  the  Baptist  until  now  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  suffereth  violence,  and  the  violent  take  it  hj  force. 

13  For  all  the  prophets  and  the  law  prophesied  until  John. 

14  And  if  ye  will  receive  t<,  this  is  Elias,  which  was  for  to  come. 

15  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

16  X  But  whereunto  shall  I  liken  this  generation  ?  It  is  like  unto 
children  sitting  in  the  markets,  and  calling  unto  their  fellows, 

17  And  saymg.  We  have  piped  unto  you,  and  ye  have  not  danced; 
we  have  mourned  unto  you,  and  j^e  have  not  lamented. 

18  For  John  came  neither  eatmg  nor  drinking,  and  they  say,  He 
hath  a  devil. 

19  The  Son  of  man  came  eating  and  drinking,  and  they  say, 
Behold  a  man  gluttonous,  and  a  wineoibber,  a  friend  of  publicans  and 
sinners.     But  wisdom  is  justified  of  her  children.

25  Tf  At  that  time  Jesus  answered  and  said,  I  thank  thee,  O  Father, 
Liord  of  heaven  and  earth,  because  thou  hast  hid  these  things  from 
the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them  unto  babes. 

26  Even  so.  Father:  for  so  it  seemed  good  in  thy  sight. 

27  All  things  are  delivered  unto  me  of  my  Father:  and  no  man 
knoweth  the  Son,  but  the  Father;  neither  knoweth  any  man  the 
Father,  save  the  Son,  and  he  to  whomsoever  the  Son  will  reveal  him. 

28  ^  Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I 
will  give  you  rest. 

29  Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me;  for  I  am  meek  and 
lowly  in  heart:  and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls. 

30  For  my  yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  is  light. 

Cfiapter  12 

1  ChrUi  reproveth  the  blindness  of  the  Pharisees  concerning  the  breach  of  the  sabbath,  3  by  scriptures,  9  by  reason, 
13  and  by  a  miracle.  22  He  healeth  the  man  possessed  that  was  blind  and  dumb.  31  Blasphemy  against  the  Holy 
Ghost  shall  never  be  forgiven.  36  Account  shall  be  made  of  idle  words.  38  He  rebuketh  the  unfaUhful,  who  seek 
after  a  sign:  40  and  sheweih  v^o  is  his  brother,  sister,  and  mother. 

T  that  time  Jesus  went  on  the  sabbath  day  through  the  com; 
and  his  disciples  were  an  hungred,  and  began  to  pluck  the 
ears  of  com,  and  to  eat. 

2  But  when  the  Pharisees  saw  i/,  they  said  unto  him,  Behold,  thy 
disciples  do  that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon  the  sabbath  day. 

3  But  he  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  not  read  what  David  did,  when 
he  was  an  hungred,  and  they  that  were  with  him; 

4  How  he  entered  into  the  house  of  God,  and  did  eat  the  shew- 
bread»  which  was  not  lawful  for  him  to  eat,  neither  for  them  which 
were  with  him,  but  only  for  the  priests  ? 

5  Or  have  ye  not  read  in  the  law,  how  that  on  the  sabbath  days  the 
priests  in  the  temple  profane  the  sabbath,  and  are  blameless? 

6  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  in  this  place  is  one  greater  than  the 
temple. 

7  But  if  ye  had  known  what  this  meaneth,  I  will  have  mercy,  and 
not  sacrifice,  ye  would  not  have  condemned  the  guiltless. 

8  For  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  even  of  the  sabbath  day. 


1520  MATTHEW  XII — THE  PHARISEES  REBUKED 

9  And  when  he  was  departed  thence,  he  went  into  their  synagogue: 

10  T[  And,  behold,  there  was  a  man  which  had  his  hand  witnered. 
And  they  asked  him,  saying.  Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the  sabbath  days  ? 
that  they  might  accuse  him. 

11  And  he  said  unto  them,  What  man  shall  there  be  among  you, 
that  shall  have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sabbath  day, 
will  he  not  lay  hold  on  it,  and  lift  it  out  ? 

12  How  much  then  is  a  man  better  than  a  sheep  ?  Wherefore  it  is 
lawful  to  do  well  on  the  sabbath  days. 

13  Then  saith  he  to  the  man.  Stretch  forth  thine  hand.  And  he 
stretched  it  forth;  and  it  was  restored  whole,  like  as  the  other. 

14  ^  Then  the  Pharisees  went  out  and  held  a  council  against  him, 
how  they  might  destroy  him. 

15  But  when  Jesus  Knew  it^  he  withdrew  himself  from  thence:  and 
great  multitudes  followed  him,  and  he  healed  them  all; 

16  And  charged  them  that  they  should  not  make  him  kno^n: 

17  That  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  Esaias  the 
prophet,  saying,* 

18  Behold  my  servant,  whom  I  have  chosen;  my  beloved,  in  whom 
my  soul  is  well  pleased:  I  will  put  my  spirit  upon  him,  and  he  shall 
shew  judgment  to  the  Gentiles. 

19  He  shall  not  strive,  nor  cry;  neither  shall  any  man  hear  his  voice 
in  the  street. 

20  A  bruised  reed  shall  he  not  break,  and  smoking  flax  shall  he 
not  quench,  till  he  send  forth  judgment  unto  victory. 

21  And  in  his  name  shall  the  Gentiles  trust. 

22  ^  Then  was  brought  unto  him  one  possessed  with  a  devil, 
blind,  and  dumb:  and  he  healed  him,  insomuch  that  the  blind  and 
dumb  both  spake  and  saw. 

23  And  all  the  people  were  amazed,  and  said.  Is  not  this  the  Son 
of  David.?' 

24  But  when  the  Pharisees  heard  iiy  they  said.  This  fellow  doth  not 
cast  out  devils,  but  by  Beelzebub  the  prince  of  the  devils. 

25  And  Jesus  knew  their  thoughts,  and  said  unto  them.  Every 
kingdom  divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  desolation;  and  every 
city  or  house  divided  against  itself  shall  not  stand: 

26  And  if  Satan  cast  out  Satan,  he  is  divided  against  himself;  how 
shall  then  his  kingdom  stand? 

27  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do  your  children 
cast  them  out  ?  therefore  they  shall  be  your  judges. 

28  But  if  I  cast  out  devils  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  then  the  kingdom 
of  God  is  come  unto  you. 

29  Or  else  how  can  one  enter  into  a  strong  man's  house,  and  spoil 
his  goods,  except  he  first  bind  the  strong  man  ?  and  then  he  will  spoil 
his  house.

^And  they  came  with  haste  and  found  .  .  ,  the  babe 
lying  in  a  manger" — Luke^  2,  16, 

NOT  to  kings  and  learned  men  was  given  the  first 
knowledge  of  their  Savior's  presence  among  them; 
but  to  those  poor  shepherds,  the  only  men  among 
all  the  race  to  receive  direct  vision  of  what  was  transpir* 
ing  on  that  wonder-night 

"And  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angeb  were  gcme  away 
from  them  into  heaven,  the  shepherds  said  one  to  another. 
Let  us  now  go  even  unto  Bethlehem,  and  see  this  thing 
which  is  come  to  pass,  which  the  Lord  hath  made 
known  unto  us. 

*'And  they  came  with  haste,  and  found  Mary,  and 
Joseph,  and  the  babe  lying  in  a  manger. 

"And  when  they  had  seen  it,  they  made  known  abroad 
the  saying  which  was  told  them  concerning  the  chikL 

"And  all  they  that  heard  it  wondered  at  those  things 
which  were  tdd  them  by  the  shepherds.'* 

The  Bible  gives  no  further  detaQ  of  that  wondrous 
birth.  Local  tradition  in  Bethlehem  represents  the  man- 
ger as  being  in  a  cave  rudely  hollowed  out  to  shelter 
beasts,  and  says  that  an  ass  and  an  ox  were  stalled  there, 
to  worship  for  all  the  beast  creation,  as  the  sbepberda 
worshipped  for  all  men. 
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30  He  that  is  not  with  me  is  against  me;  and  he  that  gathereth 
not  with  me  scattereth  abroad. 

31  TfWherefore  I  say  unto  you,  All  manner  of  sin  and  blasphemy 
shall  be  forgiven  unto  men:  but  the  blasphemy  against  the  Holj/ 
Ghost  shall  not  be  forgiven  unto  men. 

32  And  whosoever  speaketh  a  word  against  the  Son  of  man,  it  shall 
be  forgiven  him:  but  whosoever  speaketh  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  it 
shall  not  be  forgiven  him,  neither  in  this  world,  neither  in  the  world 
to  come. 

33  Either  make  the  tree  good,  and  his  fruit  good;  or  else  make  the 
tree  corrupt,  and  his  fruit  corrupt:  for  the  tree  is  known  by  his^ 
fruit. 

34  O  generation  of  vipers,  how  can  ye,  being  evil,  speak  good 
things?  for  out  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth  speaketh. 

35  A  good  man  out  of  the  good  treasure  of  the  heart  bringeth  forth 
good  things:  and  an  evil  man  out  of  the  evil  treasure  bringeth  forth 
evil  things. 

36  But  I  say  unto  you.  That  every  idle  word  that  men  shall  speak, 
they  shall  give  account  thereof  in  the  day  of  judgment. 

37  For  by  thy  words  thou  shall  be  justified,  and  by  thy  word  thou 
shalt  be  condemned. 

38  ^  Then  certain  of  the  scribes  and  of  the  Pharisees  answered,, 
saying.  Master,  we  would  see  a  sign  from  thee. 

39  But  he  answered  and  said  unto  them,  An  evil  and  adulterous 
generation  seeketh  after  a  sign;  and  there  shall  no  sign  be  given  to  it. 
But  the  sign  of  the  prophet  Jonas: 

40  For  as  Jonas  wastnree  days  and  three  nights  in  the  whale's  belly: 
so  shall  the  Son  of  man  be  three  days  and  tnree  nights  in  the  heart 
of  the  earth. 

41  The  men  of  Nineveh  shall  rise  in  judgment  with  this  generation, 
and  shall  condemn  it :  because  they  repented  at  the  preaching  of  Jonas ; 
and,  behold,  a  greater  than  Jonas  is  here. 

42  The  queen  of  the  south  shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment  with  this 
generation,  and  shall  condemn  it:  for  she  came  from  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth  to  hear  the  wisdom  of  Solomon;  and,  behold,  a 
greater  than  Solomon  is  here. 

43  When  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walketh 
through  dry  places,  seeking  rest,  and  findeth  none. 

44  Then  he  saith,  I  will  return  into  my  house  from  whence  I  came 
out;  and  when  he  is  come,  he  findeth  it  empty,  swept,  and  garnished. 

45  Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  with  himself  seven  other  spirits 
more  wicked  than  himself,  and  they  enter  in  and  dwell  there:  and 
the  last  state  of  that  man  is  worse  than  the  first.  Even  so  shall  it  be 
also  unto  this  wicked  generation. 

46  ^  While  he  yet  talked  to  the  people,  behold,  his  mother  and  his 
brethren  stood  without,  desiring  to  speak  with  him.

"  Then  he  took  him  up  in  hie  amut  and  bleewed  Ood,  and 
eaidy  Lpfd^  now  letteei  thou  thy  eervant  depart  in  peace^ 
according  to  thjf  word^^-Luke^  2^  28  and  29, 

UNDER  the  Hebrew  law  a  woman  lemaiiied  in  re- 
tirement for  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  aoa. 
Hence  for  forty  days,  at  least,  Joseph  and  Biaiy 
were  constrained  to  dwell  in  Bethlehem.  During  the 
interval  the  Babe  underwent  the  rite  of  circumcisioii  and 
recdved  publidy  tiie  name  Jesus,  already  assigned  Him 
by  the  angel.  Then,  the  forty  days  being  over,  Jesus 
was  taken  by  his  parents,  as  the  custom  was,  to  the  Tem- 
ple at  Jerusalem  for  the  rites  of  purification. 

Here  there  awaited  Him  another  marvdlous  recogni- 
tion.   Among  the  dwellers  in  Jerusalem  was  an  aged  and 
venerable  rablN  named  Simeon.    His  h<^y  studies  had 
convinced  him  that  the  coming  of  the  Messiah  was  at 
hand,  and  he  had  long  prayed  to  God  that  before  he  died 
he  might  be  permitted  to  see  &e  great  deliverer.    Now 
as  the  chfld  Jesus  was  carried  into  the  Temple  the  pro- 
phetic spirit  stirred  in  Simeon.    Hastening  forward  he 
took  the  Child  in  his  arms  and  proclaimed  Him.    Then 
thanking  God  for  this  great  gift,  ^meon  blessed  the  par- 
ents and  foretold  to  Marv  the  sorrow  she  must  face. 
An  aged  prophetess  named  Anna  came  forward    also 
to  worship  the  Child,  and  spake  of  Him 
as  Simeon  had  done. 
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of  hearing,  and  their  eyes  they  have  closed;  lest  at  any  time  they 
should  see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their  ears,  and  should  under- 
stand with  their  heart,  and  should  be  converted,  and  I  should  heal 
them. 

16  But  blessed  are  your  eyes,  for  they  see:  and  your  ears,  for  they 
hear. 

17  For  verily  I  say  unto  you.  That  many  prophets  and  righteous 
men  have  desired  to  see  those  thinqs  which  ye  see,  and  have  not  seen 
them;  and  to  hear  tlwse  things  which  ye  hear,  and  have  not  heard  them. 

18  1  Hear  ye  therefore  tne  parable  of  the  sower. 

19  When  any  one  heareth  tne  word  of  the  kingdom,  and  under- 
standeth  it  not,  then  cometh  the  wicked  one,  and  catcheth  away  that 
which  was  sown  in  his  heart.  This  is  he  which  received  seed  by  the 
way  side. 

20  But  he  that  received  the  seed  into  stony  places,  the  same  is  he 
that  heareth  the  word,  and  anon  with  joy  receiveth  it; 

21  Yet  hath  he  not  root  in  himself,  but  dureth  for  a  while :  for  when 
tribulation  or  persecution  ariseth  because  of  the  word,  by  and  by 
he  is  offended. 

22  He  also  that  received  seed  among  the  thorns  is  he  that  heareth 
the  word;  and  the  care  of  this  world,  and  the  deceitfulness  of  riches, 
choke  the  word,  and  he  becometh  unfruitful. 

23  But  he  that  received  seed  into  the  good  ground  is  he  that  heareth 
the  word,  and  understandeth  it;  which  also  beareth  fruit,  and  bringeth 
forth,  some  an  hundredfold,  some  sixty,  some  thirty. 

24  T[  Another  parable  put  he  forth  unto  them,  saying.  The  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  likened  unto  a  man  which  sowed  good  seed  in  his  field : 

25  But  while  men  slept,  his  enemy  came  and  sowed  tares  among 
the  wheat,  and  went  his  way. 

26  But  when  the  blade  was  sprimg  up,  and  brought  forth  fruit, 
then  appeared  the  tares  also. 

27  &o  the  servants  of  the  household  came  and  said  unto  him. 
Sir,  didst  not  thou  sow  good  seed  in  thy  field?  from  whence  then 
hath  it  tares  ? 

28  He  said  unto  them,  An  enemy  hath  done  thLs.  The  servants 
said  unto  him.  Wilt  thou  then  that  we  go  and  gather  them  up  ? 

29  But  he  said.  Nay;  lest  while  ye  gather  up  the  tares  ye  root  up 
also  the  wheat  with  them. 

30  Let  both  grow  together  until  the  harvest:  and  in  the  time  of 
harvest  I  will  say  to  the  reapers,  Gather  ye  together  first  the  tares,  and 
bind'  them  in  bundles  to  bum  them :  but  gather  the  wheat  into  my 
bam. 

31  ^  Another  parable  put  he  forth  unto  them,  sa;^ing.  The  king- 
dom of  heaven  is  like  to  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  which  a  man  took, 
and  sowed  in  his  field: 

32  Which  indeed  is  the  least  of  all  seeds:  but  when  it  is  grown,  it 
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is  the  greatest  amon^  herbs,  and  beeometh  a  tree,  so  that  the  birds 
of  the  air  come  and  lodge  in  the  branches  thereof. 

33  ^  Another  parable  spake  he  unto  them;  The  kingdom  of  heaven 
is  like  mito  leaven,  which  a  woman  took,  and  hid  in  three  measures 
of  meal,  till  the  whole  was  leavened. 

34  All  these  things  spake  Jesus  unto  the  multitude  in  parables; 
and  without  a  parable  spake  he  not  unto  them; 

35  That  it  might.be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet, 
saying,  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  parables;  I  will  utter  things  which 
have  been  kept  secret  from  the  foundation  of  the  world-  * 

36  Then  Jesus  sent  the  multitude  aw^ay,  and  went  into  the  house: 
and  his  disciples  came  unto  him,  saying.  Declare  unto  us  the  parable 
of  the  tares  of  the  field. 

37  He  answered  and  said  unto  them,  He  that  soweth  the  good  seed 
is  the  Son  of  man; 

38  The  field  is  the  world;  the  good  seed  are  the  children  of  the 
kingdom;  but  the  tares  are  the  children  of  the  wicked  one; 

39  The  enemy  that  sowed  them  is  the  devil ;  the  harvest  is  the  end 
of  the  world;  and  the  reapers  are  the  angels. 

40  As  therefore  the  tares  are  gathered  and  burned  in  the  fire;  so 
shall  it  be  in  the  end  of  this  world. 

41  The  Son  of  man  shall  send  forth  his  angels,  and  they  shall 
gather  out  of  his  kingdom  all  things  that  offend,  and  them  which 
do  iniquity; 

42  And  shall  cast  them  into  a  furnace  of  fire :  there  shall  be  wailing 
and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

43  Then  shall  the  righteous  shine  forth  as  the  sun  in  the  kingdom 
of  their  Father.     Who  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

44  ^  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  treasure  hid  in  a 
field;  the  which  when  a  man  hath  found,  he  hideth,  and  for  joy  thereof 
goeth  and  selleth  all  that  he  hath,  and  buyeth  that  field. 

45  ^  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  merchant  man, 
seeking  goodly  pearls: 

46  tVho,  when  he  had  found  one  pearl  of  great  price,  went  and 
sold  all  that  he  had,  and  bought  it. 

47  ^  Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  net,  that  was 
cast  into  the  sea,  and  gathered  of  every  kind: 

48  Which,  when  it  was  full,  they  drew  to  shore,  and  sat  down,  and 
gathered  the  good  into  vessels,  but  cast  the  bad  away. 

49  So  shall  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  world :  the  angels  shall  come  forth, 
and  sever  the  wicked  from  among  the  just, 

50  And  shall  cast  them  into  the  furnace  of  fire :  there  shall  be  wail- 
ing and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

51  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Have  ye  understood  all  these  things.^ 
They  say  unto  him,  Yea,  Lord. 

>Psalms  78,  2. 
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52  Then  said  he  unto  them,  Therefore  every  scribe  which  is  in- 
:structed  unto  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  that  is  an 
householder,  which  bringeth  forth  out  of  his  treasure  things  new 
and  old. 

53  ^  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jesus  had  finished  these 
parables,  he  departed  thence. 

54  And  when  he  was  come  into  his  own  country,  he  taught  them 
in  their  synagogue,  insomuch  that  they  were  astonished,  and  said. 
Whence  hath  this  man  this  wisdom,  and  these  mighty  works  ? 

55  Is  not  this  the  carpenter's  son  f  is  not  his  mother  called  Mary  ? 
and  his  brethren,  James,  and  Joses,  and  Simon,  and  Judas  .^ 

56  And  his  sisters,  are  they  not  all  with  us?  Whence  then  hath 
this  man  all  these  things.^ 

57  And  they  were  offended  in  him.  But  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
A  prophet  is  not  without  honour,  save  in  his  own  country,  and  in  his 
own  house. 

58  And  he  did  not  many  mighty  works  there  because  of  their  imbelief . 

Chapter  14 

1  Herod's  opinion  of  Chriti.  3  Wherefore  John  Baptist  toas  beheaded.  13  Jesus  departeth  into  a  desert  place: 
1 5  where  he  feedeth  five  thousand  men  vnth  five  loaves  and  two  fi^es:  22  he  vxUkeUi  on  the  sea  to  his  disciples:  34  and 
landing  at  Genneaaret,  healdh  the  sick  by  the  touch  of  the  hem  of  his  garment. 

T  that  time  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of  the  fame  of  Jesus, 
2  And  said  unto  his  servants.  This  is  John  the  Baptist; 
he  is  risen  from  the  dead;  and  therefore  mighty  works  do 
shew  forth  themselves  in  him. 

3  If  For  Herod  had  laid  hold  on  Jolm,  and  bound  him,  and  put 
AtTO  in  prison  for  Herodias'  sake,  his  brother  Philip's  wife. 

4  For  John  said  unto  him.  It  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  have 
her. 

5  And  when  he  would  have  put  him  to  death,  he  feared  the  mul- 
titude, because  they  counted  him  as  a  prophet. 

6  But  when  Herod's  birthday  was  kept,  the  daughter  of  Herodias 
danced  before  them,  and  pleased  Heroa. 

7  Whereupon  he  promised  with  an  oath  to  give  her  whatsoever 
she  would  ask. 

8  And  she,  being  before  instructed  of  her  mother,  said.  Give  me 
here  John  Baptist's  head  in  a  charger. 

9  And  the  King  was  sorry:  nevertheless  for  the  oath's  sake,  and 
them  which  sat  with  him  at  meat,  he  commanded  it  to  be  given 
her. 

10  And  he  sent,  and  beheaded  John  in  the  prison. 

1 1  And  his  head  was  brought  in  a  charger,  and  given  to  the  damsel : 
and  she  brought  it  to  her  mother. 

12  And  his  disciples  came,  and  took  up  the  body,  and  buried  it, 
and  went  and  told  Jesus. 
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13  If  When  Jesus  heard  oj  iU  he  departed  thence  by  ship  into  a 
desert  place  apart:  and  when  the  people  had  heard  thereof^  they 
followed  him  on  foot  out  of  the  cities. 

14  And  Jesus  went  forth,  and  saw  a  great  multitude,  and  was 
moved  with  compassion  toward  them,  and  he  healed  their  sick. 

15  ^  And  when  it  was  evening,  his  disciples  came  to  him,  saying. 
This  is  a  desert  place,  and  the  time  is  now  past;  send  the  multi- 
tude away,  that  they  may  go  into  the  villages,  and  buy  themselves 
victuals.  ^ 

16  But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  They  need  not  depart;  give  ye  them 
to  eat. 

17  And  they  say  unto  him.  We  have  here  but  five  loaves,  and  two 
fishes. 

18  He  said.  Bring  them  hither  to  me. 

19  And  he  commanded  the  multitude  to  sit  down  on  the  grass,  and 
took  the  five  loaves,  and  the  two  fishes,  and  looking  up  to  heaven, 
he  blessed,  and  brake,  and  gave  the  loaves  to  his  disciples,  and  the 
disciples  to  the  multitude. 

20  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled :  and  they  took  up  of  the 
fragments  that  remained  twelve  baskets  full. 

21  And  they  that  had  eaten  were  about  five  thousand  men,  beside 
w-omen  and  children. 

22  ^  And  straightway  Jesus  constrained  his  disciples  to  get  into 
a  ship,  and  to  go  before  him  unto  the  other  side,  while  he  sent  the 
multitudes  away. 

23  And  when  he  had  sent  the  multitudes  away,  he  went  up  into  a 
mountain  apart  to  pray:  and  when  the  evening  w-as  come,  he  was 
there  alone. 

24  But  the  ship  was  now  in  the  midst  of  the  sea,  tossed  with  waves: 
for  the  wind  was  contrary. 

25  And  in  the  fourth  watch  of  the  night  Jesus  went  unto  them, 
walking  on  the  sea.

Hn  the  Revised  Vereion  this  question  reads  **  Who  do  men  say  that  the  Son  of  man  Is?"  The  aoswcf 
then  leaves  out  the  words  "that  thou  art,"  thus  changing  the  entire  meaning.  *The  sense  of  this  passage  is 
partly  lost  in  the  translation.  In  the  Greek  the  word  Peter  or  Petros  means  rock,  so  that  Jesos  says  to 
jiim.^Thou  art  called  a  lodc  and  on  that  rock/'  etc.

IT  WAS  .gaii.  by  divine  intervention  that  the  chfld 
Jesus  escaped  from  the  tyrant's  hands  in  the  slaughter 
at  Bethlehem.  Before  the  coming  of  the  soldiers,  an 
angd  appeared  to  Joseph  in  the  night  and«  rousing  him 
from  sleep*  hade  him  take  Jesus  and  Mary  and  flee  with 
them  at  once,  deserting  Palestine  altogether  to  seek  shelter 
in  Egypt 

Even  as,  in  the  infancy  of  the  race,  Abraham,  Joseph 
and  Jacob  had  each  in  turn  crossed  the  Uasing  southern 
deserts  to  the  valley  of  the  NUe,  so  now  Jesus  in  His  in- 
fancy was  borne  over  the  same  hard  route,  a  hundred 
miles  or  more  of  dreary  waste.  Tradition  represents 
Joseph  as  having  a  single  mule  to  bear  the  provisions, 
the  mother,  and  the  babe,  while  he  plodded  by  their  side.

OF  THE  early  Kfe  of  the  child  Jesus  in  Nazareth, 
the  Bible  tella  us  nothing  except  in  that  one 
verse  of  Luke  announcing  that  He  grew  in  spirit 
and  wisdom  and  the  grace  of  God.  Much,  how- 
ever, we  can  readily  imagine  of  the  quietude,  the  simplic- 
ity, and  the  peaoefulness  of  the  little  household  presided 
over  by  Mary,  supported  and  protected  by  Joseph's 
labors.  An  apocryphal  gospd  of  Christ's  childhcMid, 
written  in  the  very  eariy  days  of  tibe  Church,  was  long 
accepted  by  Christians  and  may  contain  some  truths.  It 
is  filled  with  childish  miracles  perfcmned  by  the  little 
Jesus,  as  for  instance,  the  charming  one  which  tdls  of 
His  playing  with  other  childrea  at  moldii^  birds  ol  diit. 
When  His  divine  hands  touched  the  day,  Hb  birds  took 
life  and  flew  aloft  singing  in  rapture. 

Perhaps  Mary's  loved  cousin  Elizabeth  visited  them, 
and  the  child  John,  the  Forerunner,  may  have  played 
often  with  the  child  Messiah.  The  picture  is  one  that 
artists  have  loved  to  paint  Perhaps  Jesus  had  brothers 
or  step  brothers  of  His  own;  the  Bible  speaks  of  His 
^'brothers*'  in  later  life,  but  in  such  vague  words  that 
perhaps  it  means  relatives  more  distant  and  not  actual 
children  of  either  Joseph  or  Mary.
